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PREFACE. 



Is presenting this volume chiefly to the notice of the '* Society of 
Friends/' of which the writer, George Bichardson, was a closely 
attached member, the compilers feel that a few explanatory re* 
marks are needful, beyond those fram his own pen contained in the 
Introduction. 

Resting tinder a strong conviction that some benefit would arise 
from the perusal of his Journal after his decease, he was induced to 
tranficnbe upwards of seven hundred pages, with a view to its pub- 
lication* 111 subsequent years, he re-copied the greater portion ot 
it, after having carefully revised the original, leaving out such parts 
as appeared less desirable to print. His intention at that time was, 
that it should have the revision and sanction of the " morning meet- 
ing/' in London, before it was printed ; but that meeting having 
subsequently ceased to act in this capacity, the entire responsibility 
fell upon his children, who became his executors. 

Being desirous conscientiously to fulfil their beloved father's 
wishes, they have carefully considered his explicit written instruc- 
tions, and with the advice of a few friends, on whoso judgment tliey 
felt they could rely, have selected such portions of the manuscript 
aa seemed best adapted to answer the end designed» in which service 
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they bavo been greatly aided by their cousin, Joseph Procter. In 
making this selection, it has been their earnest desire that they 
might be enabled to exercise eonnd wisdom and discrimination, feel- 
ing conscious that in many respects they have had a delicate path 
to tread. From the character of the work there must appear an 
occasional want of continuity, the ministerial communications in 
some places being wholly omitted, either from a degree of similarity 
to those previously delivered, or from the notices themselves not 
appearing equally suitable for publication. Verbal alterations have 
been made in some instances, with strict regard to the sense of the 
• original ; and in a few cases the reports of ministerial service have 
been abbreviated, where this could be done with safety. 

It has been repeatedly suggested to the Editors that some biogra- 
phical notices should have been interspersed among the pages of the 
Journal for the sake of variety. The subject claimed their close 
attention, but in the belief that the plan they have adopted is more 
in accordance with theii' dear father's intention, and apprehending 
that anything they could have written would have rather interrupted 
the current of profitable thought, excited by the perusal of the 
Journal itself, they have felt beet satisfied to give it to the reader 
very much as it has come into tlieir own hands, with the exceptions 
already mentioned. 

The Biographical Sketch, prepared by his daughter, at the end of 
the volume, may serve to supply some links as it regai'ds the per- 
sonal history and domestic life of the beloved subject of the memoir ; 
for which purpose, however, the papers he left behind supplied little 
or no data, with the exception of a few letters kindly supplied by 
his valued fi-iond, Josiah Forster, of Tottenham, and others addressed 
to the members of his own family. In attempting this faint outline

of the life and character of one who was enahled, through Divine 
grace, to attain so high a point of Christian excellence, a fear has 
been entertained lest the portraiture should appear to have been 
drawn by a too partial hand. In order to avoid this, it was thought 
safest chiefly to detail facts as they have come under the observation 
of his family or that of their friends. 

It is not without some hesitation that the Editors venture to pub- 
lish even this brief sketch of their dear father's history, well knowing 
how little of himself he ever wished to be apparent. His own aim 
was high, being nothing less than the glory of God, and the salva- 
tion of his fellow-men, through Jesus Christ his Lord. All else 
seemed merged in these considerations, as will be evident to the 
reader of the Journal. 

In conclusion, it is hoped that the Divine blessing, which he so 
earnestly sought, may rest on the calm, patient perusal of the work, 
and that thus the great end which he had in view, in so carefully 
preparing it for publication, may be fully answered. 
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Ik iLe coarse of my travels in tlie work of the mii^isiry, I have 
gCDerally preserved memoranda of the openings which were pre- 
sented to my mind in the exercise of the gift, for my own fnture 
instmction, as also for the edification of ray dear wife and family, 
to whom they were regularly transmitted. In later years I have 
been induced to read over, re\ise, and transcrihe these fragments, 
in the hope that some of tliem may hereafter he permitted to pass 
through the press^ for the instruction of posterity, and the promotion 
of the kingdom of God amongst men. They are a faithful represen- 
tation of the dealings of my God with one of His poor unworthy ser- 
vants, for the edification of His church and people, with whom it has 
been my privilege to be aaaociated, both as relates to seasons in 
which suffering and humiliation have been allotted, and to those also 
in which my soul has had to magnify the Lord, and my spirit to 
rejoice in God my Saviour* 

The fundamental principle of the Society of Friends, as regards the 
ministry is, that of ourselves we can do nothing truly to promote the 
Lord's work ; hot that " every good and perfect gift cometh down 
from the Father of Lights ;" hence it may be evident to any candid 
mind that in thus describing ministeriai service, we purpose only 
mention that which the Lord Jesne Christ, the alone Head of the 
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church, has been pleased to work through us, and it has ever been 
my earnest wish to ascribe to Him alone all the honour and praise. 
That which impelled me to go forth and preach the Gospel, also 
warms my heai't with desire that what has now been committed to 
writing may, when I am laid in the sUent grave, be profitably perused, 
not only by my own kindred, hut by my bretliren and sisters in reli- 
gions profession ; and although it may now seem less sayoury than 
when first delivered, yet, with the Lord's blessing accompanying the 
serious, patient perusal, it may be found to contain something of a 
nouiishing tendency, especially to those in whose minds is begotten 
a real hunger and thirst after righteousness. The Lord's faithful 
ministers, sent forth to preach the glad tidings of salvation through 
our Lord Jesus Christ, experience many precious seasons of Divine 
favour, in which the cup is made to overflow ; yet they have many« 
also, of a humiliating nature ; they have painful conflicts and deep 
baptisms to endure, both on their own account and for the salvation 
of others. Truly it is *' God that worketh in us, both to will, and 
to do, of his good pleasure." Hence all glory belongeth unto Him. 
Among the many mercies and favours received from the hand of my 
Heavenly Father in the course of a long life, I may mention the cor- 
dial support and encouragement extended to me, by my late beloved 
wife, during many long journeys. By conversation and frequent cor- 
respondence, she uniformly endeavoured to promote a faithful and 
mireserved obedience to a sense of duty in the performance of the 
requirements of my Divine Lord and Master, freely resigning me to 
His direction. Many times her letters were as a cordial to my spirit, 
for which I have ever desired to be trdy thankful to Him, who, 
in mercy and loving-kindness, made such provision for my help* 
Absence from homo brought many increased burdens upon her, yet 
I have often admired the manner in which her mind was sustained. 
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The regular tranamisaion of mj Journal in a series of letters, kept 
all76 and increased her interest, and bad a profitable effect not only 
npoD her own mind, but also ujion the minds of our elder children, 
for whom my desires were often strong, that the blessing of preserva* 
tion in the Divine fear might be graciously extended over them ; and 
I may thankfully acknowledge that my prayers have thus far been (iu 
a good degree) answered. 

In selecting the notes for publication, those have been chosen which 
appeared most Hkely to be instructive, omitting most of those relating 
to journeys performed in conjunction with committees, and also such 
as were undertaken in connection with the Lancashire controversy .• 

Trusting that whatever may be published will tend to edification, 
the work is commended to the serious perusal of those into whose 
hands it may come, with fervent desires that through the Divine 
blessing it may tend to the glory of God and the Baivation of souls,

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It seems with me now, in the sixty-eighth year of my age, to look 
oyer the notes of my various exercises and travels in the service of 
the chnrch and in the work of the ministry, and to redace them to 
Bnch order as that my executors may be able, in case it be deemed 
expedient, to flelect for publication such as appear likely to be ser- 
noeabld to tiie precious ciiuse of truth and righteousness. 

Preparatory to this it seems proper to attempt to give a brief account 
of my early years, and to record some of the dealings of the Lord my 
God with me, in the days of my youth, whereby He measurably 
brought me to a knowledge of Himself, ** the only true God, and 
Jesus Christ whom he hath sent" — whom, rightly to know, is life 
eiernaL 

was horn at the Low Lights, North Shields, in the County of 
Torthumberland, on the 18th day of the 12th month, 1773. My 
father was John Richardson, son of Isaac and Isabel Richardson, of 
Whitby ; and my mother was Af argaret, daughter of John and Mar- 
garet Stead, of Eenton, near Newcastle. My mother died when I 
was about eight years of age, so that the charge of my education 
devolved chiefly upon my father, whose pious watchful care and coun- 
sel were blessed to me. 

Our Lord Jesus Christ, in describing the process of regeneration, 
saith — "The wind blowcth where it listeth, and thou hearest the 
id thereof, but canst not tell whence it cometh, nor whither 
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it goeth ; bo is every one that is bom of the spirit/' The Lord's 
Holy Spirit often operates on the mind of man in such a gentle 
manner, that the effects at the time ore not always very per- 
ceptihlo by the creature. " The light shiueth in darkness^ but the 
darkness comprehendeth it not." Nearly the earliest impression, 
which I now believe to have been of this naturOi was, after I had 
learned to read a little, when being left at home on a meeting day, I 
got hold of a very small hook, which attracted my attention. I read 
it eagerly, and became sensibly affected by its perusal ; my mind 
being clothed with a reverent fear of God, with a desire to know 
and love Him, Although for some years after this period, my appre- 
hension of Divine things was very faint and obscure, I delighted to 
hear my dear father read the Holy Scriptures : an elder brother also 
frequently read to me in our chamber, especially the accounts therein 
recorded of the many extraordinary events which took place in the 
early ages of the world, in the dealings of God with men. Our dear 
father kept a vigilant watch over as, and often cautioned us, some- 
times in an awfol reverential manner , yet in going and retnniing.| 
from school, and associating with other children, the corrupting 
influences of ** a world which lieth in wickedness" were not wholly 
avoided ; and although preserved in comparative innocence, I well 
remember some seasons of deep conviction for sin, when my soul was 
led to cry to Ood for mercy and forgiveness* 

Wlien about twelve years of age, I was sent to live with an aunt 
in Shields, it being my father's Lutention that I shoidd assist in 
the little shop, and also attend schooL By this plan, however, my, 
education, as to school-learning, was marred, yet all was morcifullyj 
over-ruled for good, by a gracious Providence. Being confined to] 
the shop, yet with much leisure, and having access to an extensive] 
collection of '* Friends'* books, I was led to take great delight in 
reading the accounts of the religious exercises and sufferings of our 
worthy predecessors ; by which means my memory became stored with 
much useful knowledge, and my understanding considerably enligh- 
tened in the principles of true practical religion, At times I was led 
secretly and earnestly to desire that I might he stjrengthened to take 
up the daily cross and foUow Christ, by a life of dedication to the

Lord's Bervice, The discipline, also, under which I was then placed, 
had its aa© in sobduing ray will, being eomething like what the pri- 
son house was to Joseph ; and in keeping down the light, frolicsome 
nature to which youth is prone, it tended to preserve me from many 
dangers* I haye often felt thankful that in the early period of my 
life I was enabled to take so much pleasure in serious reading, at 
a time when I had no idea of ever being called to ministerial labom*. 
It has been a great blessing to me, and there is reason to hope to 
others also, through my instrumentality, however unworthy. There 
have been periods of my life when leisure for reading has been want- 
ing, or when I have been secretly impelled to seek access to the 
source and spring from whence all useful instruction must flow ; when 
the primary object of my aspirations has been the inward immediate 
teaching of the Lord's Holy Spirit ; but I have abundant cause to be 
thankful that I did read when I could » and was drawn to meditate 
profitably on what I read, especially in reference to the Holy Scrip- 
tares, in which I often read only a small portion at a time, craving 
the illumination of the Spirit of truth to give me a right understand- 
ing of their contents. Thus I wailed as at the posts of the door of 
the house of wisdom, and found that saying verified, " I love them 
that love mc, and they that seek me early shall find me." 

Young people would do well to consider that with them the period 
may arrive when they may have to lament that so small a portion of 
their youthful leisure was devoted to substantial instructive reading. 
Those who do practise it, under the enlightening influence of the 
Lord's Spirit, may lay in stores which may yield large supplies of spi- 
ritual nourishment to that part in us which is of an immortal nature. 
Youth is the time for reading with double advantage, more especially 
the Scriptures of truth, the memory being then more retentiTe; and 
this mental discipline will be likely to exercise a useful influence on 
the whole character of the man. 

When about fourteen years of age, I was placed as apprentice to 
Joshua Watson, a Friend, in Newcastle. A residence of twelve years 
in his family circle proved a blessing to me in various respects, ^ly 
mind was powerfully visitod by the " day spring from on liigh,'* 
and was led clearly to see Ihp dopmvlty of our fiillcn Tintnrt*, th^ 
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exceeding smfalness of sin, and to feel the necessity of being washed 
in the laver of regeneration. Although I was hero much shielded from 
gross temptation, and bad the house of my eldest brother and sister 
to resort to, and throogh their means had easy access to the company 
of valaable Friends, which I much enjoyed and profited by, yet I was 
not safe from dangerous temptations. On on© occasion (the only one 
in the course of my life) I was enticed by a young Mend to accom- 
pany a small party in a walk, a few miles in the country, on a first 
day aflemoon. For a time I enjoyed the recreation, and after yisit- 
ing an ancient castle on onr way home, we were planning other simi- 
lar excursions when, aa we approached the town, we met some 
Friends who had been at meeting. My conscience was awakened ; the 
witness for God told me I had not been promoting His glory, bat 
had forsaken the path of duty, and had been treading the broad way 
which leadeth to destruction. On reaching my brother's house, ho, 
with my sister, administered suitahle reproof, and expressed his grief 
that I should have been thus led asti-ay, which had a salutary effect 
upon me. God, who is rich in mercy, especially to those who call 
upon Him, was graciously pleased not only to show me the sinfnlness 
of sin, and to make me feel it to be a galling yoke of bondage, but 
after thus calling me by His grace, He was pleased to reveal His Son 
unto me, and in me, as an all sufficient Saviour, through whose blood 
I might know my sins to he pardoned, and my transgressions blotted 
out ; and through whose life, light, and power, inwardly experienced, 
my understanding in the mysteiy of godliness would be increased. 
Thus I became fully i^ersuaded that as I was careful to walk in His 
counsel, sti-ength would be received to overcome my soul*s enemies, 
and that I might know the Lamb to be the Captain of my salvation, 
and the light of His Spirit to be my sure and unfailing guide into all 
truth. This discovery, being received in living faith, filled my soul 
with peace and comfort, and I went on my way rejoicing, 

A long Avilderness had to be passed through before I could fully 
enjoy this land of promise, with many deep baptisms and sore proba- 
tions. The Lord was pleased to show me, both immediately by the 
impressions of His holy light and power upon my mind, and instru- 
mentaUy by the mouth of some of His ministers, whom He was 
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pkased, about tiiiB time, to sand to visit our meetings and families, 
that if faithful to His requirements I should be called publicly to 
speak in His name» and to proclaim the riches of His grace, and the 
Gospel of life and salvation in, and through, our Lord Jesns Christ. 
Thus Edward Hatton of Cork, though an entire stranger to me, vras 
led, in a religious visit in my brother's family (when I was present) 
to see and describe my condition vdth remarkable clearness. He 
told me, in the light and authority of faith, that I should be called to 
labour in the work of the ministry. Another Friend who touched 
my case most clearly was our dear friend George Braithwaito of 
Kendal, who, in a meeting, about two weeks before my first ministe- 
rial ofifering, plainly intimated that the Lord was about to open a 
mouth to speak in His name. My first engagement in the ministry 
took place on the 24th of 2nd month, 1793. The words given me 
to utter were the plaintive language of the prophet Elijah, when he 
stood at the mouth of the cave, deeply concerned at the sorrowful 
backsliding of his people, " I have been very jealous for the Lord 
God of hosts : because the children of Israel have forsaken thy cove- 
nant, thrown down thy altars, and slain thy prophets with the sword ; 
and I, even I only, am left, and they seek my life to take it away/' 
See I. Kings xix« 14. At this juncture our meeting was remarkably 
stripped of instrumental help. About two months previous to this 
occasion, our valued Friend, Elizabeth Clapham, after speaking in 
testimony on a first-day forenoon, was seized with apoplexy a few 
minutes after she had sat down, and being carried out of meeting to 
the doorkeeper's house, she was engaged in fervent prayer for herself, 
her friends, and the church at large. In two or three hours she was 
a corpse. In addition to this privation, it pleased the great Head of 
the church to remove, from works to rewards, another valuable and 
largely gifted minister, viz., Ealph Bainbridge, who bore a lively 
testimony immediately after I had been engaged to speak publicly. 
He never again got out to meeting. 

It was about nine months before I felt again called to speak in this 
manner. During this period we had no vocal ministry in our religious 
meetings, except one or two visits from Friends travelling in this Uue 
of service : vet at no similar interval have I been favoured with more 
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inward commumon with God in our silent aasemblies, or with clearer 
nnfoldinga of the mysteries of His kingdom. Great was the contri- 
tion of soul which I had often to experience, and tears of holy joy 
and thankfulness flowed freely as I sat. Yet in these years of pre- 
paration for the Lord's service, many and deep were the baptisms of 
soul which I had to pass through, both, as it were, of water and of 
fire. I had to experience the washing of regeneration, and the 
renewings of the Holy Ghost ; also, the purifying operations of the 
Spirit of judgment and of burning, in which, the Messenger of the 
new covenant, the Lord, whom I sincerely sought, was known to 
come into the temple of the heart, and to sit as ** a refiner with fire, 
and as a fuller with soap." The fire of the Lord's holy indignation 
against sin and transgression was sensibly felt, burning as at the very 
root of the transgressing nature, that it might be consumed. It is 
not the con-ection of particular transgressions that is sufficient, but 
the afiections must be changed, the will brought into conformity to 
the will of God, and the thoughts into captivity to the obedience of 
Christ. I believe it is impossible for any mortal to understand or 
conceive the depth and intensity of these mental conflicts, without 
Jiaving perBonally experienced something of them. 

Whilst penning these remarks, after the lapse of nearly fifty years, 
the times, the places, and the circximstances under which these con- 
flicts were endured, arc vividly before me. But God, who is infinite 
in viisdom and power, and rich in mercy, was near for my help and 
dehverance; His own holy arm carried me through, and I was 
enabled to see and know that it was His work, that He was near to 
preserve me both through the water and in the fire— and in His own 
time He enabled me to sing His praise, as on the banks of deliver- 
ance. My faith in Christ, and in His atoning blood, as a propitiation 
for sin, was, in those early days, most clearly confii-med. I felt that 
I had "redemption through his blood, even the forgiveness of sins,*' 
and my heart, as it were, leaped for joy; yet I knew that I must also 
be delivered from the power of darkness, and be translated into the 
kingdom of the Son of God — that Christ must be known as our 
great High Priest, to atone for sin — as a Prophet, to teach and 
instruct — and as our Lord and King, to reign in us, and rule over 
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US, witbout a rival ; that we must luve God above all, and serve Him 
unreBervedly. 

It has been ab-eady Doticed that it was several months before I 
again spoke as a minister; but the intervals became shorter, so that I 
gained strength and experience gradually. The trials of my faith and 
patieDcei and the many conflicts and pinching dispensations, tended 
greatly to snbdae mj will, bringing me into a state of reverent 
acqiueBcence and humble resignation to the Di\itie will, and making 
me very carefol not to ofifend or grieve my holy Guide, but to seek to 
abide closely by His direction, wherein only is safety. Thna I 
became more intimately acquainted with the voice of the tme Shep- 
herd and Bishop of sooIb, greatly to my comfoH. 

In 1794 I was sent as goide to two Friends on a visit to Edinburgh, 
and had the privilege of attending the half-year's meeting, which 
proved an instructive time, much life and zeal prevailing amongst 
the Friends there. On my retnm I had the company of John Wigham, 
who was on hia way to London^ previous to his embarking for North 
America. His conversation and fatherly care were peculiarly sweet 
and instmctive to me. 

As I was obedient to the voice of my spiritual Guide my ministerial 
communications became more fi*equent, and my desires were strong, 
that I might be enabled to promote the welfare of the church, I had 
frequently to give eipression to my feelings in meetings for discipline 
abo. 

In 1797 I obtained leave of my dear father, and of my master 
Joehna Watson, to attend the yearly meeting in London, which 
proved to me a memorable time. Several ministers were present 
from America. The affairs of the nation, at this juncture, were in a 
very agitated state, through the rapid spreading of sedition and infi- 
delity, A dark cloud being thus suspended over the nation, Uie 
minds of many Friends were humbled before the Lord, aud much 
appropriate counsel was extended. On attempting to return homo 
by sea, the vessel could not proceed further than Gravesend, on 
aeoount of the mutiny on board ships of war at the Nore ; so, taking 
eoaoh to come home, I visited seven Friends, who were then prisoners 
in York Castle, on account of refaeing to pay tithes. 
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In the let month of 1797 the monthly meeting took my case under 
consideration, and recorded my name as an acknowledged minister, 
which was an encouragement to me. In the 1st mouth of 1799 the 
quarterly meeting appointed a committee to visit Staindrop monthly 
meeting, of which I was one. I was favoured with a sweet precious 
covering of solid peace, and had to admire the gracious dealings of 
the Lord of the vineyard, and the manner in which He was pleased 
to lead ahout and instruct me. 

In the 8th month of this year I was again sent as guide to Edin- 
burgh, with two Friends from America. 

In the spring of 1800 my beloved father, John Richardson, de- 
parted this life, after an illness of three monthsj leaving a good savour 
behind him amongst Friends and others. His memory was peculiarly 
precious to his children* 

In another place G* Richardson thus describes the character of 
his parent: 

Having for many years endeavoured to walk in the commandments ef 
the Lord, with much innoconcy, and being often deeply concerned for 
the spiritual improvement of those around him, he received larger 
measures of Divine grace, and of the gills of the Spirit, and was called 
to the work of the ministry. He had long taken much delight in 
reading the Holy Scriptures, and often, when sitting among his 
children and servants, would turn to his Bible and read audibly, 
for a considerable time together, from the precious volume ; and I 
believe the effect wm very saliitai-y upon the minds of his household. 
His first offering as a minister was on 7th month 2nd, 1785, being 
in the fifty-third year of his age, I well remember the tenderness, 
humility, and simplicity of his manner. There was a greater depth 
of instruction in his communications than was at that time the case 
with many others. He was of a deeply contemplative turn of mind, 
and frequently drew instruction from natural things in a manner 
peculiarly impressive and appropriate. Thus he became well instruc- 
ted in the mysteries of Christ's kingdom, and was often enabled to 
draw forth, out of the treasures of a purified, enlightened, and dedi- 
cated heart, " things new and old," to the edification of those who 
heard him. He did not travel much in the exercise of the ministry. 
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Imt several times attended the yearly meeting in Loudon, His own 
meetings he attended with great diligence, and was often very useful 
in the exercise of the discipline, having a lively concern for the 
prosperity of tmth. For twelve months or more (before his decease) 
he rarely spoke in meetings. On one occasion^ at Newcastle, stand- 
ing up in the minister's gallery, he noticed this fact, stating that, in 
his apprehension, it was so in Divine ordering, he, in a pecnharly 
weighty manner, declared that his faith, hope, and confidence in God 
was as strong as ever. 

In the course of his last illness, he repeatedly intimated that he 
felt his mind weaned from the world almost as much as if he had 
never lived in it; and in his last letter (as it was supposed) he said — 
** My mind is calmly centred in the Divine will, and I have a firm 
hope that, when it pleases Him to take me from this troublesome 
world, He will receive that part which is fit for eternal happiness into 
the arms of His mercy. And as to my posterity, if those I leave 
behind are enough concerned to walk in His fear, I have no doubt 
that He will continne to be to them a father and a friend, blessed be 
His name/* At another time^ be spoke nearly as follows : — " I have 
been thinking I shall die» perhaps before many days ; my breath is 
short ; I beHeve I shall breathe shorter and shorter until I breathe 
no more ; and when this is the case, I would not have you to stir or 
disturb me unless I request it. My mind is richly replenished with 
Divine love and life, so that I am not afraid of death, hell, or the 
grave. My spirit soars above all the powers of darkness ; yet when 
I look back on all I have done (I find) I have nothing to depend 
upon but the love and mercy of my Redeemer.** 

G. B. then proceeds. On the 5th month of the year 1800, I left 
the fiervice of my kind and indulgent master, who had often feelingly 
sympathised with me in my religious concerns^ and had made way for 
me, not only to attend regularly meetings for worship and discipline 
st homei but also, as often as he was satisfied that it \vas under an 
apprehension of duty, had freely promoted my attending to more dis- 
tant services. In the prospect of my marriage with his niece, Eleanor 
Watson, I commenced business on my own account, and soon after 
he trajisferred, as far as was in his power, one branch of his business 
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to me. Meeting with gooil success, my marriage was accomplished 
on the 17th of 7tb month, 1800, a union which, I have often had to 
acknowledge, as one of the many signal benefits bestowed upon me 
by a gracious Providence. I chot^e my dear wife for her religious 
and virtuous dispositiona, which she had manifeBted from her early 
youth. We sought the Lord's counsel and blessing upon our union, 
and were permitted to feel the overshadowing wing of heavenly regard 
during its commencement, in the solemnity of the meeting held on 
the occasion, wherein I was enabled to bear public testimony to the 
efficacy of the pure unchangeable truth, as it is in Jesus, and to the 
goodness of Him who had drawn both our minds to choose the same 
blessed patli. 

About two months after this, I was sent, for the third time, as 
guide to Edinburgh, to accompany David Sands, from America. He 
felt it required of him to have two public meetings on our way. In 
these three services as guide, I travelled not less than six hundred 
and sixty miles,* In the early period of my life I was largely 
engaged in this service, and more especially in assisting Friends to 
hold public meetings. I have sometimes compared myself to the 
shepherd's dog. I could not feed the flock ; I was not gifted for it ; 
hut I could call and invite them to where they might be fed ; and 
this, I have reason to believe, was acceptable service in the Lord's 
sight. 

In 1802, I attended the yearly meeting to my satisfaction and 
instruction, though on reaching York, on my way home, I heard that 
my only child was removed, by death, after a short illness. I was 
enabled reverently to bow in humble submission to the Divine will. 

In 1803, having obtained the certificate of the monthly meeting, I 
left home, accompanied by our valued Friend, Margaret Bragg, of 
Newcastle, on 2nd of 8th month, to pay a visit to the families of 
Friends in Allendale monthly mecting^ — which service I was enabled 
to perform (in some degree) to my own peace of mind. I had much 
cause for humiliation and much for encom-agement on reviewing 
this journey. My dear companion and I had sympathy and unity 
with each oUier ; and there was reason to hope that our labours in 

• Most of this diBtance was travelled on horwbnck. 
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the Lord's work would not prove altogether in vain. My desires 
were strong that the Lord would preserve me lowly and dependent, 
and lead roe to seek Him until He was known to fill all in my heart, 
BO that His wiU might be done in me and by me whilst on earth, even 
as it is done in heaven, as for as my Enite capacity and abundant 
weakness and fraUty would permit. 

In 1804, 1 left home to visit families in Edinburgh monthly meet- 
ing. I also attended the general meeting (of Scotland). In tikis 
service I had, with thankful, humbling admiration, to adore my God 
and Saviour, for His goodness and condescension to His poor unwor- 
thy child. Truly my peace flowed as a river, with a stea^ly and 
uninterrupted stream : the only exception arose from my letting in 
doubts, which seemed for an hour to deprive me of faith ; but these 
were soon dispelled. 

In reference to his deep baptisms of spirit preparatory to some of 
these engagements in the work of the ministry, wo find him wanting 
as follows : — ** But, alas ! after my return home, I had to drink 
again, and that deeply, of the wormwood and the gall, which humbled 
my soul in deep prostration before God. I had often to adopt the 
language of the Lord*s prophet when he cried, * Woe is me, for I am 
a man of unclean lips : I dwell among a people of unclean lips :' for 
mine eyes have seen something of the glorious majesty and unspotted 
purity of the King, the Lord of hosts. I clearly saw that in His 
kingdom nothing that is impure, nothing that defileth, no root of 
bitterness, can exist. May I not say, as did another of His servants, 
* I have heard of tliee by the hearing of the ear : but now mme eye 
sceth thee. \Mierefore I abhor myself, and repent in dust and ashes/ 
Thus it is, that no flesh can glory in His presence." 



JOURNEY 

WITH JOHN WIGHAM, OF ABERDEEN, 

TbIIOCGH PABT8 OF Y0BK8HIBE, L1NCOLN8HIKE, NORFOLK, CAM- 
BRIDGESHIRE, HuNTINGDONSHmE, RUTLAND, AND NOTTING- 
HAHSHIRE^ FROM THE 25tH OF THE 6tH MONTH TO THE 8tH 
OF THE 9th month INCLUSIYB, 1808, 
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Hating obtained a certificate from our monthly meetings I Mi 
home OB the 2Sth of the 6tb month, 1808, to accompany my endeared 
firiendi John Wigham, in the religions engagement he had in pro- 
spect. We got to Darlington that evening, and attended their meet- 
ings next day, being the first of the week. In the afternoon I had a 
short testimony to deliver, doscribing the means whereby the poor in 
this world's goods may be sustained and comforted, and the rich 
preserred and instracted— " Let tlie brother of low degree rejoice in 
that he is exalted, but the rich in that he is made low/' In true 
humiliation is peace and joy to all ranks— the daily cross is a mercy, 
enabling us to endure the trials of this life with patience and fortitude. 

At Borrowby.— In the meeting Di'^ine good was near, inmiediately 
and instra mentally. J. W, had to remind Friends of the gracious 
promise left on record of help and consolation even to the two or 
three rightly gathered ones, and to warn others of the danger of the 
spiritual seed being choked liy the undue prevalence of earthly ciires; 
also to encourage some of the youth who appeared to be tender 
spirited. I had to admonish to aprightness, and sincerity, and 
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Bimplo obcilionco ; for ** Tlie Lord proserveih the simple," Fervent 
eiipplication was also offered for an awakened state. 

TiimsK. — In the meeting in the evening a reaching call to a 
backsliiUng state was extended : that which effectaally visits was fell 
preciouBlj near, 

YoiiK Quarterly Meeting. — The meeting of ministers and elders 
was to us an humbling season. Our certificates were read ; and our 
poor minds, nlmost ready to droop, were sweetly encourt^ed by a 
female uiiiiistor ; after which, a precious feeling of heavenly regard 
was sensibly atTorded. 

In the meeting for worship on fourth-day morning, several lively 
testimonies were delivered; and, near the close, I had to attempt to 
relieve my mind of a heavy burden winch it had been brought under 
for those who are not exercised for themselves ; to revive in their 
remembrance the parable of the rich man, who, when plunged into 
the gulf of m'evocable judgment and misery, was roused to an earnest 
desire that his five brethren might be warned ; endeavouring to 
impress the lethargic minds of the careless and disobedient, and the 
lukewarm and indifferent, with the consideration of his plaintive lan- 
guage and tremendous situation, when the hour of available repent- 
ance was passed for ever. The witness in some minds I trust was 
reached, and my poor exercised spirit much relieved, being preserved 
under a covering of that love which longs to gather. 

In the management of the discipline we thought the exercise was 
t»io circumscribed, resting on the shoulders of a very few active 
members, perhaps so much as* in some degree, to paralyse many 
other useful gifts ; yet in passing along the country we thought we 
often saw the good eflect of this meeting's vigilant care. Its labour 
appears to have been blessed, and to have conti-ibuted to the preser- 
vation of its extensive chai'ge. 

Tbe meeting for worship on fifth*day was a lively favoured season. 
1 was read}* to fear there had been too much offered, but felt con- 
strained to make a short addition, which I trust proved seasonable 
and acceptable : a caution to beware of frustrating the gracious will 
of God concerning us, who, agreeable to ancient declaration, is dis- 
posed to make the hearts of His children, and the assemblies of His

people* HiB bftbitation or temple, wlierein He would dei^, &»d cveti 
delight^ to dweil. 

HuBY, — In the evening, walking in a field alone, 1 was bron^dil 
nuder great exerci^ for the prosperity of the cause ia which we art* 
engigedf and was enabled to put np ferrent petitions to the throne 
of gnee for help and preservation ; that the arm of mercy might be 
extended around my dear wife, who had been left with the load of 
all mj outward cares, and that she might be strengthened to unite 
in desires for the advancement of the great and good cause. I 
l)elieve my prayers wore heard, and my mind felt stayed upon God 
who alone worketh in us, and through us, to the glory and praise of 
His great and eternally adorable name, 

Thorxtob in the Clay. — In this little meeting my heart waa 
enlarged in love ; and wisdom and utterance were granted in a plen- 
tiful de^ee^ I tnist to the edification of the people : — '* Come, lei 
QB go up to the mountain of the Lord, to the house of the God of 
Jacob/' The mind, soaring abow earthly eiijoywients, ascends a« 
into the mountain of the Lord, and is tliere prostrated in Ilia house 
of prayer, experiencing in this heavenly, yet humbled state, a being 
tatight in^Hia ways ; and, abiding in His ISmt, is enabled to walk in 
His patlis. My dear companion also was enabled to minister, under 
the prevailing influence of Divine power. It was truly to ua a pre- 
cious meeting. 

Malton.— This also was a season of favour, thougli the testimony 
given me to bear was, as often, short, from the PsalmisVs words — 
" Send ont thy light and thy truth : let them lead me ; let them 
bring me onto thy holy hill and t<:> thy tabernacles/' 

Atton. — Divine love was f^lt to flow toward all classes. I had to 
magnify the condescension and long-suffering of God, in extending 
His merciful visitations from seasoti to season, even to the rebellions, 
^noting the pathetic lamentation of our dear Lord over Jernsalem ; 
also the language of the Most High through the mouth of His pro- 
phet — ** How shall I give thee up ? bow shall I put thee amongst 
the children ? How shall I make thee aa Admah 9 how shall I set 
thee as Zcboim?'* beautiful cities in a fruitful land, but which, 
continuing in rebellion, were involved in destruction with Sodom and 
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Oomorrha. Tlio Lord loves — He sparer long — He pities — yet He 
finally punishes the impenitent luid rebellions. We tmst it was a 
season of renewed visitation to many, and of favour to as poor feeble 
instruments. 

Many are my exercises as I pass aloncif, and niucb the labour o 
body and mind : but the Lord hath dealt j^aciouHly and bountifully 
with me ; often has my spirit been refreshed in His presence — 
often, after deep conflict, is my cup made to overflow— my he 
is enlarged in love to my God and to His people ; and, at time 
to those who are as yet enemies to the cross of Christ* I fe 
the most unshaken assurance that it is the Lord's doing — all glory 
be ascribed to His adorable name ! He hath enabled me to rejoic^e 
even in iribulations ; and to know these to vpork patience, experience, 
and hope, which maketh not ashamed. 

GriBBOEOUGH. — We were led through suffering to sympathise 
with a discouraged state. J, W. was twice engaged, under the feel- 
ing of great poverty and weakness ; yet had some experimental hinta 
to offer. Near the conclusion I bad to stimulate to the exercise of 
patience and faith, and to a close attention to the pointings of best 
wisdom ; reviving the passages respecting Israel when pursued to the 
borders of the Red Sea. We felt near in spirit to some of them. 

Castleton. — ^The youth vrere called upon to yield to Divine visi- 
tation, and be vdHIng to be led as into the wUdemess — ^into pa 
which they have not known ; so shaU they receive their vineyards 
from thence, and the valley of Achor for a door of hope. Some of 
them appeared to.be reached. As the meeting was breaking up, 
I could not bo easy without cautioning against the evil root of bitter- 
ness, adraonisbing them to walk in the Hght in which true fellowship 
is known and maintained ; and wherein is perceived the ground and 
cause of each other's frailties, by which we are enabled to cast over 
them the mantle of charity. 

Whituy. — ^Here I was engaged to proclaim an awful warning to 
tho rebeUiouB — to such as were yielding to wicked practices; and 
who, being in the habit of resisting the strivings of grace, were in 
great danger of continuing so to resist, as to seal their own final 
condemnation. 
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Notice was given for a public meeting in the evening. The house 
was filled ; soon after which ^ dear George Sanders was engaged in 
life and power in opening Gospel truths. I was then raised above my 
discouraged feeliug» and fears^ being enabled, I trust, under right 
influence and authority, to minister onto the people somewhat largely. 
J. W, had but little to communicate, but that little sweet and instruc- 
tive. These favours cheered me, 

OcsTWicK,^ — I was brought into a painful exercise, under an appre- 
hension that many were continuing in disobedience to much light. 
I was favoured to obtain relief in a good degree of patience, though 
through much wading. The view of the " Witnesses lying slain in 
the streets/' with the voice of Saul, "Why persecutost thou me?" 
was instructively opened. If we rebel against and grieve the Lord's 
Holy Spirit, we are in the state of those who persecuted Jesus. The 
extensive and important influence of good example, and the deplo- 
rable final consequence of injuring others by e^-il example, were set 
before them. I was also engaged in supplication for the continuance 
of mercy. 

Well WICK was our next meeting. Many strangers came in, to 
whom we were principally led to speak — my companion very clearly. 
I had to reeommend practical religion. " Christ came to make an 
end of sin, and to finish transgression/' As we yield obedience to the 
light, we receive more light. Things which are not now scon to bo 
idiifui will then^ in this increased light, be clearly manifested to 
be so. Only by obedience to the revealed will of Go<l can a know- 
legde of the purity of the doctrines o( the Gospel be obtained. 
Motes are not discovered in the shade, but only as we approach 
the light of the meridian sun. 

Hull. — In this meeting we felt public labour difficult. When 
tlje wicked prosper, and the proud are accounted happy, the feet of 
the righteous are well nigh ready to slip — they are ready to conclude, 
their walkisg mournfully is ahnost in vain — " Until," as saith the 
Psalmist* " I went into the sanctuary of God ; then understood I 
llieir «id." [When favoured with access to the fountain of puro 
Mirasfil we see beyond tlie narrow confines of time, and are enabled 
to put our trust in the Lord.] As this state of things is a source of 
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leiriptatioTi iintl cliscouragemeBt to the rif-liteoiiB, so also is it of delu- 
sion to the wicked, who, in the day of their |:trosi>erity, are ready tt> 
«ay, ** The Lord seeth ns not." " The Lord hath furaoken the earth." 

Be\t:rley. — This meeting, though small, is of the subetantial 
clasa : we had some comfort amongst them. The state was adi 
dressed of those who, in the seaaou of strong conviction, were ready 
adopt the language of Israel formerly, ** All that the Lord hath said 
will we do, and be obedient f * who yet were sitting down in a rest 
far short of tJiat prepared for tlie people of God, and even perhaps 
indiiltriiig perverse incHmitions, 

Skipton. — After attempting to encourage the afflicted, J. W. wuh 
engaged in oftering very pertinent counsel ; alter which, I seemed 
commisisiimed, under feelings of great oppression and weakneas, Uj 
address a gi*ievousiy entangled and fettered state, and to proclaim the 
offer of deliverance, provided obedience was yielded to that power 
which had somewhat awakened to a eense of danger. 

HuLi> Monthly Meetinu. — It proved a refreshing season, Divine 
goodness favouring us with tlie tlowing of the River of Life, whereby 
iibility was afforded to labour to draw the minds of the people nearer 
to its source. We were both engaged in ministi-y. I am daily made 
sensible of my own weakness, and entire insufficiency of myself to do 
any good. 1 ufttn see I aui but a child in the ministry ; yet I havo 
at seasons to magnify and adore thn gracious power which hatU 
helped me hitheiio. His service is often my delight, and Hia cbaa- 
tisements my comfort ; and a hope is sometimes raised that He will 
yet preserve me, and that He st^inds graciously disposed to perfect 
the work which He reqnireth at my hands to His own glory. 

Spalding. — 1 was led to addrc-ss tlic tnie mourners, and to stir up 
all clrtsses to a just sense of the many daogers that await us in our 
spiritual progress ; and to the consideration of human frailty, of which 
all partake. Of this truth the twelve Apostles afford an affecting 
instance ; one betrayed his Lord ; another denied Him ; and the rest 
fled from Him at that awful crisis when He, the Lord of life and 
glory, was led "as a lamh to the slaughter." When the true seed 
is in captivity, and the power of darkness is permitted to prevail, then 
human frailty too often evincea itaalf, even in the best— the most 
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©xfierienced. If, tben, ** the righteous scarcely be saved, where 
shall the ungodly and the sinner appear ?" If the most watchful and 
curcamspect are at times foiled, bow shall the negligent and the dis- 
obedient escape ? 

Gkdnet. — In much fear and deep concern for the church's pros- 
perity I was led to address several present, who appeared to be placed 
SB watchmen on the walls ; beseeching them to present themselves 
as living sacrifices, and to guard against a conformity to this world ; 
tbaty knowing & being transformed by the renewing of their minds» 
they may prove what is the good, and acceptable, and perfect will of 
God concerning them ; and thus, living near the fountain, be qualified 
to receive the watchword to give to theii' brethren ; and perhaps he- 
come commissioned to anoint, as i^ith the holy oil of spiritual inMu- 
eoce, others as their successors in the church. 

LTNK.—Kere we attempted to hold up the standard of truth to 
their view, but they have mixed with the people — ** Strangers have 
devoured his strength, and he knoweth it not; yea, grey hairs are 
here and there upon him, yet he knoweth it not." This portrait of 
tlieir condition J. W. held up to their view. They have bowed to 
the gods of the nations auiougst whom they dwell, therefore the Lord 
hatfa permitted them to be carried captive ; nor can they escape until 
their hearts are turned to the Lord, whom they have forsaken. We 
lamented exceedingly over them ; and though we felt constrained to 
speak what appeared to be required of us, yet we were almost ready 
to adopt the language — ** There is no hope/' 

Wells. — Here few indeed appear at all attempting to maintain 
the testimonies of truth, and these few are in a languid state. I felt 
extreme reluctance again to use the rod — ^again to speak truths that 
eonld not be received* I never, that I remember, felt a greater aver- 
sion to appear in public testimony — my nature shrank exceedingly ; 
however, the constraining power was mighty, and finally prevailed. 
I stood up, told them the conilict I had felt, and was soon raised 
above all opposition, aud enabled to proclaim a solemn afiectionate 
w*aming and invitation to submit to the cross. I trust it will be 
remembered. I have seldom felt so great a flow of peace as after 
this meeting awaited me. I felt fully clear of their blood, aud 
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ftbandance of love flowed toward Ihem. May the Lord again visit- 
yea, powerfiilly viait tbem I 

Wymondham. — Her© I was led to speak of the nature of leaven, 
and of the different soiia : tho lca%'en of the Kingdom, of the Phari- 
Bees and Saducees, and of the world. We ore leavened by, and 
gradnally partake of, the nature of that which we yield to. 

TmsTSHAUi. — I had to set before Friends of this meeting a view 
nf the state of the Society in this country, as far as we had seen it, 
or had been able to discover — the great want of spiritnal gifts — 
reviving the exhortation of the Apostle, to covet these earnestly; and 
the gracious assurance, that onr Heavenly Father stands disposed to 
'•give his Holy Spirit to them that ask him;" expressing my per- 
suasion, that, as we genernlly reap what we sow, and obtain that 
which WG earnestly seek; and as it is evident, that far too many 
amongst us are most earnest in seeking the accumulation of wealth, 
and neglecting to seek sufficiently the Lord's Spirit, or to desire His 
spiritual gifts, so to this cause, surely, may be attributed their 
absence. The Lord would give, did we but diligently enough and 
properly ask aud seek. I was enabled to handle the subject, I 
trust, in a degree of living power — in love and Divine authority — 
and to point to that which, if }ielded to, would yet beautify our Zion, 
and make her sons as living stones — a spiritual house. 

Tasdurgh Meetino,— J. W., after encfuiraging the honest-hearted,^ 
tendered some close hints to a different class. With the eye ol 
reason I was at a loss to discover where to find the sort of chai'acter 
he described ; yet I had faith to believe he was on the foundation of 
true discernment : but before the day was over, the secret was un- 
folded by visible denionstratioD. I was led chiefly in a doctrinal 
path, which opened with considerable clearness. 

Yarmouth. — I was especially drawn towards the youth, of whom 
there is a large proportion ; and was led to describe some of their 
temptations and dangers in language that appeared powerfully ta 
arrest their attention. I write in simplicity, not in any degr< 
boastingly. ^Vll glory is due to God — to Him I sincerely ascribe it j 
but I tell of "His goodness, and of his wonderful works to the 
children of men.*' When we consider, that oven the experienced 
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and established Christian can scarcely endure the sneer of contcmjit 
without feeling his nature recoil, we need not wonder that inexpe- 
nencdd youth, who perhaps, when thus treated, feel conscious of a 
want of proper consistency of conduct^ should at times foil to endure 
the conflict. Again : There is in youth a natural desire to please. 
This sometimes betrays the unwary mind into improper and unsafe 
ipliances. " My son, when sinners eutice thee, consent thou 
not." There is danger in the company of habitual sinners* They 
do not at first entice to sin ; but draw the unwar)^ to partake tirst of 
their lawful enjoyments, and then by degrees of their unlawful ones. 
We even become partakers of their sins by countenancing them, or 
conniving at them. Hence, evil commanications or associations al- 
most invariably corrupt good maimers ; and in such associations, the 
shame of the cross is doubly hard to endure. 

In my solemn waiting on my Gmde^ as we came along last evening, 
imploring His direction and assistance, my mind was turned toward 
the people of Yarmouth ; and at the close of the meeting this morn- 
ing, I found my peace was involved in obedience to this prospect. 
My companion had not seen it on bis own account, but readily 
acquiesced in promoting my view. Notice was given of a public 
meeting, and the house, which is rathf^r small, was about 6Ued. 
Ability was afforded to declare Gospel truths in a degree of Gospel 
power; yet it did not rise into ftiU dominion. The people were 
attentive^ yet we feared many of tliem were very ignorant of the life 
of true religion, 

Yaemouth Monthlv Mbetino, at Becoles.— I had to press on 

^m a fuU dedication of hearty whereby they might know " their 
peace to flow as a river, and their righteousness as the waves of tlie 
sea ;*' and thus become of the holy souls into which wisdom enters, 
and makes of them friends of God and prophets. 

Norwich Mokthly Meettno,^ — My dear companion had faith to 
proclaim Lis prospect of better times; provided those whom the Lord 
is visiting^ and ^ill hereafter risit, in this place, are but faithful. 
He was led to speak verj' encouragingly to some of the youth, hoping 
tliat from amongst them the Lord is about to raise up some, to whom 
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He will give ability, again to erect the Btandai'd» which is lamentably 
fallen to the ground in various parts of this qaarterly meeting. After 
J. W. had closed his cotifloling testimony, I had to describe the 
difiference betwixt tlit* stiitos of those who are bending towards God, 
and those who are bciitling from Him. Perhaps as to the outward 
fippearance, there may not bo visible much or any difference ; indeed, 
ih(i latter may seem to be further advanced than tlie former; yet 
mark their respective progress, and the great dilTeronce will soon be 
manifest. The one, approaching the source and fountain of good, 
t,'ains lif3:ht and strength ; the other, receding from it, loses in propor- 
tion ; and their final tcrniinations are widely dilVerent. He who has 
nil power, who " ascended up on high,*' and "led captivity captive;** 
who binds the strong man armed, taking from him his armour wherein 
ho trusteth» subdues his strong propensities, and silences his subtle 
reasonings ; thus gradually effueting a change, and prepaiing for the 
reception of those gifts which He giveth unto men. 

Wtmondham Monthly Meeting, held at Attledi'rgh. — '*Thy 
slain men are not slain mih the sword, nor dead in battle.*' They 
have died ingloriously, without conflict, without fighting. *• Death 
reigned from Adam to Moses, even over tliem Uiut bad not sinned 
after the similitude of Adam*s transgression/* Spiritual death 
reignoth over some, who perhaps are onduavonring to keep the 
moral law inviolate ; but who, not submitting themselves to the 
righteousness of God in Christ, do not experience the efficacy of 
the quickening spirit and power, whereby done they can be made 
truly alive, and enjoy a spiritual communion with Him. Yet I had 
to believe that the goodwill of Him, who dwelt in the bush, who 
hears the cries of His oppressed seed, was near; and would yet 
<»pen a door of deliverance, if there were but a sufficient sense of 
})ondage, and desire after escape from it, with a disposition to fol- 
low faithfully the heavenly Leader, 

Wereham. — We have endeavoured to speak the truth in love, in 
meekness, in sympathy, and have laboured in faithfulness to Him 
who sent us forth. We trust several have acquiesced in oar tes- 
timony, We leave the event, supplicating for a blesBing on our feeble 
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ondeavours, and that the great Shepherd of Israel will be pleased yet 
to ''raise up a deliverer in Zion, who shall turn away ungodliness 
from Jacob." 

Mabch. — This meeting of about twenty persons^ is gathered wholly 
by conTincement* I had to speak of the TaiiouB dispeusations of 
God to man— of tlie call of Nathaniel and of Cornelius into the know- 
ledge of our Lord Jesus Christ, and of the Christian dispensation. 
He called them thcreuuio, although they both were pious characters 
before. He graciously accepts those who feur Him, and work 
righteoasness, whether He ever see meet to coll them into other or 
higher dispensations or not. Some He thus calleth ; yet otheTS» for 
whom Christ gave His life a ransom* and with whom His Spirit 
strives, are not so favoured ; yet both are accepted, as they are dis- 
posed /aithfully to occupy with, and improve the talents with which 
they are entrusted : but when any are called they must obey, or sastoiu 
a diminution of the Divine favour. All are encouraged to seek the 
Holy Spirit, through which we are not only taught and instructed, 
mt baptized ; thereby becoming partakers of the Divine nature, and 

!aping from the corruptions which ore in the world Uirough lust : 
this is the fulness and glory of the Christian dispensation. 

Eakith. — I felt greatly exercised, yet under close restraint ; but 
at length strength and clearness were granted to stand forth, and 
ability afforded to set forth the necessity and advantage of being 
preserved, sensible of dependence on our Heavenly Father, for the 
iupply of both temporal and spiritual nourishment, The tendency 
which the increase of riches, and fulness of bread, have to raise 
the frail mind of man above this bumble, de^Jendent condition, was 
elucidated by tlie example of the rich man. Contrasted with this 
was Uie state of Abraham, who, in all his encampments, made it his 
primary care to " set up an altar, and call upon the name of the 
Lord,'* thus manifesting his continued sense of dependence. He 

lo shewed his lively faith, by the promptness of his obedience, 

iving his father^s house and going forth, not knowing wluther he 
went, but humbly relying on the providence and mercy of Him who 
collt^d him. Tho >isited youth were admonished to follow Uiis 
example of iniplicii obedience to the dictates uf truth, even when 
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they do not yet see the reason of the reiiuiring. This child-like 
Btate 18 indeed open to the ti-ansformatioBs and delusions of the 

lemy ; hut our Guide, as we are attentive, will enable us to distin- 

lish His voice from that of the stranger. ** The Lord preseiTeth 
the simple/* and them that fear Him — ** He delivereth them." 

Huntingdon. — Here I was engaged to set forth the necessity of 
keeping humble, whatever may have been our attainments. Owr 
Lord's caution to His disciples* and the cai-e of the Apostles them- 
selves on this subject were revived ; also that prophetic description 
of our blessed Lord — "Behold my servant whom I uphold; mine 
elect, in whom my soul delightelh ; I have put my Sptrit upon him, 
he shall shew forth judgment to the Gentiles^ he shall not cry, 
nor lift up, nor cause his voice to be heard in the street. A bruised 
reed shall he not break, and the smokiDf^ Hax shall he not quench : 
he shall bring forth judgment unto truth." This is a beautiful 
description of His lowly meek demeanour, who is our great exem- 
plar ; who said, *' Learn of me, for I am meek and lowly of heart/' 
Surely the greatest — the most eminent of His followers — have 
no title to aelf-exaltatiou. The two states in which flax may bo 
smoking were described, viz,, after it has been touched wiih fire, 
before the flame commences ; and when this flame may have sub- 
sided, yet before the fire is fully extinguished. The Lord's mercy is 
extended toward both — to the newly awakened soul, if hut an almost 
expiring spark of grace remain, and toward the backKlidor, and the 
rebellious also. He does not quench the smoking flax, nor break 
the bruised reed. 

Nottingham. — This is a large meeting, I had to enlarge a little 
in some of the first operations of grace in the work of regeneration. 
** As thou hearest the sound of the wind, but canst not tell whence it 
^Ijometh, nor whither it goeth : so is every one that is bom of the 
'Spirit." By this we learn, though the whole operation of the Spirit, 
or source of mental exercise and inward conflict cannot, especially 
in the infant state, be understood or comprehended, that yet enough 
is perceptible for our present condition ; and if the monitions of 
the Spirit be faithfully attended to and obeyed, they are seen to be 
of Divine origin. ** Thou hearest the sound thereof." Those 
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conTictionB for actual sin^ — inward disquiet, and fears respecting our 
future welfare — wluch the Lord, by His Spirit, excites in the niinds 
of mostj or all, at times, are the beginnings of the operation of that 
power which, if not qaenched and resisted, but obeyed and yielded 
to, would effect the great work of the new birth. But when the 
Lord has thus awakened the soul, and shewn it its sinful condi- 
tion. He, the holy Redeemer must be sought unto, for the perfection 
of this work. For as those whom our Lord healed of their infirmities, 
when personally on earth, had to seek Him and go to Him, He caus- 
ing the fame of His power to be proclaimed, and but a few wore 
healed without this effort on their part, so is His ordinary manner of 
working in healing our spiritual maladies. Thus, when conyictions 
are felt, if obeyed, they are soon seen to be of God. Inward disquiet 
and fear do not work redemption, they only awaken the soul, con- 
vince it of its malady, and of its need of a Saviour ; but the Lord 
mast be turned to, and sought, and waited on, in tlie commencement 
and whole progress of the work of redemption. I trust it was a 
fresh visittition extended to some, and of favour to the poor feeble 
instnmient. 

Sheffield, — I had to say a few words near the close of the after- 
noon sitting, tending to set forth the advantage of the sincere and 
upright over the forma] or hypocritical professor in the hour of afflic- 
tion, and privation of outward comforts. The former having their 
treasmre in heaven, their affections placed on things invisible, are 
enabled, even in these seasons of calamity and distress, to ** rejoice 
in the Lord, and to joy in the God of their salvation." 

DoNOiSTER. — The language arose, "How goodly are thy tenta 
oh Jacob, and thy tabernacles oh Israel." Here we were both 
^^ engaged. I was led to recommend the desire after, and earnest 
^1 pursuit of, spiritual gifts ; lamenting the remarkably stripped situa- 
^m tion of oar Society, in this respect, in very many pUcea ; expressing 
^H my persuasion that the cause of this scarcity is of ourselves ; believ- 
^^uyg that the Father of lights — the giver of every good and perfect 
^^HpH — with whom is no variubleness, neither shadow of turning^ — ^con* 
^H litiQes to be graciously disposed to fultil the ancient prophecy relative 
1^^ to the Oospel dispensation: ''It shall come to paas afterward, that 
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I will pour out my Spirit upon all flesb : audi yotir sons and yoar 
daughters shall prophesy — your old men shall dream dreams, yoor 
young men shall see visiotts, and also upon the serrants and upon the 
handmaida in that day will I pour out of my Spirit." Our Lord also 
declared that He was come that wo might have life, and that we 
might have it more abundantly. Is it not therefore probahle, if more 
of spiritual mindedness prevailed, a more ardent desire to live to our 
Creator's glory, more of a coveting of the best gifts, that we might, 
excel to the edifying of the church— that more of those gifts would be 
bestowed upon us ? I was also ted into sympathy with some who, if 
they were but faithful, would, I believed, be prepared to fill conspi- 
cuous stations in the church* 1 felt great liberty of spirit and freedom 
of utterance, and solemn peace was the result. 

PoNTEFKACT. — I bad to Speak of some of the instructiye occnr- 
rences related in the Ufe of good king Uezekiah, but had mostly to 
dwell on that passage where the people on the wall were commanded 
not to answer the blasphemous Assyrian general — recommending 
tender minds, who may at times feel too weak to defend their con- 
scientious scniplcs mth arguments, or to assign reasons for their 
conduct, to be content to keep silence ; and rather pour forth their 
cries in the house of Ood, appealing unto Him for help and defence, 
and spreading their condition before Him, as this good king wna €»- 

fed to do, Jind experienced deliverance. 

AcKTA'ORTH. — Here a solemn impression rested on my mind, that 
many of the dear children, who are now the objects of the tender 
solicitude of their present guardians, will soon have to leave this 
school and v^ill be launched forth into the ocean of life, where 
many may be wrecked, become alienated from the Society, and 
perhaps plunged into guilt and consequent misery. In attempting 
to express these my feelings, I had to endeavour to apply them 
for the instruction of those who now have the care of them, 
and who probably are often tried and discouraged with a similar 
prospect, when about to resign their charge ; as also to endeavour to 
impress the minds of tlie dear children with some sense of their 
danger : and to point out to them the only means by which they may 
escape it, viz., by endeavouring to dwell habitually in the fear of God, 
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SO that when they nmy be canittl an it were into a sinful world, and 
placed in sitaations exposed to temptaUon^ they may feel the lan- 
guage arise, *' How can I do this thing, and sin against God ?" I 
felt it an arduous engagement* yet I trust some of them anderstood 
me. 

CoTTiNOWlTH. — 1 had to express a persuahion that awaited my 
mind in passing along, that many in our Society are depriying them- 
BcWes of that full flow of spiritual instruction and consolation, wluch 
the Gospel dispensation affords to those who are bo concerned to 
dwell in its spirit as to maintain the stiuggle agaiiibt wrong things, 
and a hunger and thirst after righteousness. To these the language 
is to this day proclaimed, ** Ho, every one that thirsteth come yo to 
the waters ! come ye, huy and eat ! Yea, come, buy wine and milk 
without money and without price. Hearken diligently unto me, and 
eat je that which is good, and let your sool delight itself in fatness.** 
We may also remember our blessed Lord*s gracious invitation, when 
He stood and cried, saying, " If any man thirst let him come unto 
me and drink; he that belie veth on me, as the Scripture hath said» 
out of his belly shall flow rivers of living water." " The Spirit 
and the bride say, Come; whosoever will let him come, and take 
the water of life freely." By these passages it is erident, that 
those who feel the thirst, and come to the tbuntain, truly believing 
on Christ the Life, and concerned to hearken diligently unto Him, 
and keep His commandments, may reasonably expect, yea, may 
be confidently assmed, that they will often know the peace which 
flows as a river, and communion with the Father, and with the 
Son, in whose presence there is fulness of joy. But this day of 
outward ease and prosperity tends to beget in many a disposition 
to torn back into that country f^om whence they came out, from 
whence they were measurably redeemed, again to delight in the 
bve of earthly things, or worldly friendship — or to induce in them 
a state of insensibility and lukewarmness, whereby the straggle 
censes — ^the true relish for spiritual food, the true thirst after the 
Winter of life, which was felt in the day of their espousals of their 
Brnt ioTo, is lost; afflictions indeed svill await, either on onr own 
Account, or for the " body's soke, which is the church ;** conflicts. 
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profitable conflicts, will await; bat evea in the midst of these the 
mind, stayed on God, is preserved in peace with Him ; and in 
the midst of aU» ouabled to rejoice. J. W. made a lively addition. 
The excellency, the beauty, the great advantage of full dedica- 
tion, and tho mercy and goodness of God, were in some d< 
instructively set forth. May I be truly and reverently thankfnl for 
aU the Lord's mercies; especially for those wherein He has been 
graciously pleased to fill my cup, and cause it to overflow, I trust, to 
the edification of His church, and to the glory of His great and 
adorable name. 

YiUiM, — ** The Lord loveth the gates of Zion, more than all the 
dwellings of Jacob. Thither the tribes go up, the tribes of the Lord, 
unto the testimony of Israel, to give thanks unto the name of the 
Lord." He ofteu follows with His gracious visitation, especially 
when met in the assembhes of His people, even unto old age, those 
who may in some degree have long resisted His strivingSi and often 
shghted His goodness. 

Stockton. — Tho counsel of the Apostle to the primitive believe 
was revived: **Be ye stedfast, unmovable, always abounding in the' 
work of the Lord ;'* proceeding to state one great obstruction to our 
attaining unto, or abiding in, tliis experience^ viz., a too eager pur- 
suit after the accumulation of wealth. Hereby our stedfast abiding 
under the inlluence of living operative faith, which makes fruitful 
unto God, is prevented, and numbness and deaduess ensue : our 
hearta become too intently bent after earthly things. The case 
of tho young man who came to our Lord with an inquiring mind, 
was introduced, **What good thing shall I do, that I may inherit 
eternal life ?^' It appears he had been diligently concerned to keep 
the commandments, and we read that our Lord " loved him f * yet 
the answer He gave him appears to our common conceptions hard, 
and what most of us in the present day would be equally staggered 
with — ^' One thing thou lackest ; go thy way, sell whatsoever thou 
hast, and give to the poor ; and thou shalt have treasure in heaven : 
and come, take up the cross, and follow me." He went away sorrow- 
ful, for he was very rich. But when we consider the dispensation 
which was then fast approaching ; when the disciples generally sold 
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their ifossessions, bringing the amount into one common stock, and 
remember, that in the persecution which arose they had not only to 
suffer the loss of goods, but to hazard the loss of life itself for tlie 
testimony of Jesus, the hardness of the injimction vanishes, and its 
reasonableness opens to our view. Although we may not literally be 
called upon to make the same sacrifice, yet there are other injunc- 
tions of lasting obligation : — *' Lay not up for yourselves treasures 
on earth, where moth and rust doth corrupt, and where thieves 
break through and steal : hot lay up for yourselves treasures in 
heaven, where neitlier moth nor nist doth corrupt, and where thieves 
do not break through nor steal : for where your treasure is, there 
will your heart be also." We see some whose riches increase, 
through the blessing of Providence on their reasonable and mode- 
rate exertions, and others are without this blessing through exces- 
sive striving J and although we see, through the mercy of God, the 
minds of some of these enabled at seasons to soar above eartlily 
enjoyments, yet there is reason to believe that their usefulness is 
lossened by their earthly possessions. But when we look around 
upon the Society, and behold the numerous instances in which 
excessive accmxiulation has laid it waste, leading some into the 
earth, and some into the air, and contemplate the possible result 
to the future possessors, although the present enjoycrs may escape, 
we long that these should open their eyes, and behold the thousands 
which lie as it were slain under accumulated wealth — then surely 
ihey would tremble at the prospert, and consider by what means they 
might aveH so great an evU. As they were thus engaged, and asking 
comiael of God» I am persuaded they would see amongst the causes 
of prevention a more liberal distribution in alms than some of them 
^B ^^ in the practice of; and a feeliog would be cherished, that the 
^■ireasnres we are acquiring are not for ourselves only, but that others 
^^■^t liberally to partake. Previous to standing up, I felt so much 
^mrelnctance to express sentiments so opposed to the prevailing current 
^H of opinion and practice, even of our Society, that I was in conside- 
B rable danger of disobeying my Guide ; but feeling my peace vraa at 
' stake I yielded, and had cause to be satisfied. My dear companion 
bore bis testimony of cordial approbation. 
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We came home on the 8th day of the 9th month, 1808, where I 
found my dear wife and children well ; for which, and all the Lord's 
mercies, I desire to be humbly thankful ; that He may be pleased 
to enable me to follow Him in the way of His leadings to the end 
of my days ! 
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PrevioHi to Betting out on this joumei/, G, R* attended the yearlif 
meeting in Londmi; after detailing tchich, he thm ivrites: — 

On drd of 6tb moDtb, my companion having joined mo, we pro- 
ceeded on the engagement before us, leaving London for Reigate, in 
Sorrey, and the next day we attended the meetings there in silence* 

Jn lidrng along yesterday, I had to commemorate the Lord's 
gracioas dealings with me in my former joomey, in opening for me 
a door of utterance from place to place, but thought that now 
perhaps Ho might see meet to prove me with a different dispensa- 
tion ; yet hitherto I have been frequently comfortable in the prospect 
before me, being favoured with access to the throne of grace, and 
aensible that I am not left alone, but that He who sent mo is with 
me» O that I might more incessantly be doing those things which 
please Him. This precious intimation was of use to me aa a confir- 
mation of faith in my subsequent pilgrimage, when deep wadings 
were |)ermitted to be my lot, having often to travail under great 
exercise, without being able to gain relief by expression ; but thanks 
be onto Him who everywhere, and in all things, instructs us, botli 
how to suffer want, and how to abound: the former is safe — ^the 
latter, comfortable. 

Horsham. — In the evening I had some relief in ministry ; yet was 
abundantly sensible of my own littleness and weakness for the service. 
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Thp Biiliject bofore me whs the safety and benefit of feeling our 
dcpemlence on Providence for the supply of our temporal^ as well 
as Bpiritoal wants. In this state of humble trust, being engaged to 
seek firet the kingdom of God and His righteousness, we are enabled 
to say, ** The Lord is my shepherd ; I shall not want" — and ure, 
at times, led to implore the Divine hlessiug upon our endeayonrs. 
Being thus preserved in the spirit of prayer, even the outward occur- 
rences of life, instead of overpowering the mind with oppressive care, 
are made to contribute to our spiritual advancement. If favoured 
with prosperity, the mind is thus engaged to seek the Lord's counsel 
and guidance ; and in seasons of adversity, himibly to excl&im, ** The 
Lord ia the strength of my life, of whom shall I be afraid ?" Friends 
at this place related to ua a memorable instance of the goodness and 
condescension of God, in permitting evil instruments to contribute to 
tjie carrying forward of His own gracious designs, and thus causing 
good to arise out of evil. A man and Ms wife, who now reside iu 
this neighbourhood, were formerly leading a gay life. Being together 
at a play, in which the ** Quaker" was made the subject of diversion, 
the player, when about to close his performance, toM the audience 
that if they wished to know anything more about the Quakers, they 
might road ** Barclay's Apology," These two persons went home, 
sought the book, and, in reading it attentively, became convinced of 
our piineiples, and joined the Society, 

BniGiiTON. — There is a considerable meeting here; a number 
of members having been added by convincement of late years, 
some of whom have become ministers. My dear companion hod n 
favoured time amongst them— and instruction flowed freely. I was 
much exercised in mind ; but attaining to a good degree of patient 
resignation, the flowing of love towards the townspeople was felt ; 
and, although, from my poor, humbled, stripped condition, I was 
alanxied at the prospect of such a service, yet waiting quietly, a 
degree of clearness and strength was afforded, so that I ventured to 
communicate the prospect to my companion. He had no similar 
view, but felt nothing to oppose to it. The meeting was appointed 
for six o'clock in the evening. It gathered slowly; but it was thought 
there were nearly six humlred people present — generally of the middle 
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or higher ranks, who were remarkably stilL I could scarcely keep 
oat a degree of slavish fear, and had some dlMciilty in getting quietly 
settled in mind, but was soon commissioned to stand up, with scarcely 
more than a Scripture expression or two before mo, I felt Divine 
power to arise, and was favonred, under its inBuence, to labour, I 
suppose, for half an hour. My subject was the certainty of death 
and judgment* We are accountable for our words and actions, yet 
men in general Uto unmindful of this solemn consideration ; notwith- 
standing which, the mercy of God was manifested, and His love 
evinced toward us, in that, whilst we were yet sinners, " He sent His 
only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in Him, should not perish, 
but have everlasting life/* The historical account of these truths 
cannot be denied by professing Christians ; but the experimental 
knowledge of the Spirit and power of Christ is essential for our 
redemption and salvation. This was urged in a variety of wa}s. As 
soon as I sat down, J. W. was* engaged in a lively manner ; after 
which, I had to supplicate. The meeting closed under a precious 
covering of Divine love. Sensible that I was only a child in this 
service, I yet had cause for thaukfuhiess. These are indeed awful 
engagements for me, but I was made willing, through deep suffering, 
and the Lord wrought in me *'both to will and to do of His good 
pleasure.'* AH glory and praise be ascribed to Him. who is alone 
worthy, for ever* 

Lbwes. — Great poverty and weakness awaited ; but as I watched 
unto prayer, a degree of ability was afibrded. " In the Lord's pre- 
sence is fulness of joy, and at His right hand are pleasures for ever- 
more.'* But, alas, the supineness of man in tho search after this 
heavenly refreshment! Those who were most diligent in seeking 
the presence of our Lord when He was personally on earth, doabtless 
partook most largely of His heavenly instructions. If, in meetings, 
when we are assailed with a spirit of indiflferenco and roving imagi- 
nation, we do not yield thereto, nor willingly join with oar souls' 
enemies, nor give up the contest, but rather endeavour to draw near 
QOto God, the promise is positive, that such "shall renew their 
strength ;'* and abundant experience confirms its truth. We lodged 
at the house of a valuable Friend, who is a remarkable instance ot 
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r.eid in instructing the children of the poor. About four years ago. 
lie estiiblished a first day school for eighty childi*en, and has con- 
tinued, since that period, to conduct It himself, with his two eons 
and a brother, peifonning their duty both in the mornings and also 
between meetings. His noble example seems to have stimulated hifl^ 
fellow- townsmen, who have lately raised a subscription of nearlj 
two hundred and forty pounds per annum, guaranteed for seren yeajs, 
for the establishment of a school j on *' Lancaster's" plan, for five 
hundred children. The management is principally committed ta 
himself and another person. " Let your light so shine before meii,t 
that they may see your good works, and glorify your Father which ia 
in heaven.'* 

Maidstone, — ^This meeting has not been long established ; seven 
of its members have come in by con^incement, and one or two from 
amongst the soldiers. My feelings amongst them were of the plea- 
sant kind ; yet I sat both meetings in silence, enjoying the acceptable 
miniati^ of my dear companion, who addressed them in a beautiful 
and instructive manner. 

AsnFORD. — J. W. first spoke on some important and essential 
doctrinal subjects ; after which, I had to address some who perhaps 
were ready to say, ** IS these things are so, I do not understand them, 
I feel nothing of them,'* Such were reminded, that man in his 
natural and unregenerate state, cannot understand the things of God, 
neither can he know them, because they are spiritually discerned. 
This was the case with many who heard our Lord's parables and' 
teaching. Even the Apostles themselves did not understand many 
of tliose things until they were unfolded in their own experience. 
Those who were feeling thus, were warned against indulging absolute 
unbelief, I felt commissioned, for their encouragement, to revii 
the invitation of the angel to the Apostle John, '* Come np hither^ 
and I will shew thee the bride^ the Lamb's wife/' To attain to thoJ 
privilege of clearly beholding the beauty and excellency of the trna 
church of Christ, and to a right understanding of the mysteries of the 
Gospel, I believe there is no other way than that which is declared 
to bo so plain, that " a way-faring man, though a fool, shall not err 
therein;" wo must also attend diligently to that word behind us 
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wbiob points out the path of duty. This is the ladder whose top 
hea tmto heaven. Let us attentively take the first step of heark- 
g to this still small voice of the Father's love, tliis inward 
monitor, in what it declares to he our present duty : that which it 
points out should now he done that lot as do, in living faith, and that 
which it forbids (or warns against) lot us leave undone. It speaks tho 
will of God to us, and as we thus take the first step, and so proceed 
by its direction step by step in the same path, we shall soon experi- 
ence an ascending to that point where wo shall know more of tho 
beauty of holiness, and become truly Christ's disciples, and members 
of His church) and in her be espoused unto Him. Then indeed shall 
we know of His doctrine^ and experimentally feel the truths of the 
Gospel — they wiU cease to bo mysteries. 

FoLKSTONE. — ^I felt it would be my duty to seek an opportunity to 
address the townspeople, to which my dear companion seemed to have 
no objection, One hundred and fifty people assembled, and after a 
season of quiet silence, I was strengthened to stand forth, a feeble 
but sincere advocate of the great cause of truth. Subject and utter- 
ance were given me, and I was ready to believe it found more ready 
entrance in the minds of the people than sometimes is the case. I 
had to treat on tho variety of ways in which the inhabitants of this 
highly-favoured land are called upon for obedience and thankfulness 
to the Author of all our mercies. In common with the heathen 
nations of old, God has not left Himself without a witness — in giving 
Ds rain from heaven and {jniitful seasons, filling our hearts with joy 
and gladness. He has also fumished us with an abundant means of 
iastroction in the Holy Scriptures, wherein is revealed much of His 
works, and also much of His will concerning the redemption of man. 
For these blessings only, if unimproved, may justly be applied to us 
the language our Lord addressed to the people of Chorazin and Beth- 
aaida< But He hath yet done more for us, in adding to His other 
gracious gifts that of His Spirit, grace, light, and trnth revealed in 
us, and freely offered for our sanctification and redemption. If, 
therefore, we neglect to improve thereby, our condemnation must be 
great. In the retrospect, I can feelingly say, ** Hitherto the Lord 
hath helped me.'* 
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Rochester. — J. W. was led iBto close sympathy with the siiicere- 
hearted, who often experieno© great poverty of spirit, sotting forth 
the Lord's gracious dealings with His children in leading them into 
this track. I had to describe a state equally poor and destitute of 
good, yet arising from very difierent causes, viz., indolence, luke- 
warmnesSf and earthly-nnndedness ; and had also to encourogo all 
to a more full dedication to the Lord's service, seeing He is jet 
graciously disposed to choose Zion, to desire her, the true church, 
composed of the humble and contrite-hearted ones, for a habitation, 
saying, in the langnage of the prophet, " This is my rest for 
over : here will 1 dwell : for I have desired it/* Thas He is 
seeking true spiritual worshippers, and to these, however poor in 
spirit they may at times bo, He hath declared — ^I will bless the pro- 
vision of Zion, I ^ill satisfy her poor with bread ; yea. He will 
''clotbe her priests with salvation, and her saints shall shout aloud 
for joy." 

London Quarterly Meeting.— The meeting for "ministers and 
elders'' was a season of encouragement and instraction. Silent wait- 
ing and learning was my duty. The quarterly meeting was very 
large. The words of tho Apostle came before me- — ** We are not 
our own, we are bought with a price ;" henceforth we should not 
live unto onr selves, but ma to Him who died for us. This applies 
not to Uiose only who are occupying conspicuous places in the 
church, but to all who hope to partake of tho benefit of redemption 
by Christ. Such are assuredly not at liberty to live unto themselves, 
but unto Him who died for them ; yet now, as in the Apostles' time, 
the complaint is too applicable of most, they mind their own things^ 
and not tho tbings uf the Lord Jesus Chiist. Did we sufiicieotly 
surrender ourselves to he the Lord* a servants, we should find a 
necessity to walk more closely in His fear, wherein, undoubtedly, 
we should discover fields of service open to our view, whatever our 
station in the church might be. We should first be concerned for 
the cleansing of oar own hearts, and to obtain refreshment for our 
own souls — and then we should feel constrained io wmn others of 
danger, and to invite them to ** Come, taste and see that the Lord 
if^ good." 
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I have had to scrutinise some of my late movements veiy closely, 
especially those in London, where I felt less relieved by my ministerial 
engagement than on most other occasions since we came out* It 
waa one of the most important opportunities we have had. I am satis- 
fied that my exercise was right — also, my view of the suhjoct jast ; 
but perhaps it would have been more seasoned with Divine love had 
I kept my seat a little longer. I apprehend it was good sound fruit, 
bat not fully ripe. Previous to this meeting I was cautioned, by 
three different ministers, to beware of too much diffidence, in with- 
holding too long what was given me for the people, lest I should 
lose my opportunity. This advice, well meant, had rather too much 
pkee, in urging me to too precipitate a movement. There is no 
reason to believe that the good cause was at all injured, but that it 
was not so fuUy promoted as it might have been. In this, I am 
confirmed by others. It produced deep and profitable examination, 
and I felt that, as soldiers engaged in battle, we must expect to be 
sometimes wounded. The instrument is imperfect, but it is our duty 
to labour after improvement ; and being engaged in service is the 
most likely means to promote this desirable object. The Lord has 
done much for me, and is yet graciously disposed, in His own time 
and way, to do more. This will probably be by permitting me, at 
seasons^ to pass as tlirough the btirning fiery furnace. Yet in my 
anxiety and distress, I was overcome with gratitude in discovering, 
in the midst thereof, the presence of " one whose form was like unto 
tlie Son of God," O how did this cause the tears to stream from 
my eyes, enabling me to say, ** Lord, it is enough, thou art here, 
even in the midst of the fiimace." Thus I was enabled to commit 
myself into His hands, persuaded that I am in His keeping, even 
when the pure life is under the greatest oppression. 

£pFX>'o. — My view was pointed to a halting state, attended with a 
commission to speak to it, though for whom I knew not. *' Why 
halt ye between two opinions ? If the Lord be God, serve Him." 
Thou who art hesitating, who art ** almost persuaded'* to give up to 
serve the Lord, but art afraid that if thou do give up, and enter the 
strait path, thou wilt not be able to continue to walk therein, do not 
hesitate — '* If the Lord be God, serve Him," He can sustain thee. 
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We hsY6 not an High Priest who cannot be touched with a feeling 
of OQT infirmitios^ but who was in all points tempted aa we are, yet 
without sin, and is able to save to the uttermost aU those who are 
tempted. It is proper for us to doubt and mistrust ourselves, but wo 
may put uulimited confidence in Him, the Lord Jehovah, in whom 
is everlasting strength. Let us remember that it is said, ** The 
righteous shaE hold on his way, and he that hath clean hands shall 
be stronger and stronger/' By every act of obedience our light 
and strength are increased — by disobedience, the reverse. Therefore 
no longer halt between two opinions, but give up to love, fear, and 
serve the Lord, and thou may'st rely on Hia protection and support.* 

Stansted, — I had to address the younger class, urging them to 
consider what they had experienced of that which is described in 
Scripture as essential to a Christian, viz., dying to ourselves, that 
we may live unto God, This dying to self is very hard for young 
men to give up to, the complete reduction of the creaturely will, that 
God may be all in all. They feel lively and strong ; but when the 
commandment against all sin is felt to go forth, then that is con- 
demned for which they did not before feel condemnation — the sinful- 
ness of sin is discovered, and self is laid very low. The child- like 
state succeeds, a conversion is effected, and an entering into the 
kingdom of God, or the Divine dominion gaining ascendency in the 
soul, is experienced. 

DuNMow.— I had to address a state which I apprehended was 
under strong temptation — tempted to throw aside the restraints of 
the cross, and almost concluding it in vain to serve God. This 
is one of eittreme danger ; for if the temptation be at all indulged, 
tho mind will become clouded and bewildered, darkness will ensue, 
BO that perhaps it will never discover a way back to the path of safety, 
but be irretrievablj lost. The way to escape is now to resist the 
temptation, and, without reasoning upon it, bend towards God, lying 
low before Him, and humbly craving His assistance and deliverance. 
It is promised, that if we thus seek we shall find.

Chelmsford. — A large number of Friends. The meeting proved 
a seaaon of good to us both, and, I trust, of mstrtiction to the people. 
The IHvine presence was felt very powerfully, holding my mind under 
close restraint ; but way opening for communication, I was, through 
mercy, guided along through a very narrow path, and had largely to 
labour amongst them, being principally directed to the younger class, 
maoy of whom were present, David's counsel to his son Solomon 
was revived — " Know thou the God of thy fathers, and serve Him 
with a perfect heart, and with a willing mind." The great want of 
seeking after God, and preferring the knowledge of Him, and of His 
wOl, and the participation of His spii'itual gifts to outward and lower 
pursuits, was closely urged. Were we more generally to seek, we 
sorely should more abundantly Hod His kingdom, dominion, and 
government to be established in us, and over us, and should more 
ofteoi he led to drink of the river of life — the consoling streams of 
His love ; and in the sense thereof we should have to exclaim, with 
the church in the Canticles, " Thou hast ravished my heart with one 
of thine eyes, mih one chain of thy neck." We should see him to 
be altogether lovely, and feel engaged at times, and in a variety of 
waysi to hold oat the language of invitation to others. Yea, was 
this precious experience more desired and sought after, there would 
be raised up more standard bearers, more ministers and labourers in 
the vineyard willing to espouse the great and glorious cause. In our 
silent meditations, in our musings, we should feel the fire to bum, 
and to constrain us to speak with the tongue, and to praise Him who 
remaineih ** glorious in holiness, fearful in praises, doing wonders." 
My spirit in the review was clothed with peacefulness and gratitude 
to Him who is for ever worthy to be followed and obeyed, whose 
name remains to be a strong tower whereunto we may safely fly for 
reftige. 

Maldon. — My companion had to point out tlie neoesaity of rege- 
neration, and the willingness of our heavenly Father to effect this 
worit in us, I had to describe how this is often retarded or pre- 
Tented by reluctance on our part. An attaobmont to some darling 
sin, a desire to retain something forbidden^ often obstructs in us the 
work of God. Paul was engaged io exercise himself» daily, in 
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keeping a conscience void of oflfence both toward God and toward man. 
[any, who are attentive in their duty to their fellow-men, are, it is 
[•lo be feared, lamentably deficient towards God. It m our duty to 
seek to love and serve Him. Most of na have our peculiar beset- 
monta ; some one sin which easily besets. K we indulge it» we are 
falling short of our duty to God ; but wore we enough concerned to 
.discover in the light of truth what this is, and sincerely engaged to 
make war again^^t it^ we ahotild find it to lose Btrength, and a gradual 
victory would be obtained through Jesus Chriat our Lord, For our- 
encouragement, in this painful exercise, let as duly regard His 
example. Doubtless this was one of the gracious designs of His 
personal appearance on earth — that He might not only bear our 
griefs and carry our sorrows, but also set us an example of humility, 
piety, and aelf-denial. Were we thus to take Him for our pattern, 
and endeavour to walk in His steps, wo should make greater advance- 
ment in Divine things, "We should be strengthened by looking unto 
Jesus, the author and finisher of our faith, who endured the crosa^ 
despised the shame, and is now set down at the right hand of God, 
and ever Hvetb to make iutercession for iia. 

WiTHAM. — ^I had to describe the sufficiency and power of God to 
Boflen the hard heart, " I say unto you, that God is able of these 
stones to raise up children unto Abraham,'* Those who feel them- 
selves in a cold, hard state, may, from this passage, be encouraged 
to believe in the power of Him to subdue, soften, and break in pieces 
the hard heart, thereby taking away the heart of stone, and giving a 
heart of flesh, on which He can and doth write His law. Until this 
change is made, the law of God is not fully and legibly written, the 
purity thereof is not discovered. The heart must first be softened, 
then He writes His law upon it ; contritod, and then He puts His 
Spirit within it, enabling us to call Him our God, and choosing us 
to be His people. Until this change is efiected, in vain do we call 
^ourselves Abraham's children : in vain do we trust to our descent. 
Nothing will avail to our acceptance with God short of a redeemed 
mind bringing forth fruits to His honour. None can ever find accept- 
ance without this. 

BocKiNG.— Favoured with a season of instruction, silent exercise 
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and much refreshment, I was truly enabled to " rejoice in the Lord» 
and to joy in the God of my salvation." 

Baal's Colxe.— The condition of the righteous and the wicked 
or disobedient was contrasted, in seasons of adversity. '' Say ye to 
the righteous, that it shall be well with htm, for they shaD eat the 
frtiit of their doings. Woe unto the wicked, it shall be ill with 
him/* etc. When Jonah had disobeyed the Lord's command, he fled 
from His presence. When we resolve to disobey, we stifie convic- 
tion. He took ship, a storm arose, there appeared imminent danger, 
bat he, a poor bewildered creature, was unconsciously asleep. The 
aeameni as is common in seasons of affliction, resorted to prayer, but 
they had to arouse Jonah — " What meanest thou, sleeper? arise, 
call upon thy God, if so be that God will think upon us, that we 
perish not.*' He appeared to be in a state of despair, and almost 
fiegardlcss of his life. He knew that for his sake this distress had 
befallen them. When transgressors havo to be punished, even the 
righteoas are often made to share in the affliction. The sailors, at 
bis request, cast him into the sea; but the Lord miraculously inter- 
posed for his preservation. When his distress was greatest, then he 
cried, as out of the midst of hell, and the Lord heard him, But no 
poor sinner, who thus resolves to stillo conviction, can assure himself 
that he shall thus be dealt with. He may be permitted to be bewil- 
derod) darkened, and hardened, until the whole body is full of dark- 
ness, and thus he may finally perish. How bean ti fid is the contrast 
in the case of Hezekiah. He also was repeatedly involved in deep 
affliction, but he could fly for refuge unto an unfailing helper. Ho 
bad access unto a throne of grace^ and could humbly present his 
appeal. '* Remember now, Lord, I beseech thee, how I have 
Wfilkdd before thee in truth, and with a perfect heart, and have done 
that which is good in thy sight.'* How precions is such a condi- 
tion under each circumstances. May we all more and more aspire 
toil. 

CoifCHESTEB. — My engagement was an attempt to describe the two 
powers which are centred in man for the sovereignty of the soul : the 
power of God, and the power of death and darkness. In a consi- 
derable degree, it appears to be left with himself to award the victory 
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to whichever he may choose. What an awful consideration is this I 
[ow great the importance of hia decision ! If he yield to the 
strivings of the Lord's Spirit, and willingly enMst under His banner, 
ho may wage a war against the powers of darkness, which ahall finally 
prove successful. He may indeed sometimes be permitted to be 
foiled and overcome, but as he carefully maintains his allegiance, and 
enters into no k'eaty nor alliance with tho enemy, but through the 
power of grace, from time to time afforded to the seeking humble 
mind, continues the warfare, and maintains the struggle, he will find 
his love and zeal in the Lord's cause to increase and gain strength, 
and his evil propensities gradually to weaken, and, in due time, the 
Lord win take to Himself His great power, and reign triumphant. 

Ifbwioh. — This proved a good meeting. Previously, discouraged 
feelings had awaited, because, in my private retirement, I could not 
attain to that clear evidence of the Divine presence which I ardently 
>nged for. But when on my feet, the Lord was graciously pleaa^ 
to strengthen me, and I was again enabled, with life and vigour, to 
advocato the good cause, and was led to set forth the unspeakablo 
goodness of God to tho willing and obedient, *'Eye hath not seen, 
nor ear heard, neither have entered into the heart of man the things 
which God hath prepared for them that love Him.*' But the want 
of entire dedication prevents many from experiencing that enjoyment 
»f the Divine favour, which is the eai-nest of an unfading and endlesa 
iheritance in the regions of the blessed, and causes them to bo 
itangled with the thorns and briars of the wilderness. Parents were 
"also particularly addressed, in a renewal of solicitude often felt, tliat 
I may be enabled to teach my own dear children, by example and 
precept, the law of tho Lord, and the fear and love of their Maker ; 
and I had to admonish parents to beware of turning the feet of their 
charge, in any degree, out of the right path. " I raised up of your 
young men Nazarites, but ye gave them wine to drink." They are 
given to us in a great degree of comparative innocence ; their tender 
minds are often early visited with a sense of the Lord's \sill. How 
lamentable, then, if we, their parents, should be, in any degree, 
counteracting these impressions, or proving as stumbling-blocks in 
their way* Lot us then in an humbled state, as did the Jews, when 
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returmng from captiyity, be often engaged to 8it| as by the side of 
the river, and beseech the God of heaven to shew us the right and 
true way, for ourselves and for our little ones. 

Leiston. — My portion in the service was to offer a few observa- 
tions on the evil tendency of envy. It is an evil, to which all are 
liable, to be tempted. Cain envied his brother Abel, because his 
sacrifice met with acceptance when his own was rejected* The 
remonstrance with Cain, while it severely reproves this envious dis- 
po8ition» clearly evinces that no offering or sacrifice is acceptable to 
God, unless it bo accompanied with well-doing. The Psalmist also 
w«8 beaet with this weakness — " My steps had well nigh slipped, when 
I saw the prosperity of the wicked ;'* but he was favoured to escape 
the temptation by flying to his constant refage. When he went into 
the sanctuary, then saw he their end/' Thus, when any poor pious 
mind is discouraged, in contrasting its condition with that of others, 
by entering into the sanctuary, and there taking a view beyond the 
narrow confines of mortality, it is enabled to return and discern 
between the righteous and the wicked, between him who serveth 
God, and him who serveth Him not. "In that day when I shall 
make up my jewels, saitb the Lord, I will spare them as a man 
epareth his own son that serveth him." 

My engagement on first day morning was to point out the danger 
of delay, when the mind is favoured with a renewal of Divine visita- 
tion; and to describe the manner in which reformation has been 
effected in former ages, often by iho mind of one or more individuals 
being stirred up and prepared to promote it* Such was the case 
with £Kra, Nehemiah, Daniel, and his companions, and with many 
others. They, when young in years, were careful to abstain from 
the king's meat, from all that was likely to involve them in any defile- 
ment or violation of the laws of their Ood. As they were thus 
exercised in hmmlity and fear to tread the paUis of self-denial, and 
to walk humbly before God, He was pleased to fill them with an 
excellent spirit of wisdom and understanding, and to make them, in 
due time, as shining lights even amongst the heathen ; and when, 
from allegiance to their God, they were subjected to cruel persecu- 
tioD and great danger. He was with them, and stopped the mouths of 
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Iioii0» and quenched the violence of fire. When Nehemiab 
engaged to repair the breaches in the wall, the people had man] 
enemies ; but each did " a little,*' so the wall was "joined toge^j 
ther"^ — and in due time, bj Cyrus, the temple was raised out of its 
ruins: but these are often seasons of great atlUction — there most 
be great dedication, and sometimes but little reward. There were 
neither wages nor hire for man nor for beast, nor any peace for him 
that went iu or came out» in the day when the foundations of the 
house of the Lord were laid. So must there be great Belf-denial 
and deYotedness in those who thus engage in the work of reformation. 

Bury. — My service here was under great weakness and discourage- 
ment; yet ftu openness in the nihids of the people, and a degree of 
precious feeling awaited. The pious examples of Daniel and of Jacob 
were brought before me, mth Jacobus humble petition, " If God will 
be mth me, and wiE keep me in this way that I go, and will give me 
bread to oat, and raiment to put on, tlien shaD the Lord bo my God.*' 

At the close of this meeting my companion intimated a desire to 
have the neighbours invited to a meeting in the evening. The house 
was crowded, and J. W. was engaged in testimony. When be had 
closed, although much weakness had previously awaited my mind, 
I felt clothed with strength and utterance. The necessity of repen- 
tance, previous to the full reception of the Gospel call— the nature of 
repentance, not merely conviction and remorse for sin, but these, 
accompanied with sincere desire afber amendment, and great bami- 
lity and self-abasemeut before God, conb-ition of spirit, and the sense 
of our need of a Saviour, This need must first be felt, before the 
way of life and salvation can be clearly and fully unfolded to us. 
** All have sinned, and come short of the glorj^ of God,*' He hath 
concluded fdl in unbelief, therefore repentance is universally neces- 
sary* This is pointed out by the sacrifices under the law, which 
were required to be oflfered for all, or by all. Our Lord, also, in a 
very pointed and pathetic manner, describes the universal necessity 
thereof. " Suppose ye that these Galileans, whose blood Pilato 
had mingled with their sacrifices, were sinners above all the Gaii- 
laeans, because they suflered such things ? I tell you, Nay : but, 
except ye repent, ye shall all likewise perish. 0? those eighteen. 
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upon whom the tower in Siloam fell, and slew them, think ye thut 
\hej were sinners above oU men that dwelt in Jerasolem ? I tell 
you. Nay : but, except ye repent, ye shall all likewise perish." 
When tnic repentance is felt, and the ^^uilt of sin to be exceeding 
heavy, then ia the gracious invitation of Christ acceptably heard in 
the soul, " Come nnto me all ye that labour and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you rest. Take my yoke upon you and learn of 
met for I am meek and lowly in heart, and ye shall find rest unto 
yomr souls : for my yoke ia easy, and my burden is light." How 
different is this humility and meekness, unto which Christ calls His 
followers, from that pride and self- exaltation which generally pre- 
vails, even amongst professors of Christianity. But the croes must 
be submitted to in this and all other respects wherein His holy will 
is made manifest nnto us, and when we yield thereto freely, hard 
things become easy, and bitter things sweet, so that we feel indeed 
His yoke to bo easy, and His bnrden light. 

I may add, that out of exceeding weakness I was made strong for 
the service. Glory he ascribed mato God, who is for ever worthy* 
I felt much relieved by these two meetings. Day and night, summer 
and winter, succeed each other. May I trust in Him whose cove- 
oant is with both — whose everlasting arm is seen to be underneath. 

Baloock. — The humble, abased state was described, which the 
truly quickened mind is often brought into, from a senee of its 
imnifficiency of itself rightly to do the will of God. SucJi appears 
to have been the state of the prophet when he exclaimed, " O Lord. 
I know that the way of man is not in himself: it is not in man that 
walketh to direct his stops. Lord correct me, but with judgment i 
not in thine anger, lest thou bring me to nothing." Such also was 
Habakkuk*5 state — ** I will stand upon my watch, and set me upon 
the tower, and will watch to see what he will say unto me, and 
what I shall answer when I am reproved." We are created depen- 
dent creatures, even for our outward snstenance. The Lord can 
Teil the sun, and withhold the rain, and then the fhiita of the earth 
would fail, and, if continued, the whole animal creation would perish. 
A» for our outward and temporal, bo for our inward and spiritual 
food : it ia not of ourselves, it must be sotight from God. 
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HiTCHEN. — I had to speak of the wilderness state, the variety of 
<;(iiises, the dauger and advantage of it. It ia eometimes of God. 
** lie hath led me into darkneBS, but not into light." He leads them 
as the blind by a way which they knew it, and into paths which they 
have not seen* When tried thua, the soiil can only wait in patience, 
until a way is opened for its relief. Wo mnst walk by faith^ not by 
Bight. When the people of Israel were brought cat of Egypt, to the 
borders of the Red Sea, they were in this condition. They had 
followed and obeyed their leader, yet they appeared to be brought 
into great difficulty, surrounded on all sides. Here was an exercise 
of faith and patience. He tried them, but did not forsake them. 
He caused the sea to stiind as in heaps, until they passed over. 
Human reason would never have invented this mode of deUverance. 
Afterwards, a long wilderness travel awaited them, ^vith many priva- 
tions — want of bread, of water, of flesh — of things necessary and 
desirable, with many dangers and trials. Gold is tried in the fire, 
and acceptable men in the furnace of affliction. He chooses them 
in the furnace, He sees then what they are, He discovers the secret 
inclination of their minds ; He gives their vineyai*ds from thence, 
tields of labour and of fmilfidness, and the valley of Acbor for a door 
of hope. 

HoDDESDON.— The nature and importance of true worship were set 
forth. It requires om* deepest attention, and great sincerity and purity 
of heai't ; and when this is attended to, it is a most profitable exercise 

Hempstead,— I endeavoured to shew the value of seeking 
and substantial peace— above all other things, peace of conscience, 
peace with God. Wheu laid upon a dyiug bed, how precious sh 
w^e feel this peace to be— this seal — the Lord's Spirit bearing wit*- 
ness with our spirit that we are His. How different the state of 
tliose who, stung with remorse, are ready to say to the mountains, 
" fall on us, and to the hills, cover us." '* The spiiit of a man will 
sustain his inlirniity, but a wounded spu-it who con bear?" May 
we carefully avoid this dreadful condition, by bringing our deeds to 
the light, and our works beforehand to judgment, that thus we may 
experience our sins to be washed away through living faith in Christ, 
and our feet turned into the paths of peace. 
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^m BuoBBOOK. — Here I was engaged, perhaps a8 much under the 
H baptizing* eificacioas power of truth, as has been my experience on 
^B any occasion during thia journey* '* Many are called, but few are 
^m chosen.*' They shall come from the east and from the west, from 
the north and from the south, and sit down with Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob in the kingdom of God ; but the children of the kingdom 

» shall be cast out. And why? Because they reject the call — the 
invitation — as is set forth in the parable of the supper, And to what 
are we thas invited ? To those mansions where ** sorrow and sighing 
shall flee away'* — to that city where tears shall be wiped from all 
eyes — where there shall be no need of the sun, nor of the moon ; for 
tbe Lord Ood and the Lamb are the light thereof— where we may 
drink of the river, pure as crystal, flowing from the foot of the throne. 
To what higher enjoyment can we be called ? What more delightful 
can wc conceive 9 But ere we can find admission into those blessed 
regions^ we must. be prepared for them — and how? By submitting 
to thoee fiery baptisms by which the light, chafiy nature is consumed, 
^. a stparation from the dross and all that is contrary to the will of 
^1 God. Then shall we experience heavenly consolation, even whilst 
H on earth, and know the '' seasons of refreshing from the presence of 
^V the Lord.'* We shall be favoured w^th a precious evidence that our 
^m bins are blotted out, and shall know a partaking of the streams of 
^m that river which refreshes and makes glad the whole heritage of God. 
^m Thus should we become indeed baptized with the Holy Ghost. 
^B Castle Dokn'ikgton. — The meeting was a refreshing season both 
^B in silence and in ministi-y. I had to set forth the benefit of nnit^ 
^m exercise, in tending to draw down the Divine presence upon our 
^m religious assemblies. Mow gracious was the promise of our Lord, 
H ** If two of you shall agree on earth as toucliing anything that they 
H ahall ask, it shall be done for them.'* I had also to recommend 
^m secret retirement, in order to feel the Divine presence. 
^m DfiEnr. — This is a meeting of convinced Friends. They are s 
^m aerioua company, and I hope will be careful to adorn their profession. 
^H J. W. had to communicate in ministry to them. 
H FtiRiotsa. — ^A truly favoured season in ministry. " the hope uf 
^m larad, the Sanoor thereof in time of trouble, why shouldst thou be 
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o» a Htrauger in the land, and as a wayfaring man that tameth asidi 
to tarry for a night ?** The soul, in which ardent deairos are raised 
after God, thinks it has too littlo of His presence. From such He 
may appear to \sithdraw, yet He is ever near them ; He continues to 
iw their hope and their Saviour in every time of trouble. If He veil 
His face in the day of distress, He secretly sustains. How precious 
and how desirable that wo should use all possible diligence to secure 
such a friend, such a protector. Affliction and trouble overtake all ; 
but how can they, who forget God in prosperity, and do not live in 
His fear — or, if professing to serve Him, do it supinely or carelesBly, 
how can such t!y to Him in the day of distress ? Some such as these, 
indeed, do so, and find Him yet gracious ; hut how must confusion 
cover them when they remember their past conduct. Let us then 
endeavour to avoid such a state, by walking in His fear in time of 
prosperity. So will Ho indeed be our hope, and our Saviour in the 
time of trouble. If we neglect this, our incumbent duty, we may he 
left hardened and desperate. When the day of visitation is over, 
affliction and distress may only augment our torment, without tend- 
ing to turn our heart unto God. " They gnawed their tongues fur 
pain, and blasphemed tbe God of heaven.*' We cannot tleo from 
Him. ** Whither shall I go from thy Spirit? or whither shall I flee' 
from thy presence ? If I ascend up into heaven, thou art there : if I 
make my bed in hell, behold thou art there. If I take the wings of 
the morning, and dwell in the uttei-most parts of the sea ; even there 
shall thy htind lead me, and thy right hand shall hold me. If I say, 
Surely the darkness shall cover me ; oven the night shall be light 
about me. The darkness and the light are both ahke to thee." 
Thus God is universally present, Ho fills all space and all time. He 
is near to the righteous for their support : to the wicked as their 
reprover ; and to the finally impenitent as their judge and punisher : 
a consideration which may justly comfort the faithful, but surely 
ought to alarm the careless and disobedient. 

CnESTERFiELt).— I had to recommend the close consideration as 
to which way we are jouniojing— forward, to that city whose builder 
and maker is God, ** whose waUs are salvation, and whose gates are 
praise;'* or backward, to the world— for we may be drinking in its 
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^r spirit, even in a very refined mixture^ whilst perhaps we arc maldng 
H a fair, and even a high profession atnongst men. 
H Sheffield.^ — First day. Previous to the morning meeting, the 

H interment of my ancle, William Richardson, took place, which occa- 
H sioned it to be larger than usual* It was, to my apprehension, a 
^ favoured meeting. I had to revive the pious wish of David, '* Oh 
that men would praise the Lord for his goodness and for his wonder- 
ful works to the children of men.*' Also, that gradoas view of the 
Divine glory, with which Moses was, at his own request, favoured, 

»when he saw the glorious majesty, and heard the holy name pro- 
claimed — *' The Lord, the Lord God, merciful and gracious, long- 
BnfiTering, and ahundant in goodness and truth*" Thus He glories in 
those gracious attributes — mercy, longsuflfering, and goodness. If 
^^ men did but see tliis, they would be constrained to admire and love 
H God [ but it is the pure in heart alono who can rightly see God ; yet 
H in Him " we live, and move, and have our being/' Of His bounty 
^ we all partake — by Him we are fed — and, above all, notwithstanding 

Ethe rebellion of man, slighting the many calls of God's love, and 
resisting the strivings of His Spirit, He yet spares long, and is kind. 
He delighteth in mercy, and continues to bo a gracious, longsuffering 
God. Surely all who know they have sinned, and believe in Him, 
may discover tliis. Although they cannot behold the fulness of His 
glory, His holiness, His majesty, yet they may discover, yea, they 
I cannot deny, His longsufleriiig and goodness. Ought not tliis — His* 

gracious forbearance — to lead them to repent ? to love and admire His 

i goodness ? to cease from evil, and to learn to do well, in uprightness 
of heart ? Then would they be enabled to see more of His glory. 
'* that men woidd praise the Lord for his goodness, and for his 
wonderful works to the children of men." 
Previous to our approaching Sheffield, and whilst we were deli- 
berating whether or not to pass it by, I beheld it as a very important 
field of labour, and well remembering how I felt, and how little relief 
I I obtained when there last summer, I was led fervently to supplicate 

that the Lord would be graciously pleased to open a door of relief 
^^ for me now, and felt willing, that if He would be pleased to grant 
i^B UiIb request, it might, if He saw meet, terminate my public labours 
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at this tiine. Ho gracionsly Leftrd my prayer, was eminently near 
10 in that large meeting, and strengthened me to proclaim His 
goo<lness and mercy, I believe, to tlie Hofteiiiug of the minds of 
many; and, hariiig thus grunted my petition, lie has been plcase<l 
to lead me along, throngh the few other meetings we attended, in 
silence. His will be done^ now and for ever. 

Wakefield. — My companion was much faroured to divide the 
word. It appeared to be a day of renewed gracious visitation ti> 
iveral present, who were exceedingly tendered. My mind waa 
in a very tried condition. Before meeting in the morning, I had 
been favom'ed with a solemn feeling of good ; hut now, in meeting, 
I felt deserted ; the preserving arm seemed withdrawn, so that my 
poor mind was left as a prey to its enemies, tempted, and buffeted. 
An excessive hankering after homo was amongst its besetments. 
Although I did feebly endeavour to strive and watch, desiring good, 
yet I had to behold the people around me weeping under the power- 
ful operation of the living word, whilst my poor mind was thus tossed 
>viih tempest — its support, its stay, its consolations appearing to be 
nearly witlidrawn. After meeting, painful feelings and deep scrutiny 
ensued, when I had to believe the dispensation was permitted to 
humble and to make me fully sensible of my total insufficiency for 
my ovni preseiTation, and that all I am, have been, or ever can be, 
that is good, is of God alone, through the operations of His grace. 
♦He alone can rightly call, qualify, and send forth in His own service ; 
and should He wholly withdraw from us, the evil propensities of our 
nature would again revive, gain strength, and predominate. O Lord 
my God, be pleased, therefore, never to leave or forsake thy poor, 
inworthy servant. 

Thus has terminated this engagement. On an impartial review, 
I am fully satisfied that I have been moving aXmnt in the path of 
duty. Were I to judge by what nature would prompt, I might 
acknowledge that although many seasons of favour have been af- 
forded, many also have been experienced when there was little or no 
ability to advance the good cause. In many places, probably no 
trace may be left of my visit, little or no lasting impression having 
been made, where, if I have laboured, it has been in sneering and

weakDcss, and but as another shade in that cloud of witnesses, visible 
indeed to the anointed eye, but probably imperceptible to, and for- 
gotten by, the very class for whom I was exercised, and whom I 
addressed as a witness for God. 

The principal service evidently rested with my endeai*ed compa- 
nion. Probably in many places it was his last visit. I have often 
preferred his service to my own, being made willing to be as a ser- 
vant of servants ; and, being persuaded, that it has been thus in the 
line of Divine appointment, may I reverently bow to His blessed 
will, and for ever resign myself to His disposal, who doeth all tilings 
well. Amen. 



JOURNEY 

WITH SOLOMON CHAPMAN, OF SUNDERLAND, 
To Irelakd, 1811. 



I LEFT home, in company with my friend, Solomon C]iapman» of 
Sunderland, on the 12th of 4th month, 1811, and proceeded direct 
to Kendal. We were kindly received by George and Deborah 
Braithwaite. I remembered, with lively sensibility, the remarkable 
inaiiuer in which G. B. spoke to my condition the first day preceding 
my mouth being opened in public ministry, when he was at our 
meeting, in Newcastle, in the *2nd month of 1793* We much 
enjoyed the conversation of D. Braithwaite, and the interesting 
anecdotes which she related of Francis HowgilJ, which she bad 
heard from the mouth of Jame3 Wilson— of his fortelling the ruin 
which should overtake one of his principal persecutors, the Justice 
at Gra^Tigg Hall— how his mansion should become a desolation, and 
his children be hroiight to beg their bread; which James Wilson 
lived to see literjdly fulfilled, his hou80 lying desolate, the habitation 
of owls and jackdaws, and his danghter brought to beg her bread in 
the streets of Kendal ; and of James Wilson being accustomed to 
give her double alms in commiseration of her deplorable case. 
Before leaving our friends, at Kendal, I bad to attempt to excite to 
more entire dedication those who may have measurably known and 
submitted to the influence of redeeming love and power. The 
Divine life prevailed with a degree of vigour, that inspired me with 
an afi'ectionate boldness, in recommending this highest and best «^f 
all our privileges whilst inhabitants of the Lord's earth. 
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Li\xHPtM>n. — III the week-day meetiug, ability was aJTorded to 
minister, I trust in the fresh springings of the pure and precious 
gift, as also in a visit to a sick Friend, so that I thought we might 
thank God and take courage. We paid a few social visits. 

Dublin, — At this yeai-ly meeting we met a strong band of fellow- 
labourers. We findi by historical records^ that in all ages the 
ntmiber of those who have submitted entirely to the purifying influ- 
ence of the anchangeable truth, or, in other words, to the Spirit of 
Christ, who is " the Way, the Truth, and the Life," has been very 
small. Its operation is to purify and cleanse from iniquity, and 
so to prepare ns for admission into those regions wherein to the 
unclean and impure cannot enter. The reception of this spirit, in 
the minds of men, has been, and is, very various. So it was when 
onr blessed Lord was personally amongst men. Some came to Him 
by night; they dared not be seen seeking Him, or owning Him, 
as their instructor, in the day time; their minds were in degree 
touched with a sense of His power and wisdom, yet they were 
ashamed to own it. Others there were who followed Him ; but 
when He came to unfold to them the mysterious doctrine and spiri- 
tual nature of His kingdom, they could not bear it, but turned back 
and forsook Him. A very few were more patient and faithful : these, 
believing in Him as the promised Messiah, and that He only had 
the words of et^rmd life, followed Him more closely. But, fdas, 
how frail is man ! When He came to be led as a lamb to the 
slaughter, and as a sheep before her shearers is dumb, opened 
not His mouth ; when, as was foretold of Him, in His humiliation 
His judgment was taken away» then nearly all these, even His most 
attached followers, forsook Him and fled, and one of them even poai- 
^itely denied that ho knew Him, so great at that hour was the power 
B dftrkness, when the Lord of glory was about to pour out His soul 
unto death for the fallen race of Adam. 

AmoDgst the opposers and persecutors of Christ and His church 
in the present day, there is great difforence. Some there are who 
stone them, who as it wero» kill and crucify His faithful witnesses, 
and others who only consent unto their death. The language of the 
martyr Stephen was very bold, but very true — " Ye stiflnecked and 
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uncircumcised in heart arid ears, ye do always resist the Holy Ghost/' 
Thongh few in this day, and especially amongst us, as a people, 
would willingly act thus, yet the opposing, persecuting spirit ia the 
same in its spring and source in all ages. Those who persecuted 
our Lord and His immediate followers were many of them descen- 
dants of His faithfid servants, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, and of 
those who had seen His wonders in Egypt, and in the wilderness. 
In this day, when we resist the strivings of tbe Lord's holy Spirit, 
and stifle conviction, then are we in the spirit and temper of those 
who sought to kill and destroy the Holy One and the Just, and are 
preferring the father of lies, who was n mnrderer from the beginning, 
even him who stands ready to triumph in our destruction. When, 
in company with such as act thus, we silently connive or mnk at 
their iniquity, then are we in the spirit of those who consented 
unto His death. Yet the Lord is long-sulfering and gracious* He 
HGeketh to gather ns even as a hen gtithereth fier brood imder her 
wings; His love is great: He. who spared not His own Son, but 
delivered Him up for our oftences, stands gi'aciously disposed, in 
Him, freely to give us all things necessary to \\h and salvation. 
'* Wliat manner of love" is this, saith the Apowtle, which *' the 
Father hath bestowed upon ns, that we should be called the sons of 
God." We are all His sons and daughters by creation, and He ia 
graciously seeking to make ns so by regeneration and adoption. 
May wo be touched with a sense of His adonible love and mere}', 
and be willing to follow Him in the regeneration, so shall we be 
enabled to walk with Him in newness of life. 

During the sittings of the meeting, much instructive observation 
was made, and a comfortable degree of holy solera nity prevailed* 
At one of the sittings, when the fourth query, on the duty of parents, 
was before the meeting, I was constrained to stand forth. " Be ye 
not conformed to this world," was the language of an Apostle ; ^' hut 
be ye transformed by the renewing of your minds/' As that living 
power which regenerates and redeems is yielded to, the transforma- 
tion from the worM and its spirit is experienced ; a deadness to its 
alkurements takes place ; and in reverence before God, and in His 
holy fear, the cross i» home, the shame and contempt of unregeneralc 
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011911 are willingly endured for Christ's sake ; hence a tranf^formation* 
ly the renewing of the mind through the power of the Uoly Ghost, 
id witnessed. When Friends* eugaj^ed in business do not use diligent 
and upright endeavours to liberate their servants and dependants, or 
their children who are in their employ, to attend meetings on week- 
days, in all cases where they are members of our Society, to sncli 
they say in the expressive language of conduct, that they esteem the 
things of time to be of higher importance than attention to such 
religious duties. They prove, by their practice, that they prefer 
business, as tlie means of acquiring this worhl's treasure, before that 
inheritance which is incorruptible, undefiled, and which fadeth not 
awfty. Under the law of Moses, great and costly sacriHces were 
required. Not the loan, the blemished, the blind, but the very best 
of their tlock ; the first fruits of their vinUigo and of their harvest : 
hereby they were to have their obedience, their love, their allegiance 
to God proved ; they were to love Him above all, and honour Hira 
before all. 

A concern of an unusual nature attended my mind during one of 
the sittings^ viz,, to pay a visit to the women's meeting. This has 
rarely fallen to my lot. The meeting coucnrred, and an appoint- 
ment of some men Friends to go "with a document to the women's 
meeting, made the way easier. My companion also united in the 
engagement. Though this requiring felt to me awful, yet the pres- 
snro of necessity left me no alternative. The subject chiefly before 
me was that of ornamental dress. The serpent, who beguiled Eve 
in his subtlety, continues to deceive many on the subject of dress, 
persuading them that restrictions relative to it are not of religions 
obligation, or required of God, contrary to the express testimony of 
the Holy Scriptures. Our Lord enjoined His followers to take no 
thought for the body, as to what they should put on ; " For," saith 
MBf *' after all these things do the Gentiles seek;" and be ye not 
like nnto them. The minds and aflections of His followe!*8 were to 
be redeemed from such things ; from an inordiiiate i>ur8ttit after or 
delight in them— " But," saith He, "seek ye first the kingdom of 
God, and his righteousness ; and all these things shall be added nnto 
yan/* The inspired Apostle admonished his believing sisters not to 
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let tlieir a<lonimg be that of plaiting the hair, or wearing of gold, or 
the putting on of apparel, bat rather with good works, aa becometh 
women profeBsing godliness. 

Enmscorthy. — After a season of deep wading, I had to describe 
the possibilitj of getting into a state in which, through long continued 
rebellion, the checks or reproofs of conscience are but seldom felt, it 
having become, as the Apostle describes it, as it were " seared mth 
a hot iron," callous, and without sensibility* Those who are in this 
condition are willing to believe that the Almighty takes no notice of 
their conduct — that it is beneath Him. They are ready to say, as 
some formerly did, "The Lord seeth us not: the Lord hath forsaken 
the earth f * Ho will not do us good, " neither will he do us evil," 
Thus habituated to slight His reproofs, the Spirit becomes quenched, 
and such are permitted to go on in their sinful coui'se nntH the day 
arrives when Providence interjioses and they are awakened. But it 
is possible that this may not be until the day of visitation is over, 
and it is too late for availing repcnt^iuce. The angel of the Lord 
may meet with us as between two waUs, in a strait place, in which 
there is no more the possibility of escape : it may be when the eter- 
nal state is full in view, and nothing to be seen or felt but the frowns 
of an offended God as it were uttering the terrible language, " Be- 
canse I have called, and ye refused ; I have sti'etched out my hand, 
and no man regarded ; but ye have set at nought all my counsel, and 
would none of my reproof : I also will laugh at your calamity ; I will 
mock when your fear cometh.'* There is another and a very different 
state when some may be ready to fear that the Lord hath forsaken 
them — His poor, tempted, tossed cbUdren, who are at times ready to 
conclude that God hath forgotten to be gracious, or that He hath in 
anger shut up His tender mercies. Let such wait on God in 
patience, and He low at His footstool. We are placed on this earth 
in a state of trial and probatioUt and God deals thus with us for wise 
purposes. He notices the manner in whiob we demean ourselves 
when under trial. We are, to a considerable extent, free agents, at 
liberty to choose the good and refuse the evil, or the reverse. If, in 
the hour of trial, we arc steadfast in the faith, keeping the word of 
His patience in tnie humility before Him, then in His own good 
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time, He will cause the dispensation to be cliaiiged, and enatde UB to 
rejoice in His Tiisdonj and goodness. Then doth Ho revive the 
spirits of the hmnhle and contrito ones* He beholds them in their 
darkest niju'ht of desertion, He knows their bitterest conflicts. *' Why 
sayest thou, Jacob, and speakeat, Israel, My way is hid fioni 
the Lord, and my judgment ia passed over from my God. Hast 
thou not kno^Ti, hast thou not heard^ that the everlasting God, the 
Lord, the Creator of the ends of the earth, fainteth not, neither is 
weary 7 there is no searching of his understanding/* He sleepeth 
not by day, nor slumbereth by night ; Ho is ever awake to tho wants 
and tlie distresses of His children. How full of consolation are 
these precious promises of a faithful God, I felt discouraged and 
dejected ; hut being favom-ed to abide patiently under mental exer- 
cise* ability was at length allbrded to plead with aii'Lrctionat43 eainest- 
0086. We read that it was the saying of a weak, unstable man, 
** Let me die the death of the righteous, and let my last end be like 
his.** However some may be disposed to take their fill of the enjoy- 
ments of this life without restraint, may even cherish the foolish hope 
that there is no future state of righteous retribution, and that, when 
the period of their existence here below shall terminate, they ahall 
cease to exist ; yet there are moments when even these must fear 
that possibly they may be mistaken, and when they may be led to 
perceive that they who walk in the love and fear of God will, when 
the end comes, be in the more safe and desirable state. Many are 
constrained, there is reason to believe, at least secretly, to desire 
that they also may be permitted ** to die the death of the righteous," 
and it is well for all to cherish and encourage such reflections and 
desires when they are kindled in the breast. It is well for us all 
often to remember and consider our latter end; to remember the 
time is coming when even hardened and impenitent sinners wUl be 
compelled to behold and to endure the onger of an offended God ; 
when, as our Lord foretold, they will be ready to call upon tho 
mountains to fall on them, and on the rocks to cover them from His 
avenging indignation. If wo wish to die the death of the righteous, 
wo must be willing to live a righteous life, otherwise it is impossible, 
in the very nature of things. When the awful summons is sent to 
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the hoUBe of the righkous he is enabled to appeal tO| aud to intercede 
>nth, his Maker, to whom he is iilready reconciled, throttgh living 
laith in the blood of the Lamb, and by submission to the influence.s 
of the Holy Spirit, He can say with Hezekiah, in the integrity of 
his soul, " Remember now, O Lord, I beseech thee, how I have 
walked before thee in truth, and with a perfect heart, and have done 
that which is good in thy sight.'* He knows indeed, more clearly 
than did the afflicted king, that no works of ours are availing, but 
that the salvation of the soul is, tliroiigh pure unmerited mercy, for 
Christ's sake ; but tin's mercy the pious soid feels to be extended, 
his heart does not condemn him, because he is in Christ Jesus; 
therefore hath he confidence towards God. It ia not so with those 
who have forgotten the Lord, who have lived in sinful pleasures, 
who liave resisted the strivings of the grace of God, and quenched 
His Spirit. AU with them is dark dismay. They become convinced 
uf their folly, but it is too late. As the tree faUs so it Hes ; as death 
leaves judgment finds. If we die in our sins, where Cbrist is 
gone we can never come. The door is shut, and in vain will such 
cry — **Lord, Lord, open unto us.'" I had to believe there were 
some of another and better class present at this meeting, who were 
truly to be sympathised with • who might at times be almost ready 
to conclude themselves alone. For the encouragement of these I 
had to revive the case of the prophet Elijah. How deeply tried must 
he have been, when he pleaded that he might die, saying — " The 
children of Israel have forsaken thy covenant, thrown down tlune altars, 
and slain thy prophets witli the sword ; and I, even I only, am left 
imd they seek my life, to take it awny.** Then it was that encourage^ 
ment was poured into his disconsolate mind. The Lord's children 
are often hidden, even from each other. **I have left me seven 
thousand in Israel, all the knees which have not bowed down unto 
Baal, and every mouth which hath not kissed him.'' These wore 
indeed a small proportion of the whole nation ; but even to know of 
these was great consolation to the afflicted prophet. Thus the Lord 
sees His children, and comforts and supports them in their deepest 
distresses. 

EosB. — A good number of Friends being assembled, I had to

mentiou part of a very short testuiiuuy which I remembered to have 
^ from the lips of my own dear father in our meeting at New- 
^ — ''Nothing can satisfy the immortal soul hut the immortal 
od/* and, as said the poet— "Tis immortality, 'tis this alone, 
life's pains, abascmonts, emptiness, the soul can comfort, ele- 
and fill/' All earthly gratifications, enjoyed without some 
sense of the blessing and favour of God^ will ever proclaim unto man 
this language, *' This is not the place of thy rest;" they leave the 
poor mind in disquietude. How emphatically does the Apostle 
describtt the condition of man who, when thoroughly awakened, and 
before he has witnessed the victory of faith, is ready to exclaim, 
** O wretched man that I am, who shall deliver me from the body 
of this death?'' 

Waterford.— I entered this largo meeting in a truly humbled 
gtiite, with strong cries for Divine assistance for the service, and it 
was mercifully granted. With what holy admiration did David 
exclaim — " ^Miat is man, that thou art mindful of him ? or the son 
of man, that thou visiteat him ? Thou hast made him a little lower 
than the angels, and hast crowned him with glory and honour:'* and 
as in Job, " What is man, that thou shouldst magnify him ? and that 
thou shouldst set thine heart upon him ? and that thou shouldst visit 
him every morning, and try him every moment?'* That Almighty 
God, who is ininitely blessed in Himself, and who is surrounded 
with an innomerable company of saints and an*2:el8, and of the spirits 
of the just made perfect, singing praises and hallelujahs to his great 
and excellent name, that He should yet deign to regard poor frail 
man and evince such solicitude for his recovery, notwithstanding his 
frequent rebeUion, is indeed wonderful mercy. Yet not only is it so, 
bat how gracious is His language concerning His people, when He 
declared by the mouth of His prophet — ** The Lord hath chosen 
Zion ; he hath desired it for his habitation. This is my rest for 
here will I dwell, for I have desired it. I will abundantly 
her provision ; I will Si\lisfy her poor with bread ; I will also 
clothe her priests with salvation, and her saints shall shout aloud for 
SuFoly this was adorable mercy and wonderful condescension ; 
d doubtless, in tho present day, it is the Lord's will that Zion's 
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stakes sliould l»e skengtbened, and her cords lengthened, that they 
who are as pilhu*s hi His house, or as stakes in His tubemacle, 
should bo iirm and strong, from whom cords of Gospel love may he 
stretched out to encompass an increased number within the curtams 
of His tabernacle, His true loving church. But if such woo; 
such tender entreaties continue to be by any rejected, how will their 
misery be increased by the remembrance thereof, when, as our Lord 
declared — They shall see them coming from the east and from the 
west, from the north and from the south, to sit down with Abraham, 
IsaaCj and Jacob in the kingdom of God, but they themselves cast 
out. And why are they cast out ? Because, when the Lord would 
have gathered them, even as a hen gathers her brood under her wings, 
they would not* We left the Friends of Wateiford under a precious 
feeling of cementing love. 

Clonmell, — Tliis meeting is composed of about forty families of 
Friends. It proved a day of labour to me, and of deep instruction, 
I had impressed upon my mind a lesson which, I apprehended, 
designed for the instruction of some who either are already or 
about to be called, to labour in the work of the ministry. I had 
to set forth the necessity, not only of great dedication of heart, but 
also of resignation to the Divine will, either to do or to leave imdone ; 
a willingness to be employed, or to remain the Lord's time, in the 
humble waiting state, as the great Head of the church may be pleased 
to appoint. For, as saith the poet — 

— ^* " God doth not need 

Either man's work, or Lib own gifts ; who beet 
Benj his mild joke, thoy aerre him boat : his sUto 
U kingly ; thousands at his bidding speed, 
And post o'er land and ocean without re«t ; 
They also serve who only stand and wait*' 

It is worthy of remark, that he who is styled one of the greatest 
of prophets who lived upon earth, spent & very large proportion of 
Ids time in pnvate retirement. Our Lord Jesus Christ also was 
about thirliy years of age before He began His public ministry. Both 
were either in the desert, or in privacy, until the time of their showing 
unto Israel. I had also to address another state. It is said, we are 
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not our own, we are bought with a price. If so, let us not witlilioW 
from Him wbo bought us, that which is His andoubted right, His 
peculiar prerogatiye> even the government of the heart. How emphatic 
is the kngaage of the Pgalmist — "Give unto the Lord, O ye mighty, 
give unto the Lord glory and strength. Give unto the Lord the 
glory due unto his name.*" 

YocoHAL. — The morning meeting on first day was evidently owned 
with the eiCtension of heavenly regard, under the feeling of which we 
were enabled to labour, I trust, instructively. My principal subject 
was the parable of the marriage supper. The message was sent to 
call those that were bidden, but they made light of It. They began 
to make excuses. One pleaded his farm, another his merchandise, 
and a third his lately married wife : all pleaded necessity. We are 
rery liable to overrate the necessity of attending to the wants of the 
body, when it is to the neglect of higher enjoyments. We are called 
to the marriage^ a goodly table is provided, and we ought not to 
slight or despise it. There is reason to believe that in this parable, 
oar blessed Lord meant to represent the Father Almighty by the 
king or nobleman, Himself by the Son, and the church as the bride. 
When the sense of the blessed union between Christ and His true 
eborch is felt, there is great joy in believing. There is a spiritual 
communion of Divine consolation in the soul, and all the professing 
members of the church are invited to partake thereof* But true it is 
that many despise the heavenly call, pleading their outward avoca- 
tions, their social enjoyments — things lawful in themselves and inno- 
cent, but to be surrendered or left at the caU of Him who gave them. 
The messengers were next sent to the streets and lanes of the city, 
to the highways and hedges, and were commanded to bid as many as 
they should find, and the wedding was furnished with guests. They 
brought, as they were commanded, the poor, the maimed, the halt, 
and the blind. They called them, and they came. It is when we 
tfe made sensible of our infirmities, and feel them oppressive, that 
wo are made wiUing to accept the Lord's gracious invitations j but, 
alas, all who seem to accept the invitation are not finally welcomed. 
The King comes in to o^n His guests with His gracious presence ; 
penetrating eye discovers one among them who has not on the 
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wedding garment. He is able and \\4ilmg to clothe all whom He 
thus calls with the garment of Hia own righteousness, not theirs ; 
not self-righteousneas, but that which He puts on them through ihti 
obedience of faith » and Hprinkling of the blood of Jesus^ and wiiliout 
this robe they are but hypocritical professors— and when He, who 
Cometh to judge the secrets of men, shall look upon them, their 
iniquity will be discovered. "I will open riYers in high places, and 
fouD tains in the niidst of the valleys . I will pour my Spirit 
upon thy seed, and my blessing upon thine offspring. For a small 
moment have I forsaken thee ; but \\ith gi*eat mercies will I gather 
thee. In a little wrath I hid my face from thee for a moment ; but 
with everlasting kindness will I have mercy upon thee." This was 
ft precious opportunity* If the sap be draiMi off from the root by 
what in plants are termed suckers, the vigour of the tree is impeded. 
I fear the love of this world has thus dra^n the hearts of many from 
God, and from an abiding in Christ, tlie vine of life. 

In meeting on first day morning, I had to labour largely, though 
with difficulty, from having taken cold so as to affect my voice. 
The prophet, expostulating mth the Lord's peculiar people, had to 
declare— that the Lord^s hand is not shortened, that it cannot save ; 
neither His ear gronii heavy, tliat He cannot hear. But sin is the 
partition wall between God and His creature man ; this it is that 
obstructs the cmrent of Diviiie love and life in iudividaals, and 
through them, in our religious meetings. How often is this obstacle 
to be sensibly felt there. It was said formerly, that "the sin of 
Judah is written with a pen of iron ; and with the point of a dia- 
mond ; it is graven upon the table of their heart, and upon the horns 
of your altars," It is not only written on the heart in the book of 
conscience ; but when we endeavour to approach the Divine presence, 
we have there also to behold it engraven as on the horns of the altars, 
rising up in painful memorial against us and obstructing that com- 
munion with God, and access to Him by prayer, which the faithful 
and obedient are gi*aciously permitted to enjoy. Under such circum- 
stances we ai'e hable to feel discouraged, and torn from the sight, 
and thus the poor mind is prone to wander abroad, dry, barren, and 
lifeless, Coming to meeting, and sitting without refreshment, we 
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^^^Rlum with but little benefit, as God cannot permit a rival to exist, 

^m which, by having the preference in our affections, will continue 

\ to draw tho soul from Him, and from obedience to His holy law, 

' It is well for such closely to examine what is the sin that is thus 

forming a separation betw^een God and the soul. Most have some 

peculiar besetment; some in one thing, and some in another* To 

j this the attention of the sincere disciple of Christ will be most espe- 

^ft cially turned. We are to lay aside every weight, saith the Apostle, 

^B and the sin which most easily besets us, and run with patience the 

V race set Wore us. In the case of many in our Society, shunning 

I the 0IO6S is this sin. We are ashamed to own our Divine leader in 

' Ht8 requinngs before our fellow-men, and thus we grieve and offend 

His Holy Spirit, and prove ourselves unworthy of Him. As He was 

pleased, in dealing with His people Israel of old, to give them laws 

and commandments, ordinances and statutes, superior to tliose made 

known to the nations by whom they were surrounded, so do I veiily 

I believe He was pleased, in a remarkable manner, to open the minds 
of onr pious and devoted predecessors in the truth, to the pui-ity 
and Bpiiituality of the Christian dispensation, and to give them 

II testimonies to bear for the honour of His great name, and the exal- 
tttiion of tlie truth as it is in Jesus, against many of the corruptions 

ll which had gradually, through a course of ages, crept in amongst the 

professors of Christiamty. It was through deep suffering, and 

greatly in the way of self-denial and cross-bearing, that they were 

^^ enabled to obtain the victory ; and many of them had even to rejoice 

^H in tribulation for Christ's sake. As the Most High was pleased to 

^M enter peculiarly into covenant with Israel of old, so did He with 

^ tbem, in a certain sense, and raised in their minds a conscientious 

scruple against the use of oaths and the practice of wars and fight- 

ings» and a testimony to the spirituality of Divine worship, the free- 

f dom of the Christian ministry, the sufficiency of Christ's teaching ; 

also against the falsehood and dissimulation of dattering titles, and 

against the vanity and pride, the changeable customs and fashions of 

a deeply corrupted world. Thus they were called out of a conformity 

to this world, and to witness a being transformed by the renewing of 

their minds, thereby proving what was the holy, pure, acceptable 
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will of God concerning them. Although, because of this course of 
conduct, they appeared among men to he singular, it was so by 
reason of the degeneracy that then prevailed ; and so it is with the 
Lord's faithful servants to this day. These things were only what 
the primitivo Christiana, to a considerable extent, were led into, and 
what the spirit of true Christianity requires, and tends to produce^ 
may be abundantly proved from the New Testament and other bis*' 
toiy ; and as we, their successors in the same religious profession^ 
forsake the statutes, ordinances, and testimonies of our Lord J 
Christ and His Apostles, which our early Friends were called 
revive in practice, being ashamed to own these requirings of o 
Divine Master before men, we sin against Him, violate His covenant 
and weakness and dim-sightedness are the consequences. Thus we 
shun the cross and deny Christ before men. 

I had also to encourage to the warfare against wrong tJiings. W© 
may remember, for our comfort, the gracious language of the Lo; 
to His servant Moses— " I have surely seen the aiHiction of my 
people which are iu Egypt, and have heai'd their cry by reason of 
their taskmasters ; for I know their sorrows ; and I am come down 
to deliver them out of the hand of the Egj^ptians." However 
the entanglement, however oppressive the bondage which any may 
feel themselves in, under a sense of thoir wretchedness, having been 
permitted in degree to behold the exceilence of the pore truth, and 
the beauty of faithfulness to its discoveries, yet so weak, that the 
good which they would do, they do not, and the evil which they would 
not do, that do they ; the flesh waiting against tlie spirit, and the 
spirit against the fiesh, let such ever remember that the eye of the 
Lord is upon them, even in this state, and that He, their Saviour, is 
Almighty. Let such constantly maintain the warfare, and never enter 
into treaty with, or join the Lord's enemies, the enemies of their 
aoui's happiness; but rather let them turn the attention of their 
minds frequently unto God, waiting humbly and patiently upon Him. 
He doubtless can deliver, and is graciously disposed to deliver 
such- "I waited patiently for the Lord,** said David; "and he 
inclined unto me, and heard my cry. He brought mo up also out of 
an horrible pit, out of tlie miry clay» and set my feet upon a rock, 
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and established my goings.*' I was enabled to utter tbese things 
under a fresh sense of my own experience, and of what the Lord 
Lath done for my own soul. The Lord hath in a good degree 
redeemed me from the power and dominion of sin, and thus constrains 
me at times to tell of His love, of His goodness, and of His power. 
To Him alone be ascribed all the glory and all the praise, 

Cork I^Ionthly Meeting. ^ — ^In the early part of this meeting, 
Thomas ShiUitoe had been engaged ia testimony; after which, 
I bad to proclaim a solemn warning. What an affecting doclaia- 
tion was that which the prophet had to give formerly — '* For your 
sakes Zion shall be ploughed as a field, and Jerusalem shall become 
a minouB heap/' Should the Lord*s gracious designs concerning us, 
aa a reUgious Society, be frustrated by our unfaithfulness, then may 
the import of this prophecy be fulfilled in our experience, or that of 
oor offspring. Could we but see and comprehend the accumulation 
of gnilt and misery resulting from our example in our individual 
capacity, when that example is of an evil tendency, wo should tremble 
at the prospect, ** Am I my brother's keeper?'* is vain reasoning. 
We cannot avoid being responsible for others, in the degree of our 
direct or collateral influence over them, whether we desire such a 
consequence or not. Wo all have some influence over others, (though 
doubtless the amount of it is very various,) especially as a religious 
Society, or as parents, or heads of famihes, or as young people 
amongst their associates. The eyes of others are watching us, some 
for good, and some for evil ; aud should our example of unfaithfulness, 
disobedience^ or misconduct, occasion any weak believer, or younger 
brother or sister to stumble and fall, we are measurably guilty of the 
blood of 8uch» and evil will be as it were generated by their example 
iheir connexions, their children, etc. We occasioned their fall« 
this 16 part of the consetpeuces— and a numerous train follows. 
Wo may gather from that instructive parable of the rich man and 
Lazarus, what anxious sohcitude was evinced by the former, who 
had been liiring at ease and in forgetfuhiess of God, until his own 
miserable doom was irrevocably sealed ; how acut^ was then his 
sensibility, and how earnest his desire that his five brethren might 
not come into that place of torment. May wo not from this conclude. 
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that in a future state, our misery may be greatly angmcnted, by onr 
being made sensible that we have contributed, by our influoncc and 
example, to bring others (but most especially if it be oar own off- 
spring) into the broad way which leads down to the chambers of 
death and hell ; yea, when we may be brought to remember, that for 
our Bakes Zion, once Uie city of the hving God, baa been ploaghed 
as a field, and Jerusalem become a ruinous heap. Dear S. C. was 
engaged in fervent sopplication, under a precious degree of right 
iniiuence. After these meetings, the current of consolation and 
peace flowed in my mind unusually strong ; peace, far beyond the 
comprehension of the mere natural understanding of man. I had 
truly to rejoice in the Lord, my holy teacher and preserver. 

Limerick. — Tliis meeting ajipeared to be about the same siae as 
ours at Newcastle. I had to revive the language of the Apostle when 
he says — ** If the righteous scarcely be saved, where shall the un- 
godly and the sinner appear ? and if judgment begin at the house of 
God, what BhaM the end be of them that obey not the Gospel?** 
Even the righteous, those in whom the work of regenenHoii has 
not only been begun, but measurably carried forward, even they need 
many after dippings, many adtlitional baptisms : they need to expe- 
rience a being washed again and again from contracted impurity, and 
the fire to be renewedlj kindled for the destruction of the light and 
chafly nature. The rising up from time to time of our natural pro- 
pensity to indulge in WTong things, and the proneness to sinful grati- 
fications, or the inordinate indulgence in lawful enjoyments, will e^ar 
stand in the way of our complete justification and acceptance before 
God, for Ho cannot admit of any rival in the heart. Until this 
corrupt will in us is crucified and slain, we can have no cei-tain evi- 
dence of our salvation ; for Christ, who redeemed us by His blood, 
and made reconciliation for iniquity, must also have the government 
laid upon His shoulders, and be permitted to reign and rule in us 
and over us, or we are not truly His tUsciples. If we oppose the 
purifying operations of the Holy Spirit, wc oppose the will of God ; ■ 
for His will is our sanctification and completo redemption. In this 
sense, I apprehend, it is, that the righteous scarcely are saved, in 
the neglect of these repeated washings, and resting too much in 
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pft8t expehentie of the Lord's goodness, ihas alidrng ixito a state 
of eaniAl security, so that, wbcn tbe last summons comes sadderdy, 
they are startled and alarmed » not liaviug the seal of assurance, even 
the Lord's Spirit, bearing witness with their spirits, that they are 
His : they feel themselves in danger of missing the mark, and thus 
scarc^y are saved. Some, after years of religious experience, have 
had, at last, agoniEing conflicts to pass through, ere they could attain 
true and solid peace. 

If this, in some instances^ be the condition of the righteous, when 
called to appear before the judgment- seat of Christ, how inexpressibly 
awful must be the state of those who have been habitual sinners. 
The ungodly, the unconcerned, where shall these appear? Man- 
kind may be dirided into two classes, — the godly, whose constant 
care it is to walk in the Lord's holy fear, that they may die in His 
iav0iir ; and the ungodly, who prefer the gratifications of this hfe, 
and pass their time of probation at ease as to a future state, in for- 
getfolnesa of the God who created them. The former walk humbly 
and reverently before God, and are daily concerned to honour His 
will concerning them, and to implore His help to enable them to do 
it. These desire that the eyes of their understanding may be opened 
t^ see tlie riches of His mercy in Christ Jesus, and to have the sweet 
influences of His Holy Spirit, that they may thereby be enabled to 
walk before God as new creatures. But oh, the deplorable condi- 
tion of tlie hitter ! What shidl they do when God ariseth to judgment, 
to shake terribly the earth*? It is therefore highly important for 
each of us to examine seriously to which of these classes we belong. 
If to the former, wo shall at times know a union and communion 
nith God in spirit ; an earnest travail and exercise of mind before 
Him, after the knowledge of His will concerning us. We shall at 
times feel, and be enabled to say — The Lord is my strength and my 
song, and He is become my salvation. He is our strength ; through 
Him wo can do all things required at our hands, and therefore wc 
rejoice. He is our song, we being enabled to sing His praise as the 
God of our salvation. The Divine anointing evidently accompanied 
CB this occasion. 

Ldiebick Monthly Meeting. — How full of instruction is thai 
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tjuery of the Lord's prophet, especially when we consider the dispen- 
satioii under which he lived, when he asks — "Wherewith shall I 
come before the Lord, and bow myself before the high God ?*' shall 
it be " with thousands of rams, or ten thousand rivers of oil ? Shall 
I give my firstborn for my transgression ,* the fruit of my body for the 
sin of my soul ? He hath shewed thee, man, what is good ; and 
w^hat doth the Lord require of thee, but to do justly, and to lore 
mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God?'* When the mind 
sincerely engaged to quer}^ what is the w*ill of God concerning 
waiting in stillness and resignation for the onfoldings of the Divine 
light, there is no doubt but that the answer will be graciously vouch- 
safed, and there will be pointed out to us that which is required to 
be done, or left undone. We shall be given to see, if we are sin- 
cere-hearted and submissive, what it is which the Lord our God 
requireth of us. We shall see that He rcquireth us to do justly, 
not so much because it is accounted honoui-able amongst men, bat 
because it is the will of God, and we shall do it as in His sight, at 
all times, and in all places, however concealed from the observa- 
tion of our fellow mortals. 

We nhall bo taught to love mercy. Not only shall we bo occa- 
sionally disposed to acta of benevolence, but we shall love it for the 
Lord's sake, and because we know that it is acceptable unto Him. 
Our hearts will be often moved in sympathy with suffering humanity, 
ao that, in the beautifid language of Scripture, our souls will be 
"drawn out to the hungry," and be moved witli compassion *'to 
clothe the naked." We shall be willing to hide the fault we see, if 
we can do nothing to cm-e it, and be concerned for the spiritual 
aa well as the temporal welfare of our feUow creatures. And, above 
all, we shall walk humbly before God. It is in this frame that we 
are led foinvard in the paths of purity and holiness. " Walk before 
me and he thou perfect," was His command to His servant Abraham. 
Walkmg continually, as in Hia presence, we shall feel our depen- 
donce on Him for all our mercies, both temporal and spiritual, and 
shall thus be enabled to perfect holiness in His fear. 

There are some who arc evidently deviating from the paths of 
duty and perfect rectitude, and yet are saying that they feel no 
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comptmctioD. Tliey do not see this or that to be wrong, or to be 
required of them to do, or leave undone. It may be so. The Lord 
does not commit to all His seiTants the same number or kind of 
talents ; yet all are called faithfully to improve those they have. But, 
with regard to this want of right perception in the case of many in 
our Society, is it not because the Spirit which visited them with the 
day-spring from on high has been quenched, at least in degree ; the 
witoess for God stifled ; their first love cooled ? Or it may be that 
they have never yet kno^vn the regeneration, the soul has not yet been 
offectually quickened. I have sometimeB been instnicied by a simple 
fiict in nature. When we are in a dark, or dimly lighted room, we 
do not readily see the atoms of dust upon our garments ; but when the 
Bun shines powerfully into tbe apartment, then we not only see that 
onr garments are covered with atoms of dust, but that the very air 
we are inhaling is, as it were, full of them. It is the pure in heart 
only who ore ever permitted to see God ; and it is only as we yield 
to the sanctifying operation of His Holy Spiiit, to the small and 
gentle intimations of the Divine will, (it may be, in regard to little 
things, or such as are so accounted of amongst men,) that we are 
favoured with a nearer approach to the Divine glory. In the bright 
shining of the spirit of Christ in the heart, the Sim of Righteousness, 
the will of God is discerned, which would never have been the case 
in tbe shade, or in the mind darkened by the spirit of the god of 
this world. 

In passing along in this land, we have, at times, deeply to lament 
over the influence of evU example. How pernicious is it when the 
leaders of the people indulge themselves, or their children, in wrong 
things ! It may truly be said that such cause the people to err. 
They open, as it were, the flood-gates of a wide-spreading desolation. 
The waters thereof may, for a time, appear to flow in a small stream, 
and gently ; but the breach becomes wider and ^ider, and soon 
beyond the efForta of good men, even of the most deeply exercised 
ftad rightly concerned for the church's welfare, to stop it. Like 
King David of old, they feel their hands are weak because of these 
sons of Zeruiah, these degenerate captains of the host, even though 
they themselves have been rightly anointed to role over oar Israel, 
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in the authority of truth. Under a sense of the importance of th 
considerations, my soul was secretly poured out before my God. 
Lord, be graciously pleased to make with me, Thy poor, frail, im» 
worthy servant, an everlasting covenant, ordered in all things, and 
sure. Guide me by Thy counsel ; preserve me by Thy power ; and 
0, that it may please Thee, in the riches of Thy adorable mercy, to 
pour Thy Spirit upon my seed, Thy blessing upon mine offspring, 
that they may live to the glory of Thy great name I Be pleased also 
to remember their mother for good ; strengthen her to do Thy will 
in all thiiigs, and to bear the aUwise dispensations of Thy Providence, 
with patient acquiescence in Thy will, that so she may acquire tho 
tongue of the learned, her ear being opened, morning by morning, to 
hear, and thereby become qualitied to speak a word in due 
for the consolation of others. Amen. 

MotTNTMELiCK. — We attended the monthly meeting of minii 
and elders, which was veiy small. My companion endeavoured to 
encourage them. The youth's meeting was held in the evening. 
The heads of families are expected to make way for the young people 
to attend these meetiiigs. After a solemn pause, a Friend read ^Tohn 
Crook's epistle to his children and grand-cliildren ; also Thomas 
Chalkley^s loving expostulation to young and old ; after which, I was 
largely engaged under a precious degree of Divine favour and influ- 
ence. WTiat we heard read was the language of experience. John 
Crook had been a person of note amongst men, being a Justice of 
the Peace, and a man of considerable learning for that age» He 
became convinced of the principles of Friends at an early period, and 
was enabled to bear the cross, and despise the shame, looking unto 
Jesus, the great captain of our salvation. Jklauy of the early Friends 
were prepared to receive the doctrines preached by George Fox and 
others, their minds being loosened from a trust in man by the com- 
motions which then prevaOed ; not only in the affairs of State, hot 
also amongst the various communities of professing Christians. To 
be turned to Christ and to His teaching, ancl to inward experimental 
religion, was as an anchor to their souls in a tempestuous world* 
Their minds were stirred up to prayerful and earnest inquiry after 
pure truth, and they hungered after spiritual nourishment, which 
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they had sought for in Tain amongst forms, ceremonies, and riinal 
obserrances. They had followed celebrated preachers in vain ; tliey 
longed after the true knowledge of God; and when they heard His 
inward and spiritual appearance testified of, they knew it was the 
thing they wanted, and embraced the truth in the lore of it. They 
were not only enabled to bear the derision and reproaches of men, 
but joyfhlly entered prison-houses, and even frequently loathsome 
dungeons, unfit for the habitation of any human being. The cause 
of Christ was very precious to them, and they counted all else as 
dross, that they mif^ht win the prize of the peace of God, and be 
found in Him at the great day. It is said that some of the first 
yearly or general meetings were held at the house of John Crook, 
when Friends assembled from various parts of the nation to consult 
•bout the affairs of the church ; and from snch consultations, in pro- 
cess of time, sprang that excellent and beautiful discipline, devised 
in the wisdom of truth, which now exists in the Society, much to the 
benefit of its members, being truly said to be a hedge of preservation 
found about ns. 

Id the exercise of this discipline, every living member may unite ; 
all may have some share ; all may watch over each other for good ; 
may admonish, advise, instruct each other, as occasion oflers, and 
right ability is afl'orded. We have various testimonies given ns to bear 
to the world, for the revival of genuine Christiamty in its ancient 
purity and beauty, free from many of the corruptions which have 
overspread the professors of the Christian name. How arc we 
tnswering the gracious design ? It would be well if all our members, 
bat especially the young, were more diligent in perusing the valuable 
vritingB which have descended to us — and first of all, the Scriptures 
of truth, which have been bo wonderfully preserved. God does not give 
to each, individually, the immediate revelation of His whole counsel 
and will ; but He is ready to open the understanding of the obedient 
sool, and seal tlie truth of what is revealed and declared in the Holy 
Scripttu^es nnto man, in his own experience. "Search the Scrip- 
tures," said our blessed Lord ; '* for they are they which testify of 
me:*' therefore it is His will that we should read them diligently, as 
Wtti evidently our Lord's own practice, and that of His disciples* 
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But we must not rest m tbe lett<?r, we must come to Christ tliroi 
the spirit. ** These things are written that ye might believe/' sail 
the Evangelist; ** and that believing, ye might have life through 
name/' We are also to listen to the voice of the cloud of witnesses 
to the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, both in the flesh and in the 
spirit J and to the efficacy of that living faith which overcometh the 
world. Amongst these witnesses, the upright-hearted members of 
our religious Society shine forth conspicuously, both for their con- 
stancy and faithfuhiesa under suflfering, and for their disinterestedj 
devotedness to the Lord's service. They have left records of thei] 
experiences ; their counsels flow from the hearty and reach the witness 
for God in the minds of the readei*8 ; they do not flow from the hi 
only, or from the natural mideratanding. Many in our day express 
their regret that there should bo so little instiiimental ministry in 
our Society. These writings, the Holy Scriptures, and other go< 
books, are a valuable substitute for it ; a valuable soui*ce of instruc- 
tion and edification. ** Give thy diligence to readmg," saith Paul' 
to Timothy. These precious Scriptures, and other good books, are 
accessible to most members of our Society, Some say, that it hathLj 
pleased Providence to deprive the Society of insti-umental help. I 
fear we may more truly say, that the spirit of the world has done it. 
The Lord is as ready and willing to give of His Holy Spirit to them 
who rightly ask Him, as in former times to pour out of His Spirit 
upon all flesh. Do we accept the admonition of the Apostle to covet 
earnestly the best gifts, and above all, that we may prophesy, to the 
edification of the chm-ch? Do not too many rather shrink from 
the thought, afraid lest they should be required to speak in the 
name of the Lord ? Worldly pursmts absorb the attention of many. 
The love of riches, pleasures, and the things of time and sense, are, 
with many, primarily pursued. They each seek their own things,^ 
and not the things of the Lord Jesus Christ : hence, to these causes, 
in a great degree, is to be attributed the absence of ministers and 
ministry. There may be, and I believe, are, wise counsels of Pro- 
vidence in operation as well. " Ye have an unction from the Holy 
One, and need not that any man teach you, but as the same anoint* 
ing teacheth, which is truth and no lie." This testimony, given toj 
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►UT Society to bear to the world, as it appears to me, beyond all 
other people, needs to bo aa it were indelibly impressed upon our 
hearts ; and ihonsands have, by blessed experience, been enabled to 
testify to the truth of it. The more our minds are weaned from a 
dependance upon the teachings of our fellow men, the more inesti* 
mably precious shall we feel this inward teaching to be. that 
oar dear young people were more willing to devote their lives to the 
Lord's service* He is a good master, and would open to their view 
fruitful fields of service in His own time and way* 

Solomon Chapman was favoured in supplication. The address of 
1B05, to parents, was also read ; after which, I had to make some 
observations. ** Prepare ye the way of the Lord, malco liis paths 
straight." Bat those parents who indulge their children in wrong 
things, lay the foundation for habits w^hich render their obedience to 
the requinnga of the Spiiit of Truth doubly difficult* 

The monthly meeting was very large, and also a favoured one, in 
which we were both engaged. The way to the Sabbath of rest, the 
way to the crown of glory, is through the vineyard of labour, and the 
field of battle. The awakened mind has to experience much labour, 
and much warfare ; many weeds to pluck up, many unfruitful 
branches to prune away ; much digging, or ploughing ; a deep tia- 
vail of soul, an ardent exercise of spirit, ere we shall be fitted for 
an entrance into that rest which the Lord hath prepared for them 
that love Him. The Chrisition^s life is said to be a continual war- 
fare. There are many evil propensities to war with, ere the passions 
are duly subjected, the temper regulated, and the affections fixed on 
God. ** The weapons of our warfare are not carnal, but spiritual, 
and mighty through God to the palling down the strongholds*' of 
carnal reasoning ; casting down imaginations, and every high thing 
that exalteth itself against the knowledge of God, or against the 
knovim will of God ; and bringing into captivity every thought to the 
obedience of Christ. Here we have described a highly purified state, 
one in which Christ truly reigns, yet no higher attainment than any 
Chrifitian is called to. ''If any man be in Christ,'* saith the same 
Apostle, *' he is a new creature, old things are passed away, and all 
things are become new, and all things are of God.*' We can none 
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of us tell to what we may attmn. Let us only obey all the light 
Divine tnith which we have, and more will be given. We are wholly 
unable, of ourselves, to efl'ect the work, but the captain of our SAlva- 
tion was never foileJ in battle. 

BjiLLiMONY is the only meeting of our Society in the Provino© 
Connaught. A few neighbours came in, and we had a pretty good 
meeting. The sublime prophecy of Isaiali was presented. *• Behold 
a king shall reign in righteousness, and princes shaU rule in judg- 
ment ; a man shall be as a hiding place from the wind ; as a covert 
from the tempest; as rivers of water in a dry place, and as the 
shadow of a great rock in a weary land.** Thus are Christ and 
His kingdom plainly foretold and described. They who truly believe 
in Christ in all His offices, and submit to His government, may flee 
with humble, holy confidence to Him in the day of trouble. They 
who yield obedience to His commands, being not only hearers of 
the law but doors of it, in the obedience of faith, these are build- 
ing on a sure foundation, which will suBtain them when the stonns 
of trouble and affliction run high : not only so, but He wiU also be 
unto Buch a fountain of spiritual refreshment from time to time, even 
as rivera of water in a dry place, and as the shadow of a great rock 
in a weary land. Such will find His commandment to be as a lamp, 
His law as light, and the reproofs of instruction to be the way of 
life. Not so the disobedient; they rebel against the light; they 
know not the ways thereof, nor walk in the paths thereof. It is 
aaid, ^'He that, being often reproved, hardeueth bis neck, shall 
suddenly be destroyed, and tliat without remedy.*' Over such our 
Lord mourned — ** How often would I have gathered thy children 
together, as a hen doth gather her brood under her wings, and ye 
would not." ** If thou hadst known, even thou, at least in this tby 
day, the things which belong unto thy peace ! but now they are hid 
from thine eyes." The Lord's gracious visitations, when neglected 
and despised, will pass away, and then the condition of such is deplo- 
rable. His Spirit will not always strive \rith man. 

Moat, — We read of some who came to the prophet to inquire 
what was the will of God ; but they came in hypocrisy, being already' 
determined to do their own will. This was in a day of departure in 
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heaii» and of sore revolt Are there not many even now who 
would gladly hear the Lord's ministers declare amongst them the 
truths of the Gospel, bat of whom it may too truly be said, " They 
are joined to their idols ?" They love the world and its friendehipB, 
and they shun the cross^ as to oiir religious teatimonies, that they 
may the more easily assimilate with the world in its corrupt customs 
and maxims. Over such we mourn. 

In the aflemoon we both endeavoured to encourage the sincere 
hearted travellers amongst them, however weak they may feel them- 
selves, or however entangled with hindering thiiigs. In such times 
as these^ the awakened mind, if it miike progress Zionward, must 
taread a tribulat^d path. *' In the world ye shall have tribulation," 
aaid Jesus: but in me ye have peace. "Be of good cheer; I have 
overcome the world." The victory is attainable through faith in 
Christ, in His manifestation and appearance in the flesh, as a sacri- 
fice and offering for our sins; and in the spirit, for our deliver- 
ance from the thraldom of sin. Let our souk tend toward Him, 
spreading our wants before Him, moving onwards as ability is af- 
forded, and we shall find, that as the work is the Lord's, He will 
help to cany it on, and enable us to live to His glory. 

Epexderby. — After a season of wrestling and watching unto 
prayer, this was a &voured meeting. My subject was that of the 
importunate widow. The Lord does not need to be informed of our 
wants, much less to be importuned, as it respects Himself; yet it is 
oeeessary, on our own account, that we should not only desire, but 
fervently pray, for oiur spiritual nourishment ; exercising, at the same 
time, both faith and patience. He does not see meet always imme- 
diately to grant our requests, and this quickens our desire. ** As 
the hart panteth after the water brooks, bo panteth my soul after 
thee, God.*' Here is an earnest longing after the Lord*s pre- 
sence. Yet David knew, that if he regarded iniquity in his heart, 
the Lord would not hear him. We must not expect to stand with 
acceptance in His presence, until we are willing that the work of 
purification aholl go forward. He may, by His Spirit, appear in us 
m a reprover ; but He ^ill not dwell in an impure tabernacle, or in 
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a Boul that resists His will, which wiU is oar sanctificatioii. Wo 
mnst Bot prefer sin to God. 

IAy companion was engaged in testimony, and in the line of sap- 
plication* I thought he had near access to the throne of grace. 

Althy is a very small meeting. The only religions gathering 
which we had was in the house of the priacipal family, where we 
were given to understand we should have a larger attendance than lit 
the meetuig*houae. Indeed, it was in such had repair, that it waa 
considered unsafe to use, and it actually fell down about two days 
after we were there. The uncertainty of time was the subject on 
which I had to speak. 

" Lo I on fl narrow neck of land^ 
'Twixt two unbounded aeaa we stand." 

Time is short ; our days are compared to a span, to an hand-breath ; 
our years are as a shadow ; as the post that hasteth by. The sands 
of our glass are running continually, and will soon be out. This 
state of probation will soon he over. Ought we not then to use 
great diligence to make our calling and election sure ; to know not 
only a having been called, hut chosen. Amongst the many evils and 
temptations with which we are beset, none is more fatal than luke- 
warmness or indifference. By it we are insensibly lulled into a false 
rest of carnal security. My mind was awfully affected mth these 
considerations, and the warning given me to proclaim appeared to 
be—" Prepai-e to meet thy God." 

Kjlconts'eb is a small meeting. Through Divine favour, Gospel loTe 
►prevailed, that all fear of man was removed. The difference in the 
condition of the faithful servants of God who walk in His fear, and 
that of the rebellious, the disobedient, or the negligent, when brought 
into distress by any calamity, is very great. We iind it exemplified in 
the case of Saul, the king of Israel. When his enemies came against 
him, and he could get no answer or consolation from God, who had 
forsaken him, he was fain to go to one that had a familiar spirit, to 
ask counsel to his confiision and sorrow, for thereby he was adding 
sin to sin. Nor was the case of Jeroboam, the son of Nebat, much 
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better, when be sent his wife, under disguise, to the Lord's prophet 
in Judah, who was commissioned to proclaim hea?y tidiiigB to him, 
and to his house. But how great is the contrast in the case of the 
good king Hczekiah, when he was in affliction, ^'ith what humble 
trust and confidence could he appeal unto God for succour. " Be- 
momber, Lord, I beseech thee, how I have walked before tliee in 
tmth, and with a perfect heart, and have done that which was right 
in thy aight/* And we know how graciously his prayer was answered. 
How important is it, then, that we should be careful to know God to 
be our reconciled Father and our friend, to whom we may apply in 
every hour of difficulty or of distress. All are liable to be overtaken 
by such trials, and all have need to know God to be their sure 
refuge. How awful ia the condition of those who are conscious 
that thev cannot flee imto Him as their Father and their friend ; 
but that they have made Him their enemy, and can only eiLpect his 
anger to be poured out upon them. Our Lord declared that no man 
con genre two masters. '* Ye cannot serve God and mammon." Ye 
cannot serve God and the spirit of the world ; their interests are 
contrary the one to the other. The one teaches humility, the other, 
pride ; the one, self-denial, the other, self-indulgence ; the one, to be 
spiritually minded, the other, to be carnally minded : the way to the 
crown is by the cross. 

Enniscorthy Quarterly Meeting of MiNisTERa and Eli>ers,— 
In reviewing this portion of the body in Ireland, we are often re- 
minded of the desolation produced by the late schism. Many indi- 
viduals in the foremost rank, who afforded the prospect of being 
made eminently useful in the Lord's hand, were ensnared by the 
enemy of souls. They presumed to be wise above that which is 
written, thought themselves to be purer and holier than their brethren, 
and claimed a predominance in the church, which its holy Head 
does not allow. Having had great influence, when they fell from 
their steadfastness, many were diawn away with them. Their case 
afibrds a memorial of instractiou to ministers. The light in them 
became obecnred ; their love and fellowship grew cool ; the eumify 
crept in» and their light became darkness, and deplorable errors 
ID doctrine was the result.

CooTEHtLL. — We each had some service* and a little encouragement 
flowed, tiiough I felt poor myself. There is no condition of life 
which can be hid fi-om the all-penetratxng eye of God. Ho 
every state, and mercifully regaids the weakness and wants of His 
sincere • hearted, quickened children. When one formerly com- 
plained, ** Sorely I ara more brutish than any man; and have not 
the tmderstanding of a man. I neither learned wiedom, nor have 
the knowledge of the Holy'* — he was answered after this manner r — 
"Who hath ascended up into heaven or descended? Who hath 
gathered the wind in his fists? Who hath bound the waters in 
a gEurment ? Who hath established all the ends of the earth 9 
What is his name, and what is his son's name, if thou canst 
tell?*' Although wo may at times feel our capacity for the com- 
prehension of Divine traths to be very small, and may be n 
to conclude that it is more so than that of other men, yet let xin 
ask wisdom of God who giveth liberally to those who are rightlj 
concerned to seek Him; and in asking, let ns bear in mind 
Omnipotence — that He presidcth over all the works of His handi 
Hence it is that we are emphatically called upon to fear God, and to 
give glory to His name, and to *' worship him that made heaven and 
earth, and tlie sea, and the foontains of waters." 

Grange, neab Charlemost. — ^This is a large country meeting, 
and gathering very slowly, my way was opened to admonish them. 
Irregular gathering is a gi-eat hurt to a meeting. Those who come 
late deprive themselves of the benefit of that covering of Divine 
love with which the meeting may have been favoured. They also 
disturb the quiet of such as have been careful to come punctually. 
'There is reason to fear that the practice proceeds from the same 
cause which induces some to neglect the attendance of meeting occa- 
sionally, and, more especially, week-day meetings ; the want of true 
love to God, and of zeal for the promotion of His glory. Hem 
when such do come, no wonder if they have to sit in a dry, bi 
frame of mind, without deriving much comfort, refreshment, or 
strength. Thus they leave the meeting with Httle sense of benefit, 
and go away discouraged. Let us examine the cause wherefore it is 
thus. Eefroshment in meetings is obtained in various ways. It is 
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•om the feeling of renewed visitations of Divino love to the 
soul. Bat if these visitations are slighted or unimproved, it is un- 
likelj they should be bo frequently renewed, because the Lord's 
Spirit is grieved. Refreshment may also proceed from the flowing 
of the current of sweet peace to the soul, as the reward of faithful 
obedience to manifested duty. Now the disobedient cannot be par- 
iaksn of this reward : it is the wages of obedience, of which they 
render themselves unworthy to partake. If they are rcfresbed^ it 
must he by bowing humbly under the ministration of condemnation, 
and crying unto God for mercy, with sincere repentance ; and well 
would it be for many if they would more patiently continue under, 
and endoro, these conflicts of spirit and painful baptisms ; for they 
must be endured and submitted to, if such are ever saved, or know 
the blood of sprinkling to be apphed to their wounded consciences. 

Refreshment also proceeds from the feeling of the Lord's pre- 
sence, graciously vouchsafed to quickened and regenerate souls. 
They are permitted to feel, at times, the spirit of adoption ; the 
Lord's Spirit bearing witness with their spirits that they are His ; 
the seal of assurance of their acceptance with Him, through the 
ition of Christ, This is indeed the *' pearl of great price.*' 

The soul thus owned of God is made glad before Him» and rejoices 
with humble thanksgiving and holy joy. Not so witli the unre- 
geaeotite — the camally-mindcd : the presence of God brings them 
under conviction, remorse, confusion. They are often fain to fly 
from it; they cannot endure it. The two states are instructively 
described by David — ** Blessed is the man that walketh not in the 
ooimsel of the ungodly, nor standeth in the way of sinjiers, nor sittoth 
in the seat of the scorn fid. But his delight is in the law of the Lord, 
and in his law doth he meditate day and night." Lot us each exa- 
mine if we are walking in the counsel of the godly or the ungodly ! 
Are we living in the fear of God ? longing to bo made conformable to 
HIb win ? or are we of the ungodly, who, being in the first and fallen 
Qatnre, arc guided by the corrupt maxims and customs of a world 
l3ring in wickedness ? or are we sitting in tho seat of the scornful ? 
Ho that is only bora after the fleah is prone to persecute such as 
bom of the Spirit, and to scorn and despise his self-denying, 
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cross-bearing brethren* The man whose steps are ready to slide is 
S8 a lamp despised in the eyes of them that are at ease. But let 
snch Bcomers remember that the things which ore highly esteemed 
amongst men are said to be an abomination in the sight of God. 
Do we stand in the way of sinners ? In our lawful business, we may 
necessarily have to he in their company ; but do we loiter therein ? 
do we enjoy their society ? This is attended with great danger. It 
is difficult to be long in the company of worldly-minded or sinful men 
without being tempted, if not to partake of their sins, yet to wink 
and connive at them, or improperly allow their sinful practices ; or, it 
may be, we partake of their spirit, become ashamed of the cross of 
Christ, and so arc tempted to deny Him, or His holy requiringa 
before men. The text also points out what we should do. "Hia 
delight is in the law of the Lord ; and in his law doth he meditate 
day and night," To the servants of God, His law bocomes delight- 
fid : they long to know it, and have pleasm-e in keeping it. Much of 
the Divine vaM. is unfolded in the Holy Scriptures. We there read 
of His dealings with the children of men in former generations* 
They are a precious talent committed to us for our improvement ; the 
pious soul delights in their perusal, and the eflect will be fraitfulness. 
We rejoice in the favour of God, and in the knowledge of His ways, 
and of Hia will ; and we are led to stretch forth our arms to gather 
others into the same fold, whereof our Lonl Jeans Christ is the tme 
Shepherd. 

Grange, — First-day afternoon* This also was a good meeting. 
I had a short testimony to deliver. When the Lord's servant David 
had, by his improper conduct, brought the chastening hand of God 
upon him and bis people, being allowed to choose his punishment, 
he said, "I am in a groat strait ; let me fall now into the bond of 
the Lord, for very great are his mercies : bat let me not fall into the 
baud of man." When we contemplate the majesty of God — that Ho 
is infinitely blessed in Himself, without us — ^that before Him all 
nations are but as a drop of the bucket, or as the small dust of 
the balance — that He is said to weigh the mountains in scales, 
to measure the waters in the hollow of His hand, and to take up 
the isles as a very little thing, we must surely admire that He 
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should so tendtirly regard man (so small u part of His workniJinsliip) 
AS to follow him from one season to another with the offer of Hia 
blessings; but, above all, that He should continue to call on the 
gainsaying and rebellious, " Tiirn ye, turn ye, why wOl yo die ?** O 
what compassion, that He should stretch forth the arms of His 
mercy to receive the penitent sinner returning from the error of his 
ways t This is beautifully set forth by the prophet when he saith — 
** I have surely heard Ephraim bemoaning himself thus,^ — Thou hast 
chastised mc and I was chastised, as a bullock unaccustomed to the 
ytk»M Tom thou me, and I shall be turned, for thou art the Lord 
my God. Surely after that I was tamed, I repented ; and after that I 
was inBtructed, I smote upon my thigh ; I was ashamed, yea even 
confounded, because I did bear the reproach of my youth**' How in- 
structiTely is the state of the penitent mind here described. When 
the Lord's judgments take hold of the soul, when conviction for sin 
is felt — the chastening rod of reproof, and the soul truly and patiently 
humbled under it, how* pathetic the language applied to such, •* la 
Ephraim my dear son ? Is he a pleasant child ? For since I spake 
against him I do earnestly remember him still ; therefore my bowels 
we troubled for him ; I will surely have mercy upon him." 
^^ Hy companion was not engaged in testimony, but, at the conclu- 
^H 8ion of the meeting, exhorted to some family duties. This was a 
^M day of precious favour to me, and I trust of instruction and edification 
H to the people. It was the operation of the Lord^s power which pre- 
^B pared and qualified me for the service, and it remains to be a truths 
[ that it is His own works that praise Him. 

^H Lower Gbanoe. — A considerable number of the neighboura came 
^^^Id, and, on the whole, it proved to be a good, solemn meeting. 
^^^^' With the heart man beheveth unto righteousness, and with the 
month confession is made imto salvation." " For if then shalt con- 
fess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart 
that Ood hath raised Him from the dead, thou shalt be saved/* 
When the Now Testament writers speak of faith, as belief, they 
generally intend that kind which is of a livingt operatiTe nattire : 
faith which works by love, to the purifying of the heart, and not 
merely the assent of the understanding to the trutht> uf the Gospel ; 
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and it is clear that it Ib this faitb which the Apostlo meant as effica- 
cious to salvation, a believing unto righteousness, a believing in our 
Lord JesuB Christ as tho eternal Word of God, and tiio quickening 
life-giving Spirit; who Himself, by His own power, rose from the 
dead ; who declared of liimself that He hail power to lay down Hia 
Ufe, and that He bad power to take it again. Faith in Christ ifi not 
perfect unless we believe, both in His outward manifestation in the 
lleah, in which He oflered Himself a sacrilico for the sins of the 
world, and also in His inward and spmtual appearance, by which he 
is known as Clnist within, the hope of glory. He, by His Spirit, is 
that word or voice behind us which saith, as in tho secret of the 
soul, ** This is the way, walk ye in it," when we arc turning to tho 
right hand or to the left. For in vain do we profess faith in Christ, 
and call ourselves by His name, if we are willingly lining in those 
thiuga which are offensive in His sight, and conti'aiy to His holy will. 
Into His kingdom nothing that is impure, nothing that defileth, or 
that loveth or maketh a lie, shall ever enter. Indeed, the main 
object of true faith being given to us, for it is the "gift of God," is, 
that, through it, our stmctification from sin may be effected, and that 
wo may know, through the power thereof, tho victory* over tho world, 
tho flesh, and the do^il—ovor all our eoul^s enemies. Thus it is that 
we are fitted for the enjoyment of saints and angels, and of the spirits 
of just men already made perfect, in celebrating the praises of 
redeeming love and power ; of the Lord God and the Lamb, tlirongh 
all eternity. 

ANTRm. — I was silent, but was favoured with a precious season of 
instruction. 
Baujnderby. — LiSBURN MONTHLY MEETING. — My concem was 
a tried discouraged state. The Lord is a God of judgments ; and 
blessed is the man that waiteth for Him therein. It is a precious 
thing, to be brought under true, religiouB exercise of mind before the 
Lord ; a labour and travail of soul after the knowledge of the will of 
God : and after the arising of His power in tho soul into true domi- 
nion ; and although, under such visitations, we sometimes feel Him 
truly as a God of judgment, feel His Spirit judging and condemning 
wrong things in us, and, it may be, producing some conflicts of flesh 
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aDd spirit, yet let us wait for Him in that way in which He sees meet 
io deal with ub, and uot attempt to put the diBpensation aside. 
For although for a time the mind may be encompassed fts with dark 
clouds, yet let us ever remember that God hath His way in the whirl- 
wind, and the clouds are the dust of His feet. This condition of 
mind is abundantly preferable to apathy and cold unconcern, or to 
that carnal security which is often attended with insensibility and 
dryDaBS* I was also led to speak of the danger of gi^ing way to an 
fiUVfOQS spirit. All classes are liable to be at times tempted with 
something of this : even the good are not exempt from its attacks. 
We find the Psalmist saying — ** My steps had well-nigh slipped when 
I saw the prosperity of the wicked.'' It should be carefully watched 
agasDst, as being of very baneful tendency when given way to, either 
as individnals, or by the preralence of party spirit in society. It is 
sore to check the growth and increase of all true religion. Where 
eoTyiDg and strife are, there is confusion and every evil work. Yet 
they, who may be the innocent objects of its attack, may be com- 
forted in the promise, the comprehensive promise, that all things 
shall work together for good to them that love God, We are some- 
times brought into a state in which it is hard to believe this promise. 
Such doubtless was the case with Joseph, when his brethren, tlirough 
eQTj, sold bim into Egypt, to be a servant to strangers. We may 
eaaily conceive how difficult it would be for him to see how this 
could work for good, either to himself or others ; and when the Lord 
80 far prospered him, even in his state of exile, that he was promoted 
in his master's house, and thereby rendered more comfortable, even 
this fair prospect was suddenly blasted without any fault of his own, 
and he was thrown into prison. How could he conceive that this 
would work for his good ? Yet we see how necessary even this try- 
tog allotment was to the accomplishment of tlie gracious deeigns of 
God. It was one of the steps by which Joseph was to be raised, not 
only to great power and iulluonce, but by which he was to be an 
eminent instrument in the hand of God, in sustaining the heads of 
the tnboa of the Lord's chosen people, and of saving a multitude of 
oth%»rs from impending destruction* Joseph, walking in the fear of 
God. iiiul U'iiiL' f'udued with that wisdom which in fiom nboTC, was 
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wondGrfully preserved, and made instmraental, in a remarkable de- 
gr&Q, in promoting the Divine glory. 

In the meeting for business, also, I bad k> extend an animating 
call to dedication to tbe Lord's service. 

HiLLSBORouaH* — After a long season of silence, we were both 
favonred in testimony. I had to mention the cry of the poor wo^^H 
man— ** Help, my lord, O king." "If the Lord do not help thee,^^ 
whence shall I help thee ? out of the bam-lloor, or out of the wine- 
press?'* both being empty. This was a wise answer of a wicked 
king of Israel, when the city in which he reigned was in a state of 
great distress, when their enemies were besieging them on every 
side, and thus reducing them to a grievous famine. It is a day, 
in many places, when the church under our name is sustaining a 
state of famine ; not a dearth of bread or of water, but of the word of 
the Lord, even the circulation of that living word of God, by which 
the soul must be nourished and kept alive unto Him. '* Except ye 
eat the flesh of the Son of man, and drink his blood, ye have no life 
in you/' said our blessed Lord to the Jews of old. Unless we not 
only know a believing in Chi-ist, as our great High Priest, and the 
propitiation for our sins ; but also know, through the operation of 
His living virtue, a participation in the Divine nature ; of that unction 
from the Holy One, which not only teaclieth \m all tilings useful, but 
also communicates to the purified soul something of its own savour^ 
we are spirituaUy dead, and have no life in us; for "Lf any m 
liave not the spirit of Christ, he is none of his.'* As in the days 
of Jehoram* the apostate king of Israel, many died of the famine, so 
do many now languish and die : their enemies beset them as on 
every hand, preventing them irom receiving their spiritual food. 
Truly may it be said, unless the Lord help such by His own Spirit 
and power, in vain will instnimental help be sought or desired. This 
latter, at best, can only be temporary, and so of momentary duration, 
and effectual only as it points or leads to Christ the bread of life, 
and as He is continually sought and waited upon by us, each one for 
himself. Wo must know the true hunger, and all of us be engaged 
to apply ourselves to Christ, the inoxliausliblo treasury. Such is the 
state of things in some places, that even the awakened, exercised 
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sonls have hard labour to get bread for their own sustenance, at 
tunes : though they may come to meeting in a lively, vigilant, exer- 
cised state, yet they may be so pressed down in their spirits, through 
the lakewarmness of those around them, that the arising of the pure 
life into dominion in the meeting is obstructed. Oh, the need which 
each have, both of faith and patience ; faith in the covenanted 
mercids and promises of God ; and patience perseveringly to wrestle 
for the blessing. Even in their private retirement, when they are 
ooi permitted to meet with the Beloved of their souls in the congre- 
gution^ assuredly He wiU hear tlieir cry, break in upon their souls 
with Uie light of His holy countenance, and give them both peace 
and refreshment. They shall then see and feel that even their 
waiting, in a sense of desertion, and in great poverty of spirit, has 
not been in vain, if but their hunger and thirst have thereby been 
quickened. Such afflictions rise not out of the dust, neither do 
troubles spring forth of the ground. Therefore let all such contin- 
ually look unto God, and unto Him commit their cause, who doeth 
great things, and unsearchable, marvellous things, and past finding 
out. 

KATHFurLAND.^-LuROAN MoNTitLY MEETING was small. Only two 
families reside here, and they are remote from the main body. We 
both bad a littio service* The language of Naaman, the Syrian, to 
the prophet, came before me. '* In this thing the Lord pardon thy 
servant, that when my master goeth into the house of Eimmon to 
woFsblp there, and ho leaneth on my hand, and I bow myself in the 
house of Eimmon ;...... ...the Lord pardon thy servant in this thing." 

It appears he was sensible that this would be a course of conduct 
needing pardon, and contrary to the Divine will, and yet he was 
pleading for a continuance in it. Thus are many amongst us situated. 
They are entangled with the world, ore in a state of bondage and 
servitude to its spirit, and are ready fit times, to conclude themselves 
unavoidably so ; and yet, at the same time, are conscious that they 
have need to ask pardon of a holy God, and therein they acknowledge 
their conviction that the course they ore pursuing is contrary* to the 
Divine will. Altiiougb, in times of ignorance and heathen darkness, 
God might, as Uie Apostle expresseth it, " wink" at such tkings in 
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Bome — yet fur us, who take upon as tlie Ckristian name of Him who 
has power OTer all flesh, to gi^e eternal life and complete deliv 
to as many as are drawn by the cords of the Father's love to come 
onto Him, for us so to plead, I am afraid, will bo regarded as of little 
account, at the judgiiient of the great day. If we love any creatnro 
or thing more than Christ, He hath declared that we arc not worthy 
of Him. The Lord requires notliing of us bat what He is gra 
ciously ready to enable us to perform. After sitting the meeting for 
basiness, onder deep mental exercise, near its close I was helped to 
obtain further relief by expression. 

LmoAN. — We attended the first-day meetings here, (the first, a 
large one) in silence, except a short testimony, which my companion 
had to bear near the close of the latter sitting ; after which, I fell 
liberty to tell them that I had come amongst them filled with the 
fipirit of prayer for them and for myself; that I had sat their two^^ 
meetings under deep exercise and travail of soul, as I believe, inex- ™ 
pressible, bat that I felt no way open for Gospel communication ; 
that the current of ministry to me felt obstructed, which, I appre- 
hended, was for want of a right ear being opened to hear ; for want 
of individual labour and exercise in themselves. We profess our- 
selves to be spiritual worshippers : but to sit in an unconceraed state 
is little short of an attempt to mock God, and then there is great 
danger of being found only in the outer court, 

MoYALLEN. — This wfts tt favouiod meeting. The subject which 
was presented to my mind was that simple but comprehensive pattern 
of prayer, which our Lord gave to His immediate disciples. It 
brought my mind into an awfid frame, and a fear to enter on so wide 
a field ; but the evidence of Divine requiring being suflficiently clear, 
I endeavoured to move in the abOity ailbrded. We may remember 
that frequently, when our Lord had been engaged, sometimes by 
parables, to instruct the people, His disciples besought Him privat4?ly 
to open the subject more clearly to theii* uuderstandings, which Ho 
graciously condescended to do. Surely He is ready, by His Holy 
Spirit, to do the same for us, and it would be well if we were more 
often engaged, by meditation and prayer, Ui seek to have the Scrip- 
inros opened to us, most esiieciaUy such parts us relate to our own 
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Inmiediate duty. It was in this bumble state of luiiid tliat the 
disciples said to their Master, " Lord, teach us to pray, ad Juhn also 
taught his disciplos.*' Tliis was an acceptable request, aud well 
would it be were wo often similarly concerned to ask for the spirit of 
prayer and supplication. We cannot, of outbcItcs, oven think a good 
thought, and therefore, in an especial manner, do we need Divine 
influence, to qualify us rightly to perform this necessary duty. All 
holy desires in ua must be excited by the Spirit of God. " No man 
can come to me,*' said our Lord, " except the Father which sent me 
draw him," and Christ is tlie oidy way to the kingdom — ** the Way, 
the Truth, the Life." It is not because that holy, omniscient Bein^i 
with whom we have to do, needs to be informed of our wants, that 
prayer is necessary, but for our own sakes, and that we may be con- 
tinually sensible of our dependanca npon Him : and also because 
prayer » ^ith thanksgiving, is an oblation due unto Him. It is need- 
ful that wo be deeply impressed \vith a sense of our wants, and that 
God only can supply them ; that, having made our requests known 
onto Him, and knowing them to be graciously heard and answered, 
we amy experieaee our faith in the Lord's power and goodness 
to be confirmed ; and in the sense thereof, we shall feel gratitude 
and thankfulness to abound to His glor}\ 

We derive many bleasmga from our parents on earth, but by this 
ire «re taught to look up to our Father in heaven. He is our Fatlier 
by creation ; and to the redeemed, by regeneration aud adoption. 
They are bom again, born of the Spirit, aud can feelingly address 
Him in holy confidence as their merciful Father. ** Hallowed be 

kthy name." Here we are taught to reverence Him, to hallow or 
keep boly His great name, to walk in His fear, in a sense of Hia 
glorious majesty. We ought, in an especial manner, to seek alter 
mil reverential sense of His attributes, when we come to worship or 
■iiemble with others before Him, that so we may be able with truth 
to adopt the language, "Hallowed be thy name. Thy kingdom 
eome/* Here we pray for tlio increase of His dominion, therefore 
we should ever be careful not to oppose His righteous reign in uur 
ciwn hearts, but let Him sway His sceptre, and govorn there, without 
B rival. Chrifit ik . ivm an a leader and comnmuder t/i the people, 
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and God governs through Hii», the Uviug, eternal Word. The 
Lord's chiliiren feel Him to be their kang, and rejoice in His go- 
vernment, and confide in His Almighty protection. *' Thy iinll be 

done in earth, as it is in hearen;'* not in part only* but wholly done 
in RSf and by us, ou earthy as it is done by angels and archangels in 
heaven* ThiB is indeed a high attainment ; bnt our Lord has taught 
us to desire and pray for it, and when we live in the spirit, and walk 
in the spirit, it is so : it becomes our delight to do the wiU of God. 
Hard things are made easy, and bitter things sweet, to the patiently 
resigned, confiding mind of the true, humble-minded disciple, " Give 
us this day our daily bread.'* It seems to be the opinion of some 
that those who are favoured with an abundance of this world's pos- 
sessions^ and of temporal blessings, need not use this petition as 
relative to themselves. But let us ever bear in mind that all we have 
is in the Lord's hand, and is at His sovereign disposal, and He can 
deprive us of it at any moment He pleases. It would be well if all 
were more frequently engaged to spread their endeavours after the 
increase of outward substance before the Lord. We should tlien feel 
thankful if He o^vned as, and our proper efforts, with success. 
Wore we thus engaged, I am persuaded, many would feel, at times, 
His restraining hand upon them. Wo should know the coretous, 
avaricious disposition checked, which, as the prophet expresses it, 
*' seeks to add house to house, and to join field to field, until the poor 
man has no place upon the earth" (old version). This the Lord 
would not own, but would restrain us from, as that in which a Chris- 
tian is not at liberty to gratify himself or to delight in. But 
doubtless our Lord also meant to teach us to ask of God spiritual 
food, of which w^e stand in daily need; ''Labour not," saith He, 'Tor 
the meat which perisheth, but for that meat which endureth unto ever* 
lasting life, which the Son of man shaU give unto you ; for him hath 
God the Father sealed.'* Again: '' Except ye eat the flesh of the 
Son of man, and drink his blood, yo have no life in you." This 
Divine cooimunion is therefore essential to the sustenance of the 
spiritual life. It is a participation in the Divine nature, but not 
limited to the seDHiblo consolations of His presence. "Man shall 
not live by bread alone, but hy every word that proceedeth out of the 
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mouth of Uod , ' yo&, by every diiipenaation of His pruvidence, every 
word which He is pleased to speak in us, or concerDing ua. 

** Forgive ns our trespassesj as we forgive them who trospass 
EgaiDst hb/* or are indebted to us. Here we are taught, in the most 
impressive manner, the great, Christian duty of forbearance and for- 
giveness, both M8 relates to debts and injuries ; we must not harbour 
a spirit of resentment or revenge, but forgive as we would be forgiven ; 
and with regard to debts, great forbearance ia our duty. Even under 
the law, this was to be extensively inculcated and practised ; and the 
morality, charity, and forbearance of the Gospel must never fall short 
of thai of the Mosaic dispensation. '* Lead us not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil*" let all be careful to avoid, of their own 
accord, placing themselves in the way of temptations which, they 
know well, will prove too strong for them. Such as do so cannot in 
sinoerity put up this petition. 

Let us remember that, with every temptation which is provi- 
dentially brought upon us, there is provided a way of escape. ** In 
the Lord Jehovah is everlasting strength," and " Ho knows how to 
daliTer the godly out of temptation/* *' For thine is the kingdom. 
the power, and the glory, for ever. Amen,** Here we acknowledge 
Hifl right to reign ; He created us ; we are His creatures, made for 
a purpose of His own honour and glory. that we may not rob 
Him of His prerogative ! He alone can enable us to live to His 
^ory, whilst in this probationary state, and can prepare us to be 
lietrs with Christ of the same kingdom of glory for over. After my 
companion had boen engaged in testimony, I offered supplication. 
It was a solemn season. 

Grange Monthlt Meettno. — Here matter pressed almost too 
much for utterance, but, being favoured to attain to a solemn calm, the 
way wa« opened for delivery. Wo are often told that we are a highly 
profefising people, and truly it is so, when we profess to be led and 
guided by the holy Spirit of truth. When it pleased the Lord Ut 
unfold this Scripture doctrine in the minds of our predecessors, they 
greatly rejoiced in the discovery. Many of them had gone fh)m one 
denomination of professors to another, and from one preacher to 
aaotber» without being able to find that rest and peace which their 
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souls louged fur ; auil when they were told that that which ia to be 
known of God h made mauifcst in man — that the Lord hath phiced a 
teacher and guide within him> they greatly rejoiced, and had to 
acknowledge, from their own previous experience, that this was 
truth. But as it was in the days of our Lord's appearance in 
flesh, when, of the many who heard His sormons, His parables, Hib 
gracious doctrines, few truly believed, or yielded obedience to His 
blessed precepts, so it is with us ; for, notwithstanding our profession 
of the belief of this doctrine of inward teaching by tho Spirit of 
Christ, few indeed, it is to be feared, yield full obedience thereto ; of 
course, they who do not can only know it as a reprover, and as a 
swiit T^itness against sin and transgression ^ which can only tend to 
the increase of their condemnation. 

When good old Simeon took the infant Jesus in his arms, hid 
mind appeared to be opened to behold the glorious objects and uni- 
versal character of His dispensation, who was come as a light to 
enlighten the Gentiles, as well as the glory of God's chosen people 
IsraeL "Mine eyes," saith he, ** have seen thy salvation, which 
thou hast prepared before the face of aD people/' Christ is the true 
light, which enlighteneth every man that cometh into the world; 
but to them who receive Him, He gives power to become the sous 
of God, even to them that believe in His name, and are bom of 
God. Here is the precious privilege of the saints, that the Lord, by 
His Spirit, is not only in thorn as a reprover for sin, but He is their 
glory and crown of rejoicing, ** Ye have received," saith the Apostle, 
**an unction from tho Holy One," and ye know all things. '*The 
anointing which yc have received of him abidcth in you, and ye need 
not that any man teach you ; but as tho same anointing teacheth you 
of all things, and is truth and is no lie; and even as it bath taught you, 
ye shall abide in him/' Thus it not only teaches us our doty, as in 
so many words, or plain intimations, but it communicates to us its 
own savour ; it is the anointing from the Holy One, and b}^ it we are 
immersed or baptized into a measure of its own spirit. Thus it is 
that we know a partaking of the Divine nature, and an escaping 
from the corruption which is in the world through lust ; for it can- 
not dwell in an impure or defiled soul : but them who yield to its 
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intiueiices it purities and HonctifioB, and thon Christ, by His Spirit, 
abides in us, and we in Him. These are mysteries t^ tlie carnal mind. 
" Unto you," said our Lord to His disciples, " it is given to know the 
mysteries of the kingdom of heaven, but to them it is not given.** If 
we will do the mU of God, we shall know and understand Christ's 
doctrine. He does not write His whole law on the hearts of the 
disobedient, but only a part of it, suf&cient for their present Instruc- 
tion, if they will yield to it ; and for their condemnation if they con- 
tisne disobedient. But the hearts which He hath humbled, softened, 
niA ooatrited by His power, and which tremble at His word ; it is 
unto these that He reveals the great things of His law. that we 
were truly concerned to lay hold of these precious privileges, and not 
to reject or dospiso thcm» We have reason to fear that of the 
many who are called, few are chosen, by reason of iHsobedience or 
unfaithfulness. 

My companion was also engaged in testimony, and I had to sup- 
plicate. To God alone be ascribed the glory and the praise which 
are His due. Unto ns belongeth blushing and confusion of face, 
because of our imperfections and frailty; but unto His great and 
adorable name belong glory and honour, thanksgiving and praise » 
for over and ever. Amen. 

LisBURN, — First-day morning, I had to review the words of the 
Apostle—'* Tribulation worketh patience ; patience, experience ; and 
experience, hope; and hope maketh not ashamed.'' This is the 
langnago of experience ; a lesson which can only be learned in that 
sdiooL The Christian's path is generally more or less a tribulatcd 
ono ; but as he is enabled to possess his soul in patience — to gain 
experience, be sees how his affliction t^erminates, and thereby learns 
to hope. He is often sad, when he is not sick. This sadness may 
arise from a variety of causes. When first awakened to religious 
thoQghtfulness, he is sad from remorse on account of past transgres- 
sion. A godly sorrow worketh repentance. Even as he advances, 
he is at times sad from the withdrawal of the light of God's counte- 
nance. The sense of the Divine presence, in which he has had much 
consolation and enjoyment, is gone. The Lord's face is as it were 
veiled, and his soul is thereby disquieted. The language then is. 
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** Wliy art tbuu cast down, mj tjuiil, and why art thou disquieted 
within me ?" But having knowTi such dispensations before, or having 
r^ad of them in the experience of others, he is led to trust in the 
mercy of God, and can say when so tried, '* Hope thou in God, for 
I BhaJl yet praise him who is the health of my countenance and my 
God." 

Another cause of sadness to those concerned for the glory of God+ 
and the good of souls, often arisca from a sense of the low state of 
the church, beholding that house, which they remember once holy 
and beautiful^ in which their fathers served God with a humble, de- 
voted, and contrite heart, which caused their assembling together 
to be owned by His presence, given over as it were a prey to the 
enemy* The walls of our Jerusalem are in many places broken 
down, and her gates consumed with fire ; great desolations have 
overspread her, therefore truly are the children of God often sad, 
when they are not sick. But from whatever cause our sadness may 
arise let ua trust in the Lord, and wait patiently upon Him, for He 
only can bring us deliverance. But beware of impatience. It was 
indeed a great error which Israel of old committed when Moses, their 
appointed leader, was withdrawn from them for a season, and they 
attempted to make to themselves sti'ange gods. The dispensation 
they were then under was preparatory to their having unfolded to 
them the great things of God's law ; to a more eminent display of His 
glory, and a larger revelation of His will ; but they, by this act, 
grieved His Holy Spii-it, until He thicatened to forsake them. Thus 
He often deals with His children, exercising their faith, patience, 
and integiity, and can moke all these trying dispensations promote 
the B0ul*8 refinement, and His own glory. My companion was silent, 
as we both were in the afternoon ; but in an evening sitting, in the 
Provincial School, wo had a precious, favoured opportunity, being the 
second which we had with that large and interestmg family* 

Belfast.— After a long season of painful exercise, we were both 
favoured to obtain a little relief by expression. The Lord our God 
is said to be a jealous God. He can admit no rival. Our Lord 
endeavoured to impress His followers with a just sense of the neces- 
sity of an earnest struggling and striving to overcome the propensity 
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\ime to settle down in the enjoyment of eartlilj objects. He 
hd kmgdom to the case of a inerchantTuan seeking goodly 
pearls, who, when he had found one of great price, went his way 
and sold all that he had, that he might buy that field in which it 
was contained. So must we be willing to part with all which the 
Lord calls for at our hand, before we can hope for the enjoyment of 
His favom*. Strive to enter in ai the strait gate; for many shall 
aeek to enter in who shall not be able. And why were they not 
able ? because they loved the things of time too weM to make the re- 
quired surrender. They did not love the Lord their God with all 
their heart. We ore so prone by nature to delight in earthly and 
sensual gratifications, that there must be an eixrnest striving, if ever 
we succeed. How lamentable will it be for any of us who have pro- 
feased the name of Christ, and have had the rich offer of Gospel 
privUoges, to find ourselves shut out of the kingdom at last. Then 
shall there be a discerning between the righteous and the wicked ; 
between those who truly serve God, and those who serve Him not. 
The love of ease, the dread of conflict, doubtless deter many from 
submitting to the needful purifying operations of Divine power ; but 
how awful wiU be the consequence when such find themselves finally 
oxelnded from the kingdom of rest and of glor}' in a future state ! 

S. 0* was favoured in supplication, and we felt relieved, yet sor* 
rowful. It is a recently estabhshed meeting. 

MiLECBOSS- — Here were a mixed company, most of them being 
either members of Society, or descended from Friends ; also, a family 
were preseni from a sea-bathing station, at a little distance. We 
were long silent, yet engaged in deep mental travail. The words 
arode — 

** ThiM day be petee ud broad my lot ; all eJae bencotli the sun 
TkoD knowcet if b«8t Watowod or not, and let thy wUl ht doo«." 

This langnage denotes a pious, humble frame of mind. It would be 
well if we all were thus exercised. the value of solid peace of 
mind, of a state of reconciliation and of acceptance with God I no 
longer viewing or regardmg Him as an ofiended God and Judge, but 
feeling ourselves reconciled to Him through the mediation of Christ, 
and that He is looking down upon us as a gracious Father. His 
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compassionate regard for uiaBkind is evinced in the langaage — " I 
am the Lord thy God, which teacheth thee to profit, which leadetb 
thee bj the way that thou shouldst go/* that ye had hearkened 
to my commandments, then had youi peace been as a river, and your 
righteouBncBs as the waves of the Bca^ as a constant fiowiug stream 
of consolation, and with fruits of rightcoueness appearing in continual 
succession. How adorable are tlie longsuffering and loving-kindness 
of God, in condescending to be Himself our teacher and leader, 
and in thus graciously lamenting over even the disobedient and 
rebellious. 

My dear companion was much favoured in hving, powerful suppli- 
cation. The baptizing savour of truth eminently accompanied, in 
which he was concerned to pray, with fervour of spirit, for the pros- 
perity of the cause in which it hath pleased the Great Head of the 
church to engage us to labour, and to beseech Him to send forth 
more labourers, and to raise up, in this land, those who may stan d 
forth faithfully for His name's sake. ^^M 

Rcttimed home by way of Carhsle. During this long journey, we 
often felt ourselves as feeble instruments, but the Lord has been 
graciously pleased to make use of us, and to own our labours with the 
light of His countenance; sou^e instances of good fruit came to 
our knowledge. Such information is indeed seldom afforded. We 
plough in faith and hope.

Ebchssteb. — Mj portion in the service was on attempt to enforce 
Hie dae consideratioD of that saying of the Apostle — ** Whatsoever a 
man soweth that shall ho also reap/* We see this is true in the ont- 
ward creation ; so also is it in the spiritnal. If a msn sow wheat in his 
field, he reaps wheat; if barley, he reaps barley; so of any other pursuit. 
If a man give the whole bent of Ms mind to seek this world*8 goods, 
provided he do it by means adapted to his object, the natural conse- 
quence is, that his wealth increases. If he pursue the pleasures of 
sense, he has the enjoyments of sense; but these things, being of a 
Iflmstrial and corruptiblo nature, they perish with the using. The 
only crop, therefore, he can expect to reap, is corruption. If he 
dSTote his life to the exclusive pursuit of such gratiiications, he falls 
short of the end for which he was created, and thus debss^s himself. 
Our calling is a high and holy one, even "to glorify Ood in our 
bodies, and in our spirits, which are his.'* We are called to an 
^ enjoyment of an inward union and communion with our Maker, and 
H to a spiritual fellowship with each other in Him* If therefore we 
despise our high and holy calling, and neglect to seek after spiritual 
ei^aynient, we have onr portion in this life, but the end thereof is 
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bitter— our doom ia to be for ever where **tlio worm tlioth not, and 
the fire is not quencbetl," when the day of rigbt<ious retribution 
arrives. We shall then know that God cannot be mocked, whatever 
our profession may have been. Such as a man soweth, that shall he 
idso reap. If wo sow unto the flesh, we shall of the flesh, reap cor- 
ruption ; but if we sow to the Bpirit» wo shoU of the spirit, reap life 
everlasting* It is thus in the natin-e of things, and according to the 
righteous jwdgment of God. If we seek Him rightly, we shall find 
Him : if we sow to the spiiit, we shall know a participation in th 
tipin't, which is the light and life of man. 

My companion also w^as strengtliened to laboui' in a precioas 
degree of right ability.

These seasons would be occasions 
for the renewal of our spiritual ati-ength, if we were rightly and Hv- 
ingly exercised before God, sitting dowTi before Him in stillness, 
reverently attentive to the motions of His Spirit upon our minds, 
breathing with humble, but fervent aspirations after the arising of 
His power. In this state of mind, if it should be manifested to ns 
that we have, in any matter, sinned or transgressed against tha^ 
righteous law of God, we should, untO the spirit be bowed in peiii^^| 
tential sorrow, feel the current of life obstructed. We should see 
our sin engraven as with a pen of iron, and with the point of a dia- 
mond, not only on the tables of our heart and conscience, but also 
on the horns of omr altai". Thus true contrition before God would be 
felt, forgiveness through the blood of Christ would be ^sitnessed, and 
redemption would be known, not only from the guilt and condemna- 
tion of sin, but also from its powder and dominion, so that God

be truly worshipped and glorilied. He is seeking such worshippers ; 
mnd such truly we, as a people, ought to be. We profess to believe 
ill the spirituality of Divine worship, under the Christian diapensatiou* 
If we indulge in indolence and lukewarmness, we shall have the por- 
tion of the sluggard, and be clothed with rags ; our nakedness will 
appear ; and these opportunities, unimproved, will rise up in judgment 
against us in the great day. But to such as are rightly engaged, the 
Lord will open His storehouse. In Him " are hid all the treasures 
of wisdom and loiowledge." Yea, and He does unfold the mysteries 
of His kingdom to such as thus seek Him, and walk in the ways of 
His holy commandments. 

Alston. — In the monthly meeting, I had to explain the duty of 
such as stand in the foremost ranks in religious Society, from the 
words of the Apostle, " Warn the unruly, comfort the feeble-minded, 
support the weak* be patient toward all men/* Providence hath 
wisely ordained that, for tlie general and individuid well- being, both 
in civil and religious society, there should be government, order, law ; 
hence the necessity that there should be also subordination, suhmis- 
aion, restraint. But the unruly reject these salutajy regulations, wUl 
not submit, will not be ruled* This is a dangerous state, because 
the justice of God may bring upon them that which is spokeo of by 
Ibe prophet, ** Yea, they have chosen their own ways — I also will 
choose their delusions/' The language of such is, as our Lord 
describes in the parable — " We will not have tliia man to rule over 
qb;*' therefore He permits a deceived heart to turn them aside. 

Comfort the feeble-minded, support the weak/' Those who are 
ed to abide in Christ, the liragVine, are made fruitful to the 
f God — they experience at times a being flipped into tender 
sympathy with and for each other. Are any feeble-minded? the 
living brethren T^-ill seek to comfort them. Are any weak 9 they will 
be ready to stretch forth the hand of help. Even those, who are 
religiously exercised before God, are surrounded with many tempta- 
tions and dangers. The enemy knows that if he can draw these 
horn tlicir allegiance, and persuade them to yield to his iufluanoe, he 
strengthens his kingdom. Thus " he goeth about as a roaring lion, 
seeking whom he may devour f ' therefore all have need to watch, 
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and not only to watch, for we are not able to keep ourselves, but wo 
must *' watch unto prayer,** Knowing, that nnless the Lord keep the 
city, the watchmen waketh but in vain. This sense of our own infir- 
mities and danger should truly make us patient towards all men. 

CoANWooD* — I had to describe the case of a person formerly resi- 
dent in this neighbourhood, which was related by on eye-witness* He 
was brought to a bed of languiBhing, and drew near his end. At a 
time when he thought himself alone, he was overheard bemoaning 
his condition in the following manner: — **I did think that to have 
lived a sober and regular life, and done that which was lawful and 
right between man and man, would have been suMcient ; but I now^^J 
see that nothing will do but a thorough change of heart." He ihen,^^ 
when it was almost too late, saw and felt the truth of onr Xtord's 
words, ** Except a man be bom again, he cannot see the kingdom 
of God/* He must bo conveiied, and become as a little child. O 
that all were brought to perceive and understand these important 
truths, before it he too late ! 

Carlisle Monthly Meeting.— After a season of deep exercise, 
D. 0. was favoured to labour with much energy and power in an. 
awakening testimony. 

SoLPOBT, — We are placed here, in this stage of existence, as 
accountable creatures. The time will soon arrive when the spirit 
must be separated from its earthly tabernacle. The body must 
return to the dust from whence it was taken, and the spirit unto God 
who gave it, and must then stand before llis awful tribunal to render 
an account of the deeds done in the body. We all know this, yet 
how many go on in an unconcerned state. " God bo loved the world, 
that ho gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlasting life." Do we believe on Him, 
believe that Ho died for our ofleuces, and was raised again for our 
justification ? Do we truly believe that the agony which He endured 
in the garden, and upon the cross, when He poured out His soul unto 
death, was for our sakes, and as an atonement for our sins ? If we 
do so believe, how can we bo reconciled to live any longer in trans- 
gression of the righteous law of God, and thus giieve His Holy 
Spirit ? If we rightly believe these awfully important truths, we shall j 
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know that we are not our own, but ore bought with a i)rice. What 
price? Even with the precious biood of the Son of God, that 
faiffieeforth we should not live in sin» not live to ourselves » but to the 
honour, the praise, the glory of God, and of Christ, who died for us. 
S1KE8TDE. — On first-day morning, we were both engaged in testi- 
mouy. I felt weak and poor on standing up, but was favoured with 
Birength to labour beyond my expectation. Among the many impedi- 
ments which lie in the path of our Advancement in that strait aud 
narrow way, which leads to the kingdom of rest and gloiy, not the 
leiist is that reluctance in our nature to appear as fools amongst men 
for ChriaVs sake ; yet it is easential to our progress that we learn 
this lesson. Many who have been favoured to make progress in the 
right path, have to acknowledge that this has been one of the bitterest 
capn which they have had to drink, but our Lord Is graoious. In 
the days of His outward maiiifeBtatloii in the flesh, we read that 
many who were convinced that Ho was the Messiah, were yet afraid 
and ashamed to confess Him, lest they should be put out of the 
gynagogue. They loved the praiBe of men more than the praise of 
God. They sought the honour which is from beneath, more than 
that which comoth from God only. The people expected Christ to 
appear in majesty and glory as a temporal king, but He came in a 
lowly appearance. They knew that He was the son of Mary, by 
trade a carpenter, and that His companions were simple, nnleanie<l 
fishermen. Thus it is now. His appearance in the heart is lowly. 
His re<imrements at times appear foolish to the carnal mind, and the 
natural understanding often cannot comprehend, and has no relish 
for them. It is to many very hard thus to appear as fools ; but the 
Lord is gracious, even to these weak ones, if they seek to Him for help 
ftod instruction. We read that oar Lord received Nioodemus even 
by night, and condescended to open to him the important mystery of 
Fegooeimtion ; a great mystery to the carnal mind to this day. It is 
indeed a consolation to think how the Lord bears with onr weakness 
isd infiirmities* Let such seek Him in retirement. He will con- 
descend to strengthen and instruct them, will genUy lead tlioso who 
arc young in faith t and bear in His arms such as are scarcely yot 
Able to walk. Ho will teach them obedience by the things they sbnll 
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aufier. He will cause them to know His terrors for sin, chasten them 
aa children, and scourge them as sons, hat in such tenderness and 
love that their love towards Him will he increased and not lessened. 
He wUl feed them with the milk of His word, whereby they will 
grow in strength, become more bold in His cause, and he made 
willing to confess Him before men* Having received a new heart in 
the process of regeneration, they wiU have new affections and desires. 
Ho will give them hearts of tlesh, whereon He will inscribe the great 
things of His law. What adorable condescension ! 

Carlisle. — *' It is of the Lord's mercies that we are not consnmedf 
becanse his compassions fail not. They are new every morning." 
When we reflect on those awful occurrences recorded in Holy Scrip- 
ture, we see how the Almighty, after much longsuffering, poordd oat 
His judgments upon many to destniction, even upon His own peculiar 
and chosen people, whom He had brought out of Egyptian bondage 
with a mighty hand and ontstretched arm ; yet when they tempted 
and grieved Him in the wilderness, with what awful calamities did 
He visit them ! And are not many of us equally guilty ? He has 
condescended to fulfil His ancient promise to many in onr day — " I 
will dweD in them and walk in them ; I will be their God, and they 
shall be my people.*' Has He not been to many of ns an immediate 
teacher and instructor, convicting of sin ? Yet how many amongst 
us quench the Spirit, stille conviction, and rebel against the light — 
and yet He spares ! Truly we may say that it is of the Lord's mer- 
cies we are not consumed. The Gospel is pecuHarly a dispensation 
of mercy. The Lord thereby seeks to save ns, to redeem ns, to 
gather us into the true fold, of which the Lord Jesus Christ is the 
one Shepherd. When our Lord was personally on eartli, we read 
that some refused to receive Him, His disciples, in their zeal, 
fpiGriod if thoy might not call down fire from heaven, and consume 
them J as Elias did. But He rebuked them, graciously declaring that 
He came not to destroy men's lives, but to save them. 

Even in ancient times, the language went forth — *' Blow the tmm- 
pet in Zion, sanctify a fast, call a solemn assembly: gather the 
people, sanctify the congregation, assemble the elders, gather the 
children, and those that suck the breasts Let the priests, the 
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mluistera of the Lord, weep between the porch and the alar» aud let 
ih^mi say. Spare thy people, Lord, and give not thine heritage to 
reproaeh." What mercy ! What forbearance ! 

The feelings of my own mind, on this occasion, were snch as would 
have gathered all ranks and classes ; desiring that our 8ouls might 
ihns be solemnly bowed before the Lord, sapplicating, individual ly 
and unitedly, that He would be pleased to spare His people, and not 
give Hia Heritage to reproach, nor snfler the heathen issh spirit to mle 
over ns. 

BcoTBY. — My dnty appeared to be to exhort all ranks to watchful - 
nesB. "Watch and pray,'* said our Lord. We cannot presei've 
atirselves; for " it is not in man that walketh, to direct his steps/' 
therefore our trust must be in God, the Preserver of men, and our 
aspirations must ascend to Him who alone can rightly instruct and 
preserve. ** ^^^lat I say unto you,*' saith our Lord to His Apostles, 
" I say unto all, Watch." None are exempt from this duty. We 
have a subtle enemy, who suits his baits to our several circumstances 
and dispositions. He does not tempt us all to the same error, nor 
any one of us to every sin. If we think, as some have thought, that 
he has left the field, we may be mistaken. He may have found a 
secret lurking place very near a vital part. We are very ready to 
eonsider the fault of our neighbour of greater magnitude than our 
own, and that the sin with which we are beset is, on some account 
or other, excusable. The heart of man is deceitful, and when unre- 
strained by religion^ is liable to become desperately wicked. 

MooRHorsE. — ^Notwithstanding the degeneracy which sorrowfully 
prevails in our Society, the Lord has not ceased to strive \^ith us. 
But the mourners in Zion are often ready to say, *' By whom shaU 
Jacob arise, for he is email.'' If the Lord be with us, why is it thus '? 
Let such as truly mourn, do as Gideon did — go forward in the little 
airfiDgth which, if rightly sought, would be aflfordod. When Gideon 
Ultrred up to engage in the work of reformation, and was fain to 
go by night to destroy the altars of Baal, when tho people were ready 

n^e lip against him, we find his aged father Btood in his defence, 
ig, **Will ye plead for Baal*? Will ye save him?" He had 
suffered wrong things to creep in, bat was well satisfied that one had 
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risen up to put Lhom away. Thus might the door, awakened youUi 
among 110 bo enconraged to labonr, and some of them might become 
blessings to their father's houses, even qualified to take their parents 
by the hand, in tLoir decLiiiing years, and help them forward in 
right path. 

Allonby* — Thia meeting was large. My mind entered into s 
pathy and exercise with, and for, the aged, of whom, a large number 
wore present. The Lord's tender mercy towards His degenerate 
creature man, is very great. He strives with, and visits him, from 
season to season, by His holy Spirit; and if our eyes were truly 
enlightened, we might also read of many mercies in the book of Pro 
vidcncc. When old age advances. He strips men of their 
consolations, as it were, one after another, that they may be 
from the love of this world, and excited to seek a better inheritan 
*' Lover and fiiend hast thou put far from mo, and mine acquaintan 
into darkness." Thus, those with whom tboy have been most sweetly 
united are taken away from them, and they feel stripped. But it is 
in adorable mercy that those who, it may be, would not yield to the 
more timely and gentle admonitions of His Spirit, may be thus 
reelaimed to a just sense of their duty, by these more severe chas- 
tisements. Nor have the aged only to bo instructed by such consi- 
derations* The middle-aged, the young and strong, in the full 
enjoyment of health and vigour, have all great need to take warning ; 
for the day may soon overtake any of us, in which it may truly be 
said that wearisome days and nights are appointed us, when wo may 
bo compelled to say, we have no pleasure in them. We may soon 
be laid on a bed of sickness, when the spirit of a man may be scarcely 
able to bear tho infirmities of the body ; then, a ** wounded spirit, 
who can bear ?" Such a case as this has been experienced, of which 
I had to ^ve a most affecting instance. May all be warned in time, 
lest unhappily such should be the lot of any of os, that we should 
nearly outlive the day of the Lord's gracious visitations unto car 
souls, and have to adopt the language, from painful personal expe- 
rience, '* The harvest is past, the summer is ended, and we are not 
saved."' 

M.uiYPOKT, — Our Lord declared to His disciples, **Ye arc my 
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jeods, if ye do whatsoever I command yoa/* Many are wilL'ng to 
hej part of the Divine requirements, and are really desirous of being 

e Lord^s servants^ who yet Hhrink from the entire surrender of 
own will. They who yield unreservedly, have generally to learn 
nco by tlie things which they have to Buifer. Many visited 
ones, for want of more entire faithfulness, are comparable to Ephraim, 
whose goodness was as a morning cloudy and as the early dew, 
wbieh soon pasBoth away. Instability Is mai'ked in their conduct. 
Let Eucli remember their vows in the day when they entered into 
covenant with Ood^ with simple, humble request, as Jacob did. They 
have been invited to the marriage supper of the Lamb. Hay they 
bewure of rendering themselves imworthy to partake thereof, by an 
imdae attachment to lower enjoyments ; pleading esLcuses — one going 
to his farm, another to Ms merchandise, and a third resting satisfied 
with his domestic enjoyments. Thus, as is represented in the parable, 
if, when the Lord calls and iuvites, we refuse to hear, wo may be 

jjected, and never be aDowed to partake of the table of the Lord, in 
kingdom, when we should be willing and thankful to do so. He 

ay then laugh at our calamities, and mock when our fear cometh, 

BEorrGEiTON. — I had to dwell on the high importance of the cha- 
racter which we are called to maintain, as Christians, '* Yo are the 
salt of the earth t" " Ye are the light of the world," said our Lord, 
to His disciples. ** A city that is set on an hill cannot be hid.** 
Thete are few persons but have some influence over others. If this 
induence be exerted in the cause of religion and virtue, it is useful. 
In religion, we cannot be neutral* Our Lord declared, *' He that is 
not with me is against me, and he that gathereth not with me, scat- 

reth abroad," He also described fruitfulness as essentially con- 

with discipleship. ** Every branch in me that beareth not 

t he taketh away : and everj- branch that beareth fruit, he purgeth 

t, that it may bring forth more fruit.'* Hence our lives and conver- 

tion must be of good savour. *' Ye are the salt of the earth : but 
if the salt have lost his savour, wherewith shall it be salted ? it is 

enceforth good for nothings but to be cast out, and to bo trodden 

der foot of men :*' an awful waming to the unsavory professor. 

n the other hand, how encouraging ia tlie language, ** Herein is my 
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Father glorilied, that ye bear much fruit/' Many would he more 
fruitful if they were to surrender themselveB more fully to the Lord's 
fcrvice. We must know our own willa so subdued that we may 
become as passive clay in the hands of the potter. We must be 
willing to walk by faith, not by sight only ; be willing to move in 
simple faith at the secret touches of Divine power in the heart, which 
point to this being done, the other, left undone. Let us take th** 
Lord Himself for our leader, and He viill teach and sustain us. 
Believers are sometimes led as the blind, in a way that they have not 
known, and into paths which they have not seen* ** He brought me 
into darkness, but not into light," saith one, formerly; and we 
remember it is said, our Lord was led, even of the Spirit* into the 
wilderness, to be tempted of the devil. These are trying dispensa- 
tions; but we are tlms taught and instructed to speak a word in 
season to him that is weary. Were there more among us willing to 
be thus purged, thus led about and instnicted, we may reverently 
believe the Lord would fulfil His ancient promise, and pour out larger 
measures of His Holy Spirit upon them, and cause sons and daughters, 
servants and hand-maidens, to prophesy, and prepare them for use- 
fulness in the church. that the >isited children of the Lord wonid 
yield unreserved obedience ! 

Greybouthen. — It was foretold of our holy Redeemer, that in 
His humiliation His judgment was taken away, and who sliall declare 
His generation, for His life was taken I'rom the earth. The Lord*s 
servants have often had measurably to partake of a similar cup of 
suffering, to that of which their Divine Master drank so very deeply. 
They are at times permitted to know something of the fellowship ol 
His sufferings, and to be as it were baptized into His death. ** Ye 
are dead," saith the Apostle, to some of his feUow-believera, '*and 
your life is hid with Christ in God." This is a precious, but a very 
humiliating state, being as it were dead to sin, dead to the world, yet 
alive unto God, But it sometimes happens that these Httle ones of 
the Lord's fold are so discouraged and cast down, that they do not 
discern themselves to be thus truly alive unto God ; yet it is a con- 
dition very precious in the Divine sight, and peculiarly under His 
protection. It was sdd formerly, that ** as the mountains are round 
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about Jerusalem, so the Lord ia round about his people." How 
consoling is the language, " Can a woman forget her sucking child, 
that she should not have compassion on the son of her womb ? Yea» 
they may forget, yet will I not forget thee. Behold, I have grayen thee 
upon the palms of my hands ; thy walls are continually before me," 

PAKDaHAW.— Here we were met by Friends from several other meet- 
izigB^ being first-day morning. As we rode to meeting, I felt the 
current of GoHpel love flow very strongly, and hoped we should have 
been favoured with an open good meeting. It was large, and proved 
▼eiy kborioufl. I felt constrained to rise, but under a sense that 
the seed of life was under great oppression. The language of the 
blind man, whom our Lord restored to sight, came before me, ** 1 
have told you already, and ye did not hear. Wherefore would ye 
bear it again ? Will ye also be his disciples?'* Thus it is ^vith the 
Lord's messengers at times. There may be a willingness to hear 
them, but not a ilisposiHon to yield obedience. 

My companion followed at greater length than I had ever before 
beard him. I had to add a few words by way of encouragement to 
the honest-hearted among them. 

Whitehaven. — I sat down in the meeting under discouragenuui. 
l>iii was brought into a lively sense of our Lord^s sulleruigs. After 
^m^ other Friends had spoken, I endeavoured to encourage the 
', suffering ones, by the example of our great High Priest, the 
Jeans Christ. His persecutors blind-folded Him, placing on 
His head a crown of thorns. They smote Him, and even spat upon 
Him, but what meekness, fortitude, and patience did He evince ! even 
He, who had power to command twelve legions of angels. Ho is the 
captain of our salvation, and hath set us an example that we should 
fallow His steps. He suffered, being tempted^ and knoweth how to 
etuccanr iiU those who are tempted ; therefore let us continue to look 
unto Jesus, trusting in His mercy and in His power. 

But how was it with tliose who occasioned His sufiering ? Many 
of them did it in ignorance and unbelief, and on this accoimt, He 
even deigned to pray for them, as with His dying breath. Even in 
our day, it is possible to be in the same spirit as these persecuting 
Jews. The Apostle intimates that it is possible, as it were, even to 
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crucify the Son of God afroBh^ and k) put Him to open abame, 
when we trample on conTiction, or quench tlie strivings of the Ijoni*i 
Holy Spirit. But as the Jews rejected the evidence of His being the 
true Messiah, oven the evidence of His miraonlouB works^ esLying^ 
Ho did them by Beelzebuh, the prince of the devils, even so do some 
vilify and miscftl the motions of Christ's Holy Spirit in themselves 
and in others. Does not this Spirit ever incline the heart which 
yields to it, to embrace that which is good, and to refuse and turn 
from that which is evil ; but now, as formerly, men love darkness 
rather than light, because tlioir deeds are evil. The same spirit 
which is ever at enmity with God, continues to persecute and afflict, 
in various ways, His lowly disciples. Even some who profess to be 
called by His name, deny Him io His doctrines and holy reqniringa 
before their fellow-mortals. By this the Holy Spirit is grieved. 

OooKERMOCTH. — We OTO coDomanded to ask that we may receive, 
to seek, that we may find ; but we read that the disciples, whea 
fishing, toiled aU night, and yet caught nothing. Thus it is incum- 
bent on us to labour diligently for the bread of life, yet patiently to 
wait the Lord's time. We ore wholly dependant on Him for all onr 
blessings, both spiritual and temporal. No past experience can 
diminish or remove the constant necessity for this sense of depen- 
dance. The Lord has graciously promised that they who truly wait 
upon Him shall renew their strength, but not in their own time or 
will. In order to profit by this promise, we must be coreftd to walk 
in the Divine fear, and in the way of His commandments. It is 
those who are of clean hands and pure hearts, and are concerned to 
know Him above all, that shall, in spirit, ascend the Lord's holy 
hill, and dwell in His tabernacle. W^ithout this, we shall seldom be 
permitted to be sensible of His refreshing presence. No idol, or 
image, graven by art, or man's device, must find a seat in our affec- 
tions as a rival to Him who claims a whole bumt-ofibring, an indivi- 
dual sacrifice. The Lord's Spirit is also a Spirit of truth. It leads 
out of all lying and deceit, and into uprightness and integrity, Tho 
tree of life, which stands in tho midst of the paradise of God, is 
guarded against the approach of the transgressing nature, by the 
angel with the flaming sword. Therefore, if we are indnl^ng in 
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these wrong tbinga, when we would at the same time trnek spiritual 
coniolation, we shall find it denied to as. We shall ofteu sit dry, 
poor« and barren. On the other hand, if we are carefol to do 
the will of God, diligently seeking to Him for help and strength 
against onr sours enemies, we shall be permitted at seasons to ascend 
ftbore all lower enjoyments, as upon the wings of faith and love. Li 
ieftBOQB of danger and trouble, the munitions of rockg shall be our 
defence. Even in seasons of dearth and want, bread will be given ns, 
and our water shall be sure. ' 

Setmcrthv.— To a small company, D. 0. had a precious testimony, 
which was delivered with great power and clearness* I felt afraid to 
lest it should not be to profit, but it appeared to be safest to 
pt a little addition, 

Welpobe. — " He that hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit 
aaiib mito the Churches." By this we may learn that there is a state 
so Dearly approaching to that of spiritual death, that it cannot avail- 
ingly hoar. To such, the words of tlie Lord's servants are but as a 
pleaaant song. Even their moat solemn warnings are searcely felt 
to have any meaning. But as the great Master is received, so will 
His servants be. If the people have regarded His voice in the secret 
of their hearts, so will they value the admonitions of thoise whom He 
Bends. If they stifle the convictions of His Spirit, they will not heed 
the most solemn calls through instruments sent to them. This ia a 
tezy dangerous state ; the heart waxed so gross that seeing, they 
fieo> bnt do not perccdve, and hearing, they hear, but do not under- 
stand. The Lord may cease to strive. He may harden gradually. 
We abo find that the Lord's care over His chosen ones is very great, 
eves in times of general calamity. When the prophet was taken in 
the visions of Ught, to behold as in secret, through a hole in the wall, 
the abominable works of the Israelites, even the elders of the people, 
how they were bowing down to their own inventions, in tlie chambers 
of imagery, and the Lord declared that He would deal with them in 
lory, saying — Mine eye shall not spare, neither will I have pity ; yet 
before His judgments were poured out, a messenger was sent through 
the midst of the city, with a ^Titer*B ink-horn by his side, to ** set a 
mark upon the foreheads of the men that sigh and that cry, for nil 
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the abominations that be done in the midst thereof/' These were 
be spared in the day of His righteous judgments* This is a si 
criterion, by which we may judge of our spiritual condition. Do we 
"aigh," do we ** cry," are we grieved at sin and evil, either in our- 
selves or others? The Lord's adopted children are grieved when 
their Heavenly Father is dishonoured, or His holy name is in anything 
profaned* Not so the indifferent or lukewarm professors. 

I also had to speak a little on the parable of the talents. The 
gift of grace is imiversal. The grace of God hath appeared to all 
men, but the Lord giveth to men according to their several ability. 
Improvement of the talents received is required of all, but we find 
the negligent, the slothful, go from one degi'ee of blindness and hard- 
ness to another — negligent, slothful, ungi'ateful, even to rebellion and 
blasphemy. Out of their own mouths will such be judged. Even 
by that which they shall be constrained to confess^ shall they be 
condemned. 

Penkith. — *' The Lord pardon thy servant in this thing** is a lan- 
guage unworthy our high calling. The desire of wrong things retards 
the growth and advancement of many visited minds. They are made 
^villing to give up to the manifestations of duty in part^ but not 
wholly. Thus the current of that peace, which, if they were truly 
faithful and obedient, would flow as a river, is obstructed, and that 
succession of acts of righteousness, rolling as the waves of the sea, 
in beautiful regularity, is prevented. Some, wanting fiiith in the 
Lord's promises, let in a fear that if entire obedience to Divine 
roquirings were yielded to, their trade would be spoiled, and the 
needful provision for themselves and famiHes would fall short. Thns 
Naaman, the Syrian, appeai*s to have been sensible of his state of 
bondage, yet did not seek to be loosed fi'om it, but to be tolerated in 
the idolatrous usages connected with it. 

" The Lord pardon thy servant in this thing.'* Thus are many in 
our Society in thraldom and bondage to the spirit of this world. 
There are others who seem to take the reins of government out of 
the Lord's hand, and follow after the pleasures of sense, or the accu- 
mulation of this world*8 goods, as with an extended grasp, and an 
almost unbounded desiie. Such cannot truly say that the Lord is 
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their Shepherd. Thej Btray wide from His fold. But such as are 
bronght to ft willingness to make a full and free surrender He can 
fitrengthen, and even enable to cut off that which may have been aa 
near and dear to them as a right hand, for His sake ; then, in humble 
holy confidence, they can truly say, " The Lord ia my Shepherd; I 
fhall not want.** "The Lord is my light and my salTaiion; of 
whom Bhall I be afraid ?" 

It would be well far the elders of the churchy the parents, and Leads 
of families, to beware that in the joy which they feel at the progress 
which some of their younger Friends may have made, they say 
anything which would appear contrary to the convictions made upon 
their minds, at times, in the stnigglings of nature with grace^ — of 
inclination with conviction. May all those delegated shepherds 
beware lest they mar the Lord's work, by unguardedly uttering the 
language, " Go in peace ;*' hut rather, may they seek to strengthen 
the good desires of aU, as far as they are enabled, and then commend 
tliem to God, and to the word of His grace, which is able to keep 
them from falling, and to build them up in our most holy faith. 

MoRELAND. — The lowly, oppressed ones were encouraged ; some 
of whom seemed so weak that they were hardly able to maintain 
the struggle. " The Lord giveth power to the faint ; and to them 
that have no might, he increasetb strength/' This promise is 
precious, 

Kekdjll. — We read that " the just shall live by faith." There is 
to be known an inwEu-d perception of the Divine will, which it is our 
duty to obey, without always seeing the reason why. Thus was it 
with him who is styled the Father of the Faithful. He was c 
to leave his kindred and his father's house, and to go forth to a 
country he know not. He obeyed, and went fortli ; but looking con- 
tinually to Him who is invisible^ in his joumeyings, when he had 
pitched his tent, it became his care and concern to set np an altar, 
to call on the name of the Lord, and to seek to Him for presertatioil' 
and eonnseL On one occasion, when ho appears to have l>een anxious 
to understand how tho great and important promises which he had 
received were to be fulfilled; he was answered by this short but highly 
instructive injunction, ** Walk before me, and be thou perfect 
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we are engageil tliiis k* walk m the presoDce and fear uf God^ we 
ako sball witness prescrvfition, aud ability will be afforded to go od 
t>o perfection : we shall then be taught to know and discern onr dntv. 
even in cases of the greatest dififlciilty. 

Piiestok-Patmck.^ — My engagement was an earnest exhortation 
to diligence in seeking the Lord, and to beware of drowsiness or 
lukewarmness when we assemble witli our Friends U) wait upon Him, 
lest w^e grieTe Hia Holy Spirit, and malie the table of the Lord appear 
contemptible in the eyes of serious inquirers. I also had to giTe a 
tender exhortation t<j the dear children, of whom a considerable 
number were present* 

GuAYRioG. — '* WTiere two or three are gathered together in 
name, there am I in the midst of them." If but two can meet, th< 
are encouraged to do so ; and when truly gathered in united exei 
of spirit before the Lord, they may expect the blessing of the IHvi 
presence. This is gi*eat encouragement to diligence in the atteni 
ance of our religious meetings. But even this will not avail unless 
we are found in the way of well-doing. ** If thou doest well, ahalt 
thou not be accepted? and if thou doest not well, sin lieth at the door." 

GoLTHousE, NEAR Hawksiiead. — The language of tlie prophe^ 
was, " Behold the Lord whom ye seek ; the messenger of the ecu 
nant whom ye delight in" shall suddenly come to His temple. 

who may abide the day of his coming? for he is like a refini 

fire, and like fullers soap." It is needful that we should ever be 
fill, for we know not how suddenly He who is styled the messenger of 
the now covenant may come; either in merciful visitation, by 
tendering, contriting iniluence of His love and power upon our spiiil 
or in the way of eonviction and of judgment ; oven as a refiner, 
fire, to try us with the revelation of his righteous indignation 
sin, or it may be, at once to cut the thread of our lives, and summo? 
U8, just as we are, to appear before His tribunal. The Father bath 
the times and seasons in His own band. When Ho does come as a 
refiner with fire, we are too apt to flinch from the painful operation ; 
but it is necessary, and however severe, ** it afterward yieldeth the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness to them that are exercised there bj." 
Let all beware of expecting great and remarkable manifestations of 
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l>iviiie jMjwer. The manner and iimo of the Holy Spirit's operation 
are Taried tn n wonderful extent. '* As the wind blowcth where it 
listed*' — ^"80 is eTery ana that is bom of the Spirit/* The weak 
and discouraged ones may be satisfied that He will not break the 
bruised reed, nor quench the smokiiig flax, until He bring forth 
judgment unto victory. 

GaBSDix^. — After much secret prayer for help and preservation in 
the important and arduous service before me. I arose^ with feelings of 
tender love and sympathy towards these poor people, situate in a very 
remote district, and without the enjoyment of many things which we 
esteem the comforts of life. It is said, " He who formed the eye 
shall ho not see ? he who planted the oar shall he not hear ?" The 
L»ord sees us at all times, and in alt places. This consideration is 

of instruction. The careless and disobedient cannot hide from 
Him, no» not even their most secret thoughts or actions. ** Whither 
shall I go from thy Spirit?" saith the Psaluiist, ** Whither shall I 

from thy presence ? " The most concealed actions of the im- 
are known to Him. He records their deeds in His book, and 
e will call them to answer for them boforo the judgment-seat of 
Christ. To the lowly, humble, seeking children of God, this doctrine 
18 foil of sweet consolation ; ** The eyes of the Lord are upon the 
righteous^ and his oars are open to their cry.*' His arm is widely 
extended in adorable mercy, to gather even the rebellious and the 
disobedient. His language to such is, •' Why will ye die ?" '• Lot 
the wicked return unto the Lord, and he will have mercy upon 
Him ; and to our God, for he will abundantly pardon.'* But let all 
«uch remember that if they wiU not let the long-suffering of God 
lead them to repentance ; if they will continue in rebellion, they are 
6ghting against God, and will most assuredly find that He is stronger 
than they. 

Rawdex.— We read that when the shepherds were keeping watch 

over their Hocks by uight, the angel of the Lord appeared unto them 

with the cheering language, ** Behold, I bring you glad tidings of groat 

oy, which shall be to all people ; for imto you is bom this day in the 

etty of David, a Saviour, which is Christ the Lord ;** and suddenly 

was with the angel a mnltitude of the heavenly host, praising 
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God and saying, " Glory to God in tbe highest, on earth peace, good 
will toward men." Tho fulness and extent of the benefit designed 
by oiup Heavenly Father in thus sending Hia Son to be ofiTered as a 
sacrifice for the sins of men, in order that they may become, through 
liring faith in this precious sacrifice, reconciled to God, and know 
the pardon of their transgressions ; and not only so, but that they 
may, through the obedience of faith and sauctification of the Spirit, 
know Christ to dwell in them, is hardly conceivable by our finite 
capacities. There is reason to fear that this precious indwelling of 
Clu'iflt, aa a source of refreshment to the soul, is much less ex- 
perienced than it might be, were there but more submission to the 
will of God, and of walking in the obedience of faiili. These precious 
privileges of our Gospel day ore not sought after with sufficient 
earnestness. '' If thou knewest tbe gift of God/' said our Lord to 
the woman at Jacobus well, " and who it is that saith to thee, Give 
me to drink» thou woiildest have asked of him, and he would have 
given thee living water.** But how shall we come to the experience 
of this ? By faith. " Unto us a child is bom, unto us a son is given, 
and tho government shall be upon Iub shoulders." Do we know, aa 
the Apostle expresses it, Christ to be formed in us ? We are taught 
to pray that Hia kingdom may come, and that Hie will may be done 
on earth, as it is done in heaven. If we really desire this, then let 
Christ reign ; '* If ye love me,'* said Ho to His disciples, " keep my 
commandments." We have reason to believe that tho delight of 
the purified spirits iu heaven, is to be employed in doing the will of 
Godr and in praising and magnif}ing Hia great and adorable name. 
But can we praise Him unless we have actually known Him as our 
Deliverer, our Redeemer, not only from the guilt, but also from 
tlie power and dominion of sin ? Let us endeavour humbly and 
patiently to bow to the sceptre of Christ, and yield ourselves to 
be led, guided, and governed by Him ; let ns seek Him earnestly, 
and desire that He may be in us. and over us, "God over all, blessed 
for ever t*' let us seek to feol Him near us, to get often as into His 
company, to sit aa at His foot, so shall we be favoured to bear more 
of the gracious words wliich proceed out of His mouth, even as pro- 
mised to the disciples, " He dwelleth with you, and shall be in you." 
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BRiOHOUaE.— The language of our Lord to Ilis ApoBtles cMue 
before me, " Ye are they who have continued with me in my temp- 
tations/' \NTiat wonderful love and condescension in God to Hia 
creature mas, that any should be thus honoured ! But from hence 
we may gather how needful it is for all Uiose who are caUed to fill 
the foremost ranks in the Church to be billing to go down, again 
and again, as into Jordan, to drink of the cup which tlie Captain oil 
oar Salvation drank of, and to be baptized with His baptism, even to 
l>e boned with Him by baptism unto death, that Uicy may also mU 
ike power of His resurrection ; yea, to follow Him in the re- 

neration. He had no need of this process, but He leads all His 
followers through it. It is not enough that we should have once 
known something of the new birth ; there are after dippings. That 
eye which was once opened may become dim, and that capacity for 
Berfice which was once experienced may decay. Peter doubtless 
iifwl known something of regeneration before he denied bis Master, 
but ofler that transgression, ho again needed to be converted or 
ehanged before he could be quaiiiiod to strengthen his brethren. We 
ttlso are beset with many temptations ; are prone to the love of eaed ^ 
and of earthly enjoyments ; and often need to be purged and washed j 
fjom de^lement. Not by works of righteousness that we have done^ 
or can do, are we saved, but by the washing of regeneration, and the 
renewing of the Holy Ghost. Let us ever cherish a deep and hum- 
bling sense of our manifold dangers and infirmities, for it remains ta 
be the humble and contrite-hearted that God accepts : and it is these 
who are made useful in the church. Without we are preserved in 
this frame of spirit, we may be stumbling blocks, and a cause of 
offence to the little ones of the flock, and also to honest inquireirs. 
** Have salt in yourselves." 

Dewsburt. — It is a moumfdl consideration that of the Israelites 
who were broQght forth out of Egypt by the hand of Moses, only two 
of those who wore upwards of twenty years of age, wore permitted 
eventually to enter the land of promise. The people had seen tha^ 
igns and wonders — the mighty hand and the outBtretched arm^ — by 
which they were delivered from the power of their hard task-mastera. , 
s find that by reason of their manifold ains and proTocatioB8,J 
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the Lord's judgments were, from time to time, poured oat upon them, 
BO that their carcasses fell in the wilderness. Even after they 
heard the Lord's voice &om Mount Sinai, and were so humbled and 
affected at the time, that they cried, "All that the Lord hath sal 
will we do, and be obedient/* how quickly did they turn aside 
idol worship I What a lesson of instruction is this ! What m 
have we all to take care lest we also fall after the same example 
of unbelief, for this appears to have been the sin that most easily 
beset thorn. Let us take heed lest the serpent, who beguiled Eve 
through his subtlety, should also beguile our bouIb firom oar trust in 
God, or from the simplicity which is in Christ. Let us lay &si( 
every weight and burden which impedes our progress toward 
heavenly Canaan, and that am which most easily besets us, wl 
ever it may be. Our grand adversary knows well oar weakest spot— 
where we are most vulnerable : here therefore let us keep a double 
watch, and eai*nestly pray to our Heavenly Father for help and pro- 
tection from our souls' enemies. It is as we thus abide humble and 
watchful, that we gain religious experience, and a preparation for use- 
fulness in the church* Many are the ways whereby the Lord pre- 
pares His servants. We must ever be careful to abide in His counsel^ 
and to walk in the way of His commandments. Moses appears to 
have erred by being too rash. He was under the Lord's preparing 
hand ; he went forth to visit liis brethren, but when he saw the 
Egj^ptian oppressing one of them, ho prematurely and injudiciously 
interfered, and slew the Egyptian. And again, when ho would have 
set his brethren ** at one again/' as he saw them striving with each 
other, he received this taunting reply, ** Wouldst thou kill mo as 
thou didst the Egyi>tian yesterday ?" '* Who made thee a ruler and 
judge over us?" Thus they would not own his authority; tlie time 
had not yet come — and ho had to Hoe for his life. We find Moaea 
had to pass many years after this in the desert — much in solitude, 
and in communion with his God — by which means he wits instructed 
and prepared for eminent usefulness. Very different was it wifl 
him over whom the mantle of love was cast. Elisha was constrained 
to leave all his outward occupations and possessions, and to entel 
into immediate, active service. Others of the Lord's servants, 9M 
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kibe baptist, liad to pass a long period iii a preparatory state* 
but a ciiiid, it was said of bim, that '' he waxed strong in 
■{ttril,'* yet " was in the deserts until the day of his shewing unto 

Bjlbxslet. — The admonition of the Apostle to the helievers came 
before me: — *'I would have you wise unto that which is good, and 
nmple concerning evil/* '* In malice be ye children, but in undor- 
actanding be men." We have need to be Divinely instructed in the 
altaaament of heavenly knowledge^ and we should not be ignorant of 
tliA mADy devices which the enenues of our souls mtike use of, to 
emoiare us. This knowledge and this wisdom we must ask of God. 

Teach me tliy way, Lord, and I will walk in thy paths/* 
I*' Unite my heart to fear thy name/' If we truly desire to be taught 
»f the Lord, we must resolve that through His help» we will walk in 
Ibe way of His requirings. Our hearts must be clothed with His 
Pear ; and when, in the manifestation of lights we hear the word of 
command, we shall always, I believe* find there is power to obey» if 
the secret voice which speaks in the soul, be but attended to. Let 
ns also be diligent in searching the Scriptures of truth. The order 
in which the Apostle has placed the growth in Christian attainments 
is very instructive. ** Add to your faith virtue ; and to virtue know- 
ledge ; and to knowledge temperance : and to temperance patience ; 
tand to patience godliness ; and to godliness brotherly kindness ; and 
to brotherly kindness charity/' Now ** Faith is the gift of God/* We 
can make no progress in religion until it is imparted to us. We 
must believe that God is, *' and that he is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek him/' The seeds of this faith are sown universally. 
** The heavens dedaie the glory of God, and the firmament 8hewL4h 
handywork. Day unto day uttereth speech, and night unto night 
ftbeweih knowledge. There is no speech nor language where their 
voice is not hetird/' It is the wiU of God that His chUdron and ser- 
vants should increase in knowledge, most especially in that which 
t^nds to salvation. Patience is indeed necessary for all, but young 
CbiistianB have peculiar need to learn how to possess their souls in 
|>atie&ce ; submitting humbly to tlie ^ill of Go<l. When tribuhitioit 
, when a man's kindred and friends persecnle him for Clirist** 
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sake^ he has need of both wisdom and patience ; especially 80 when 
a man's greatest oDtward foes are they of his own household. He 
then has need of meekness and humility, and of being so guided 
in the path of true judgment, that he may go in and out before men 
without giving cause of offence, being clothed with brotherly kindness 
and charity. There is a season in the experience of many, in 
which, if they have not conflicts from without, they have them from 
within. Awakened souls, endeavouring to follow in the way of God*s 
commandment, have often, for a time, to walk moumfuDy before the 
Lord, without the enjoyment of that peace, which, if they are faith- 
ful and obedient, will be known " to flow as a river" in due time, to 
their great refreshment. 

LuMBROYD. — There is encouragement in the language of David — 
** This poor man cried, and the Lord heard him, and delivered him 
out of all his troubles." Again it is said, that **for the oppression of 
the poor, for the sighing of the needy, now ynW I arise, saith the 
Lord" — great encouragement for the poor in spirit. Those who are 
made sensible of tlieir many infirmities and wants, may freely seek 
help from God. ** His ear is open to their cry." He pitieth them, 
even *' as a father pitieth his children,*' if they are careful to do His 
will- Such ^t11 not choose to walk in the counsel of the ungodly, nor 
stand in the way of sinners. 

HiGHFLATTS. — ^I had to revive that remarkable expression of the 
Apostle Paul, *'I was alive without the law once, but when the com- 
mandment came, sin revived, and I died." Many are in this con- 
dition — ahve, in their own apprehension, but in an unawakened and 
unreflecting state. They are consequently as *' without the law,** 
feeling no conviction, no compunction. Their ways appear right in 
their own eyes, but it is because the law of God is not fully revealed, or 
His witness in the conscience is silenced. They turn from the light, 
which reproves and makes manifest that which is evU and contrary 
to the will of God. They hate the light, because their deeds are 
evil, therefore they are peimitted to grope in darkness and delusion, 
calling things by their wrong names, — as "evil, good; and good» 
evil." This, though a common, is a very unsafe state. " Some 
men's sins are open beforehand, going before to judgment, and some 
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men they fallow after." How dreadful will it be to have all our evil 
deeds to rise up in jadgment agninst ub, when we Bland at the tri- 
him&l of God, from which there is no appeal \ The sentence then 
pronounced mil fix onr doom irreyocahly. How incomparably better J 
is it that we should know the commandment to come, the law of God ■ 

be clearly rcTealcd, though we should then have to bewail our con- 
dition, fts being dead in trespasBes and sins, and behold all our own 
righteouflness, in which we had trusted, to be but as filthy rags, j 
These are sore baptisms, and severe conflicts, but it is well to endure 1 
them whilst the day of mercy is extended. Let us bring our deeds 
to Christ, the Judge — the true Light — and submit patiently, when 
He shaU pass judgment upon them. We shall then receive more 
light, and things which we had esteemed as harmless and innocent, 
in our awakened state we shaU discover to be contrary to the will of 
God concerning us, and His will is our law, in whatsoever way He 
may be pleased to make it manifest* We thus may come to see that 
things which are highly accounted of among men, are sometimes 
abomination in the sight of God. When the mind is thus awakened, 
it feels deeply humbled before God. True repentance takes place ,* 
self-abhorrence is at times felt against our conduct. The need of a 
Saviour is seen and felt ; and if wc yield to the drawings of the Holy 
Spirit, we shall be brought, as to the foot of the cross, to behold the 
Lamb of God, who taketh away the sins of the world ; and to beUeve 
in the precious blood of the covenant, which was shed for us. God 
epared not His own Son, but delivered Him up to be a sacrifice for 
our sins, and He graciously accepts that sacrifice as an atonement, 
for those who sincerely repent and forsake the error of their ways. 
The Lord Jesns Christ "poured out his soul unto death," that He 
tuight reconcile us to God. Let all therefore look unto Him whom I 
they have pierced with their sins — whose Holy Spirit they have often ' 
grieved and quenched ; and humbly confess Him before men in all 
His requirings* Let them cease to do evil ; learn to do well. They 
will h«ye deep conflicts, because the " commandment* is come» The 
law of God is revealed, and they will at times be baptized into death ; J 
but being wilUng to be Uius buried with Christ, they will also know a " 
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being raised by the power of God into newness of life, and enabled 
to praise Him as on the banks of deliverance. 

LAHCASTEfi.^Wben our Lord was led of the Spirit into the wil- 
derness to be tempted, we read that " the devil iaketh him up into 
an exceeding high moimtaiii^ and shewetb him ail the kingdoms of 
the world, and the glory of them," saying, •* All these things will 1 
give thee, if thou wilt fiJl down and woi-ship me." Our Lord 
answered hioi in the language of Scripture, ** It is written» Thou 
shalt worship the Lord thy God, and him only ahalt thou serve/' 
This is a ?ery comprehensive precept, and well would it be for us if 
it were more fully obeyed. Many are willing to servo God, but not 
Him only, which deprives them of the peace and consolation that 
accompany unreserved dedication. As saith the prophet, " O that 
thou hadst hearkened to my commandments ! then had thy peace been 
B.S a river, and thy righteousness as the waves of the sea/' As a 
jbtimulaut to this full dodication, Moses cried, "0 that my people 
wise ; that they understood this, that they would consider their 
latter end/' Let us duly consider how we are likely to feel, when 
laid upon a dying bed, when the consolations of this life shall 
fail. How miserable shall we be, if at such a time, we cannot look 
back upon our past life with comfort, nor forward with hope ! What 
will then ho oar situation? " What will yo do in the day of visita- 
tion?*' saith the prophet; '*and in the desolation which shall come 
from far ? to whom will yo tlee for help ? and where will ye leave 
your glory ?" How unavailing, at that period, will be those things 
ill which we may have gloried in the day of health and outward pros- 
perity ! Even tlioso kingdoms of the world, that degree of dominion 
over others, that influence and authority which many are so earnest 
to acquire, what will all these avail, if our peace be not made with 
God? 

Crawshay-Booth. — The htnguage to one of the early churches 
ciune before me — ** Examine your own selves, prove your own selves. 
Know ye not that Jesus Christ is in you except ye be reprobates T' 
Altliough the view taken by our Society of the doctrine of election 
and reprobation dilTern materially from that of some other religious

denonuDations, we yet assuredly believe that ^'many are called, but 
w are chosen.*' If, when the Lord visits the children of men with 
ft sense of His power and mercy, calHng them to a life of faith and 
bolinesB, they yield obedience to these convictions and manifestations 
of the light of Christ, such will be received, as with the arms of i 
mercy, and if they continue obedient and faithful, they wiU beoomaij 
of the elect, or chosen of Christ. But on the other hand, if they resist 
the strivings of the Lord's Spirit, and turn a deaf ear to the voice of 
conviction or reproof, the day of their visitation may pass over. The 
Lord's Spirit may be quenched, and cease to strive, and when His 
Spirit wholly forsakes the children of men they are then nigh to a state 
t>f reprobation, for there is redemption and salvation by no other name. 
When the time of awakening comes, and the Lord's judgments are 
about to be poured out, such may be filled with anguish and despair, 
and true repentance may not be granted. Here is the state of repro- 
bation. Such are not in Christ, nor He with them, and there is 
salvation in no other. That which bringetli fortli briars and thorns 
is nigh unto cursing, whose end is to be burned. Such are not 
merely unfruitful, but injurious ; hurting one another, tearing one 
another. There remaineth, then, no more sacrifice for sin, but a 
certain fearful looking for of judgment and fieiy indignation. Dread- 
fnl condition, indeed ! But they that are in Christ ai*e new creatores,.! 
and bring forth the trtiits of the Spirit, ** Love, joy, peace, longsuffer- 
ing, gentleness, goodness, faith, meelmess, temperance." Let us 
try oorselves in the true light, by our fruits, whether we be in Christ : 
yea, or nay. 

RocHBALE, — This meeting proved an open time to us both. My 
tniiid was deeply exercised in an ardent desire for Zion's prosperity ^ 
and that the gracious designs of her Ood may not be fru8trate<lfl 
through the disobedience of her sons. I bad to revive the language] 
of David, " When I consider thy heavens, the work of thy lingers J 
iht moon and the stars which thou hast ordained, what is man thai^ 
thon art mindful of him, and the son of mtm that tliou visitest him ? 
For thou hast made him a little lower than the angels, and hast 
crowned him with glory artd honour. Thou madcst him to have 
dominion over the works of thy hands ; thou hast put all things under 
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his feet.*' How admii-able is the condescension of Him who 
framed the univerge, and fonned our bodies so man*ellously adap' 
for use and comfort, and endowed our minds with reason and tmder- 
standing, for dominion over the lower works of creation. 

How wonderful that Ho, who guides and upholds all things by the 
word of His power, should deign to visit and plead with His creature 
man, to induce him to accept the offers of His bounty, and thus pro- 
mote his own happiness ! When our Lord beheld Jerusalem, (n 
comparatively small spot on this habitable globe,) He wept over its 
impiety, with this pathetic expostulation — " Jerusalem , Jerusalem, 
thou that killost the prophets, and stonest them which are sent unto 
thee, how often would I have gathered thy children together, even as 
a hen gathereth her chickens under her ^^Tngs, and ye would not !" 
What an expression of tender mercy and adorable lovingkindness 
is this, that He should thus mourn over the rebellious ! 

It is said, ** the Lord's portion is his people, Jacob is the lot of 
his inheritance;" and wo GentHes, who are not of the house of 
Jacob, are made one with him by the blood of Christ, that the 
Gentiles should be fellow-heirs of the same body, and partakers of 
the promises of Christ by the GospeL We are not our own, but are 
bought with a price. Let none therefore rob God of His right. He 
has commanded us to love Him with all the heart, soul, understand- 
ing, and strength. Let us obey, for it is His undoubted right to hv 
thus loved, served, and obeyed, above all. Lot us, with full purpose 
of heart, surrender ourselves as clay into the hands of tlie potter, to 
be formed and fashioned according to His wHI. Such are His pow 
and goodness, that though our sins may be as scarlet, He can 
them white as snow ; though they be red like crimson, He can 
them as wool, 

ToDMORDEN. — I felt my mind exerciacd for a discouraged state* — 
tried, probably, \^dth temporal, as well as spiritual privations. The 
language of one formerly was, *' Some trust in chariots and some in 
horses, but wo will remember the name of the Lord our God." Trust 
in God is peculiarly a Christian duty; and many instructive foe 
are recorded in the Scriptures of truth, to excite and encourage 
thereto. When the Israelites were brought forth out of EgypU they 
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were led through the Red Sea, and brought into the wilderness, 
where they could neither plough nor bow, nor make the accustomed 
elTorts for their own suhsistence. They w^ere often closely tried for 
want of bread, and also of water ; but the Lord evinced His wisdom, 
power, and goodness, supplying their necessities in an unlocked for 
and marvellous manner. He caused bread to be rained down from 
heaven for them to eat^ letting it fall round about their habitations ; 
and He repeatedly caused the water to gush forth from the rock for 
them to drink. He even directed His servant Moses to speak to the 
rock for this purpose, that His Almighty power might be more sig- 
nally manifested. Their clothes waxed not old ; no, not even with 
their forty years' travel ; and their feet swelled not. There is good 
reason to believe that it was not for their sakes only, that they were 
thus dealt with, but that all future generations should leani to put their 
trosi in the Lord, the God of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob; for in 
them were all the nations of the earth to be blessed, that so, to the 
ramoiest period of time, men should learn to love, fear, and obey 
God; and to trust in Him in all their necessities and distresses* 
Our Lord Jesus Christ has also left us a command, with a most 
procious promise annexed, " Seek ye first the kingdom of God, and 
his righteousness, and all these things shall be added unto you, for 
your Father knoweth that ye have need of all these things/* Also, 
after HiB resurrection, when He stood on the sea- shore, He evinced 
Hifl tender care for the temporal as well as spiritual sustenance of 
His followers, when He queried of them in a Eeason of trial and 
difficulty, •' Children, have ye any meat," and they answered, *'No;*' 
for they had toiled all night, and caught nothing. He then instructed 
them what they were to do — ^to " cast the net down on the right side 
of the ship, and they should find ;'* ** and immediately they enclosed 
a great multitude of fishes/* Thus we' find that the blessing of the 
Lord attends tho efforts of His obedient, attentive sei-vants and chil- 
dren, who, putting their trust in His goodness, wisdom, and power,, 
are willing that He should be their Shepherd — believing in humble 
confidence that He will not suffer them to want. We may also re- 
member the animating language of Joshua, near the closo of his 
useful life, when, after he bad led Israel into the land of promise, 
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and beeu their caiitain in maiij victoriest lie svarneJ and inLmn- 
nished them, saying, "Choose you this day whom ye will serve: 
whether the gods which yonr fathers served that were on the other 
Bide of the flood [out from amongat whom their father Abraham had 
been brought], or the gods of the Amorites in whose land ye dweU : 
but an for me and my huuso, we will seinre the Lord/' Let Ufl also 
nobly and confidingly resolve to seek first, above all other things^ 
the kingdom of Ood and the righteousness thereof. Let Chrid^H 
reign and rule in us, and over us, and we may humbly confide in ihf^ 
Lord's goodness^ protection, and power, remembering that He hath 
said, " I will never leave thee, nor forsake thee." 

Marsdbn. — The meeting here was to me a refreshing one, tliough 
way did not open for ministerial service* My companion was favoured 
with liberty from the living spring. - 

Failideh meeting, in the evening, was also a good one to us both^H 
though the number present was but small. The words of HabbaknlT^^ 
are very instructive : ** I will stand upon my watch, and set mo upon 
the tower, and will watch to see what he will say nnto me, and what 
I shall answer, when I am reproved.'* Thus solenmly exercised before 
the Lord, with desires to be made rightly sensible of our own Btnte» 
by the light of His Spirit in our heai'ts and consciences, we should 
know our minds brought down and humbled before the Lord, under 
a sense of His holiness and majesty, and of our own unworthiness ;

"When I heard, my beUy trembled; my lips 
quivered at the voice ; rottenness entered into my bones ; and I 
trembled in myself, that I might rest in the day of trouble.** It is 
nnder such circumetances that we are brought to see the vilenoss of 
our fallen nature, and the exceeding sinfulness of sin. Then we ate 
led to crave Divine assistance to enable us to overcome: "Lord, 
save, or we perish !' 

O 
that the language of all hearts might be, *' Have mercy upon ns, O 
Lord, according to thy lovingkindnoss, according to the multitude of 
thy tender mercies, blot out our transgressions." May the time be

»ia in the stillnesB of all flesh, when the ramblings and cogitations of 
the creaturely will and wisdom are silenced in the soul, that the 
Lord's power is felt to arise into dominion. *' Let God ariae, let his 
aneinloe be scattered, let them also that hate him flee before him.** 
As this becomes the sincere breathing of our si>irits, deep prostration 
re Him \>iil be known, so that all that is opposed to His will 
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will be Bilonced and BubduaJ. He has solemnly declared that He 
win bo exalted even among the heathen, He will be exalted in the 
earth. He is the ruler of the nmyerse, and must ultimately be 
exalted over all. Before Him every knee mnst bow ; that it may 
be while mercy is extended ! That such is in accordance with Hia

But as many as 
received him, to them gai'e ho power to become the sons of God, 
even to ihem that believe on his name.*^ We must receive Christ 
in the way of His appearing, which is as a reprover of sin ; and as 
He is thus received » believed in, and obeyed, He will be known by 
ns to bo also an instructor in righteousness. Thus are we bom, 
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not of th6 flesh, nor of the will of man, but of God," Thus God ia 

^known to arise in the soul, and His Son, whom He hath sent, is 

!Ved in, and obeyed. By faith in Hia blood we become, as it 

rere, sprinkled from an evil conscience, and have peace with God 

[through Rim. Let us all beware of a spirit of unbelief, or rejecting

He is stronger than they ; and unless repentance be granted 
them unto life, the terrible language will go forth against them, 
" Depart from mo, ye cursed, into everlasting fire, prepared for the 
devil and his angels/* Then, there shall b© wailing and gnashing 
of teeth. 

Kendal Monthly Meetdjo. — Although matter had presented 
with sweetness and clearness, accompanied with an apprehension of 
duty to attempt tho deHvery of it, yet I was assailed with doubts and 
fears, which occasioned me, with some precipitancy, to draw to a 
conclusion. ** The fear of man bringeth a snare,'* The fear even 
of good men may have an undue ascendancy. In the awful work of 
the ministry, tho Lord of Hosts should be our fear, and He should 
be our di-ead. ** Be not dismayed at their faces, lest I confound thea 
before them.'* 

"Why stand ye here all the day idle?'* *'Go ye also into the 
vineyard, and whatsoever is right, I will give yon.*' All are called 
to labour — at least in the vineyard of their own hearts — to weed, to 
pnme, to dig, in order that fruit may be produced to the honour of 
the great husbandman. Of Israel it was said, " He is an empty vine, 
he biingeth forth fruit unto himself.** Thus there may be some pro- 
fessors on whom there may be leaves, and even some appearance of 
fruit, yet it never ripens, never comes to perfection so as to be fit for 
use, — therefore they only bring forth fruit to themselves. We are 
instructed by many figm-es. The church of Christ is compared to a 
body having many members, of which He is the head ; but as there 
are members of the body which are useful and necessary, though not 
visible to the eye ; so there are in the living church, members whose 
services may not be very visible or conspicuous, yet if such are pre- 
served soimd and healthy, they contribute greatly to the strength of the 
body. But if a member become diseased — after suitable endeavour 
for its restoration to a sound and healthy state, without success, it 
sometimes becomes needful to separate it firom the body, test the 
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Hdipi^Ase should spread. May we therefore be earnestly concerned 

HKr abide in the vine of life, our holy Head, Christ Jesas, from whom 

alone spiritual nourishment can be derived, whereby we may be pre- 

aerved healthy and fruitful. Those who are properly concerned to 

keep their own vineyai'ds, generally become concerned for the welfare 

others, desiring that they also may taste and see that the Lord 

good. 

CocKERMOUTH Qr ARTERLY MEETING. — Here I was helped to labour 
ty largely, and had in secret gratefully to ackno^^iedge the Lord's 
less, in enabling me, notwithstanding some impediment from 
inj defective powers of utterance, to discharge my duty faithfully. 

" You only have I known of all the families of the earth, therefore 
I will punish you for all your iniquities.'* This was spoken to Israel ; 
and let us consider in what manner they were visited for their sins, 
Tlie Lord had chosen them, and gathered them to be a separate 

■ people, that they might be preserved from the wicked, idolatrous 
usages of the nations around them ; but their backsliding and rebel- 
lion were very great. Their conduct is thus described by one of the 
prophets: **Hear, O heavens, and give ear, O earth j for the Lord 
hath spoken, I have nourished and brouglit up children, and they 
^bave rebelled against me, The ox knowetli his owner, and the ass 
Bids master^B crib ; but larael doth not know, my people doth not cod- 
Hrider/^ Here the very bmte creation are brought forward to bear 
^TwitneBfl to their sottishness and ingratitude. These lower animals 
■ feel affection and gratitude to the hand that feeds them, to those who 
cape for their snstenance ; and they evince it by an abundance of 
patient and pei^evering service. But Israel — the Lord's chosen 
people, to whom He had displayed such wonderful love, power, and 
mercy— they did not consider, but were sunk in ingratitude. *' Can 
a maid forget her ornaments, or a bride her attire 9 yet my people 
have forgotten me days without number." lamentable degeneracy ! 

I The Lord chose Israel, He was their brightest ornament. He was, 
to their assemblies, as a crown of glory and a diadem of beauty ; and 
yet they forgot Him. He gave them statntos, commandments, ordi- 
nances, superior to those of any other people ; and when they became 
habitual transgroasors, bow did He deal with them ? Ho did not, at 
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once, wholly forsake them ; but because they had chosen their own 
ways, He also cbo&e their delusions. They chose to mingle themselvesi, 
by marriage, with those nations amongst whom they dwelt, con- 
trary to His express command, putting their trust in other natioi 
for succour and for defence ; therefore He sold them into the 
of those with whom they had so transgressed, who became their 
scourges and wasting oppressors. Yet when, from season to 
they cried by reason of thour aftliction, and humbled themselv< 
before Him, He remembered them in mercy. He had loved them 
above all nations. He visited and punished them for their iniquities ; 
but w*hen they w^ere brought to a right sense of their backsliding and 
transgression, He raised up deliverers for them. Yet he declared 
that Zion should be redeemed through judgment, and her converts 
with righteousness. These things may be remembered with instruc* 
tion* Thus God often deals with the children of men individually. 
When we have sinned against Him, He lays His chastening rod upon 
us. He disquiets, and brings the mind into a state of uneasiness 
and remorse; and yet sometimes, when the minds of sncb would 
turn to the Lord, tht^y find that the light of His countenance is veiled 
from them, and His ear seems shut against their prayers. Thus we 
are abased ; brought to see the exceeding sinfulness of sin, when a 
holy God will not hearken to our cry. The mind feels cold and un- 
comfortable, and the heart, hard ; even enmity against God is felt to 
arise from the depraved heart ; but when this is seen in the light, 
and the iniquity abhorred, the fire of the Lord's indignation will be 
felt to burn against the transgressing nature ; and as Uie cry to Him 
is continued, and a patient submission cherished^ a fountain for sin 
and for iincleanness will be opened in the blood of the Lamb, and a 
ray of hope will beam forth. The dispensation becomes changed ; 
the soul is melted in tenderness and contrition ; grateful aspirations 
ascend towards God, our Father, and to Christ, our holy Bedeemer. 
But we find when Israel had provoked the Lord by their frequent 
and long continued rebellion against Him, He at length caused them 
to be earned away into a long and sore captivity, by w^hich they were 
grievously wasted and distressed ; so much so, that even the bodies of 
the dead were cast out into the streets, and they scarcely durst venture 
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to bury them. Even here, tlie Lord remembered His covenant \Wth 
Abraham, Liaac, and Jacob, and had pity upon them. He opened 
the hearts of their oppressors towards them, and in a wonderful 
maimer provided for their return, raising up leaders to conduct thum 
to thedr own land. 

Kkxdal Quarterly Meeting. — I was favoured to get under a 
lively exercise of nund, and some things seemed opening mth clear- 
nMfl; but I felt unlit for vocal communication, &om my voice bein^ 
Iiotrse with a cold. H. Tuke, in an instructive manner, amongst 
other matter, took up some of the subjects on which my uiind had 
been dwelling, one after another, greatly to my relief, renewodly 
convincing me of the benefit of that united exercise of spirit by whichj 
the XiOrd's servants are at times brought into sympathy and harmon] 
with each other. Near the close, my mind was under exercise, 
which H. Tuke observing, detained the meeting a litUe, on which I 
stood up in fear. Probably all present would rejoice at the coming 
of that day, when the ancient prophecy shall be fulfilled, that " the 
knowledge of the Lord shall cover the earth as the waters cover the 
sea ;'* of that day in which true religion shall generally prevail 
unongst the children of men. But let each of us examine whether, 
aa individuals, we are in any way continuing to obstruct the coming of 
that glorious day, by not yielding obedience to the manifestations of 
the Divine will, which have been made to us, as regards our line of 
duty. How lamentable would it be, that a state of society which we 
profess to rejoice over in prospeot« should be retarded by our own 
unfaithfulness. " Say not ye, there are yet four months, and then 
oometh harvest ? behold, I say tmto you, lift up your eyes and look 
on the fields, which are white already to harvest." Thus are many 
amongst ns putting off the day of the coming of the kingdom of God. 
when Christ shall fully reign over as, concluding that day to 
remote, which, but for our own want of dedication and faithfulness, 
would immediately appear. Let us then pray in sincerity — **Thy 
kingdom come. Thy will be done in earth, as it is in heaven ;" and 
at the same time be careful not to oppose the comiug thereof by 
disobedience. Were we thus honestly engaged^ especially when 
we Miaemble before God, our spirits would rise in living, ardent 
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aspirations before Him for His help, and Ho would indeed be known 
to reign in ub, and amongst ns, in our solemn assemblies. In tke 
course of tlio buainess in tho meeting for discipline afterwards, I w 
enabled to make some remaiks, for which I felt thankful, especial! 
on the duty of training our children, and those under our care, in t 
due and regular attendance of meetings. Were we sufficiently care-^ 
fill to walk in the fear of God, we should hesitate, w^e should fe 
uneasy, in leaving them behind us, except when unavoidable. It waff 
the Lord's gracious testimony concerning Abraham — " I know him, 
that he will command his children and his household after him, and 
they shall keep the way of the Lord." What an inexpressible privi 
lege would it be to any of us, in the great day of account, that th 
Judge of the whole earth should bear testimony to our allegiance to 
Him, and dedication to His service. that all were rightly engaged 
to walk acceptably before Him, with an earnest desire that the gene- 
ration following might also know and serve Him. ** Ye are my 
friends," said our blessed Lord, ** if ye do w*hatsoever I command 
you," 

It is said, ** Precious in the sigbt of the Lord is the deatli of his 
saints/' Precious is that season wherein the faithful and xiersevering 
Christian draws near the conclusion of all his conflicts here below, — 
the end of time, — ^the verge of eternity, — when he is about to recei 
the reward of the righteous, and to be numbered amongst the n 
deemed and sanctified : and precious also is that state, in the Divini 
Bight, in which there is truly the death of the creaturely will. This 
is generally only attained tixrough many conflicts and deep baptisms ; 
but it is worth suffering much to attain to it, — even to that frame of 
mind in which the Divine \^ill becomes ours, as soon as it is known. 
how greatly this blunts the edge of the common trials of life, and 
paves the way to heaven, ^enabling us even to rejoice in tribuJatiou, 
and in every thing to give thanks. Let us therefore be willin 
endure, as with Christ our Lord, unto death, until we are prepari 
daily to bear about in our bodies the dying of the Lord Jesus, that 
the life also of Josus may be made manifest in our mortal bodies 
for herein is our Heavenly Father glorified. 

I was met by my beloved wife, and had a peaceful jomney home. 
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ft^rtiticute of the concurrence of the monthly 
Vhy my brother-in-law, I set out on the 2hil 
of Btb month, and arrived in Allendale that evening. Before we 
reAcbcd tliis place, I felt as if it wonld become my duty to visit some 
of the Friends in their families — and the more closely it was weighed, 
the more clearly did it appear right. We therefore proceeded with 
the work, and had ten sittings. From thence we proceeded to Coan- 
wcK)d and Alston, and attended the meetings on fourth and sixth 
days. I had gratefully to acknowledge, that a capacity was pven to 
irikvail in gpirit, from house to house, that the witness for God might 
be reached, the honest-hearted refreshed, and the lukewarm and care- 
less stirred up. We were thankful in believing that a considerable pro- 
portion were endeavouring to build on the right foundation. Several 
of tboso who wore not members of our Society appeared grateful 
for tlie visit. It was under a feeling of humility and sincere Gospel 
love that we passed through araongBt them. In one family we were 
hitting down with the parents, and some of Uxe children, when 1 
observed that the eldest daughter did not come in. I felt as though 
my mind could not be easily reconciled to her absence. She was at 
length prevailed upon to unite with us, and it proved to her a day of 
visitation in a rtiimrkablc <legiec, juid sfic bocmne an exemplary 
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member of our Society, iraveliing four miles to attend nieetmgSt 
with much constancy and self-denial. 

Penrith. — The language of our Lord to His immediate followers 
was—** If ye continue in my word, then are ye my disciples inde< 
and ye shall know the truths and the ti'uth shall make you frea. 
Ab a religious Society, we profess to believe in the life-giving effit 
of the word of Divine power. K we continue in obedience to the 
manifestation of this living word^ we shaU know the truth. Christ 
is essentially **the Way, the Truth, and the Life." The same 
appellation is given to Divine grace in the soul. It is caUed " tnitli»** 
because it is certainly no delusion, nothing that deceives, no " cun- 
ningly devised fable>'* but that which may be safely and freely relifldH 
on. Li its operation in man, it produces sincerity, integrity, simlH 
plicity, and singleness of mind. No dissimulation or hypocrisy is 
owned by it; no professing one thing, and doing the conti'ary. With 
this singleness of eye and of heart, toward God, and desire for the 
promotion of His glory, we have power over sin, and dominion over 
the corrupt propensities of our fallen nature^ and are delivered from the 
bondage in which we are held to Satan, and thus made " free in- 
deed." When such, as are under the inlluence of this grace and 
trutli, assemble with their brethren for the purpose of Divine worship, 
they will avoid all sloth fulness, lukewarmness, and indifTerence, with 
their effects, such as yawning, and a listless attitude, and feel no 
desire for the premature conclusion of the meeting, as was the case 
with some we read of, formerly, who said of the service of God, or 
that which was offered as such, *' What a weariness is it !" " When 
will the new moon be gone that we may sell corn ? and the Sabbath, 
that we may set forth wheat?'* thus evincing their preference fc 
worldly occupations, rather than spiritual enjoyments. But if tri 
religion (in which the soul is united to God in a covenant not to be 
broken) has its proper influence; if Christ, the Word of Life, is 
believed in and obeyed, the power of truth will be felt to lead into 
the love of God, and into the patient waiting for Christ ; it will lead 
to delight in His service, and out of all hypocrisy, dissimalation, and 
profession without having the truth in possession. 

Yanwath. — We lodged at a Friend^s house, where wo met ^ith 
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considerable nuuiber of young men, from Cauibndge UDiveraitj, wLo 
b^d come for instrnctioD in mathematics. We had interesting 
conversation with some of these, and distributed a number of tracts, 
which were woll received. Some of them appeared thoughtful and 
serious. 

Penrith Week-day Meeteno. — Elizabeth Walker, from New 

York, who was on a religious visit to Friends of G^reat Britain, 

rekted the following incident in the life of Hobert Walker, bet father* 

in-lftw, which occurred when he was travelling in America. She had 

heard it related by one who was an eye and ear witness of the facts. 

He was standing in the minister's gallery, in a meeting-house near 

New York, with a window behind him, which opened into a yard or 

field, in which wore then assembled a number of rude» light-minded 

people. In the course of his service he stopped, looked out at the 

window, and requested the people to come in or come near, for he 

bad something particular to say to them. When they had gathered 

about him, he first reproved them for their light behaviour, telling 

them they would soon have to witness a far different scene : — " For,' 

said he» " this is Uie last time you will see such a meeting as the 

present in this house. Soon, you will bare to tiy from the sword, 

and many of your sick and wounded will lie in this house, and be 

buried in that ground, where you have just been conducting your- 

Mlvea 80 lightly and irreverently. Methinks, I bear the rattling of 

^ ihe stones upon the co^s.'' Thus he spoke, in a very awfiil man- 

Hner. After meeting, a few of the elders called upon him, saj-ing, 

^■■pil they hoped he felt peaceful and easy with what he hod commu- 

^f mealed, as it was of a very extraordinary chaTocter. " Friends,*' 

" said he, " I am easy. Do you be easy, for it is nigh to be folMed, 

even at the door/' (or to this import.) In a very short time the 

armies poured domi into that neighbourhood, and a battle was 

(fought. They took possession of the meeting-house, and the pre- 
diction was minutely fulfilled. 
MoBEDALE. — This meeting was well attended. I had to revive 
the words of our Lord, ** If any man hear my words and believe nol, 
judge him not, for I came not to judge the worid, but to save the 
orld. He that rejecteth me, and receiveth nol my words, hath one

that jndgeth liim ; the word tliut I have spoken, the same t^indi 
judge liim in the last day." This was uttered to the gainsaying ami 
unbelieving Jews who, in this perverse spirit, were listening to Hia 
doctrine, and afforded a striking illustration of the mercy, longsuffer- 
ing, and compassion of our deai' Redeemer, even as extended to the 
rehellious and hard-hearted. He who had then come as a light into 
the world, that whosoever helieved in Him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life ; He who was then in the world as the Emma- 
nuel, God with man, graciously forbore to judge or condemn, dming 
His manifestation in the tlesh, hut incessantly sought to gather 
and to save ; and He, who then outwardly manifested His gra^^H 
cious attributes of love and mercy, is by His Spirit, offering the 
means of salvation and of deliverance, both from the guilt and the 
powder of sin. Many now, as in the days of His flesh, will not 
believe in Him, in the Divine monitions of His Spirit within them ; 
yot the mercy, w^hich was extended in the days of our Lord*s outward 
appearance, is extended still. He is not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should come to a knowledge of the truth. But 
in case of continued rebellion, as the word then spoken was to jndge 
at the last day, so not only that word, hut that also which is now 
inwardly spoken to the heart and conscience of each individual, will 
bear vritness against us at the last day« 

We had thirty-five sittings with the families constituting Coldbeck 
monthly meeting, in which my dear brother was frequently brought 
under deep exercise, which found reUef by vocal expression, at times 
very impressively, 

Whiteha\ten. — My engagement in this meeting was of an awaken- 
ing, inetmctive tendency, and Divine aid was graciously near. The 
language of the prophet came before me, *' Hearken unto me, ye 

that follow after righteousness, ye that seek the Lord: .Look 

unto Abraham, your father, and unto Sarah that bare you," In 
the account of the call of Abraham, we have a lively example of the 
obedience of faith to manifested duty, without reasoning with flesh 
and blood. He was called to separate himself from his kindred, to 
leave his father*s house, and to go forth without knowing whither he 
went. In all ages, the Lord has seen meet that His people should

1^ separate from siniiers and worldly- mmded men. The kindi^ed of 
Abraham were sinking into apostasy from God, and into idolatrous 
practices. Abraham, throngb the coarse of bis L'fe, was often deeply 
tried ; bat his obedience was amply rewarded. In like manner, in 
many instances were the early Fncnds gathered to be a separate 
people. They had to separate from much that hud been held dear, 
and to make great sacriBces for the sake of the pearl of great price, 
▼iz,, pure peace with God. They built in faith* on Christ, the Rock, 
the lining Word, and He suBtaiued them ; so that ail the power of 
tbeir enemies was unable to prevail against them. They were stifi' 
and unbending toward that which was evil, and out of which they 
believed themselves called ; but they were tender and flexible toward 
that which was good, and manifested the docility of little children. 
Isaac Pennington bears a most remarkable testimony to the purity 
of their Uves, and to their freedom from earthly-mindedness, in his 
address to the rulers of New England. The same power is all-suffi- 
cient for our presenation in the present day, (as a living remnant 
amongst ns have experienced.) The obedience of faith giveth the 
victory. 

We went to Grey-South en, and proceeded with family visits to 
Friends of Pardshaw meeting. Best help was near for our encourage - 
menL It was my desire to dwell in the low valley of true humilia- 
tion before God. There the heavenly dew, when distilled into the 
mind, is not quickly dissipated. I trust I am deeply sensible that 
the Lord's name alone is worthy to be exalted, both in us, and by us. 

In the coarse of my testimony on first-day, I had to mention the 
passage in Malachi, where it is aaid, " They that feared the Lord 
spake often one to another : and the Lord hoaikened, and heard it, 
and a book of remembrance was written before him for them tlmt 
feared the Lord, and that thought apon his name. And they shall 
be mine, saith tlie Lord of hosts, in that day when I make up my 
jewels * and I will spare thorn, as a man spareth his own son that 
serveth him.*' " Our conversation is in heaven,'* saith the Apostle* 
^* from whence also we look for the Sariour^ the Lonl Jesus Christ.'* 
How often is it to be regretted, that when friends meet each other. 
the conversation should be so exclusively on temporal concerns ;

unlike that devout and edifying speaking one to another, of which the 
prophet makes mention ; or that conversation in heaven, or on hea- 
venly things, which the Apof?tIe describes ; and again alludes to when 
he exhorts believers, ** Let the word of Christ dwell in you riclily, in 
all wisdom, teaching and admonishing one another in psalms^ and 
hymns, and spiritual songs, singing with grace in your hearts to th« 
Lord.'* It is "oat of the ahimdance of the heart that the month 
speakoth.'* If our treasure be in heaven, our hearts wiB bo there also, 
and then the conversation mil be out of the hoart*s fulness. Trne, 
indeed, we should only converse on religious subjects reverently; 
but if our souls were alive unto God, by faith in Christ, we ahoold 
much oftener feel serious. 

Brouohton.— My ministerial service was more in the lino of 
comfort and consolation than at any other meeting since wo came 
out. It is truly a great privilege to have bread in our own houses, 
and water in our own cisterns, so as not to he dependant on instru- 
mental help ; to have access to that Hving bread, which came, and 
yet Cometh, down from heaven; and to that water by which the 
spiritual life is roireshed and nourished. All are invited to become 
partakers of this blessed experience ; but true it is, that they who 
seek after, or observe, lying vanities, forsake their own mercies. By 
lying vanities I apprehend the prophet meant idolatrous worship. In 
this age we do not literally bow down to idols of silver and gold, 
of wood or stone, yet it is possible we may be guilty of the sin of 
idolatry notwithstanding. If we are setting our affections too much 
on creaturely enjoyments, or are trusting therein for our succour and 
chief delight, we then idolize them ; we are in bondage to the crea- 
tures of God, instead of being served by them ; and by trusting in them 
we dishonour Him, and forsake our sure mercies. The humble, 
honest, upright-hearted followers of Christ aro peculiarly under His 
care and protection* He may suffer them to be tried, and, at times, 
deeply so ; but He is near to sustain them. To such, in ancient 
times, the language went forth—** Fear not, worm Jacob," How- 
ever low, weary, and unworthy such may at times feel themselves to 
be, and even ready to say, '' I am a worm, and no man ; a reproacld 
of men, and despised of the people,'' yet great and precious are ikm 
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pwBdwes which are made Uj them. ** Fear lliou not; for I aiu uiUi 
tli^ ; be not dismayed, for I am thy God : I will gtrengthen thee ; yea, 
I will help thoG ; yea, I will uphold thee by the right hand of my 
nghteoosneas.'* In their deepest and bitterest conflicts, they may 
feal as did our holy Redeemer, when He poured out His soul unto 
death (or our sakes^ and used the plaintive langaage — " My God, my 
God, why hast thou forsaken me ?*' Yet to these, as they keep firm 
hold of the shield of faith, having tnily believed in God, having known 
His mercy and His goodness, and believed that assuredly He is the 
rewarder of them that diligently seek Him, though for wise purposes 
He may permit sor« trials to befaD them^ — even to these, in their 
greatest extremity, there is a promise, — "When thou passest 
throQgh the waters, I will be with thee ; and through the rivers, they 
shall not overflow thee ; when thou walkest through the Are, thou 
shalt not be burned ; neither shall the flame kindle upon thee.*' 
Even in the midst of the burning, fiery furnace, Ho will be with 
tiiem, as He was with Hia tried, devoted children of old, when One 
was seen to be with them whose form was like unto the Son of God. 

I troflt some tender-spirited ones, some tried mourners, were, on 
this occasion, preciously visited under an abounding sense of the 
peace, love, and mercy of a gracious God. 

Mabytort. — I received a gentle intimation that it was proper for 
me to hold myself in readiness to have a public meeting on first-day 
evening. The subject felt awful ; and whilst I desired to be obedient, 
nothing had yet occurred in this journey, so much in the cross to 
my own will. I pleaded my incapacity for such service, and the 
weakness of my voice. My mind waded under deep exercise, seek- 
ing right direction, and craving an increase of fsitli and strength. In 
the morning, the path of duty appeared so clear, that I mentioned it 
to my brother ; he did not object, yet I thought his faith was stag- 
gered, though he kept calm and quiet. After a conference with some 
of ibe principal Friends, it was concluded safe to make the attempt, 
aod meaearea were taken accordingly. On first-day morning, the meet- 
ing WM weU attended : the evening proved wet, but it vraa thought 
about four hundred persona assembled. My mind soon became calm 
and composed « and I was mercifuUy strengtheAed with power aod 
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utterance to labour largely auiong them. It is said, '* The beave 
declare the glory of God, and the firmament sheweth his handywork 
It is doubtless designed that the works of the visible creation sho 
lead the minds of men universally to discern, and to believe in, 
existence of the great First Cause ; in an Almighty, All-wise, and i 
telligent Creator. That glorious luminary, the sun, at once proelai 
the power and goodness of God. We behold its glory, and we feel 
its genial influence, warming and invigorating the earth with i 
various productions. We easily discover how necessary it is to o 
own existence, by observing the effect produced by a tempon 
absence of its rays. Without the sun, how goon would man be d 
prived of comfort and existence. It sheweth the wonderful hand! 
work of God, evincing His goodness, and proclaiming His power, 
in a manner that cannot, without the gross peiTersion of mani 
reasoning powers, be misunderstood. But it is not in the out 
and visible creation alone, that the Lord Jehovah has left the m 
testation of His glory, and of His goodness to the children of me 
He has provided more intelligibly and effectuaUy for the instructii 
of mankind in this essential article of faith, by the immediate revela- 
tion of His glorious attributes of power, wisdom, and goodness, to 
holy men of old, by the inspiration of His own Holy Spirit. He re- 
vealed to His servants, the patriarchs and prophets, what was needful 
for them to know and understand ; and commissioned them to dec 
His glory, and to make known His will, to men. He also direc 
many of them to commit these revelations to writing, and has, in a 
wonderful manner, caused that these records of His will, and of His 
dealings with men, in the former ages of the world, should be pre- 
served through all the changes and convulsions of time, down to t 
present day, in a manner in which no other writings have been pr 
served; thus evincing His providential care for the instruction 
His rational creation. 

Above all, " God, who at sundry times, and in divers manne 
spake in time past unto the fathers by the prophets, hath, in thei 
last days, spoken unto ua by his Son." ** God so loved the world, thai 
he gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever bolioveth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting life." This subject opened before mi 
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a wide field of doctrine, in describing the excellency of the Gospel 
dispensation, and the means mercifully provided for man's recovery 
from the faU. In conclusion, under deep exercise, I felt libeiiy to 
approach the throne of grace by vocal prayer, yet was able to express 
ordy a small portion of my feelings in words. Under a procioua 
sense of Divine acceptance, my peace flowed sweetly, and I trust the 
cause of truth was exalted. 

BscEFooT. — Here we also had a time of renewed favour ; but O, 
how sensibly did I feel that ail glory belongeth unto God ; that these 
tlungs are His own work, and that, without that strength which is 
not my own, nor at my command, I am a poor frail creature, and 
utterly unworthy of being employed in so high and holy a calling. 
We read, that when Israel of old had so provoked the Lord's 
anger, that He caused them to be carried captive to a distant 
land, and another people were sent to inhabit their country, their 
abominations were such that the Lord sent lions among them, which 
slew many of them ; on which event, and the complaint of these 
people to the king of Assyria, he sent some of the IsraeJitish priests 
to instruct them in their own manner of worshipping God ; but we 
find that this measure was a very imperfect expedient, for after it 
was adopted it is Baid> the people feared the Lord, but served their 
own gods. 

Many professing Christians are too much in this state of mind, 
rather fearing than loving and serving the Lord ; dreading His power 
to punish, yet walking after the sight of their own eyes, and the 
unngLnation of their own evil hearts, not so fearing God as to abstain 
ftom the breach of His holy law. It is such who substitute forms 
and ceremonies in worship, having their origin in the wisdom and 
invention of man. Many in our Society are not exempt from this 
delusion, trusting too much to the excellence of our religious prin- 
ciples, and the spirituaUty of the doctrine of the Society, ratlier than 
being seriously concerned to take op tlie daily cjoss^ and coming 
effectually under the power of that faith which workoth by lovot to 
the purifying of the heart, and bringing forth the fruits of the Spirit. 

It is a remarkable fact, relative to the Gospel dispensation, that 
aU its leading characteristics were distinctly foretold by the inspired 
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penmen, several hnndred years before the eventa so predicted too^ 
place. Of this nature is that passage, in which the prophet, speaking 
as in the person of Christ, thus breaks forth — *' The Spirit of the 
Lord God is upon me ; bccanse the Lord hath anointed me to preach 
good tidings unto the meek ; he hath sent me to bind up the broken- 
hearted, to proclaim liberty to the captives, and the opening of the 
prison to them that are bound ; to proclaim the acceptable year of 
the Lord, and the day of vengeance of our God ; to comfort all that 
mourn," etc. Whilst man is resting in a state of carnal security, 
not sensible of Ms maladies, the Gospel is no glad tidings to him. 
It is when he comes to be bruised and broken, by the judgments of 
God upon him for sin, breaking the strong heart in pieces by the 
power of the living word ; it is when man feels himself a capUve, 
bound in the galling chain of sinful lusts, when he is ready to cry 
oat, " wretched man that I am, who shall deliver me from the 
body of this death?" "the good that I would, I do not; but the 
evil which I would not, that I do*' — it ia then, and to minds tho^J 
awakened, that the Gospel of salvation, through our Lord Jesoi^l 
Christ, is truly a message of glad tidings. They teach erroneously 
who say that men may be saved by what Christ has done and suffered 
for them without them, oven whilst they continue in bondage to sin* 
Such doctrine tends to lull men to sleep in a state of carnal security. 
It is not our blessed Lord*s own doctrine. He told the people of 
that day, *'If ye die in your sins, whither I go, ye cannot come.'* 
He came to save men from their sins— not in them. Ho came " to 
make an end of sin, and to ^ish transgression," as well as to mikke 
reconciliation for iniquity by tlio sacrifice of Himself. He plainly 
intimated that they would be found to have bmlt on a false founda- 
tion who, professing to believo in Him, cry, " Lord, Lord," and yet 
do not the things which He commands : that workers of iniquity 
would be commanded to depail. from Him in the great and awful day 
that shall judge the secrets of men, and reward them according to 
their deeds. It is highly dangerous to build our hopes on mercy to 
be extended to us, after the day of visitation is over. According to 
our Lord's parable of the rich man and Lazarus, we do not find that 
mercy was then extended : not a di*op of cold wnter to assuage the 
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^tumieTits was allowed. How needful, therefore, ia it to know rccon- 

ion with Gad, and purification from sin in this Efe ; to know tbo 

sr of Christ to set free tlie soul, held in captivity by the priiice 

>f this world, to break the yoke of sin, and to deliver the galled aou) 

from the power and dominion thereof. 

Thus it is that Christ comforts those that moam ; that He opens 

the bhnd eye, and causes the tongue of the dumb to sing His praise. 

The Gospel, thus received, is truly glad tidings to the poor, and 

healing to the broken-hearted ; but without this state is experienced, 

and the Gospel message is thus received, the Lord's ministers are 

conntrained to proclaim the day of vengeance of our God to the 

diiobedient and impenitent. 

^m Caeusle. — In sitting with the families here we have reason to 

^pbeUoTe, that the great and good Pilot taught ns to steer our course 

H through amongst the shoals and rocks with which the channel is 

oft^n spread in such a line of service. I endeavoured to be faithful 

■ to the openings which presented. My soul was 6Iled with an ardent 
solicitude for the good of my brethren, and might tnily bo said to be 
poured forth amongst them before the Lord* 

Paedshaw. — In the monthly meeting, the complaint of the prophet 
Maiachi was revived — " Will a man rob God ? Yet ye have robbed 
me« But y© say, Wherein have we robbed thee ?'* The answer was, 

P** In tithes and ofi'erings.*' Although, in the Gospel dispensation, we 
are not called upon to make sacrifices in the same way which they 
were who lived under the Mosaic law, yet offerings and sacrifices as 
costly may he, and sometimes are, required of us. We are called to 
hold all we have at the Lord's disposal. One way in which many of 
m, as a people, rob God, is, by giving the preference to our outward 
ipationa, and thus neglecting the duty of assembling ourselves 
together, with our brethren, to wait upon Him. Were we devoted 
I to the Lord's service, willing to be a people consecrated to the pro- 
motion of His honour and glory, there can be no doubt but that 
spiritual gills would be more plentifully poured out, and we should 
iiave raised up amongst us " Judges, as at the first ; and oounsellors, 
as at Uio beginning.*' My heart was filled with love, and my spirit 
elothed with a good degree of life and power in this eugagemeot. 
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CooKERMOUTH QUARTERLY Meetinq* — The Lord*s minisfters have 
often to feel tbemselves as ambassadors in bonds, having no power 
to promote the Lord*s work but as they receive it from Him. When 
He sees meet to withhold the holy influence which qualifies righ% 
to minister, they are necessarily silent. But the word of God is not 
hoimd. Words may cease, and prophesying come to an end, hut 
the word of the Lord endureth for ever. It was upon this Divine 
word, in the morning of the day with us as a people, Friends were 
concerned to build, and tlien the Lord's power prevailed gloriously 
through them and amongst thorn. It is on the same foundation that 
we must be established if we are again restored to he a people to the 
Lord's praise. **The word of God is quick, and powerful, and 
sharper than any two-edged sword, piercing even to the dividing 
asunder of soul and spirit, and of the joints and marrow, and is 
a discemer of the thoughts and intents of the heart." We know 
that the heart of man is deceitful, and when unrestrained, be- 
comes desperately wicked. The Lord searches and tries it. He 
alone can discover unto us our true state, and set om sins in order 
before ns. By His living, powerful word, He breaks the roclc in 
pieces, melts, contrites, and changes the heart; nusing in the mind 
of the humblest sinner the cry — A Saviour, or I die I a Redeemer, 
or I perish for ever ! He convinceth us that we have no power to 
save ourselves, that good resolutions formed in our own will and 
strength are vain ; for, notwithstanding these, when we are again 
exposed to temptation, we feel our frailty, and have to mourn over 
it. Should we at any time, think, that if we are only watchful and 
carefid, we may safely go into the way of our souls' enemies, how 
often have we to lament our mistake, with blushing and confusion of 
face. We are taught to pray that we may not he led into temptation; 
but we must be careful not voluntarily to go in the way of it, other- 
wise, the prayer is in vain. If we presume on our own strength, we 
shall often be ready to cry, '* wretched man that I am ! who shall 
deliver me from the body of tliis death ? Many have thus to mourn, 
and the way to experience deliverance from the power of our souls* 
enemies is to dwell patiently and humbly under this exercise, trust- 
ing no longer in oar own strength, ceasing to have any confidence in 
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flesh, carefully leaning on the arm of Divine power, that all the 
of our salvation may be of God. Thus do we come to expe- 
rience that, though snch as have been accustomed to do evil^ cannot 
of themselves ** learn to do well," any more than the Ethiopean can 
cliange his sldn, or the leopard his spots, yet Ho who created us in 
the beginnings can effectually change the hard heart, and thus pre- 
pare US to offer that sacrifice which God, through the mediation of 
Christ, gracioasly accepts ; and He, by leading us to walk watchfully 
in His holy fear, not trufiting in ourselves, causes our light and our 
trength to increase — for, "In the Lord Jehovah, is everlasting 
The "Word," which is Christ, not only convicts and 
enlightiins, but it quickens the soul unto God, and gives power to 
overcome evil. It leads into aE truth, into uprightness and sincerity 
towards Him. It removes that disposition which would appear one 
thing in one place^ and another thing in another. It leads out of aU 
hyiwcrisy, and doublo-mindcdness, into that condition in which wo 
desire, above all things, to stand approved in the sight of God, and 
leads 08 to walk with a single eye to His glory. Thus are we 
brought into that state which the Apostle describes when he thanks 
God for His " unspeakable gift," and exclaims, ** There is therefore 
now no condemnation to them which are in Christ Jesus, who walk 

not after the flesh, but after the Spirit For what the kw could 

not do, in that it was weak through the flesh, God sending his own 
Son in the likeness of sinful flesh, and for sin, condemned sin in the 
flash : that the righteousness of the law might be fulfllled in us.** 
Thus walking, in the influence of the living word, we should again 
become a people to the Lord's praise. 
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WITH DANIEL OLIVER, OF NEWCASTLK,

I LEFT home in company with my friend and fellow-labourer, 
Daniel Oliver, on the 8rd of 8rd month, 1825, with the prospect of 
visiting Friends in the counties of Warwick, AVorcester, Buckingham, 
Oxford, Berks, and Kent; and to accompany D. Oliver in Essex ^ 
Suffblkj Norfolk, etc, as my way might open. 

In travelling along, my mind soon became thoughtfol, and deeply 
solicitous for that help throngh which alone the service can be per- 
formed to the edification of others, or to the relief and peace of my 
own mind. I had tunied my back pretty much on all earthly cares^ 
and felt fully resigned to the Lord's service ; hnt as every good and 
perfect gift cometh down from the Father of lights, the God of the 
spirits of all flesh, I was prostrated iu spirit before Him^ humbly 
imploring that He would pour out npon me such a portion of His 
own Holy Spirit as is needful for my support, and for the exaltation 
of the Gospel of our Lord Jesns Christ, which I humbly trust He 
has called rae forth to publish — to the promotion of His glory, my 
own peace, and the good of souls, especially amongst my fellow-pro- 
fessors of the same religious Society. This being my single aim, 
may He deign gi-aciously to accept and bless the oflfering. 

BnEFFiELD. — I revived the impoilant Christian maxim inculcated 
by William Penn, "No cross, no crown." This doctrine is abun- 
dantly supported both by the precepts and example of our dear 
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ler, when He was here on earth to do His Father's will. 
thfit memorable occasion when, for the sake of maukind, Hid 
BonJ was bronght into Buffering, eTon to an agonizing degree, we find 
Him neing this language, ** If it be possible, let this cup pass from 
me : nevertheless, not as I will, but as Uioa wilt." Whilst Hia 
manhood would, according to onr nature, have shrunk &om the bitter 
conflict, the crown is in view, the cross is willingly submitted to. 
Seeing that He, the Lord of life and glory, thus yielded Himself to 
suffering for oar sakes, surely we sbonld willingly resign ourselyes to 
the baptisms necessary for our individual purification, and for the 
benefit of our own souls. Our nature must undergo a change, before 
we cui be rightly prepared to enter that place where a God of infinite 
migesfy and purity dwells, where nothing unclean or unholy, nothing 
thftt worketh abominatiou, or that loveth or maketh a He, can ever 
eater.

In the afternoon, I offered tlie watchword, ** Hold that fast 
Ihon hast/' This may properly be applied to all those who are 
In the right road, who have entered the strait gate, whatever their 
progress may be — if the mind has but been touched with the finger of 
Dtrine love, and a Uttle grain of hving faith raised in it ; let this be 
hehl fust, and it will grow and become fmitful to the glory of God. 

Derby. — After a considerable time of silent waiting, I was enabled 
to describe the poverty, emptiness, and deep self-abasement which is 
often the feeling of the Lord's ministers, who may, in a spiritual 
sense, be truly said to be sent forth without purse, scrip, or shoes — 
nothing for the supply of their daily wants but the arm of Divine 
sufficiency. Yet in the midst of their deep trials and conflicts they 
are not forsaken* And thus is the Lord's protecting care extended 
to all who are really His children. The hmguage, for the encoi 
ment of such, is at times graciously pronounced, ** Fear thou not, for 
I am with thee ; be not dismayed, for I am thy God." If the Lord s 
people were not at times liable to bo assailed ^nth fear, and even 
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dismay, tliis langnage would not have been uttered. But 0, bow 
gracious is tbo assurance, " Fear thou not, for I am with thee ; be 
not dismayed, for I am tliy God ; I will strengthen thee, yea^ I will 
help thee, yea, I '^v'ill uphold thee with the ri^'ht hand of my righte- 
ousneSB," In their severest trials, Ho is near to sustain, ** When 
thou passeat thi^ou^h the waters, I will be with thee, and through the 
rivers, they shall not overflow the© ; when thou watkest through the 
fir© thou shalt ru^i be burned, neither shall the flame kindle upon 
thee; for I am the Lord, thy God, the Holy One of Israel, tby 
Saviour." 

Some encouragement was offered to those who, after having been 
graciously visited, had erred and strayed from the fold. Though 
some of these may even have grievously fallen away, yet if a real 
desire after deliverance and redemption is felt and cherished, they 
will asBuredly again be visited. '* Who gave Jacob for a spoil, and 
Israel to the robbers ? did not the Lord, he against whom we have 
siimed?" Thus when any are unfaithful to manifested duty, it 
is sometimes accordant with Divine wisdom and justice, that they 
should be given up to their own delusions, and so be permitted to be 
robbed and spoiled, as was the case with His people formerly ; they 
may be suflfered to be carried captive by their souls' enemies, and 
held in such bondage to sin, as that in theii^ own wills, they are unable 
to escape from it. But when they arc thoronghly humbled, under a 
sense of their condition, it is a proof that their day of visitation is 
not over, for it is God who makes the heart soft, so that, if the desire 
after redemption is cherished, He will again visit. His light will 
shine, and with it there wUl be a degree of power. Let this light 
and power, however small, be moved in, and obeyed, then peace will 
follow obedience, and as this course is pursued, strength will increase. 
This was David*8 experience. "I waited patiently for the Lord; 
and he inclined unto mo, and heard my cry. He brought me up also 
out of an horrible pit, out of the miry day, and set my feet upon a 
rock, and estabhshed my goings." We may observe, it is described 
as a "horrible pit:** he had fallen very deeply, and sunk as into 
mire and clay, a state fettered and entangled, and very difficult to 
escape from. But the Lord, from whom alone deliverance comcth^ 
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lifted bim up ; his deliverance was complete* his feet were set upon 
a rock, (that rock being Christ, the only safe foundation,) and thua 
his goings were established. Now he could rejoice* " He hath put 
ft new song in mj mouth, even praise unto our God." 

BxRMiNOHAM,— Divine favour was near in our first-day morning 
meetiiig, and we were both engaged in ministry : mine was of a doc- 
trinal cast. When the patriarch Jacob was near the close of his life, 
being endued with prophetic vision, he distinctly foretold the coming 
of the Messiah. ** The sceptre shall not depart from Judah, nor a 
Uwgiyer from between his feet, until Shiloh come ; and unto him 
ehaU the gathering of the people be.*' This prophecy, foretelling the 
time when Shiloh should come, was distinctly falfilled. Although 
our Lord's personal appearance, in the veil of flesh, was nearly con- 
fined to Judea and Galilee, yet it was graciously intended that the 
benefit of His coming should be extended, in some degree, to the 
fallen sons of Adam over the whole habitable globe. ** Unto him 
shaH the gathering of the people be." He was " a light to lighten 
tho Gentiles," as well as the glory of God's peculiarly favoured 
pie, Israel. Hence, "other foundation can no man lay, than 

i is laid, which is Jesus Christ.'* It is therefore needful, that 
we should not only humbly and sincerely believe in Him as our 
example, in a lowly, humble, and self-denying life, and as a ransom, 
propitiation, and sacrifice for our sins, by His death, but we must 
also receive Him in the way of His coming in our hearts, as a light 
to enlighten, for He is to be God's "salvation unto the ends of the 
earth*" 

WoRCESTEE. — I was led to explain a little the nature of a call to 
the ministry- Our Society has ever believed that the qualification 
for the ministry of the Gospel is truly a gift, not to be exercised in 
the will, ability, and learning of men. "Every good gift and every 
jwrfect gift is from above, and cometb down from tlie Father of bghts, 
with whom is no variableness, neither shadow of tumiug*" There 
cannot be a doubt that the prophecy of Joel was de^^ned to extend 
to this generation, as well as to the past, or to the days of the primi- 
tive charch. " I will pour out my Spirit upon all flesh, and your 
sons and your daughters shall propheay/' Were there but amongst 
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ns moro dedication, a more full Hiiirendor to the Lord's service, a 
greater willingness to submit to the necessary baptisms, which woald 
purify and prepare us, as vessels for the Lord's use, we should eiqie- 
rience a more plentiful nnfolding of the mysteries of His kingdom, 
by dreams, by visions, or by revelations, as well as by other instru- 
mental means. Even upon the little ones» the servants and handmaids, 
those who are little in tlieir own eyes, and small in their own esteem, 
would the Holy Spirit be poured out, and they should prophesy. 
As we are one spiritual body of many members, every member has 
its respective use and place ; and as in the natural body, we know 
there are parts which, though invisible, contribute greatly to the 
general vigour and useftilueas, so with respect to those memben^ 
amongst us who keep under a secret exercise for the welfare of the 
church, though they are but little seen or known by their brethren, 
their service in contributing to the strength and usefulness of the 
body, is great. 

Warwicjk, — ^Our company was increaBed by a few of the towns- 
people, to whom I addressed a little on the subject of worship. True 
worship is a very simple thing. The sacrifices of God are said to be 
a broken spirit and a contrite heart, "A broken and a contrite 
heart, O God, thou wilt not despise/' But it is God who maketh 
the heart soft j hence arises the necessity for our waiting upon Him* 
This is not done by merely sitting down in outward silenc^^ *n<i 
presenting our bodies before Him, but wo must also endeavour to 
attain to a reverential frame of mind, and wait to know the arising of 
that life, through the quickening efficacy of which, living desires and 
aspirations are felt to arise unto the Giver of all good. We know 
not what to pray for as we ought, but the Spirit helpeth our infir- 
mities, yea, at times, as with sighs and groans which cannot be 
uttered. It may thus ti'uly be said with the poet — 

" Prayer id thu buidGn of a »igh, 
^^ The fulling of a Icxir, 

^B The upward glancing of ui eje, 

^M Whon QOUG but God is near." 

After D. Oliver had offered a faithful admonition to the lukewarm 
professora under our name, my mind was deeply exercised, and I was 
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engaged in reverent bupplication, to intercede for those whose offering, 
in merely presenting their bodies before ihe Lord, is no more accep- 
table than was that of those in ancient times, whose hearts had 
departed from the living God, and which He declared was only an 
ftbamizurtion onto Him. Access to the foot of the throne was graci- 
oaslj afforded, and ability to spread a variety of conditions before 
Him, who searcheth all hearts ; and under an awlnl sense of His 

■ continued loving-kindness^ to bless and praise His holy name. 

■ Radway. — Here we met a small company of Friends, whom I 
B soQght to animate and encourage to fervency of spirit. It is a com- 

■ mon saying amongst men, ** Where little is given, little is required/' 
^■M it ia not Scripture langaage. Human nature is too prone to u 
I^^Re of ease. We have great encouragement to seek earnestly after 

i^iiritual nourishment, and to make diligent use of such help as is 
offered. We should ever guard against hikewarmness. 

IEatinoton. — A Friend told us that one of his ancestors, when 
about eleven years of age, was arrested at a meeting at which George 
Fox was present, and the poor lad, being taken with several others 
to Warwick Gaol, was detained there about nine years. Though he 
did not enter the prison a Friend, yet, falling into good company, he 
became one. 
Tewkesbury. — We, as Friends, are advised to make our wills, 
and settle our outward affairs, in time of health ; how much more 
anxious then, should we be, to have what relates to our spiritual 
concerns in proper order, even as much as the duration of eternity 

ieifieada that of time, and that is inconceivable. I have often been 
led to conclude, from observation, that a large proportion of the 
members of our Society are graciously permitted to die in peace ; but 
how do they end 9 apparently, in many cases, better than they have 
lived. As the awful period approtiches, how many have to be deeply 
plunged into inexpressible anxiety, before they can attain to a right 
preparation for the solemn change. It is doubtless in mercy that 
J, they are thus dealt mth ; but how much better and wider is it U) 
H submit to the necessary purification in time of health, rather than to 
I have to pass through such conflicts when the infirmities o! the hixly 
^UUf wall'JUgh more than we are able to snstaiii. I am persundiHl, 
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that it is inconsistent vvi'tli the mercy and compassion of a gri 
God, to forsake His childi-en in tlie time of their extremity. 
Lord declared, *' Lo, I am with you alwaj, even to the end of the 
world." 

GLOiTCESTER.^The little meeting was conyened on the moi 
of a market day, but I thought it was a comfortable one, and our vi 
gratefully received. It is a great blessing to our Society, that we 
have been taught not to rely upon the teachings of men. ** All thy 
children shall be taught of the Lord, and great shall he the pooco of 
thy children.*' To this our Lord adds, "Every man therefore that 
hath heard, and hath learned of the Father, cometh onto me." The 
sufficiency of this teaching, when it is diligently sought, and duly 
attended to, has been abundantly proved^ in the experience of many. 
"I am the Lord thy God, which teacheth thee to profit, which 
leadeth thee by the way that thou shooldest go." 

Cheltenham.— D. 0. was first engaged on the necessity of wi 
ing in the narrow way, and on the unavailableness of any professi* 
of religion without this. I had to encoorage such as have 
entered in at the strait gate. Many trials await them, yet Divine 
aid will assuredly be afforded. It was anciently declared of Gos] 
times, ** Behold, a king shall reign in righteousness, and piinc^ 
shall rule in judgment. And a man shall be as an hiding-place from 
the wind, and a covert from the tempest ; as rivers of water in a 
dry place, as the shadow of a great rock in a weary land.'' Those 
who submit to the government of Christ as their king. He is both 
able and willing to protect and delend ; He is to them a hiding-place 
aiul a covert : and how ? He not only shows them when there is 
danger, by His enlightening influonee, but He imparts to them of 
His own meek and lowly nature, by taking them as into His school, 
and teaching them to bear His yoke. Thus as they keep meek, 
humble, and in the lowly valley, the storms of life blow over theid 
heads wnthout injuring them. Christ is their hiding-place and coverlj 
He knows they are at times weary and faint, and require refresUf 
ment| and He causes the stream a of life and love to ilow through 
them, to their comfort and consolation. I also described the proceM 
of regeneration by a comparison with the work of creation in thfl 
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bifflnningp The melting power of Divine love was near to the soften- 
iMig of many hearts, and I trust to the consolation of the tribidated, 
sificere-hearted travellerB aniongBt them. 

Olteston.— The passage was revived, ** To him that is joined to 
all the living there is hope/' How precious is the fellowship of the 
true disciples of Christ — the communion of saints ! It may afford 
©noouragoment to drooping minds to remember the criterion which 
the Apostle gives of our being in a quickened state : *' We know that 
we have passed from death unto Ufe, because we love the brethren." 
On the other hand, such as are in the unregeneratei cai'nal state, are 
at enmity with God, and with His children. ''Be that is ready to 
slip with his feet is as a lamp despised in the tbouglit of him that is 
at eaae^** If, instead of loving the brethren, the Lord's children, we 
take pleasure in the company of the wicked or the worldly-minded, 
we have just cause to fear we are in an unsafe state. I also revived 
the complaint of Elijah against Israel, which, I think, is only the 
second time it has come before me in testimony, since the day when 
I had to utter it in my first appearance as a minister, about thirty- 
two years ago. I had to warn closely against idolizing any creature^ 
for if we love anything more than Christ, He hath declared, we are 
not worthy of Him. 

Bristol. — I had a precious opportunity to declare the truth* We 
read that Naaman^ the Syrian, after he had witnessed the miraculous 
eictension of divine power to heal, through the instrumentality of the 
Lord's prophet, was powerfully impressed with a belief in the sove- 
reignty of God, and the vanity of idol worship, but yet the weakness 
of his nature was manifest — ** In this thing the Lord pardon thy 
Bervant, that when my master goeth into the house of Rimmon to 
worship there, and he leaneth on my hand, and I bow myself in the 
house of Rimmon : w hen I bow down myself in the house of Rimmon, 
the Lord pardon thy servant in this thing." Thus are many amongst 
us in bondage to the god of this world, as in matters connected with 
bnainess, in which they think they are under the necessity of ** bow- 
ing," for the sake of a livelihood for themaelves and their families, to 
something which thoy are secretly convinced is not in accordance 
with the doctrines of pure truth. Such excuses, I am persuaded, 
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will be of little avail iii the great day of account. One is our MasWr, 
even Christ, Were we but T^illiiig, in simple obedience, to wait in 
the light, and bow to the power of God, (which, if rigbtlj sooghi^ 
would be afforded,) we should witness peace to flow from obedience, 
and our strength would increase. ** Light is sown for the righteous, 
and gladness for the upright in heart/' The Lord knows and pities 
the oppressed condition of the pure seed of the kingdom in the hearia 
of many, in whom sincere desires are at times raised after the know- 
ledge of Himself/' ** The Lord whom ye seek, shall suddenly come 
to his temple, even the Messenger of the Covenant, whom ye delight 
in/' But who shall abide the day of His coming, when He sits as a 
refiner ^vith fire, and as a fuller with soap, thoroughly to purge? 
The Lord is ready to carry fonvard and to perfect His own work, 
were there but faith and obedience. May it not be now, as formerly, 
when the Lord declared, '* I have surely seen the afflietiou of nay 

people which arc in Eg;^'pt, and have heard their cry ,and I am 

come down to deliver them?" 

CmENCESTER, — The service required of me was in the line of sup- 
plication, in which I was led earnestly to implore, for the sake of the 
many stripped and almost desolate places where our Society lies 
geattorcd, and deprived of instrumental ministry, that the Loi*d would 
be pleased to pour out of His Holy Spirit upon the seed, and Hia 
blessing upon the offspring of His people, and that Ho would turn 
His hand upon some of them, as the potter upon the passive clay, 
and prepare them as vessels for the honour of His holy name. It 
was a season of precious favour, in which I felt the awfalnesa of 
being thus permitted to approach the footstool of the Divine Majesty* 
We had some iuteresting social intercoui^se. 

Chipping Noeton. — We find in the Scriptures a striking lesson 
on the vanity of seeking to heap up riches for ourselves or our chil- 
dren, founded on the momentous consideration, that however success- 
ful we may be in the accumulation of wealth, it can only be available 
in this state of being, '• None can by any means redeem his brother, 
nor give to God a ransom for him, for the redemption of their soul 
is precious, and it ceaseth for ever" (its state becomes eternally 
fixed). Seeing thei'efore the soul is thus precious, our main concern 
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atioald he for its eternal welfare* In otir outward concerns, we ought 
to aim only at the moderate and reasonable sup|)Iy of the wants of 
the body* If we pursue the things of time with too moeh ardour, 
whether it he its riches or its pleasures, we fail in answering the 
designs of our gracious Creator. I had also a word of encourage- 
ment for those who may resemble the bruised reed, crushed under 
weight of their conYictions — or the smoking Hax, in whom the 
ire of redeeming lore is kindled in righteous judgment. " Behold, 
my serTant, whom I have chosen ; my beloTod, in whom my soul is 
well pleased : I will put my Spirit upon him, and he shall shew judg- 

mefit to the Gentiles A bruised reed shall he not break, and 

cmaking fiax shall he not quench, till he send forth judgment unto 
fictory." How beantifullj^ descriptiTe is the whole passage, both of 
the meekness and gentleness of our holy Pattern, and of the tender- 
ness, the mercy, the forbearance of Him who in righteous judgment 
IB as a refiner with fire : He will not break the bruised reed, or hurt 
anything in us that is truly ulive towards God. Only let these visited 
0X168 yield themselves unreservedly to the Lord*s power, and He will 
carry forward His own work, and in the end, (notwithstanding all the 
subtle reasonings of desh and blood,) Mill bring forth true judgment 
onto victory, even in the feeblest true-born child. How impressive 
is the language, "I am the resurrection^ and the life: he that 
believeth in me, though he were dead, yet shall he live : and whoso- 
ever liveth and believeth in me shall never die.'^ Even the dead, 
and they that are in the graves, " shall hear the voice of the 8on of 
God» and they that hear shall live." 

Banbury. — My dear companion was engaged in ministry in this 
meeting, with clearness, life, and power. I was also strengthened to 
labour. We read, that ** it became him, for whom are all things, 

»and by whom are all things, in bringing many sons unto gloty, to 
Mke the Captain of their salvation perfect through sufferings.** We 
mt not to understand from this passage that in onr Lord Jesus 
Christ there was any sinful imperfection ; but that, as He took our 
nature upon Him, He was exposed to temptations as we are, in order 
that He might be our perfect example of holiness of life, and sub- 
mission to the Di\ine will. Thus He endured, not merely tlie 
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contradiction of sinners against Himself, bnt the most scomfal anil 
ignominious treatment, being often grieved in spirit with the nnbelief 
and Lai'd-heortedneBs of those amongst whom His testimony was 
borne, and His miracles performed. Even after He bad endnred the 
agony in tbo garden, wben the weight of the sins of men was laid 
upon Him, that Ho might bo our Bacrilice and ransom, He bad to 
endnre the additional trial and humiliation of being forsaken bj His 
own disciples* Then, again, Ho was exposed to cont^mptuoua treat- 
ment from the Jews and soldiers, who were permitted to scourge 
Him, and, in derision, to place on His head a crown of thorns ; and 
even after He was nailed to the cross, " they gave him vinegar to 
drink mingled with gall*" All this He endured with patience, meek- 
ness, and submission to the Father's will, until those things which 
concerned Him, as a propitiation for om* sins, were perfected or ful- 
filled. Well might the Apostle say, ''For we have not an 
priest which cannot be touched with the feeling of oar infirmities ; 
but was in all points tempted lilie as wo are, yet without sin," What 
a support and consolation has it been to many of the confessors and 
martyrs for the testimony of Jesus, and for the word of God^ that 
their Lord knew well, from actual experience, how to succour them 
that are tried and tempted. But if the dear Son of God had to 
endure such suffering for our sakes, can we suppose that we can be 
effectuaUy cleansed from the actual corruption of our fallen nature 
without suffering, without confiict? We must also, in some degree, 
be baptized into the fellowship of our Lord's sufferings, and be made 
conformable to His death, before we can truly experience a death 
unto sin, and a new* birth unto righteousness. It remains to be a 
truth, that ** we must through much tribulation, enter into the kin^* 
dom of God." 

Witney Quakterly Meeting. — There was a large attendance, a 
considerable number of the townspeople being present. My mind 
was clothed for the service with life and power, which appeared to 
prevail over the meeting. When our Lord was about to be taken 
from His disciples, He charged them as follows : — ** Go ye into all 
the world J and preach the gospel to everj^ creature. He that believeth 
and is baptized shall be saved ; but he that believeth not shall be 
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Lned.*' It is not the bare assent of the uudersiaDdmg to tlio 
IS of tlie Gospel that will avail ns, but the obedience of liring 
faith, and a being truly baptized " with tlie Holy Ghost and with 
fire/* We must know a being dipped into a deep concern for the 
advation of our sonls^ and the Divine image, which was lost by the 
hm, being restored in us. We must experieDcc the burning of the 
fire of the Lord's indignation against sin^ until tho root of the trans- 
gressing nature is destroyed. Under the force of tho convictions 
which often attend this state^ wherein the exceeding sinfulness of sin 
ifl discovered, and the burden of it felt, the poor soul is at times ready 
to cry out, " O wretched man that I am ! who shall deliver me from 
the body of this death?*' Let none be too much discouraged when 
they feel thus — it is what most have to pass through on their way 
to the kingdom ; but let them trust in the Lord, who is all-sufficient to 
perfect His own work : His tender care is over the least babe whom 
His Spirit hath truly quickened, only let such lie low before Him, 
and move in the light and power which Ho affords. They will thus re- 
edve strength to enter in at tlie strait gate, and to walk in the narrow 
way, which assuredly leads, in due time, to that city whose walls are 
aahation, and her gates praise* It may afford comfort to some sin- 
cere-hearted little ones (who are at times discouraged at the small 
progress they make, and the great distance wliich they feel tliem- 
aelves to be from the city of God) to remember that, in most cases, 
the work is gradual, and that in some the growth is slow but sure. 
We may be instructed by the works of nature; for instance, the 
growth of trees. Let us consider the acorn, how little it is when 
first put into the gi'ound. It springs up as a small and tender plant, 
then it appears aa a little tree ; but in process of time it rises to be 
a lo% oak, the beasts of the field may rest under its spreading 
bonghSy and the fowls of the air may lodge in its branches. My 
heart's desire is that the young and tender ones, who are bending to 
the power of redeeming love, may properly consider this significant 
re — may thank God, and take courage. 

►ixo. — I was ready to believe that my feelings were in sym- 
pathy with some who may be onder the Lord*8 preparing hand for 
service in the church, and under this apprehension, I revived our 
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Lord's words—" Ye are tliey wliich have continued with me in my 
temptations ; and I appoint unto you a kingdom, as my Father hath 
appointed unto me," etc. How sweet and precious must this hm- 
guage have hoen to the poor diseiples at that time ! It ia thus that 
the Lord cares for Hia children in all the varying dispensations 
through which they have to pass ; but let them he careful to continue 
with their Lord during all their temptations, let them flee as to the 
mountain of myrrh, and to the hill of fiankincense, to the place of 
prayer and of deep eisercise of soul, their prayers ascending as incense 
before the Majesty on high : then let them patiently wait *' until the 
day break, and the shadows flee away." This is a safe state. 

Warborough. — In riding along the road to the monthly meel 
a belief was raised in my mind that the bonds, as to ministerial set-' 
vice, in which I had for sovoral days been held, would now be broken, 
and BO it proved. I was enabled to labour in the power of truth, I 
humbly trust, to the conifoii and instruction of many : the stream 
rose fuller and stronger than I could obtain utterance for, so wonder-j 
ful ai-e the works of Him from whom alone come power and wisdoQii 
and to whom alone most assuredly belongs the praise ; to Him be it 
humbly and reverently ascribed. *' Without faith it is impossible to 
please him ; for he that comcth to God must believe that he is, and 
that he is a rewarder of them that diligently seek him." But though 
faith is amongst the first of the Lord's gifts, it is not the only one 
we should desire and seek. We annually hear the query, ** Is there 
among you any growth in the truth ?" The state of the true Chris- 
tian, the really quickened mind, is a state of progressive advancement; 
not stationary, nor yet retrograde^ as the door on its hinges, but of 
steady, progressive improvement : as saith the Apostle, " Add to 
your fidth virtue ; and to virtue knowledge ; and to knowledge tem- 
perance; and to temperance patience; and to patience godliness; 
and to godliness brotherly HndnesB ; and to brotherly kindness d 
rity : for if these things be in you and abound, they make you that 
ye shall neither be barren nor unfruitful in tho knowledge of our Lord 
Jesus Christ : but he that lacketh these things ia blind, and camK 
see afar off, and hath forgotten that he was purged from his old sins,'* 
Hence it is evident, that there is abundance of work for us to do. 
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and of spiritual gifts for as to be solicitous to obtatn, after we liaTe 
received the preciotts gift of faith. Manj talents aie offered for onr 
acceptance, provided we are but sufficiently careful to improve tliog© 
we have, accordJng to the inteBtion of the great and mimificent Giver. 
We must strive to make two five, and five ten, if wo would stand 
approved in the sight of God. " Other foundation can no man lay 
than that is laid, which is Jesus Christ.'* The Scriptures of truth 
are a precious talent, for they testify of Christ: much of the will 
of God concerning man is revealed in the Biblo, and blessed is he 
of whom it is said, *' His delight is in the law of the Lord, and in 
hia law doth he meditate day and night." Paul admonishes Timothy 
to give diligence to reading and to meditation. Let this be our prac- 
tice, and let os go to the Lord's feet to have the things which ajipor- 
tain to our own salvation unfolded to us, and we shall not lack wisdom 
to guide and direct us. He not only openeth the understanding, hnt 
tescheth in the school of experience, where the lessons we receive 
make a deep and lasting impression. Clurist takes us into His school 
to teach ns to bear His yoke, to walk in the way of cross-bearing. 
He sometimes leads His children as into the wildemeaa ; '' He hatli 
led me, and brought me into darkness, but not into light.'* was the 
language of one of the prophets. Bat there are prouiiBes for such to 
tmst in. "I will allure her, and bring her into t])e wildemess, and 
speak comfortably unto her ; and I will give her vineyards from 
thence'* [open to view fields of future labour and usefulness,] ** and 
the valley of Achor for a door of hope." Wlien we are led as the 
blind by a way that we know not, and into paths which we have not 
seen* we feel that we are dependant upon God for the supply of all 
our need, even for our daily sustenance. Then it is that we are 
brought aa into the valley of Achor, into deep searching, to discover 
what it is that retards our progress in our spiritual journey, and 
osoieih 08 to fill! before our souls* enemies ; and a willingneas in 
wrought in ns to give up all which the Lord requires at our hands. 
Thus obedience to tlie Divine will is yielded, and then the *' door of 
hope" 18 evened, the light of God*a countenance ^gtkin shines upon 
QB, and we are enabled to go forth in His service sucoessftilly. 
It is said» that Israel of old " were all baptized nnto Moses in the 
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clond and in the sea." How was this? Was it not by being 
brought into a state of entire dependanco, into a great strait; the 
mountains were on either side, their enemies beliind, and the sea 
before them ; then they cried unto the Lord, they were plunged or 
baptized into great distress, and saw clearly that they had no other 
way of escape than by diligently attending to the voice of God by 
Moses: and thus they became ''baptized unto Moses,** as their 
DiYincly appointed leader, " in the cloud and in the sea/* And so it 
is now, that the deeply tribulated soul, plunged into conflict and 
distress, is brought near to Christ, our holy Leader, as our only way 
tu the kingdom^ our Deliverer from the guilt and dominion of sin. 
It was said that the Israelites *' did all eat the same spiritual meat, 
and did all drink the same spiritual drink ; for they drank of that 
spiritual rock that followed them, and that rock was Christ." If this 
was the blessed privilege under that dispensation, how much more 
clearly and abundantly is it the privilege now of the true, faithful, 
sincere disciple of Christ ? 

Leighton BuzzAJiD.— The meeting was a time of favour to us 
both. I revived the remembrance of that form of prayer, which is 
sometimes put into the mouths of children before they properly 
understand its meaning : — " Sanctify thy good creatures to our use, 
and us to thy service, through Jesus Christ our Lord." Though 
there is reason to fear that many address this language to the 
Almighty in little better than mere formality, yet we may be in- 
stnicted by the contemplation of it. We ought ever reverently to 
desire that the Lord's ** good creatures," His outward gifts, may he 
sanctified to our use, and that we, who are ** bought with a pric©s*' 
jjnay be sanctified, or set ai>art for His service ; that by a godly life 
and conversation we may answer the end of our creation, through 
living to the glory of God. But we must not hope to attain to this 
state in our own strength, or by the exertion of our natural powers, 
but experience it to be accomplished in the way which the Author 
of our salvation designs, by and through our Lord Jesus Christ, 

There is cause to fear that one reason why so few in our Society 
attain to that state of perfection which our worthy ancestors believed 
to be attainable in this life, even a restoration of that image of God, 
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Wliich man stood before tbe fall, is, that so few of tliem really 
it tlieir aim ; and if we do not bo much as aim at perfection, it 
is Tory improbable that it will become omr attainment. Yet, when 
we eonsider, tltat notliing impnre or nnholy can enter the Lord's 
heavenly kingdom, tbe reflection is very serious. We have, indeed, 
canfie to hope and believe, that a large proportion of tbe members of 
OUT Society do end their lives in peace with God ; we must therefore 
conclude, that many have to pass through tbe purifying famace on a 
bed of languishing. WliilBt we admire and iwloro the longsuftering 
and mercy of God, who thus deigns to deal with ns, yea, with many 
whom He hath by His Spirit enlightened, surely gratitude, and a 
jnst sense of duty, Rhould stimulate us earnestly to desire to be 
made more conformable to His holy will. Let Him whom we seek^ 
and in whom at times our souls dehght, even the Messenger of the 
Covenant, sit in the temple of our hearts, as a refiner with fire, and 
throughly purge the floor. But how few are willing to be thus 
throughly purged ? Some think, if they can but attain to that degree 
of propriety of life and conversation, in which their parents have 
stood, it may do for them ; but the will of God should be our aim 
and rule. We have cause to believCt that many of our predecessors 
in the truth did attain to this state, and that many, in the present 
day, do also attain to a state in which there is no condemnation, 
being in Christ Jesus, and carelul not to walk after the fiesh, but 
sftar the Spirit, knomng tbe law of the spirit of life in Him to make 
free from tbe law of sin and death. Were we, as a Society, thus 
devoted to the Lord's service, and striving to be made conformable 
to His will, there would be raised up a living army, which should 
stand forth for the honour of His name, and for the advancement of 
the cause of truth in such way as He should appoint. We may 
easily discover that what the Apostle describes, is nothing short of 
perfection, and of victory over the soul's enemies* when hi^ says, 
** The weapons of our warfare are not carnal, but mighty through God 
to the pulling down of strongholds ; casting down imaginations, and 
every high thing that exalteth itself against the knowledge of God^ 
and bringing into captivity every thought to the obedience of Christ.** 
And what are the weapons by which this work is ejected ? Let the 
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Apostle speak. ** Finally, my brethreD, be strong in tke Lord, and 
in tlie power of bis migbt. Put on the whole armour of God, that ye 
■may be able to stand against tbe wiles of tlie devil. For we wrestle 
not against flesb and blood, but against principalities, against powers. 
Against the rulers of the darkness of this world, against spiritual 
wickedness in high places. Wherefore take unto you the whole 
armour of God, that ye may be able to withstand in the evil day, and 
having done all, to stand. Stand therefore, having your loins girt 
about with truth, and having on the breastplate of righteousness ; and 
yuur feet shod with the preparation of the gospel of peace ; above 
all, taking the shield of faith, wherewith ye shall he able to quench 
all the fiery darts of the wicked. And take the helmet of salvation, 
and the sword of the Spirit, which is the word of God : praying 
always with all prayer and supplication in the Spirit, and watching 
thereunto with aU perseverance." May we all deeply ponder the 
purport of this passage. 

UxBRiDGE.— " Offer unto the Lord thanksgi^'ing, and pay thy vows 
unto the Most High ; and call upon me in the day of trouble : I will 
deliver thee, and thou shalt glorify me/' Many, in seasons of pre- 
cious visitation, are favoured to see what the Lord requires of them, 
and are made willing to vow allegiance to Him ; hut it is of great 
importance that, when the sacrifice has been thus pointed out, we 
should be concerned, as was Abraham, vigilantly to drive away the 
wild birds, or those dispositions which would mar or devour what the 
Lord is prepaiing : for want of this, many are hindered from growing 
in the experience of Divine things. It is said, "The Lord is our 
king; he wiU save us." But how can we hope to know Him as out 
defender and protector from our soul's enemies, unless we are con- 
cerned to walk in His counsel, and carefully keep His commandments, 
thus paying our vows to Him ? It is by yielding to His guidance! 
that protection is experienced. We can have no well-grounded hope 
of advancing in the way of life, until those vows which have been 
made in the Divine counsel are duly observed. 

Ifield.— I had to call the attention of those present to the awful 
warning, given through the Apostle John, to the church of Laodicea, 
respecting their lukewarmness. There is cause to fear that a similar 
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eomplaisit maj justly be made against miiny in our Society, in whom 
Hifln IB a great want of holy earnestness lu seeking after the sub- 
9teii«6 of true religion. There is great need of more fenrency of 
spirit in waiting upon God : too much coldness of heart, and want of 
animation, prevails over many. It was said of sonio, formerly, " This 
people draweth nigh unto me with their mouthy and honoureth me 
with their lipa ; but their heart is far from me." Mere profession 
will be of small arail ; the Lord's people must worship Him in spirit, 
with holy fervour of soul, as well as with truth, sincerity, and upright- 
iie#s of heart. These are acceptable worshippers, and they shall be 
fed with the bread and water of life. We find, by experience, that it 
IB often true that the righteous have to share in the chastisement of 
ihe wicked : the whole church of Laodicea was in danger of rejection. 
ThttB aineere and devoted souls suffer through the careless and neg- 
hgmi ; the spring of life is so shut up, that even in their religious 
BBBemblies their souls languish, they cannot attain to that degree of 
rBfreshment which they long for. It may sometimes be said that 
the living are scarcely able to bear the weight of the dead ; thus the 
host of Israel suffered through the sin of Achan. But when th< 
Lord's true-hearted ehihlren cannot find in tJieir rcdigious meetingsj 
that refreshmeut which their souls require, let them seek it in soli* 
tary places, when alone, out of meeting, in the fields, or elsewhere, 
according to their circumstances. Let them pour out their criei 
before God, like Joshua, and He will assuredly regard them in mercy, 
for He has promised it. ** When the poor and needy seek water, 
and there is none, and their tongue fkileth for tliirst, I the Lord will 
hear them, I the God of Israel will not forsake them." He wiU^ 
assuredly help them in His own time and way ; Ho ** ^ill open rivera 
in high places, and foiuitains in the midst of the valleys ;*' He will 
even make their *' wilderness like Eden,** and their " desert like 
en of the Lord ; joy and gladness shall be found therein, thanks' 
and the voice of melody." My mind was at this season 
xemplification of the truth and fulfilment of these promif 
Praises be ascribed unto our God ! 

Briohton.— About fifty-five years ago» this meeting consisted of 
.i>rx ft^w, who useil to ait in a private room, instead of using the 
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meeting-houHe. I pen my menioraiidtt respecting our meeting 
Brighton on my way to Maidstone, after having, in the interim,' 
attended six other meetings, so my account is brief. I revived the 
testimony of the poor negro in America, " Friends, be still ; Christ 
must be honoured :" also, that of our dear Lord Himself, " He that 
hononreth not the Son honoureth not the Father which hath scut 
him/' Christ must and will eventually he honoiured; for before 
Him all must bow, either in mercy or in judgment, but He came 
**to seek and to save." Even after He had remonstrated with the 
gainsaying Jews for their unbelief and hardness of heai't, He addefl, 
** these things I say, that ye might be saved/* Thus did God evince 
mercy, forbearance, and longsuffering, even as He declared by His 
prophet, '* Therefore will the Lord wait, that he may be gracious 
unto you, and therefore >vill he be exalted, that he may have mercy 
upon you/* How wonderfully arc the Lord's jadgments dispensed] 
in mercy, for the recovery of His fallen creature, man ! How much 
wiser is it in us to surrender ourselves to Uie Lord'tJ will and service 
in this, the day of His merciful visitation, seeing we must bow 
His power in the day of aT\ful and righteous reti'ibution. Though in 
that day the rebellious shall caU upon the rocks to fall upon them, 
and on the mountains to cover them, it will bo utterly in vain. The 
Psalmist was sensible of this when he queries, ** Whither shall I go 
from thy Spirit, or whither shall I fleo from thy presence ? If I 
Hscend up into heaven, thou art there, if I make my bed in hcU, 
behold, thou art there/' even there, by His Almighty restrainingj 
power, He commandeth the unclean spirits, and they obey Him. 

Dover. — B. Oliver was first engaged, reasoning, in a forcible 
manner, with such as were disposed to gratify the corrupt inclinations 
of our fallen nature. This opened my way to press the necessity of 
the new birth. Our Lord said, "Except ye be converted, and be- 
come as little children, ye shall not enter into the kingdom of hea- 
ven/' *' Yo must be bom again /' born of water and of the Spirit, 
We must put off the old man with his deeds, which are corrupt, 
and put on the new man, created after God in Christ Jesus, nnto 
good works. How high and holy is our calling ! ** !£► any man be 
in Christ, he is a new creature ; old things are passed away, boboldp 
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aU thiDgs are become new; &Qd all thingB aro of God/' I also 
deacribed to what degree the Gospel dispensation, in its operation 
apou men, tends to loTel and equalize : it not only humbles the high 
and lofty to the lowliness and simplicity of a little chQd ; it not only 
bnogs down the mountains and the hiJls, but it exalts the valleys. 
We may be too low, as well as too high. It is one of the gracious 
attributes of Him who " inhabiteth eternity, whose name is holy," 
that He dwelleth also with him *' that is of a conti-ite and humble 
apirit, to revive the spii-it of tlie humble, and to revive the heart of 
the contrite ones." But the Lord*8 children, after having been 
fiivonred with precious and heart-teudeiing visitations, sometimes 
prevent the free flowing of the river of Divine refreshment ami conso- 
lation, through want of entire resignation and unreserved submission 
to the Divine will, in the various dispensations throngh which He 
seea meet for them to pass, and often through want of a more lively 
faith. Thus \h& enemy prevails for a season, and brings them under 
diflcotiragement, and sometimes they feel as if the shield of the 
mighty were vilely cast away, as though it had not been anointed 
with oil. How precious is that shield of living faith in the goodness, 
wisdom, and providence of God, which is, or would be, given to the 
faithful followers of Christ, whereby they are at times enabled to 
silence the insinuations of him who is styled, '* the accuser of the 
brethren," and to turn aside hia fiery darts. Thus may we stay our 
minds on the Lord's all -sufficiency. Even when as on the waves of 
the sea, we are ** tossed with tempests^ and not comforted,'* He can 
say, ** Peace, be still," Ailer I had sat dovni, a few words presented 
for the young people. Youth is the spring-time of life, a period of 
great importance, and according to the culture which young people 
receive, and the natnre and quality of the seed then sown, the future 
is likely to prove ; hence the importance of great watchfulness and 
dilLgence. Much depends on the books they read, and the company 
tbey keep : great care should be exercised in the selection of both, 
for their inOuence is powerful, and the bias thus given to the mind is 
often lasting. There is much wisdom in the words of Paul, "All 
things are lawful for me, but all things are not expedient ; all things 
aro lawfnl for me, but all things etiify not." Let the dear young 
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people, therefore, have a special regard for such things only as are 
reidly expedient for them, and which haTe a direct tendency to their 
odificatiou, tLeir building up in the most holy faith. 
I Margate. — My subject was the history of Abraham, some poa- 
eages of which I was ready to believe were pecuharly appropriate to 
the state of some present. When Abram was yet in his nadre 
country, the Lord said unto him, " Get thee out of thy country, and 
from thy kindred, and from thy father's house, unto a land that I will 
shew thee.*' Ho went forth in the obedience of faith, not knowing 
whitiier he went; but when he had pitched his tent, how often do 
we find that it was amongst his first concerns to set up an altar, and 
call upon the name of the Lord. And when in some instances, 
through foiir, aud feeling himsolf a stranger, human weakness pre- 
vailed over him, how signally did the Almighty interpose for his 
preservation and deliverance ! kings were rebuked for his sake. The 
Lord was tnily his sun and shield, even, as He said, for his enoou- 
ragement. ** Fear not, Abram ; I imi thy shield, and thy exceeding 
great reward/' And when the Lord was pleased, in a miraculous 
manner, to bless hira with a son, and when the boy was grown up, 
and Abraham was put to the pinching trial of being required to offer 
up the child of promise, as a burnt sacrifice, we find that his faith 
and confidence in the goodness and power of God were 00 strong, 
that he did not confer with flesh and blood, or make any hesitation, 
but yielded impHcit obedience ; he took the lad and the wood, laid 
all in order for the sacrifice, and reached forth his hand to take the 
knife to slay his beloved Isaac. But here Divine wisdom and merej 
graciously iiitei-posed, and the angel of the Lord called unto him, 
saying, '* Lay not thine hand upon the lad, neither do thou any- 
thing unto him.'* Then Abraham beheld a ram caught in a thicket, 
which the Lord accepted as a substitute for Isaac. For this signal 
act of obedience and dedication, how rich were the blessings and 
promises vouchsafed to Abraham ! It is thus that the Lord some- 
times tries His children, that He may prove that theur hearts are 
steadJaat in His covenant; and then, after they are fully resigned 
to His will, He enlarges their path, and restores their lawful enjoy- 
ments which He may have been pleased, for a time, to require them 
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lo uonvDder. The meekness, lowlijicss, and love of peace, of thia 
jpecttliftr ** friend of Gud," are beaatiftilly exemplified in his conduct 
towards hia nephew Lot. They hud long Bojuurued togetheri but 
when strife arose between their servants, Abraham interposed. " Let 
tkere be no strife, I pray thee, between me tuul thee, and between 
mj herdmen and thy herdmen; for we be brethren. Is not the 
whole land before thee ? separate thyself» I pray thee» from me : if 
thou wilt take the left hand, then I will go to the right ; or if thou 
depart to the right hand, then I ^vili go to the left." Beautiful cou- 
descension! The spirit of consolation flowed sweetly and freely, 
greatly to my own relief and comfort. 

Rochester. — Here are two boarding-schools, containing togetlier 
Clearly eighty children. I felt, as usaali with full force, the difficulty 
uf addressing children beneficially, in the way of ministry. My feel- 
ings were almost oppressive, under a sense of the weighty service 
required, and the unfitness and inadequacy of the poor instnimcnt. 
But after long waiting, and an endeavour to attain to patient resig- 
notion to whatever the Lord might be pleased to permit to attend 
me« He was pleased to open a way for me, I may truly say, where 
uo way had appeared, and to furnish both matter and utterance, to 
my humbling aduiiration, and above all, to accompany my service 
with His contriting, baptizing power, to the touching of many hearts 
present. The similo which presented was that of the shepherd, 
who has the care of sheep and lambs* There is much that shcpherdB 
may do for the benefit of their charge, but there is more that they 
camnot do. They may lead their flock to the place of feeding, where 
posture, water, and refreshment may be found ; they may guard 
them from straggling and straying away ; they may watch and defend 
tb^m from that which would wound, hurt, or destroy— from the Uon, 
the bear, the wolf, and even the dog ; but they cannot cause one 
bhido of grass to grow, or a single drop of water to descend. Thus, 
j^ents, guardians, preceptors, or masters, who have children or 
mg people entrusted to thehr charge, may discover the nature of 
leir ttervioe. They may take the dear cluldien into the way of receiv- 
ing benefit ; tliey may watch over them, and endeavour to keep them 
iii thu ><trait aiirl naiTow wav which leads to life and blessedness ; 
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thoy muy ngiliiiitly gtiard and eiuleftvour to defend them from 
which would hurt or destroy — from those dispositions in themselves, 
or in others arorind them, which have a tendency to ensnare or cor* 
rapt. They must he especially careful that their own example may 
be such as will lead and allure them to piety and virtue, not to sin 
and evil ; they must be patterns of meekness, gentleness, and love. 
They should also seek to be examples of fervent piety» godliness, and 
self-denial ; they should instruct them in the knowledge of God, of 
His will, and of Jesus Christ our Lord, and the only tme way of 
salvation by Him, and the teaching and influence of His Spirit* 
lint here their service is necessarily limited; they cannot confer 
grace ; they may be clothed with an anxious solicitude on behalf of 
their precious charge, and the exercise of their souls before God will 
be regarded with acceptance ; yet a man cannot redeem his brother — 
this is the Lord's own work, and all the dear children must be con- 
cerned indlTidually for themselves. When the Lord is pleased to 
touch their hearts with His convicting power, or i^ith a sense of Hij 
love, they must be especially careful how they turn away from, or in 
any way put by, the heavenly Visitor. Let the prayer of their hearts 
be, " Forsake me not, Lord : my God, be not far from me ;" 
" teach me thy way, Lord ; I will walk in thy ti-uth, unite my 
heart to fear thy name." As they thus, iu sincerity, draw nigh unto 
God, He will draw nigh mito them. Let them ever cherish tender- 
ness of spirit ; for though heaven be God's throne, and the earth His 
footstool, yet unto them will He look who are poor and of a contrite 
spirit, and who tremble at His word : these are as temples in which 
Hb delights to dwell. 

CoPTFOBB. — ^Here we had a precious meeting. I revived the 
words of Thomas Wiikinaon — 



" Thou, by thy aolemn lusting word, 

Thywslf for ever binds. 
That those ibou'U teach who wait thy will, 

With pure and holy minds.** 



This has been fulfilled in the experience of vet^ many in oar So- 
ciety, greatly to their consolation and strength » When our Lord 
inqtured of His disciples, " Whom do men snr that I, the Son of

man, ax« ?" they answered, *' Some say that thou art John the Bap- 
tist; some Eliaa; and others, Jeremiaa, or one of the prophets." 
** Bat whom say ye that I am ?'* Peter answered, ** Thou art the 
Clirist, the Son of the living Go<l." Our Lord replied, *' Blessed art 
thou, Siraon Bar-jona : for flesh and blood hath not revealed it unto 
thco, but my Father wliich is in heaven. And I say unto thee. That 
thou art Peter, and upon this rock will I build my church ; and the 
gates of hell ehall not prevail against it," This passage baa been 
Tuioufily interpreted : but I apprehend, that the foundation which 
oar Lord intended to point out is, the revelation of the Son by the 
Father, as the only way of salvation ; of Him who ia the Rock of 
Ages, " the Way, the Truth, and the Life/* This is the inward and 
immediate manifestation of the power of God, for man's recovery from 
the fall, and is in fidl harmony and accordance witli the outward 
appearance of Chnst in the flesh. I conceive that both His outward 
and inward manifestations are intended to be confirmed by this pas- 
sage* It was by immediate revelation, as oar Lord plainly indicates, 
thai Peter knew that Christ, then on earth, was truly the Son of 
Ood. The Son is the Word. ** The word of God is quick and power- 
ful;** it breaks and molts the stony heart; it consumes the root of the 
transgressing nature ; it produces the new birth, changing the heart 
and afifections. Christ feeds the new-bom babe with the milk of the 
word* He is not only the regenerator, but abo oar spiritual food 
and nourishment; not only whilst we are in the condition of the 
child, but throughout every stage of our Christian progress. ' ' Receive 
wiili meekness/' saith the Apostle, " the engrafted word, which is 
able to save your souls;'* and again — *' Desire the sincere milk of 
lite word, that ye may grow thereby/* Thus is the Son or Word 
rerealed as the true foundation of the church of Christ. 

CoLCHESTEE. — My concem was for the afflicted, the mourners, 
with whom I could feelingly sympathize, and I trast, more consola- 
tion flowed to others than I could then take for my own portion* I 
am sometimes ready to believe that my plonges, baptisms, and con- 
flicts must bo, in degree^ for Uie sake of others. I desire that my 
life may be devoted, and my wiU fully conformed to the Divine will 
conreming me, either to do or suflfer that which shall most promote 
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His glorj. Deep conflicts about this period were permitted to await 
me. but mj cries ascended to my God and Father in secret, and 
were graciously heiwd and answered. 

Earl's Colne. — W. I. keeps a school for boys at this place, and 
has at present two Greek boys from Soio. He had another lad, 
eighteen years of age, also from Scio. For a time he appeared rest- 
less in meetings, and W. I. was one day taking him aside to explain 
to him the nature of oar mode of worship ; he interrupted W. by 
eajring, " 0, you need not tell ; my father tell me : my father got a 
book k'll him. We meet, wo sing, we speak words ; we speak words, 
not feeling ; that had. You meet, you no speak words, you feel ; 
that good :" he proved a tractable youth, and improved every way. 
In the meeting at Earl's Colne, I revived a few lines of Thonuia 
Wilkinson's, under a clear apprehension of duty — 

** Though wc the atepa of science schIp,

We read that when the Apostle Paul was at Athens, that famous 
seat of learning, and when he hehcld their BnperstitioQSy and the 
altar to the unknown God, his spirit was stirred within him. In 
addressing the xitheniana, he said, "Whom therefore ye ignorantly 

worship, him declare I unto you'*—** God, that.,., hath made of 

one blood all nations of men for to dwell on all the face of the earth, 
and hath determined the times before appointed, and the bounds of 
their habitation ; that they should seek the Lord, if haply they might 
feel after him, and find him, though he be not far from every one of 
us : for in him we live, and move, and have our being.** There is a 
great and important truth declared in this passage. God, the Crea- 
tor, is the sovereign Disposer of the bounds of our habitation, or the 
place of our nativity, with all the train of occurrences and events 
arising from our position in life. It is He who determines whether 
our place of being is among the burning sands and the benighted 
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^^^■of Afirica, in the frozen regious of Greenland or Labrador, or in 
^^Wmore favoured and happy isle of Great Britain. How, then, 
ought these conaiderationa to excite our love and gratitude ? May 
the dear children present remember that to God they owe every 
blessing attendant upon tlie gnarded and good education which they 
are now in the way of receiving. But for His providential direction, 
they might have been bom of parents who would have suffered them 
ta stroU about, in &lth and misery, through the crowded streets and 
lanes of some large town. Ought we not, therefore, to love, fear, 
and serve our gracious Creator, and carefully to yield to the visita- 
turns of His Spirit 9 Our Lord declared the necessity of regeneration, 
but, at the same time, He pointed out that we cannot at all timea 
discover the manner of the Holy Spirit*s operations, in effecting thia 
^ great work. **The wind bioweth where it listeth, and thou hearest 
Bthe sound thereof, but canst not tell whence it cometh, and whither 
it goGth ; 80 is every one that is born of the Spirit." We know the 
operations of the Lord's Spirit by its fruits or effects, and this even 

I at times when the manner is imperceptible to us, and undefinable by 
our capaeit}'. It is especially so to inexperienced children ; but when 
they feel conviction for sin, or when their minds are humbled and 
tendered, then let them be careful not to dissipate or put aside these 
precious feelings : rather let them cherish and encourage such, pray- 
ing to the Lord to teach them His w&y. He will love such as these, 
He wiU draw near to tliem, and enlarge their understandings; and, 
A8 they faithfully yield to His requirings as they are made sensible 
of ibmi, He will increase their light, and strengthen them for His 
eeirice. He alone is worthy to be loved, served, and obeyed. I had 
alflo much liberty in supplication* 
_ Baiidfteld. — Our Lord declared that "Whosoever shall exalt 
VliiiQSf'l^ shall be abased, and he that humbleth himself shall be 
exalted/* " God re^steth the proud, and giveth grace to the hum* 
ble.** Pride may, and doubtless oft^n does, exist under a plain 
garb, and humility under a gaody one ; yet true humility vn]\ not lead 
to the extravagant or expensive decking and adorning of the person. 
unc have been accustomed to these things, which hare remained 
tliem as habits after the heart has ondergone a change. Prido 
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of heai-t often evinces itself iu actions. It is well for sacli as have 
been educated in habits of plainness and simplicity to examine them- 
selves closely : do they behave themselves gently and meekly towards 
their inferiors when no human eye beholds ? Here is a test, wl 
ill many cases, will apply. We should guard against pride, becai 
it is displeasing to God, and tends to prevent Him from conferring- 
upon us His choicest blessings, from exalting us to trne honom". 
** Them that honour me I will honour," was His ancient language. 
Let us go into the school of Christ, and learn of Him meeknesB and 
lowliness of heart. But some get too low ; the valleys must be filled 
np, as well as the mountains and hills brought low ; the sturdy oi 
must be made to bend, and the tall cedars must be consumed ; 
towering dispositions must be subjected to the yoke of Christ ; but , 
when it is the Lord's will to exalt the humble, they must not oppose 
or fruBtrato His gi^acioiis designs concerning ihom^ but yield to His 
power, and He will confer upon them true honour in such a way aa 
will tend to promote their welfare, and His own glory. He is also 
ready to revive the spirits of the humble ; they have their low times ; 
let them not, by giving way to doubting and despondency, miss that 
portion of the waters of consolation which are intended for their 
refreshment. Let them learn to wield the shield of faith, let them 
believe in and trust His gracious promise, that in His mercy and 
goodness, He will dweU in them, and walk in them, and He will be 
their God, and they shall be His sons and daughters. I was also 
led to supplicate for the outpouring of the Spirit, that so the seats, 
which are now, or soon will bo, vacated, may be occupied by such as, 
being thoroughly purged, shall be prepared for standard-bearers, and 
shall be enabled to teach Jacob the Lord's law, and Israel His com- 
mandments ; shall have to put incense before Him, and whole burnt 
offerings upon His altai*. 

DuNMOW. — The Lord is a rich rewarder of them who diligently 
seek Him, but there is cause to fear that many in our Society are 
not of this character ; they seek the Lord, but not diligently. Our 
Lord said, ** He that loveth father or mother more than me ifi not 
worthy of me ; and he that loveth son or daughter more than me is 
not worthy of me." Many seek, indeed, but unworthily, not in 
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•ecordance wiib the Umiov ol' iht- Hiai aud great commaudineiit, Tlion 
sfaalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy 
mind and stren^. They do not seek first, and above all, the 
Idogdom of God and His nghteoasness, to which state the pro- 
mise is annexed, that all needfnl things shall he added. Did they 
seek His kingdom, and to be so under His dominion and government 
fts thai He might mle and reign, as their Leader and Guide, they 
would experience the sweet inJlaencea of His loTe. the rich reward of 
Ukoee who diligently aeek Him. Some may think that such a con- 
ditioii is scarcely attainable iii this probationary state, whilst we 
are encompassed with so many infirmities, besetmeuts, and tempta- 
tions ; whilst the tendency of oar fallen natnre is so mnch to the 
earth, and to snblanary gratifications ; but let us remember that it is 
the Lord's work, that to Him all things are possible, and that the 
ebaage is a progressive one. Let as cherish good inclinations, when- 
ever we feel them e^tcited in us. Whilst we were enonucs, God h>ved 
us; how much more will He love and help us when we turn our 
hearts towanls Him in sincerity and truth, and seek His face, tlic 
light of His countenance, with diligence ? We must not rest satisfied 
with assembUng with our brethren, to wait upon God in our religious 
meetings ; we must seek and serve the Lord out of meetings, if wo 
would be owned of Him when in them. Let us seek the Lord in 
our closets, in the fields, in solitary places, endeavouring to turn 
from and shut out all other intrusive thoughts and things ; tljen Irt 
us pour out our souls before Him, putting up our petitions to Him 
who aoeth in secret, for His assistance, and He has promised to 
reward as opealy ; we shall feel God's love to flow to vtSp wc shall 
lieel oar sfifections rise to Him ; we shall feel that we have tieasure 
io heaven, that God is reconciled to as through Chris^t, and that our 
names are enrolled in the Lamb*s book of life. We shall tlien delight 
to hold communion with the Most High ; and when tlie angel of 
GotV^ wrath receives his commission, we shall have the seal of God*a 
chosen, visible in our foreheads, so that be will pass by us ; and even 
when the angel of death approacljes we shall not be dismayed, but 
he enabled to lift up our heads in hope, because our redemption 
draweth nigh ; and with songs of thanksgiving and praise we slinll 
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be graciously permitted to pass through the pearl gales into tb^ 
(julestiai city, the city of the living God* 

We have now completed our week's work in Essex, harmg had 
twelve meetings in six days. Of course, we have had little time 
for writing, hut by early rising, I have got through my imperfect 
memoranda. We have had a great mixture— pain and pleasnre, joy 
and sorrow^ almost alternately ; but in riding along this morning, I 
felt that though there is abundant cause for humiliation, I am not 
sensible of much for condemnation. I have had suffering to endure, 
as I conceive, for the body's sake, the church, and have endeavoured 
to possess my soul iu patience, and have generally been favoured to 
da so* It would have been somewhat easier to me if the meetiiigSi 
had not been planned so closely; we might then have had more 
social enjoyment amongst a valuable body of Friends : but a clothing, 
as of sackcloth, has often been my garment, though invisible to all 
eyes but to the Omniscient One, and whether I could have enjoyed 
social intercourse much more than I have done; may bo doubtful. 
The dispensation is again changed, and consolation flows in my mind, 

Epping.— This meeting, though in Essex, is a branch of Totten- 
ham monthly meeting, and is much increased by a school of nearly 
sixty boys. It was my lot to be first engaged, in treating on the end 
and design of the Almighty Creator, m forming man to dwell upon 
this His earth. It is declared to have been for a purpose of His ovni 
glory, that we should serve and obey Him while here, and enjoy Hia 
presence for evei'moro in a blissful eternity. Bnt do mankind gene- 
rally answer the end of their creation ? It is manifest that they do 
not. Many live, in a great degree, regardless of the Lord*s holy will 
and commandments, gratifying theii- evil propensities, and theii' love 
for the inordinate indulgence of the enjoyments of the things of timo 
and sense. Could children forsee their future conduct, some of those 
yet preserved in comparative innocence would be tilled with horror. 
When the prophet told Hazael how cruelly he should treat the 
Israelites, he was shocked, and queried, ** Is thy servant a dog, that 
^lie should do this great thing ?" Men only get to snch a state of] 
mckodness by degrees ; how careful therefore ought we to be against 
fii'st inroads of vicious inclinations ? '* My son, if sinners entice 
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thee, canBeni tbou not;" consent not to associate witli, uor Htaud in tLo 
wav of Binners, neither walk In the cotmsel of the ungodly, bat rather 
pray for preservation. Seek the Lord and He will be found, ** draw 
iti^h to God, and he will draw nigh to you,*' That the Lord very 
graciously regards humble^ faithful, obedient children, and young 
persons, is exemplified in the ease of Gideon. He chose him to be 
an tnstmment of eminent usefulness in His hand, at a time when he 
WRS Tery little in his own eyes, and small in his own esteem. The 
angel visited him in solitude, as he was threshing com by the wine- 
press for fear of the enemy. Israel had turned away their hearts 
from serving the Lord, and He brought the rod of their enemies upon 
them, until the highways lay waste, and the travellers went in bye- 
puths. When Gideon heard the salutation of the angel, ** The Lord 
is with thee, thou mighty man of valour," he exclaimed, ** If tlie 
Lord be with us, w*hy then is all this befallen us?" but the answer 
was, '* Go in this thy might." His strength was the arm of the Lord, 
who had quickened his mind, and opened his eyes to see the forlorn 
condition of the children of his people. His first work was. under 
Divine direction* to endeavour to purge his father's house from their 
idolatry, and the Lord strengthened him for the service, and owned 
him in it. Thus, children who freely turn their minds to seek and 
serve the Lord, at present form no adequate conception of their future 
usofulnesfi, much less of the sure reward of a life devoted to the ser- 
vice and glorj^ of God, of the joys which will never have an end, and 
of that life which is of eternal duration. D. 0. was also engaged ; 
after which, I wus again permitted to bow the knco in reverent 
supplication. 

O. H, attended the yearly tneetintf in London ; after which ht* 
rtmtmed hu labours. On recommencing hisjournei/, he thus wriieH : 

The time has now come for resuming our labours in the Eastern 
Counties. We feel that we should be resigned to endure that variety 
which BO often awaits the minds of those who are called to travel in 
the service of the ministry. In endeavourmg after tliis stntc, as we 
rode along, I felt deeply humbled, yet peaceful. If we may but 
accomplish that which the holy Head of the church designs, in thus 
sending ns forth, it ii^ enough ; but a fear lest this shonhl not always 
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be the case, through the feebloiiess and frailty of the instrument, ia 
the most discouraging consideration* 

Satfbon Walden. — I felt drawn into sympathy with a tried state. 
It is said, '^ Thon wilt keep him in perfect peace, whose mind is 
Btayed on thee, because he trustotb in thee," We may understand 
by this, that a mind thus stayed will be kept in that state in which 
there is no condemnation, but not that it shall be exempted from suf- 
fering and conflict, which we know are often the portion of the most 
sincere and devoted souls, cither on their own account, in their 
struggles with the frailty and corruption of our fallen nature, or for 
the sake of, or in sjinpathy with, others. It seems an established 
truth, that it is through ranch tribulation that the righteous enter 
the kingdom. Alter meeting I found out a case of a pious, humble- 
minded Friend, who was suffering greatly from deep dejection of spirit, 
with whom I had much conversation, and I have reason to believe, 
that my efforts to cheer her drooping mind were not altogether 
unavailing. 

Thaxted Monthly Meeting.^ — My mind was brought under a 
peculiarly contriting influence, under the feeling of which I addressed 
the young people present in a tender and affectionate manner : 
** Dearly beloved and longed for, my joy and crown ;" to whom shall 
the present burden-bearers, the exercised ministers of the day, many 
of whom sensibly feel that their day is fast drawing to a close, to 
whom shall they look as their successors, under the Divine anoint- 
ingt to hold up the standard to the people when they are gone, but to 
the beloved youth *? We can say, with the Apostle, that we have no 
greater joy than to hear that the dear children walk in the truth, O 
that many amongst them may freely and cheerfully surrender them-- 
selves to the Lord's service ! Then will He turn His hand upon 
ihem, to purify and prepare them to come forth in word and doctrine, 
and to be instruments of usefulness in His church, contributing, in 
their sevei*al measures, to the coming of that day when " His domi- 
nion shall be from sea to sea, and from the river even to the ends 
of the earth/' when in every place incense and a pure offering shall 
arise with acceptance before Him. 

Eathth.— My fear is great of giring expression to words without 
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or beyond the opeaings of tlie pure life, and I am ready to tUiuk that 
Uiis way at times unduly reatrain frum the utterance of tbut wLich 
might safely be delivered ; yet I conceire it is much the safest side 
fur ministers to err on, both for themselves and for the stability of 
the people on the true foundation. The subject before me was the 
due consideration of our latter end. *' that my people were wisc^ 
that they understood this, that they would consider their latter end ;** 
also the message sent to king Hezekiah, "' Set tliy house in order, 
for thou shalt die, and not live^*' with the king's brief but pathetic 
prayer. How full are his expressions ! "I beseech thee, Lord, 
remember now how I have walked before thee in truth and with a 
perfect heart, and have done that which is good in thy sight." How 
precious it was, at such a juncture, to be able thus to appeal to the 
Omniscient God, and to have such holy confidence before Him ! Our 
Lord comforted His disciples with the assurance that in His Father*s 
boose are many mansions, and that He would prepare a place for 
them* How precious to the tribulated Christian traveller, to have 
cause to believe that he is thus cared for by his Redeemer and 
Almighty Father ! But let all be well assured that their grounds of 
hope are well-founded, that they are really concerned to walk before 
GimI in truth, and with a perfect heart, for He can neither be mocked 
nor deceived. 

Chatteris.^** Forasmuch then as Christ hath suffered for us in 
the flesh, arm yourselves likewise mth the same mind : for he that 
bath suffered in the flesh hath ceased from sin ; that he no longer 
should live the rest of his time in the Hesh to the lusts of men, but 
to the will of God.'* I dwelt particularly on the sufferings of Christ, 
lioth as a sacrifice for our sins, uid as our example in meekness and 
patience under suffering, that we should follow His steps in the path 
of oross-bearing and self-denial. He was led " as a lamb to' the 
slanghter, and as a sheep before her sheajers is dumb, so he opened 
not bis mouth. He was taken from prison and from judgment ; and 
who shall declare his generation 9 for he was cut off out of the land 
of the Hving : for the transgression of my people was he stricken,** 
Thus He bore our griefs and carried our sorrows, that by His stripes 
we might be healed ; but bow? Kot that the bare, historical belief 
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<»r lUl'sc important events should he impropeil} icUcd ou, but that wa 
may be put into a capacity for salvation. Whilst we were yet aiiiners, 
we were reconciled to God by the death of His SoQj who became oiir 
ransom, and a propitiatory sacrifice. But we must know these things 
to be applied to us individually by living faith, not resting in mere 
historical belief. ^Mien in the carnal, unregenerate state, any one 
feels conviction for sin, and yields to it, he feels the fire of God*s 
jealousy kindled in his soul ; he is baptized into deep remorse and 
sorrow, he begins to feel the bondage of sinful habits, and the service 
of the enemy of souls to be cruel and oppressive ; and as these feel- 
ings and convictions are yielded to, sin appears to be exceeding sinfiili 
and an insupportable burden. This is the work of the Spurit of God, 
and is the baptism of Christ by tire and the Holy Ghost. Then it is 
that the soul, feehng its need of a Saviour, is turned to behold, with 
living faith* "the Lamb of God who taketh away the sin of the 
world ;'■ and to feel that it has remission of sins through His blood, 
even the forgiveness of sins that are past. How does gratitude to 
God flow in the heart of the believer for the unspeakable gift I He 
had cried in the depths of sorrow and of true repentance, '* A Saviour, 
or I die, a Redeemer, or I peiish ;" now ha\ing beheld the Lamb of 
God, he has fellowship >vith His sufferings, and is baptized into His 
death ; he is willing to take up his daily cross, and to follow Him in 
the regeneration. Thus he becomes armed mth the same mind 
which was in Christ Jesus, and is willing to appear amongst men as 
a fool for His sake. He dare no longer deny His Lord and Master, 
lest he should bo denied before the Father and the holy angels ; he 
is willing that his o^vn will ehould be nailed to the cross, and be is 
is now become a true disci jde of Christ — a real Christian. He can 
say witlj the Apostle, ** I am crucitied with Christ, nevertheless I 
live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in me, and the life which I now live 
in the flesh, I live by the faith of the Son of God, who loved me, and 
gave himself for me.*' He is now not only reconciled to God by the 
death of Hia Son, but ho knows a being saved from the power and 
dominion of sin by the arising of the pure life, so as in it to reign 
over all, 1 bad also to encourage drooping minds, who, though sin- 
cere, may at times let in doubt, because tliey do not feel the power

aiid life ui ^loa m tii<' soul anse, as yet, into caiijplot<? dimiiiiiori. 
Tliiii wa« hhowu by tLc rust n( the two mournful tliscipltis wheu, on 
their way to EmmauB, the Lord graciously appeared to dispel their 
fearti. 

8rTToN» — My concern was mainly for the youu*^ people, especially 
as relates to the f^ovemmeut of tlie thoughts in our religious meet- 
ings. The Christiuu life is said to be a continual warfare, and per- 
hnps this is seldom more tnie than when we are endeavouring to wait 
upon God ; then our enemy is very busy, that he muy prevent our 
obtaining refreshment and instruction. It is said, ** Ye shall keep 
my sabbaths, and reverence my sanctuary : I am the Lord." When 
wo avowedly asaemble to wait upon Him who is styled ''the great 
and dreadful God," it is absolutely necessai^ to our receiving benefit, 
that we should seek to have our minds clothed with reverence, with- 
out wbich there can be no true worship. We may find it difficult to 
atlaiii to this state, but lot the warfare be maintained ; let us wrestle 
in spirit, breathing unto God for help, and as we endeavour in sin- 
cerity to draw nigh unto Him, He will draw nigh untt^ us, and He is 
able to bring every thought into captivity to the obedience of Christ. 
Thus it is that the wandering mind becomes restrained, and the sweet 
inflnonce of the Holy Spirit is felt, wbich is, in its operation, as the 
wind that bloweth where it listeth, the movements of which we cannot 
control, nor fully comprehend, yet thej may be sensibly perceived 
and ft'lt. Why can we not comprehend it, but because it is the Spirit 
of God, and He is incomprehensible? 

HtJ:!«TD;oDON. — In what I had to express, there was a pointing to 
A state not sound in the true faith. ** This is a faithful saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation, that Christ Jesus came into the world to 
sftTd Biimers, of whom I am chief." By this we are not to conclude 
that Paul had been more grossly or notoriously wicked than others, 
but he had persecuted the church of Christ, and this he justly con- 
ndered extremely sinful. No doabt it was so in the Divine sight, 
becAQse it was opposing the work of Almighty God for the salvation 
of man. So it continues that that which is bom of the iiesh perse- 
cutes that which is bom of the Spirit, is at enmity with it. Some 
whci desire and hope for salvation are seeking it in their own w^w hv

I WM Abo led to cneou^go tbo Ime BOVMrap and to sjinpftuiizo 
wHii Mmo of lliai. ^ Btomd am thej Hist aionii, fo tibqr didl 
W oonfoied/' We raid Uiii wIma tlw duldrai of Isnd ntonied 
fron tboir toi^ ca{»tnify, aad were ei^giged to relwild the vafls aad 
t€ai|ile of JeniMleiii, tbej bad to eootend with maoj eamuies, and to 
labour muL&r great dtl&cfillv. Tbna al timee it is wilb awakened 
uundi ; tboogb deroted to ibe Lord^s aenriee and wiB, jet manj aro 
tbeir conflicts ; tbey baie often to labonr §otr a time, aa without bire 
or wagee, and witbont pea^oe. But tbej most exemse foitbr remeai- 
bering that it is not in this life that tbe Cbristiazi is to expect bis 
ehief eonaolatioa. Let tbcm fix tbeir eje steadUj on tbe reeompendio 
»*f the eteni^ reward^ on tUat '* crown of glory that fiadeth not away," 
aiid, in tbe meantimoi let them trust in tlie Lord, remembering the 
promine that aeeomptniea the oommaad, " Verily thou nlmlt be fed«** 
Tltk will be verified in their experience. 

CotciTBSTl^Ji' — ^At tbe close of tbe first sitting of the qoarterly 
meetings I felt couiitniiiied to kneel in prayer, and free access to tbe 
tbrone of grace waa mercifully afforded, to tbe relief of my own mind, 
and to the touching of many hearts with a sense of the love and con- 
triting power of God. 

After tbo bu&ineai was nearly completed, I cleared my mind of a 
burden which bad oppressed it for many days. It related to tbe low 
Mtate of wages, uud tbe prevailing want of education, of tbe labouring 
population uf tliis county. In our travek in Essex, we ascertained 
tbut u considerable proportion of tbe grown-up men could not read ; 
OQ one road this was tbe case with four out of t^e, whom we met in 
Btjccession. Many have only seven to nine shillings a-wcek as wnges^ 
and if thi-y have families, they have to apply to tbe parish for help 
for tb*.^ supply of tbcii- ub«uliite necessities. It is therefore no marvel 
that so many are without school learning. This is an unrighteous 
btttte of society ; the jioor ought to be fairly remunerated for their 
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liibour, and an ublo bodied man oagbt uot to bave to aek as a boon 
wliai is diiu to him as a right. I pressed the matter very closely 
upon Friends, urging them to exert their iniliience to bring about a 
state of things more consonant with sound Christian principles, and 
especially to endeavour to promote the education of the grown-up 
men. 

SODDTTRY Monthly Meetdjg. — ^I sought in an especial manner to 
recommend the Christian viilue of meekness. " Seek ye the Lord, 
idl ye meek of the earth, which have wrought his judgment; seek 
righteousness, seek meeknese ; it may be ye shall be hid in the day 
of tlie Lord's anger." " Blessed are the meek : for they shall inherit 
tlie earth.** WTiilst we may cleai'ly see from these passages that the 
cultivation of a meek and lowly temper is a Cluistian duty, it may 
also be regarded as a precious privilege to be enabled to attain to ii. 
Many of the storms of life blow over the meek and luwly without 
tlieir sustaining injury from them, or even suffering much iuconvo- 
liience ; they bend to the pressure, and rise again unbroken ; they 
inherit the earth, they most truly, and with the least alloy, enjoy its 
comfoi t6 ; they are hid in the day of the revelation of the wrath of 
God, because they are His children. Meekness is represented as the 
ehai-acteristic disposition of our Divine Lord and Master, He tes- 
tified of Himself, " I am meek and lowly in heart,*' and the prophet 
foretold that it should be so. " Rejoice greatly, daughter of Zion, 
^hout daughter of Jerusalem ; behold, thy long cometh unto thee ; 
he is just, and having salvation ; lowly, and riding Qpon an ass, and 
upon a colt, the foal of an ass/' I had also an open time in suppli- 
cation, to my own relief, and I trust the troe seed of the kingdom woa 
refreshed in many hearts. 

Ipswich. — In the monthly meeting of miniaters and elders, I had 
a little service in reviving the words of the Apostle. ** Ye are dead, 
and your life is hid with Christ in God.** To be dead to sin, and to 
the creaturely wiU, that we may be alive unto God, in the hidden life, 
is a high but needful Christian attainment, especially for those who 
are prominently colled into the Lord's service. 

In passing from Ipswich to Woodbridge, we turned a litUe off the 
road, and took tea with Thomas Clarkson, at Playford Hall: he 
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contmiieB deeply iutcrcstcd in the slave question. At Woodbridge 
wo speut an agreeable hour witli Bernard Barton, who read us Bomo 
poetical paraphrases of Scripture^ which he is preparing for publica- 
tion, I was comforted vdth his deep piety. 

Leiston meeting was hold on a 8cTenth-day : it was* well at- 
tended, and proved a good meeting. I reminded Friends that sixteen 
years had elapsed since I sat in that house, and that it might be a 
profitable inquiry for each of us deeply to consider w^hat progress we 
have made in our heavenly jdumey, during that period. Many are 
the changes which have taken place, but we ai*e yet spared ; and 
ought not the longsuffering and forbearance of God to lead na into 
true repentance of all evil I I revived the exhortation of the Apostle, 
** Brethren, the time is short; it remaineth that both ihey that 
have wives be as though they had them not : and they that rejoice 
as though thoy rejoiced not ; and they that buy as tliough they 
possessed not." There is much instruction in the passage, the pur- 
port of which is, that we should live loose from the world, and be 
careful not to set our affections upon it^ but to walk wisely and cir- 
cumspectly, redeeming the time. But many are much entangled 
with ^^Tong habits and customs ; to them may be applied the language 
of the prophet, " Can the Ethiopian change his skin, or the leopard 
hid spots ? then may ye also do good, that are accustomed to do evil.*' 
The force of habit is indeed dif^cult to overcome ; it is like the strong 
man armed, who koepcth Ms house. But whether it be by the power 
of habit, or tlie force of the subtle reasonings of the carnal mind, that 
we are kept in bondage to the enemies of our soul's happiness, there 
is a power that can break the yoke, and let the captive soul go free* 
That power is Christ, who can by His judgments subdue the strong 
man, taking from him that armour wherein he trusteth, and then 
spoil his goods, for Christ hath power over ail flesh* 

Woophridoe.— I revived our Lord's words to His disciples, "Ye 
have not chosen me, bat I have chosen yon, and ordained you, that 
ye should go and bring forth fruit, and that your fruit should remain.'* 
And again : " Your heart shall rejoice, and your joy no man taketh 
from you." This should not be understood to relate exclusively to 
those whom the hotil sends forth to preach the Gospel, because our 
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Lord nimaelf gives tUe doctrine a more general applicatiou. " Every 
branch in me that beareth not fruiV my Heavenly Father •* taketh 
away : and every branch that beareth fruit he purgeth it» that it may 
bring forth more frait." In tliese passages are set forth the sove- 
reign graee and mercy of God — " Ye have not chosen me, but I have 
chosen yon:" "Whilst we were yet sinners, Christ died for us/* 
He calleth^ and then He chooseth the obedient and htinible. " Ha 
was in the world, and the world was miule by him, and the world Icnew 
liirn not. He came unto his own, and his own received him not. But 
as many as received him, to them gave he power to become the sons 
of God, even to them tliat believe on his name ; which were bom, 
not of blood, nor of the will of the Jlesh, nor of the will of man, but 
of God." Here is the call, and the election ; the light shines, the 
voice calls, and they who believe and obey are the chosen. Then 
they must bear fruit— good fniit. If bom of the Spirit, they will bear 
the fruits of the Spirit, which are lovo» joy, peace, longs ufiering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith, meeknessi temperance. Love is the 
first, the ground or soil in which the rest grow, tlie root from which 
they spring; (for **God is love ;") love to God, and love to man; the 
fomier leads to piety, and obedience to God ; the latter to kindness, 
charity, and forbearance towards man. Joy and peace are the reward 
of faith, obedience, and love towards God; and the assurance of this 
joy is measurably maintained by meekness, gentleness, forbearance, 
and goodness (with the other fruits of the Spirit) towards men. 
*' Your joy no man taketh from you,'' not even by imkind treatment, 
liecause we are taught to love our enomieB, and are at times enabled 
even to rejoice in tribulation. Thus wl- see the call, the election, the 
fmit-, and the reward. 

Nkedham Makket. — My subject was tlje duty, nature, and benefit 
of true prayer. We rejid of Jabez that he was more honourable than 
bi» brethren, and ho prayed to God, *' O that thou wouldest bless me 
indeed, and enlarge my coast, and that thine hand might be with mc, 
iitkI thai thou wouldest keep mc from evil, that it may not grieve me!" 
We cannot pray aright in our own tinio or way. We are commanded 
to wntcli mito prayer; we cannot al\*ays pray, but we may wuil and 
watch ; and, as we are thus concerned, willi the mind turned towards 
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Godi desires will arise towards Him, and these, when cheiished in 
humility, sincerity, and fervency, are acceptahle prayer, even though 
they are not clothed in words. SometimeB the bouI h bronght into 
conflict before the Lord, unable to find utterance but as the Spirit 
helpcth our infirmitieB, with cries and groans which cannot be ade- 
qnately expressed in language : this is deep, fervent, and acceptable 
prayer. At other times the mind, which is patiently waiting upon 
God, has a clear sight given to it of its state and of its wants. The 
understanding is opened, and access gi'anted in pouring forth its 
petitions, either mentally or vocally, in living, acceptable prayer, 
Jabez prayed that the Lord would bless him and keep him from evil. 
We should be careful to pray in accordance with the known wiU of 
God, Solomon pleased God by asking for wisdom, above every other 
thing, that he might be enabled to go Ln and out, wisely and accep- 
tably, before the great people over whom he was called to reign. 
Because he chose wisely, the Lord not only, in large measure, granted^^, 
bis particular request, but added many other blessings, ^^ 

A Friend called the attention of those assembled to the instructive 
and awful events of that day. Three deaths had occurred, two of 
them by bathing, in doing which, the duties of the day had been 
neglected. The language was appropriately revived, "Be ye also 
ready.'' ** Prepare to meet thy God." 

MiLDENHALL* — Many of the neighbours camo in, and D, O. was 
enabled to labom* amongst them so largely and well, that I was ready 
to think I might have been excused making any addition, but this did 
not feel safe, and on standing up, both matter and power were merci- 
fally granted to labour at some length amongst them, and to urge some 
of the fandamental doctrines of \he Gospel closely upon their atten- 
tion. D. 0. had alluded to our Lord's sermon on the moimt, which 
proved a copious subject for me. How lamentable it is that so many 
professors of Christianity do not duly consider their obligation to obey 
the plain and positive precepts of Him whom they call Lord and 
Saviomr. He commanded us to love our enemies, to return good for 
evil ; but how is tbe practice of resentment and revenge both incul- 
cated on their childi'en, and indulged in by themselves! He com- 
mands us not to swear at all, but how do swearing, cursing, and 
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taking the name of God in Tain, abound in the land! And ao it is with 
many other duties which are neglected, and things forbidden which 
are practised- Can we suppose that, when the day arrives when we 
shall ail have to stand at the judgment seat of Christ, this line of con- 
duct can escape jufit punishment ? We cannot plead ignorance ; the 
Lord's will concerning us has been abundantly revealed, both in the 
Scriptures of truth, and through His messengers and ministers, and 
also by the immediate teaching of the Lord's ot^h Holy Spirit. 
"God, who at sundry times and in divers manners, spake in time 
past unto the fathers by the prophets, hath in these last days spoken 
unto us by his Son, whom he bath appointed heir uf all things, by 
whom also he made the worlds." The Son of God taught the Divine 
will, instructively and abundantly, whilst He was manifust in the 
fleshy and this has come down to us through the meditmi of the writ- 
ings of the Evangelists and Apostles Ln the New Tostanient. That 
man is pronounced blesHed whose delight it is to meditate in the law 
of God, and this law is abundantly manifest, outwardly, as well as 
inwardly, for that which is to be known of God is made manifest in 
man : the one confirms and corroborates the other. The will of God 
is our law, to obey which is our incumbent duty, in whatever way it 
is manifested or made known to us. Obedience to the precepts of 
God, through the power of Christ, is the alone sure foundation — the 
obedience of faith, hearing, believing, and obeying. Our Lord pro- 
nounced a blessing upon those who hunger and thirst after righteous- 
ness, but tliis blessing will not descend upon them who thirst after 
the knmvledffe of righteousness only — those who deUght to hear, but 
arc not careful to obey. 

Hauling. — The doctrine which I had to proclaim was close and 
plain, but the authority of truth prevailed, and I was enabled to set 
forth tlie mercy and forbearance of God toward His fallen creature, 
man. Though the Divine dispensations toward men have varied, 
yet He remaineth the some, unchangeable in all His essential attri- 
butes. Our Lord exiiibit^^d the predominancy of mercy and forbear- 
ance, oven t4>ward the rebeliioos and the gainaayers, when He said 
that He " came not to judge the world, but to save the world.'* The 
aame kmder forbearance and mercy have been extended toward 
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mankind from the beginuing. When Adam hiid ainned by trans- 
gressing the Divine commandment, the mcrcifol langaogo of oxpoa- 
tulatioD was, **Adam, where art thon?" Adam hid himself, and said 
he was afraid because he was naked, but it was sin that had covered 
him with shame. Whilst he retained the innocence and purity 
in which he was created he was not ashamed to stand before God, 
he did not then seek to shun the Divine presence ; but now, shame 
and sorrow were his portion. The command given to him was, " Of 
every tree of the garden thou may est freely eat : but of the tree of 
the knowledge of good and evil thou shalt not eat of it : for in the 
day that thou tatest thereof thou shalt surely die." The doom of 
natural and eternal death might justly have been immediately exe- 
cuted, but mercy interposed. Death as to the Divine life, in which 
he stood in the Divine image or likeness, did take place, but the 
natural life was spared for a time ; forbearance and longsuflfcring 
were extended^ and a means of salvation provided. So it was in the 
case of Cain ; the Lord remonstrated with him before ho wickedly 
slew his brother Abel. ** Why art Hion wroth, and why is thy 
countenance fallen ? if thou doest well, shalt thou not be accepted ? 
and if thou dost not well, sin lieth at the door.** The same attii- 
butos were revealed to Moses, in glorious splendour. ** The Loi*d, 
the Lord God* merciful and gracious, lougsulfering, and abundant in 
goodness and truth." These are the attributes which the Lord 
delights to exercise ; but let us ever bear in mind that the object of 
this forbearance is to lead man to repentance, not that he should sin 
with impunity. If he do continue in sin, judgment and punishment 
must and wiQ be executed upon him, for the Lord- is also '* a jealous 
God, visiting the iniquity of the fathers upon the children,** even at 
times unto t!ie third and fourth generation of them that hate nim, 
but he sheweth mercy unto thousands of them that love Him, and 
keep His commandments. Judgment must be executed upon tho 
obstinate transgressor. If such might even enter heaven, they are 
not in a condition to enjoy it ; their delight is with the ungodly and 
profane ; the) shun the presence of God and good men. But when 
iJio body or corporeal part, which is now given up to sensual indul- 
gences, shall be laid in the dust, from whence it was taken, and the 
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<liscmbodieJ s})iiit slitill iippeur bel'ort' l»o(l wbo gave it, this awful 
sentence will he pronounced, '* Depart, ye cursed, into everlasting 
fire, prepared for the devil and his angels.^' But although such wa 
these, while in the body, delight in the company of wicked spirits, 
yet there can be no pleasure, no delight of this sort in the disem- 
bodied state ; punishment is then their portion ** where thoii* worm 
dieth not, and the fire is not quenched/' In our present state of 
probation^ tlie Lord exerciseth great forbearance and longsaffering. 
Were it not 8o» the sinner would be consumed as in a moment ; but, 
instead of this, he is daily fed by the bounty of that Being whom ho 
grieves and offends. A mereifol God ** maketh his sun to rise mi 
the evil and on the good, and sendeth rain on the just and uu the 
unjust ;" He is even '* kind to the unthankful and to the evil/' 
but yet woe indescribable awaits those who sin out the day of their 
visitation. 

Tasborouoh, — My attempt was to stimulate to greater mental 
ardour in the pursuit of Divine things. I had to revive the lanienta* 
tion of the prophet, that no man stirreth up himself to take hold of the 
uamo of the Lord, ** Strive to enter in at the strait gate ; for many, 
I say unto you, will seek to enter iu^ and shall not be able ; when 
once the master of the house is riaen up, and hath shut to the door, 
and ye begin to stand without, and to knock at the door, saying, 
Lord, Lord, open onto ns ; and he shall answer and say unto you, I 
know you not whence ye are : then shall ye begin Ui say. We liave 
eaten and drunk in thy presence, and thou hast taught in our streota." 
All such pleas may be then unavailing, except to increase the weight 
of our condenmatiQD, on account of our not having didy profited by 
such privileges. We cannot enter in at the strait gate until a wil- 
lingness is wrought in us to leave behind whatever hinders our 
eutronce. Those who, like the foolish vir^gtns, are not ready wlteu 
the midnight cry is heard, will greatly deplore their indolence or 
negligence, or that they should have accounted anything too dear to 
part with for Christ's sake. Our Lord warns against suffering any- 
thing to impede our preparation for a better state. ** Take heed to 
yourselves, lest at any time your hearta be overcharged with surfeit- 
ing, and dninkeiuiess, and cares of this life, anr) so that day come 
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upon yon unawares : for as a Riiar<i shall it come on all tbem that 
dwell on the face of the whole earth. Watch ye therefore, and pray 
always, that ye may be acconntod worthy to escape all these things 
that shall come to pass, and to stand before the Son of man.*' 

WYMONT>HA>r. — This proved a public meeting, and quite nnex^ 
pectedly to me, a memorable opportunity. My voice felt very unl 
for public speaking, but how wonderful are the ways of Providence 
the weakness of my voice compelled me to speak in a lower key than 
usual, but the bouse not being large I was heard, and it might truly 
be said to be a baptizing season, in which doctrine and counsel flowed 
freely, to the tendering of many minds. I told the people that our 
chief object was to visit our brethren, with such as were accustomed 
to assemble with them ; but that on seeing so many flock in, I vrm 
led sweetly to remember that expansive view of the universality of 
redeeming love which is conveyed in the declaration, ** Whosoever 
shall call on the name of the Lord shall be saved," This must not 
bo undersU>od of formal, tmfelt prayer, but rather of the real earnest 
breathing and prayer of the soul unto God, to be strengthened, in- 
stnicted, and sustained by Him. Our Lord declares, with reference 
to the language of the prophet, *' They shall be all taught of God ; 
every man therefore that hath heard, and hath leanied of the Father, 
cometh unto me." Here we see the operation of that true calling 
npon God, to which the promise is annexed. Salvation is through 
Christ ; the Spirit of God leads to Christ, reveals Him in us. Mont 
people in this land call themselves Christians ; but Christ teaches 
the absolute necessity of regeneration, and the Apostle declares that 
** If any man be in Chiist he is a new creature, old things are passed 
away, behold all things ore become new, and all things are of God/' 
The name of Christian will do little for us without this experience ; 
nor will that peculiar form of Christianity which we, as a Society, 
profess, of taking the anointing for our teacher, and the Lamb for 
oor light, and of being led and guided by the Holy Spirit of truth, 
be of any more avail without the experience of becoming new crea- 
tures. We must put off the old man with his deeds, which are cor- 
rupt, and put on the new man, which after the image of God is created 
in righteousness and true holiness. Are we confessing Christ before 
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men, in all His rcqui rings ? Do we sufier when His Spirit, or the 
trne seed of the kingdom, is in sufitenng, whether in oarsehes or in 
others 7 When the witness for God lies slain as in the Btreets of 
the cityi do we countenance or join with those who grieve and oppress 
the Lord's holy and pure Spirit ? If wo are joining with the worldly- 
minded^ with the wicked, and ungodly, then, whatever may be our 
name amongst men^ Christ cannot own us as His in the great day of 
final aooaont. He cannot say unto us, " Well done, good and faithful 

servant enter thou into the joy of thy Lord,** if we ai'e not 

good — have not done well, have not been faithful to manifested duty. 
I also set forth the real, Christian character of him who has truly 
repented, who has mourned for his sins, and has known the power of 
the Dime word to soften and change the hard heart ; such as the 
poor sinner, who was brought down to sit at her Lord's feet, and who 
washed them with her tears. These are prostrated before the Lord 
in humility and contiition ; they feel the need of a Saviour, and are 
led to *' behold the Lamb of God, who t^aketh away the sin of the 
world :'* they know Him to be the propitiatory sacrifice, and regard 
Him as their ransom. They were wont to pierca Him with their 
mnB, and to grieve Him with their iniquities, but now they experi- 
mentally feel that they '* have redemption through his blood, even 
the forgiveness of sins;*' and when the tunes of refreshing come 
from His presence, they feel that their sins are blotted out for Christ's 
sake. Now gratitude and love to God flow in their hearts, because 
He has thus mercifully dealt with them ; nothing is now too dear to 
part with for the sake of the pearl of great price — for His sake who 
hath loved them, and washed them &om their sins in His own blood. 
Such an one is indeed '* a new creature ;" he truly calls upon God, 
as a reconciled Father ; ho daily waits upon Him for the renewal of 
hiB strength, that he may be enabled to run with ebeerfulnesa and 
alacrity in tho way of His requirings ; and when trials and conflicts 
are permitted, ho docs not faint, but remembers with hope the admo- 
nition, which speoketh to such as onto children — ** My sou, despise 
not thou the chastening of the Lord, nor faint when thon art rebuked 
of him : for whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth, and scourgetb 
every son whom he receiveth." And when it shall please the Lord 

o 
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that the trials and contlicts of His servantB here below **hail termi- 
nate, they shall stftnd before the judgment-seat of Christ ii^itbont 
dismay ; they filiall hear the jo^'ftiJ sound, ** Come, ye blessed of my 

Father:" **Well done, good and faithful servant,.*.. enter thoa 

into the joy of thy Lord." Then Bhall they receive the hiirpa of God, 
and be permitted to sing the song of Moses, the servant of God, 
the song of the Lamb, on the banks of delirerance. D. 0. wi 
engaged in testimony, and was preciously favoured in supplication 
and praise. 

After meeting we rode to Earlham, and were received in a kind 
and affectionate manner by J. J. Gumey. Next morning, he had 
twenty-four of the Friends of Norwich to breakfast, and the order, 
piety, and hospitality of the household tended to make all the guests, 
as far as possible, happy and comfortable. 

North Walsham. — I adverted to the promise of our Lord, that 
He would pray the Father to send the Comforter, even the Spirit 
of truth, which shoidd abide with His disciples for ever^ teaeh" 
ing them all things, and bringing all things to their remembranoe, ' 
whatsoever He had said unto them. This is in agreement with the 
other promise of our Lord, ** Lo, I am with you alway, even unto 
the end of the world/' The teachings of the Holy Spirit are the 
ground and motive of our silent waiting. By this teaching and 
bringing to remembrance have I, this morning, been instructed in 
meditating on that passage of the Lord's prophet where he says — 
*' Cursed be the man that trusteth in man, and maketh flesh his 
arm, and whose heart dcpaiiotb from the Lord : for he shall be like 

the heath in the desert, and shall not see when good cometh 

Blessed is the man that tnisteth in the Lord, and whose hope the 
Lord is : for he shall be as a tree planted by the waters, and that 
spreadeth out her roots by the river, and shall not see when heat 
cometh, but her loaf shall be green ; and shall not be careful in the 
year of drought, neither shall cease from yielding fruit. '^ By the 
expression of making flesh our ai-m, we are not only to understand 
that trusting in our fellow-mortals for help and instruetioUj to which 
many are prone, greatly to their own hurt, and to the neglect of that 
talent of grace which has been bestowed upon them, but also the 
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diBposition to trnst in ouraelves* and our own unaided natural powers. 
By 80 doin^, many make themBclvea of the number of the wise and 
pradent of this world, from whom our Lord declared that the myfite- 
ries of the kingdom are hid. But they who truly trust in the Lord 
are concerned to wait upon Him ; they keep near to the Divine 
source, from whence refreshment and strength are to be derived. 
These grow in the root, they abide in the living Vine; their branches 
shoot forth, and in seasons comparable to the year of drought they 
are not careful. They are near to the fountain of living waters — the 
inexhaustible treasury : they know that weU which springeth up unt) 
everlasting life. * 

Lammas was also a comfortable meeting. In ministry, the precious 
love and life were near ; and the humble trust was raised that I was 
rightly guided by the good hand of my God upon me. We have 
reafion to believe that, at one period of life or another, all are in 
clogree favoured with the visitation of redeeming love, but not all in 
the same manner, at the same time of life, or in an equal degree ; 
hence it is highly important that all should know, or be sensible of» 
their time of visitation, as our Lord intimated respecting the inhabi- 
tants of Jerusalem. They who in sincerity endeavour to draw near 
onto God, when they feel the convictions of His Spirit, or the touches 
of His love upon their minds, will bo graciously regarded by Him, 
however weak or unworthy they may feel themselves, but there must 
be sincerity. Our Lord condescended, when personally on earth, to 
teach some who had been amongst the vilest of sinners. One of 
these, we find, was so sensible of His mercy, that she sat at Kis feet 
in deep humility, washing them with her tears, and wiping them with 
the hairs of her head. We find that publicans, sinners, and even 
harlots, were thus received by Him ; they were not only permitted 
to be in His presence, but to eat at the same table. We also Und 
Him graciously visiting one who was of the rich of this world, and 
nttering the consolatory langnage, '* This day is salvaticifa come to 
thifl honse.*' Another instance of great forbearance and oondesoen- 
Bum 18 exhibited in the case of Nicodemns : he came to Jesus, but 
in an unworthy manner, coming by night, lest he should be seen of 
men, loving the praise of men more than the praise of God ; yet, 
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ftfl he came in Bincerily, though in weakness, with a desire to be 
instnicted* he was graciously received ; to him our dear Redeemer 
taught the important doctiino of regeneration, and, by the record of 
the conversation, to all succeeding generations* What encoorage- 
ment do these various instances hold forth to all, however unworthy 
they may fee! themselves, to come to God by Christ, the true and 
living Way. Those who thus come He vnJl instruct, purify, and 
strengthen. We read, that in time Nicodemus was thus strengthened 
to confess Christ before the rulers. " Doth our law judge any man 
before it hear liim, and know what he doeth ?" Thus may the lan- 
guage be revived, *' Fear not, little flock, it is your Father's good 
pleasure to give you the kingdom ;'* only, we must be of the ** little 
flock*' of Christ's sincere-hearted followers in the strait and narrow 
way ; then shall we know Him to reign, and His kingdom to come. 
Let us own Him as our king, law^giver and judge, love Him, and 
keep His commandments, and, through His power, we shall reign 
over our bou1*b enemies, and be owned by Him in the great day of 
final account, 

Norwich. — J. J. Gmney engaged in prayer, followed by D. Oliver. 
I was led to speak of the case of Nebuchadnezzar, how, when the 
language of pride and self-exaltation was in his mouth, the decree 
went forth that he should be driven from the society of men, and 
should eat grass like oxen, until seven times passed over him ; until 
he should be brought to know and to acknowledge that " the Most 
High ruloth in the kingdom of men, and giveth it to whomsoever he 
will ;" and that ** those that walk in pride he is able to abase.'* This 
is a remarkable instance of the Divine sovereignty being asserted, 
and shows liow offensive pride is in the Lord's sight, and how unbe- 
coming for any mortal to glory in anything which he may be enabled 
to effect, not duly considering that the power or ability to do any- 
thing good or useful must primarily be derived from God, in whom 
*' we live, and move, and have our being." The Lord cautions us 
through his prophet, ** Let not the wise man glory in his wisdom, 
neither let the mighty man glory in his might ; let not the rich man 
glory in his riches ; but let him that glorieth glory in this, that he 
understandetb and knoweth me, that I am the Lord which exercise 
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mdnesB} judj^nent, and righteousness in the earth ; for in 
things I delight, saith the Lord." Nothing can be more deiri- 
mental to the growth of true religion than pride, for ** God resisteth 
the proud ;'* He hideth the mysteries of His kingdom from them* 
In Bome cases^ this disposition is hard eflectnaUj to subdue ; great 
jodgments must b^ brought over it, seven times must pass over it« 
before it can be brought into true subjection to the mil of God. I 
had also to speak of the seven times, or the changing of dispensa- 
tions ; summer and winter, night and day. The covenant which God 
made with Noah after the deluge is a remarkable instance of Divine 
wisdom, and of His tender compassion toward His erring creature, 
man. By reason of the wickedness of man upon the earth, God was 
provoked to destroy, by a flood, everything that breathed, except 
those which were so umaculously preaerred with Noah in the ark. 
But, lest men should be in constant alarm and terror, in cases of 
long-con tinned rain, or the occasional rising of waters, the Almighty 
was pleased to declare, ** While the earth reinuineth, seedtime and 
harvest, and cold and heat, and summer and winter, and day and 
night shall not cease ;'' and He ordained the rainbow, as a token of 
the immutability of the decree. Now, this was very gracious conde- 
scension to His creature, man ; and as it is in the kingdom of nature, 
fio ia it in that of grace. Those who love and fear God He loves ; 
He may chastise them, He may withdraw His sensible presence from 
them for a season, bnt He cannot forget them. When they are 
tempted to fear that He hath done so ; when the language ariseth in 
their hearts, " Is his mercy dean gone for ever ? doth his promise 
iul for evermore ? Hath God forgotten to bo gracious ? hath he in 
anger shut up his tender mercies?'" or when the cry ariseth, **0 
that I were as in months past, as in the days Avhen God preserved 
me ! when his candle shined upon my head, and when, by his light, 
I walked through darkness ;'' at times like Uiese let such behold, 
mill the eye of faith, the bow of the unchangeable covenant, which 
may be seen even through the clouds, and believe that, in the Lord's 
own Ume, which is ever the best time, the season or dispensation 
will he changed ; the time will pass over them, and they shall again 
be visited In mercv. In the meantime, let them bend their wav to 
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tlie place where true prayer is wont to bo made, imto the mountain 
of myii'h, and to the hill of frankincense — to the place where breath- 
ings, prayers, and crieB (it may be with tears) may ascend as aocep- 
table incense upon the holy altar of the hnmble and contrite heart, 
until the day shall break, and the shadows flee away. 

WisDEACH. — Here ability was aflforded to labour plainly and ten- 
derly, with much Chrifitiau solicitude, for the help of those addressed. 
I alluded to the plaintive language of the prophet, ** Ah, Lord God ! 
tiiey say of me, doth he not speak parables *?" This was after he had 
plainly expostulated with them, but they would scarcely helieTe that 
he was iu earnest^ so averse is human nature to be told the plain, 
naked ti-uths of religion, as of individual application ► Thus the 
Lord*s messengers fai'e, to this day. Mtiny, who had even been 
accounted of the number of our Lord's disciples, and who had lis- 
tened to many of His instructions, were offended when He spoke to 
them of the absolute necessity of receiving Him into their hearts, 
under the sti'ong figurative language of eating His flesh, and di-inking 
His bloody explaining that He Himself must become the spiritual 
nourishment of the souls of true believers, ** As the living Father 
hath sent me, and I live by the Father, so he that eateth me, even 
he shall live by me;" and again : *' I am the bread of life." It is 
clear that our Lord meant to describe that nourishment which is 
essential to the life and spiritual health of the soul ; not something 
which the Christian may either possess or do without, but something 
which is necessary for his existence as a real Christian. Our Lord 
declftied, '* He that heareth my word, and beheveth on him that sent 
me, hath everlasting life, and shall not come into condemnation, but 
is passed from death unto life." This passing from death unto life 
is ft change which all must undergo before they can be prepared to 
enter into or enjoy the Lord's heavenly kingdom. We hear of many, 
who, through mercy, are thus prepared, by passing through deep 
baptisms, and painful conflicts, upon a dying bed ; but bow much 
easier is it for us now t-o resign ou2*selves to endure the purifying 
baptisms and conflicts needful to prepare us to stand before the 
Judge of quick and dead, whilst we are favoured with health, and 
ifi possession of our mental powers, rather than to defer it until tho 
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pains or sufferiDgs of the body may be as mucli as can woU be 
eudnred, without any addition &om a wounded conscience. Or, 
what is inconceivably worse, we may be taken away suddenly, yea, 
instantaneously^ as we know many are. How dreadful wonld this be 
if we were not in Christ f 

NoTTiNoHAM.— In this large meeting, Gospel instractioD flowed 
freely, to the tendering of many minds, for which I felt thankful. I 
revived the caution of our Lord, ** I am come to send firo on the 

earth, and what ^vill I, if it be already kindled? Suppose ye that 

I am come to give peaca on earth 7 I tell yon, Nay, but rather divi- 
sion ; for from henceforth there shall be five in one house divided, 
three against two, and two against three,*' etc. By this He plainly 
intimated, that His followers should have to endure trials and con- 
flicts from without, as well as from within, and that such should be 
the tendency of the spread of the Gospel. When the birth of the 
child Jesus was made known unto the shepherds, the song of tlie 
angelic host was, ** Glory to God in the highest, and on earth p6ace» 
good will toward men," Doubtless this is the ultimate tendency and 
effect of the Gospel dispensation, but it is not brought about without 
conflict, struggle, and suflfering ; the powers of Hght and darkness 
contend for the ascendancy, and this both outwardly and inwardly. 
And as the Jews were disappointed and mortified at the lowly appear- 
ance of the blessed Messiah, even so now are many expecting to 
receive and enjoy the benefits of Christian redemption in a way that 
will not be realized. Christ came to save His people from their 
sins, and sin is too deeply rooted in the fallen and depraved nature 
of man, to be removed and overcome without his passing through 
deep and painful baptisms. When we consider what our dear 
Reileemer passed through for our sakea, can we suppose that we, 
the actual offenders, can be delivered from the power and dominion, 
as wcU as from the guilt of sin, without actually engaging in the 
war&re ? and can that warfare bo anything but a pauiful one ? We 
are told, that many will seek to enter into the kingdom who ehall not 
be able ; and is it not because they do not strive with suflicient ear- 
nestness, according to the will of God, and ore not willing to port 
with ail that is manifested to be evil? Let us then freely ^ve 
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ourselves iiito flie Lord's hand, lay aside every weight, every hin- 
drance, and especially that sin, whatever it be, which most easily 
besets ns, and bo run with patience the race set before us, looking 
unto Jesus. The power of truth was in living dominion on this 
occasion. 

AcKWORTH. — After D. 0. had been acceptably engaged in testi- 
mony I was again strengthened to labour, I hope, instructively. 
" Blessed is the man tbat trusteth hi tlie Lord, and whose hope the 
Lord is.'* This passage opened in its various points, and was ap- 
plied with considerable force. Cursed is the man that trusteth in 
man, either in a fellow-mortal, or in our own wisdom and strength 
as men ; from such the Lord hides the mysteries of His kingdom ; 
He resisteth the proud ; therefore, as to deriving any spiritual refresh- 
ment from Him, they resemble the heath in the desert, which knoweth 
not when good cometh, and hence they are diy, barren > and un^roit- 
ful. But he whose trust is in the Lord, whose hope is in God, is 
conceruod to wait upon Him ; his dependance is upon Him, as the 
Bource of every blessing, and by endeavouring to dwell near the foun- 
tain, like the tree planted by the waters, his branches shoot forth 
and spread, and he is ever fraitful. Nor do his faith and trust fail 
when varied dispensations arc allotted to him, for his mind is stayed 
on God, and his trust is in Him : so that, if for a time the heavens 
should appear to be shut up, and to be as iron, and the eaii-h as brass, 
yet ho believeth in the mercy of God, and trusteth in His all -suffi- 
ciency ; he Kves near the fountain, his leaf doth not wither, and being 
careful to walk in the Divine counselj whatsoever he doeth is blessed 
and prospers. But the Lord's people, depending npon Him for pro- 
tection, must ever carefully observe His commandments, and never 
in their own wifidom walk contrary to His holy counsel. When, by 
a strong hand, and an outstretched arm, the Lord brought His people 
Israel out of Egyptian bondage, He kept them in a state of continual 
dependance upon Himself; He led them by a pillar of cloud by day, 
and by a pillar of fire by night. Whilst the cloud rested over the 
door of the tabernacle they wore to abide in their encampments, but 
when the cloud removed, it went before them, and tbey were to jour- 
ney onward after it. When they were in straits and dangers, from 
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want of bread or want of water, being in a desert land, where there 
was neither seed time nor harvest, they saw not of tberuselves how 
the Lord would relieve them, not even in the time of their greatest 
extremities, until He was pleased to point ont the way. He rained 
manna upon them, giving them bread from heaven ; but they were 
to attend closely to His counsel, by seeking and gathering it daily, 
except on the Sabbath, to supply them on which they might, on the 
sixth day, gather suflBcient for two days. If they varied from tlio 
commandment the blessing was not upon them, and the attempt 
proved abortive, however it might have been dictated by worldly 
wisdom. Thus they were only blessed whilst they trusted in the 
Lord, and made Him their hope. The Lord's care over His believ- 
ing, obedient children is not less in this day than it was then ; yea. 
He is still more intimately near to them. Then, at times. He catised 
His glory to be conspicious and observable by their outward senses ; 
now He is in them, individually, by the unction from the Holy One, 
according to the ancient prophecy, *' I will dwell in them, and walk 
in them ; and 1 will be their God, and tbey shall be my people ; and 
again : " I will be merciful to their unrighteousness, and their sins 
and their iniquities >vill I remember no more.'* In former ages, the 
Lord often spake to His people tlirough institmients, and that by 
parables and dark sayings, by signs, by dreams, and visions of the 
night, when deep sleep falleth upon men : but now is fuliilled tliat 
which our dear Lord told His disciples should come to pass, when 
He would no more apeak to them by parables, but would shew them 
plainly of the Father. Now the Lord's obedient and sanctified chil- 
dren have sweet communion with Himself in spirit, whereby He 
plainly instruct-eth them, unfolding to their understanding even the 
mysteries of His kingdom, and causing, at seasons, the waters of life 
and ookiaolation to flow in and tiirough them to their spiritual refresh- 
ment and strength* 

In supplication, the tendt>ring, melting power of truth was near, in 
which I was permitted to intercede on behalf of those who are deeply 
concerned for the promotion of the Lord*8 work ; for the instruction 
and improvement of the dear children, tliat in all their conilicts, when 
they may be bowed low, under the sense of their own insufficiency. 
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Divine help may be near, and that, when the confliotfl and labours of 
time shall bo terminated, their spirits may be perniitted to be num- 
bered amongst the " wise" who " shall shine as the brightness of 
the firmament," and when they who have tnraed many to righteous- 
ness shall shine " as the stars for ever and ever.*' On behalf of the 
dear children I had to plead the ancient promise, that the Lord would 
pour out of His Spirit upon the seed of His people, and His blessing 
upon their offspring, that the tendering, melting influences thereof 
might soften their hearts, and prepare them profitably to receive such 
seed m, in Divine msdom and goodness, might be sown ; and in 
much contritioD and thankfulness I had gratefully to acknowledge 
the help which, from season to season, has been extended toward us, 
the Lord's poor, unworthy servants, during this joui-ney, and to 
ascribe all glory, power, and praise unto Him, to whom, with tho 
Son of His love, it is alone and for ever due. 

York, — The public service lay wholly upon D* Oliver, and I thought 
the hand of his God was upon him. Li the afternoon wo visited 
many Friends, one of whom was a young woman, thought to be in 
consumption. Being left alone with her, in the way of conversation, 
I had to pour in the wine of consolation, and to strengthen her faith 
in the power and sufficiency of redeeming love, which I believe to be 
preciously near to her, though her penitent and afflicted spirit mourns 
over her past negligence and iudliTerence to Divine things. I hope 
the Lord will make her like the people who, having long sat in dark- 
ness, saw great light, and that full and free redemption will, in due 
time, be her blessed experience. 

Thiesk, — This was our last meeting this journey. Most of the 
Barrowby Friends met us by invitation, and it proved a good, satis- 
factor}^ meeting. Though we had painful* laborious service, we had 
thankfully to witness the power of trath, and its honest testimony to 
prevail, to the softening and humbling of the miods of some present. 
I was first engaged. *' Mark the perfect man, and behold the up- 
right, for the end of that man is peace." If wo observe the righteous, 
in their passage through this vale of tears, we may often see them 
under suffering, and enduring many privations; even hunger, naked- 
ness, and persecutions have often been the lot of such, from without, 
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and deep baptisms and couliicts of spirit from within. Some of them 
tiro at times ** baptized for the dead ;" thus fulfilling, in their own 
bodies, that which is behind of the afliictionB of Chnst for Hib body's 
sake, which is the church. Even when they as&emble with their 
friends, to wait upon and worship God, how oft^n do they feel as if 
there were a stone upon the well's mouth, preventing their access to 
the waters of Divine consolation, or a cloud veiling the light of God*8 
countenance from them ; the burden of the withered, the dying, and 
the dead members rests as a heavy and oppressive load upon their 
spirits. It was the consideration of such things, awaiting the Chris* 
tian traveller, that led the Apostle Paul to say, " If in this life only 
we have hope in Christ, we are of all men most miserable," though 
it appears that when he made this deckration, he had especial refer- 
ence to the integrity of the Christian faith, in the doctrine of the 
resurrection, as the precursor of eternal glory, of which doctrine the 
resurrection of Christ was a seal or token ^ but which some in that 
day were attempting to overthrow. Therefore, as the primitive 
church had received the doctrine that there shall be a resurrection, 
both of the just and of the unjust, that ** all that are in the graves 
shall hear'' the voice of the Son of God, *' and shaU come forth ; 
they that have done good, unto the resurrection of life ; and they that 
have done evil, onto the resurrection of damnation,'' if they were 
mistaken in this important article of faith, whilst enduring manifold 
tribulations and persecutions, then indeed they would be, ** of all 
men, most miserable.'' But whatever may be permitted to the 
Lord's upright-hearted children in this life, let us mark weU their 
end. It may not fall to our lot personally to witness the closing 
scenes of many of them, but we have an abundance of well- authen- 
ticated records to prove that their end is indeed peace ; that to many 
the consolations of true religion, and the lively hope of a gloriona 
immortality have so abounded, that they have longed ** to depart and 
to be witli Christ." On the contrary, in the case of the mere formal 
or hypocritical professor, the negligent and lukewarm, as well as the 
ungmlly and sinners of a more gross character, when their end ap- 
proaches, if their day of visitation is not quite over, they are filled 
with pain and remorse, and often with terror and alarm. 8oiltt

resemble the iiiliabitantti of Jerusalem in the day of the overthrow of 
their city, even as our Lord foretold of Ihem ; having slighted the 
day of their visitation, the things which belonged to their peace were 
finally hid from their eyes. If we choose our own ways, the Lord 
will choose our delusions. Thus some snttor the god of this world to 
blind their eyes, until they are overtaken by calamity, in Buch a way 
that they cannot escape ; and though they should call on the rocks 
fall on them, and the kills to cover them ; though they would then 
even prefer annihilation to meeting Christ at His judgment-seat, it_ 
would all be in vain. Nothing will remain to them at such a time 
** but a certain fearful looking for of judgment and fiery indignation, 
which shall devour the adversaries'' of our God. D. 0. laboured 
long and with good effect ; after which, I supplicated that the Divine 
blessing might rest upon this opportunity. 

In taking a retrospective view of this jomuey, we have cause 
thoidifjiUj to acknowledge the help and strength which have been 
mercifully afl'orded to labour honestly, and at times fervently, in the 
Lord's work and service. 

In reference to the state of the Society, I am confirmed in tlie 
sentiment, that in the parts we have visited in this journey, consi- 
derable improvement has taken place compaied with a period sixteen 
years ago. There is more dependance on, and adherence to, our 
fundamental principles — more living obedience to the Divine word, 
by the power of which we were first gathered as a Society, by whicli 
we have been kept alive, fed, and sustained, and by which alone we 
can be preseiwed a people to the Lord's praise, so as to receive the 
end ofour faith, even the salvation of our souls. Amen. 

We were favoured to reach home well, on the 9th of 7th month, 
1825, having been out four months and six days, and travelled two 
thousand two hundred and fifty-two miles. 
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In LANCAsraBE, Cheshire, Wales, Shropshike, Hereford, Wor- 
cester, NoRTHAiiPTON, Hertford, Leicester, axd Derby- 
bhire, and the western part of yorkshire, from thb 
9th of 3rd month, to the 2nd of 7th month, 1827, 



In consequence of a heavy fall of snow, we found travelling very 
laborioQS, for the first two days. We proceeded direct into Lanca- 
shire by Staindrop, Bowes, Sedbergh, etc. 

In leaving my family and social connexions on this occasion, I was 
sensible of having left many comforts, as well as many cares ; bnt as 
we rode along, I was well satisfied that I was endeavouring to move 
under Divine direction, and much precious consolation was mercifully 
afforded me. The preservation of my family was a subject of very 
tender and earnest desire and prayer ; the more so, on account of a 
dangerous defection of moral and religious principle having lately 
mamfested itself amongst a few of our young men Friends, who» in 
meeting for reading and conversation, have suffered dangerous opi- 
nions, as lo the first principles of religion, to be insinnated amongst 
ihem» Having seen the deplorable effects of this spirit, in the coarse 
of my labours amongst them, before leaving home, it tended to 
awaken an intenae degree of solicitude that my endeared children 
might be £iToai«d to escape such contaminating influences, which 1 
obaerred to b« bo powerfully at work in the minds of some of theso^ 
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under tho specious mask of an impartial inqmry after tmtli. Thns 
there has been insinuated into their minda the most dangerous species 
of poison, operating, almost imperceptibly to themselves, but known 
by its influence, in first producing a doubt of the soundness of their 
past instniction and experience ; next, a disrelish for Divine revela- 
tion, both immediate and through the Holy Scriptures, and so, by 
degrees, have been destroyed those hopes, and that humble trust and 
confidence which are the result of the right reception, in simplicity 
and godly sincerity, of the great doctrines of the Christian dispensa- 
tion for the salvation of fallen man. 1 trust my dear childi-en wiU 
be watched over for good. 

BiuOFLATTS. — First-day morning. Though the day was extremely 
wet, about fifty persons assembled, I suppose only about a fourth of 
whom were members. I endeavowed to describe the origin of our 
OQstom of sitting down in silence when assembled for the purpose of 
Divine worship, which was a conviction, in the minds of our prede- 
cessors, that the influence of the Holy Spirit might be perceptibly 
known upon the mind of the humble, waiting, dependant Christian ; 
aiid though, in former times, the doctrine was much disputed by 
many, yet it is evident that amongst the professors of the Christian 
name in the present day, many individuals are prepared, by experi- 
ence, to assent to the truth of this impoiiant doctrine, and we have 
cause to hope that the number of such is on the increase. The 
Psalmist had great experience of the benefit of thus waiting npon 
God. ** I waited patiently for the Lord ; and he inclined onto me, 
and heard my cry. He brought me up also out of an horrible pit, 
out of the miry clay, and set my feet npon a rook, and estabhahed 
my goings." The Lord hears the most secret breathing of the pious 
soul in living desirea towards Him, and this is acceptable prayer ; 
but Ho cannot hear him who does not thus pray or cry. There is, 
Indeed, at times, a state experienced which cannot utter words, but 
only wait and trust ; they who feel thus are permitted, for a time, to 
dwell as in a dry and thirsty land, where no water is ; the tongue 
fails for thirst, and is ready io cleave as to the roof of the mouth ; 
these cannot cry, yet the exercise of their souls is known and mer- 
cifolly regarded by Him who seeth in secret. The various parts 
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the path of self-demal and cross-beariDg, and the general course of 
Christian redemption, were a little spoken of ; after which, I bent 
the knee in reverent Biipplication. 

Lancaster Monthly Meeting, — ^This proved a solemn, precious 
aeasou* I was afraid of my voice failing me, the house being large ; 
but, beginning in a low key, and being watchful, I was helped beyond 
my expectation. ** Eye bath not seen, nor ear heard, neither have 
entered into tlie heart of man, the things which God hath prepared 
for them that love liim/' My concern was principally to point to 
the bene&t of steadily fixing our attention and hopes on the eternal 
recompense of reward, and the many great and precious promises 
wliich, in various ages, have been maile to the Lord's dedicated chil- 
dren. The true Christian must walk by faith, not by sight, and this 
is often a deeply humiliating path» perhaps the more so to those upon 
whom has been conferred a large share of the Lord's temporal and 
intellectual gifts : for these to attend to the gentle and secret intima- 
tioua of the still small voice within them, when human sense and 
reason beckon them another way, is sometime s much in the cross to 
the natural will, and they have need to remember the good things 
which the Lord has in store for those who love and fear Him, for 
those who have respect to the eternal recompense of the reward. 
It was this which encouraged Moses, when be was instructed and 
strengthened, to sufTer aMiction with the people of God. rather than 
to enjoy the pleasures of sin for a season. He esteemed the reproach 
of Christ, by whose Spirit he was influenced, and in whose coming 
he believed, greater riches than the treasures of Egypt. Here was 
a lively instance of self- denial, and of the walk of fmth. Thus, to this 
day, they who believe in God may reverently rely upon Him for the 
supply of all their real necessities ; let them seek first the kingdom 
of God, and the righteousness thereof — that crown of righteousness, 
which is laid up in store for the Lord's believing and obedient chil- 
dren> and they may rely upon the promise, that all things, of whlc^i 
they have need, will be added. A precious, solemn feeling was over 
us during this sitting. 

On our way to Preston we halted at Colder Bridge. A meettog 
has lately been established here, a branch from Wyersdalo meeting. 
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About ten or twelve persons usually attend, some of whom appear to 
be under convincement of our religious principleB. 

Preston, — The blessings pronounced by our Lord opened to my 
view, as clearly descriptive of that which constitutes the Christian 
character. The poor in spirit, the meek, the pure in heart, the merci- 
ful, they who hunger and thirst after righteousness ; it is to such as 
these that the precious promises of the Gospel appertain : it is use- 
ful, honestly and conBcientionsly to examine bow far we have these 
characteristics. I stood up in weakness and fear, but the pure, living 
spring of right ministry was, I trust, in degree, preciously opened* 
Prayer was offered for v'arious classes, especially for the poor in 
spirit, that He, who promised to His wTestling seed that He would 
be as the dew unto Israel, might, in seasons when the free descend- 
ing of celestial rain may bo withheld, yet graciously condescend to 
permit a gentle distillation of heavenly dew npon their spirits, and 
be a Father to the fatherless chOdren, 

Thus, though I left ray home under more than ordinary trial of 
faith, I am satisfied that mj movement is owned of Him who alone 
can add a blessing upon any earthly enjoyments. We have canse to 
be thankful for the help already aftbrdcd ; and I humbly trust that 
my dear family will be under the Lord's fatherly care and protection; 
and as a dear friend, lately deceased, prayed for her own family, a 
little before her death, ** that as much of the fatness of the earth may 
be afforded to my children as an aD-seeing God know^s may be even- 
tually for their benefit, and no more.** I have received a few lines 
from my son Isaac, which I felt very precious, being persuaded that 
his mind is deeply turned towards the wisdom of laying his founda- 
tion upon that Rock against which the gates of hell, and all tho 
powers of the enemy, cannot prevail : ho will assuredly find the fear 
of the Lord to be a fountiiin of life, preserving from the snares of 
death. 

Manchester Quarterly Meetdjo, — This is indeed a large and 
influential body of Friends. I stood up in weakness and fear, but a 
little faith was mercifully afforded, and a precious degree of the 
authority and dominion of truth was prevalent. I endeavoured to 
turn the attention of Friends to the too great similarity between oar 
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^^^ Society, Id some places, at leasts as regards many professing with 
^^ US, to the dry bones in the valley, which the prophet beheld in the 
visions of light, especially if wo contrast tho stale of these with 
that life, love, power, and zeal which a large proportion of our early 
Friends evidently enjoyed* Yet» surely we have good reason to 
believe that '* the Lord's hand is not shortened, that it cannot save ; 
neither is his ear heavy, that it cannot bear." Fifteen persouB have 
been admitted by convincement. The morning meeting was a season 
of favour, in which Divine power was extended for the help of two 
poor, unworthy instniments, to the tendering of the hearts of many 
present. The afternoon meeting was well attended. D. O. laboured 
acceptabl,v in testimony, and I was drawn forth in sapplication for a 
variety of Htates. It was a day of impoi-tant service to us. 

CWe were much interested in visiting many of the Friends of Man* 
diester. My cousin, Isaac Stephenson, read us an account of a 
son of — , of — , who had travelled much in foreign 
countries, chiefly with a view of acquiring a knowledge of different 
languages, of which it is said he studied twenty. In his memoranda, 
written at sea, with a prospect of dying in a foreign land, he deplores 
the course of life he had adopted, and the sentiments and dispositions 
which he had unwisely indulged, untU, according to his own account, 
he doubted or disbelieved all religion. But, for the consolation of 
his afHicted relatives, he records, that it had pleased Almighty Good- 
ness to break in upon bis benighted soul, with such a full blaze of 
light, as had dispelled his doubts, and, by sQccessive heaH* tendering 
visitationB, had given liini thankfully to believe that the arms of 
unutterable Mercy were open to receive him. He deeply deplored 
having left the bosom of the Society and of his ft lends, except inas* 
much as he had then to belieTd tbat his doing so had been overruled, 
eventnaUy, for bis good. 

West Houghton. — We had a refreshing season together, when 
the declaration was revived^ — ** The heaven is my throne, and the 

earth is my footstool, but to this man will I look, even to him 

that is poor and of a oontnte spirit, and trembleth at my word.*' I 
trust that this, with other encouragement, tended to the comfort and 
edification of those who were preftent. May all glory, honour, and 
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power be ascribecl unto Him who i>ntt<2tb forth His serTants, mid 
goeih before them. 

Langtree. — I felt that the plaintive language of the Lord's minis- 
ters may well be like that of the prophet, " Who hath believed our 
report, and to whom is the arm of the Lord revealed T' Those who, 
from time to time, reject the Lord's gracious offers of love and mercy, 
and yet cry out for more inatruction, too much resemble those of 
whom our Lord spoke in the parable — ** If they hear not Moses and 
the prophets, neither will they be persuaded, though one rose from 
the dead." It is \inU} him that hath, or who has improved the t^ilents 
already entrusted to him, that more shall be given, and he shall have 
abundance ; but from those who arc disobedient or negligent, even 
that light or grace which they have may be taken away. 

AsHTON, — I revived the language of David, *' Blessed is the man 
that walketh not in the counsel of the ungodly, nor standeth in the 
way of sinners, nor sitteth in the seat of the scornful.'* We must 
not walk in the counsel, or adopt the policy and maxima of the 
ungodly, in any of our actions. In our intercourse with the world, 
or with worldly-minded men, we must not take pleasure in their 
company, or make them our familiar associates, but mast bear our 
testimony against sinlol practices as opportunity presents, and when 
we have strength for the service, we should warn and admonish them 
against their evil ways : even the common concerns of life might 
present opportunities for this were we sufficiently alive in our spirits, 
and watchful to embrace them. ** The seat of the scorufor' is utterly 
unfit for the Christian ; it implies pride in ourselves, and an improper 
contempt of otlters. With respect to the character which David 
describes, in contrast with the above, " His delight is in the law of 
the Lord, and in his law doth bo meditate day and night,** many feel 
their entire inability for such an employment, Man, in his unre- 
generate state, is at enmity with God, ho is not subject to God's 
righteous law, therefore he cannot delight to meditate therein. But 
let al] quickened minds, in whom sincere desires after God are 
raised, endeavour not to be discouraged by their occasional inability 
to meditate iu His law, or to fix the attention of their miuda 
upon spiritual subjects; let them seek God, and wait upon Him, 
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endeavDuriiig ta set their tiffcclions on tbiiigb iibove* seekiug those 
•* bags which wax not old, a treasure in the heavens thai faileth 
not." Wbere their treasure is, thither their heart and thoughts will 
assuredly follow, until, as they yield willing obedience to the Lord's 
requinngs^ it will even he their delight to meditate in His holy law. 

Thus has terminated tliis arduous week's work, in which we havt^ 
had eleven meetings, besides those at Manchester. Sorely we have 
had abundant cause to acknowledge the Lord's goodness in sustain- 
ing and assisting, in heights and in depths, His two poor, weak 
instruments, and in granting os strength to advocate His precious 
cause from day to day, I reverently trust, to the honour, praise, and 
glory of His own holy name. I wish thankfully to commemorate the 
Lord's goodness, for the encouragement of all who may read these 
iineSt and who may be interested in the progress of the Lord's work 
upon the ea^h. 

LrvEBPooL. — The subject which presented was that of the coDBtani 
succession of changes wliich take place in the human family, and the 
instructive lesson which these changes inculcate. ** One generation 
passeth away, and another generation cometh ; but the earth abideth 
for ever" (or continually). Man was formed for a purpose of the 
great Creator's glory. Let us individually consider how far we are 
answering this great, and, at the same time, very gracious intention. 
In our Society it may well be queried, " The fathers, where are they, 
and the prophets, do they live for ever?" The elder rank of the pre- 
sent race will soon pass away, another generation must succeed ; 
we those next in rank rightly prepared to fill their places? We 
shall be individually responsible for the deeds done in the body, and 
amongst these deeds, few are of deeper importance than the exercise 
of that influence which each individual amongst us poAseaees over 
others — there are few, indeed, but who possess some influence. To 
parents and heads of families, especially, is an important post os- 
sigiied ; they may be instruments in turning the feet of their tender 
charge either into the paths of peace and safety, or into those of 
error and danger. Pious parents do not always see the denxe of 
their souls granted, as it respects all their offspring ; there are 
in which they are deeply wounded by the misconduct of those

for whom they have laboured, and over whom they have watched ; 
yet such parents may be consoled by the consciousness of having, 
honestly endeavoured lo perform their duty. It is, liowever, a groi 
of much encouragement to reflect that of those who turn out well, 
a large proportion are the oflspring of religious and discreet parents. 
Hence we see the great importance of parents being watchful and 
faithful, that, in the great day of final account, when they shall be 
summoned to appear at the awful tribunal of God, who will judge the 
secrets of men by Jesus Clirist, whom He hath ordained the Jadgaj 
of quick and dead, they may be able to say, '* Behold I, and iki 
children which God hath given me V* 

But it is not only parents, and heads of families, who should pon- 
der well these things. Young persons often possess considerable 
influence, either to promote or to retard the religious improvement of 
those with whom they have intercourse. They may admonish, by a 
timely and seasonable hint, against the seductions of vice or of 
vicious companions, and may often do it more succeBsftiUy than their 
elder brethren : or they may themselves, under the influence of the 
god of this world, the enemy of souls, become instnimental in enticing 
others into the paths of vice or of sin. Seeing, therefore, that for 
such actions we must each give an account, how a^^nl is the subject 
of our iiidiyidual responsibility ! In the afternoon, near the close of 
the meeting, my mind became deeply exercised, and I was led to 
bend the knee in supplication for the aged, for the youth, and for 
om*8elves. A precious solemnity awaited. We had much Luteresting, 
social intercourse with many Friends at Liverpool, including a \i 
company invited to meet us. Here we received a variety of Amen- 
cflji and other intelligence, connected with the state of 010" Society. 

RocHDM^, — When riding into this town, a few days ago, m; 
mind was powerfully impressed with an apprehension that it would 
be right for us to have a public meeting : it dwelt with me day after 
day, and, on naming it to D. 0., we concluded that it was safest to 
j-ield ourselves to the service. The evening was fixed, and notice 
given : the day proved very wet, but it was thought about one hundred 
and eighty persons assembled. My mind was preserved calm and 
peaceful^ and way opened for extensive communication on a variety 
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of iioportont subjects. The saying of the Apostlo came before me, 
**We are the circuracislon, which worship God in the Spii'it, and 
rejoice in Christ Jesus, and have no confidenoe in the flesh." Wor- 
ship, if it is acceptable to God, must (as said oar Lord) be performed 
in spirit and in truth, in tho life, and in the sincerity and integrity of 
our hearts ; with this, a true self-abasement, and, at tho same time, a 
confidence in the sufficiency of Divine power and mercy must accom- 
pany. We must have no confidence in the flesh if we would be 
permitted to experience ability, through the operation of Divine 
power in our redemption, to rejoice in Christ Jesus : all this must 
be Inward and experimental, not merely nominal. "He is not a 
Jew, which is one outwardly ; neither is that circumcision, which is 
outward, in the flesh." Circumcision was the appointed seal of the 
covenant which God made with Abraham, after he had obeyed the 
Divine call in leaving his kindred and the land of his nativity, which 
was becoming polluted with idolatrous customs. Abraham walked 
by faith, going forth at the Divine command, not knowing whither 
ho went; and for his faithfulness, dedication, and obedience, in 
serving God diligently, and his carefulness, wherever he had pitched 
his tent, to sot up an altar and to call upon the name of the Lord ; 
for this steady course of faith and corresponding works, he received 
great and precious promises, viz., that his seed should inherit the 
land of Canaan, where he was then only a sojourner : that he should 
be the father of many nations ; but, above all, that in him, and in 
his seed, all nations should be blessed. Circumcision was the out- 
ward seal of this covenant, the pledge of the dedication of Abraham* 
and of his confidence in the faithfulness of God, and in the all-suffi* 
eiency of His power, though the appointed heir was not yet bom. 
By tho birth of our Lord Jesus Christ at Bethlehem, and His cir* 
cumciaion on the eighth day, the glorious promise was minutely 
verified* 

As Abraham, in the obedience of faith, was brought into a holy 
covenant with God, so must we individually. If it was the Jew 
inwardly, and the circumcision of the heart, that God regarded in 
the Apostle's days, so is it the life of faith in the Lord Jesus Christy 
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and iu the teticbiugH and government of His Spirit, and in His 
manifesiatiuu iu tlie tlesli, and death upon the cross for onr sakes, bj 
which we must seek io stand accepted of God in the present day. We 
must be partakers in the covenant of light and life, through Christ 
Jesus, the promised Seed» and must yield simple and true obedience 
to the revealed will of God, in whatever way He may please to mani- 
fest it to us as our duty. ** The grace of God, that bringeth salvation, 
hath appeared to all men,'* but the Lord reveals or makes known 
Hia will in a variety of ways ; to children, frequently » through the 
medium of enlightened parents ; to the ignorant and nninBtnictedi 
jimongst the community at large, He does it in degree, by the 
reflected light of the example and circumspect lives of His children, 
which, to some extent, pervades the mass of the people, by a silent 
yet efficacious operation ; also, by the revelation of His wiU and 
works, through the medium of the Scriptures, which holy men of old 
wrote as they were moved by the Holy Ghost, and which have been 
wonderfully and mercifully preserved, through many successive ages, 
for our instruction, and which ought to be highly prized and dili* 
gently read, both individually and in families* It wouM be ▼< 
likely to tend to the improvenieDi of profesying Christians, of all 
denominations, if the daily, devotional readiug of these were to be* 
come general, and still more so, were the very frequent meditative 
reading of them tlie practice of every individual. As the crown and 
confirmation of all these means, provided for the help and recovery 
of man from the faU, is added that inward appearance of the grace 
and good Spirit of God, already alluded to, which bringeth salvation, 
** teaching us, that denying ungodliness and worldly lusts, we should 
live soberly, righteously, and godly in this present world." This is 
the seal of the New Covenant dispensation, the law written on the 
heart, spoken of by the propljet Jeremiah, and described by Ezekiel, 
as written on the heart of iesb. This is the Spirit of Christ, our 
holy Redeemer, which is pom-ed out upon mankind in these glorious 
Gospel days, and which never contratliets, but where faithfully obeyed, 
confirms, establishes, and makes manifest the written or (»utward 
revelation. It is this which opens the understanding, purifies the 
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lieai't, and gives life and efficacy to every other means of grace, 
carrying home to the conscience the labours of the Lord's righUj 
called and faithful messengers and ministers, 

Stooki'OBT. — It is said, that ** He that is ready to «lip with his 
feet is as a lamp despised in the thought of him that is at ease ;'' yet 
a time may come when it will be seen that the life of these little, 
trembling ones amongst the Lord's children is not madness, nor will 
their end be without honour, and then it wiU be more easy to ** dis- 
cern between the righteous and the wicked, between him that serveth 
God, and him that serveth him not." 

Macclesfield. — D. O. had a feeling testimony to deliver in this 
meeting ; after which, my mind was attracted towards an unconcerned 
state. It is said that indolence, or the love of ease, is that disposi- 
tion which most universally prevails amongst mankind, and notwith- 
standing the many exceptions, I apprehend, on a close scrutiny, the 
opinion will be found nearly correct. There can be no doubt but 
that the love of ease, the dread of conflict, is that wlii^h produces bo 
much lukewarmness in spiritual concerns amongst us ; but the danger 
of such a state will be apparent when we duly consider the solemn 
assurances, in the Holy Scriptures, of a great day of final account. 
The Apostle, speaking of that day, says, " The dead tn Christ shall 
rise first;*' and in another Epistle we are told that " we shall not all 
sleep, but we nhali all be changed, in a moment, in the twinkling uf 
on eye, at the last trump : for the trumpet shall sound, and the dead 
shall be raised incorruptible, and we shall be changed." Our Lord 
deaoribes this scene in very awful characters. " ^Vllen the Son of 
man shall come in his gloty, and all the holy angels with him, then 
shall he ait upon the throne of his glory : and before him shall be 
gathered all nations : and be shall separate them one from another, 
as a shepherd divideth his sheep from the goats : and he shall set 
Uic sheep on his right baud, but the goats on the left. Then shall 
the King say unto them on his right hand. Come, ye blessed of my 
Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for you from the foundation of 
the world : for I was an hnngrcd and ye gave me meat : I was thirsty, 
and ye gave me drink.'* " Then shall he say also onto them on the 
left hand, Depart from me, ye cursed, into everlasting fire, prepared 
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for the devil and his angels ;*' reminding thorn of their neglect of the 
great daties of charity and piety; of their want of lore to God, and 
of love to men. Then it is declared that in that great and awful day, 
** These shaU go away into everlasting punishment; bat the righteons 
into life eternal.** Let us therefore endeavour duly to consider the 
import of that word, ** eternal," the fathomless idea, the state irre- 
vocahle, unehangeahle, in view of which all the engagements and 
enjoyments of time sink in comparative importance. How utterly 
unbecoming therefore it is, for a mind that has once been awakened, 
to give way to indolence and lukewammess. These solemn conside- 
rations ought to stimulate us to use all diligence to make our calling 
and election sure; to strive earnestly to enter in at the strait gate;' 
yea, to fight manfully with our soul's enemies, under the banner of 
the Lamb, our unconquered Captain. 

Nantwich.— The caso of the prophet Daniel and his three com- 
panions was revived. How careful were they to observe inviolably 
the law of the Lord their God ! how they requested that thoy might 
not be required to defile themselves with the king's meat, which waa, 
not prepared agreeably to the Mosaic law, but chose rather to live oi 
pulse, the simplest of food, and thus widMng in the fear of God, the] 
grew in His favour, and were filled \\ith wisdom. And when that 
terrible trial of th^^ir constancy was permitted to befall them, by the 
setting up of the golden image by the mighty king Nebuchadnezzar, 
they kept steadfastly in the fear of God, and could not be prevailed 
on to disobey His holy command, *' Thou shalt worship the Lord thy 
God, and him only shait thou seiTe f ' and notwithstjinding the king*sj 
threats that they should be cast into the burning, fiery furnace (on< 
of the most terrible of punishments), they stood fast in their holy 
resolution, trusting in God, and confiding in His mercy and power, 
answering the king wisely, but firmly. When the cruel decree wi 
executed, the proud king waa filled with astouishmout, on beholdin| 
four men loose in the txddsi of the burning fiery furnace, and on 
observing that the form of the fourth was like the Son of God. Thus 
miraculously were they delivered from the fierce wrath of the impious 
king, and by their integrity and faithfulness, were made eminently 
instrumental in promoting the glory of Jehovah. Is not the spirit of 
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this world ofton oreciing some splendid image, Bomeihing to which 
it would bare us bow ? How many are brought into bondage in this 
way, and made to yield to the maxims and cuBtoms of cornipt men I 
Bat let the Lord's children remain faithful to the revealed law of 
their God, to the manifestations of Hia will. One of our early 
writers^ Isaao Pennington, instructively explains that stubbornness 
and unbendingness with which Friends in his day were charged, on 
account of their steadfast adherence to the manii'estation of the word 
of Divine life revealed in their hearts. He shews how, though they 
were stiff and unbending as regarded that which was evil and sinful, 
they were tender and flexible towards the least appearwice of good. 
Thus he says, " The tender one cannot bow, the flexible one cannot 
bend." 

Chester. — Alter D. had been engaged in this little meeting, 
consisting piincipaUy of one family, and a few of their serious neigh- 
bours, I revived the prophecy of Jacob, '* The sceptre shall not 
depart from Judah, nor a lawgiver from between his feet, until Shiloh 
come, and unto him shall the gathering of the people be.'* This is 
considered a remarkable prediction of the time when Christ should 
be made manifest in the flesh, and to which no other events on record 
80 eoCTOctly correspond. ** The gathering of the people'* is not to b© 
to the teachings of any man, bat to those of God and of Christ. 
Under the former dispensations, the Lord Himself was ever emi- 
nently the teacher of His people. ^* I am the Lord thy God, which 
teacheth thee to profit, which leadeth thee by the way that thon 
shooldeat gof ' and it is not to be believed that He is less the teacher 
of His people, under this glorious Gospel dispensation. Christ was 
eminently the light of the world whilst He was in the world ; but 
before His manifestatioii in the fiesh. He was the Hving, eternal Word 
of God. *' In him was life, and the life was the light of men/* But, 
as He promised His disciples, He is come by His Spirit a second 
time without sin unto salvation; *' He is with you," saith He, '*and 
shall be in yon." By His grace and good Spirit He appears unto 
all men ; but how does He appear ? Is it not in the consciences of 
sinners, by convicting them of evil, and by refining and purifying aa 
with fire those who yield to His convictions, and mllingly take His 
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yoke upon them ? Ue is in these as a fuller with soap, and baptizeth 
them as with the Holy Ghost and with the fire of His righteous 

indigDatioD reyealed against sin ; ** for onr God ia a consuming fire.*' 
Under the Lord's constraining influence, I had to supplicate for » 
variety of couditiona. 

RuTHVEN, IN Wales. — There is but one member of our Society 
here, bat her brother's mind has been touched as with the live coal, 
and he has applied for membership. With these and a few others we 
had a precious little meeting. We were both engaged in ministry, 
and the current of life, meeting with little obstruction, flowed freely. 
I explained some of the doctrines of the Gospel, of which I was 
favoured with a lucid view. 

Tyddyn-y-Gareg. — Here are only four aged women, who are 
members, but one who is not a member attends the meeting, and 
we sat down in her house, as the meetiug-bouse is two miles distant. 
The chief service fell on D. O., and I had to encourage them in 
a pious trust in God for the supply of all their necessities, both 
spiritual and temporal. This was the case with David, and he expe- 
rienced great vicissitudes, *' The Lord is my shepherd ; I shall not 
want.** Though I walk through the valley of Uie shadow of death, 
I will fear no evil, for thou art with me.** " The Lord is tlie strengtli 
lof my life, of whom shall I be afraid?" These few Friends seldom 
meet altogether : only one of the members can spcalt English. 

Sheewsdurt. — My way felt closed for some time, but I was at 
length led to revive the language addressed to the Jews by the man 
who had been blind from his birth, whose eyes the Lord had opened. 
*' 1 have told you already, and ye did not hear : wherefore would ye 
bear it again? will ye also be his disciples?" This is applicable to 
too many amongst us, who willingly hear the poor ministers declare 
,what the Lord hath done for theii sonls, and will even bear to have 
leir own states spoken to in the way of close admonition, but they 
levertheless maintain their resolution to pursue their former course 
of life. On one occasion, our Lord pointed out that which is to be 
received as the groat commandment of the law—" Hear, Israel ; 
the Lord our God is one Lord : and thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God vdih all thy heart, tind with all thy soul, and mih all thy nimd^ 
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atid with all thy Btr^ugth* Thitf is tbe fii'si coiiimaiidmont, and the 
second is like, namely this, Thou sh&lt love thy neighbour as thyaelf." 
When snch aa I have described hear God's holy law thus declared, 
they are secretly resolved not to obey; indeed, they cannot truly 
obey, until they yield to the operation of the Lord's qnickening power, 
or as this power is graciously ofiered, for all have their day of merci- 
ful risitation. In the afternoon, silence seemed my duty, being the 
first time since leaving home that I have been entirely excused from 
expression. In the evening, we went to Barnard Dickinson's, Coal- 
brookdale, where it felt consoling to be^ and we enjoyed our visit to 
our friends. 

New Dale. — I sought to encourage such as were sensible that 
they had wandered far from their Heavenly Father's house^ but who 
were aiscerely desirous of returning. It is said that thare is more 
joy in heaven in the presence of the angels of God, over one sinner 
that repenteth, than over ninety and nine just persons who have no 
need of repentance. This conveys a very consolatory idea to the 
truly penitent soul. When such sincerely turn their faces towards 
their Father's house, so great arc Kis forbearance and compassion, 
that, as is represented in the parable, He goetb forth to meet them. 
Thus it may be that some of these» however deep their depression 
and discouragement, are nearer their Heavenly Father's presence 
thaii they are aware of. But in the spiritual travels of many of the 
Lord's visited children, from Egyyi to the heavenly Canaan, the 
samts' rest, they are liable to be toni as by the briars and thorns of 
the wilderness ; they have often to go heavily and mournfully on their 
way, for want of faith and obedience, being convicted of not havmg 
freely fiurrendered themselves into the Lord's hand, and confided in 
Him. When this is attained, they are permitted to taste, and at 
times freely to drink of the streams of Divine consolation. Then it 
is that wisdom's ways are ways of pleasantness, and all her paths 
are peace. 

CoaIaBBOokbai^.— The words of our Lord came before me, when 
the seventy disciples, whom He bad sent forth to preach the Gospel, 
returned mih the account of their success* " I thank tbee, Father, 
Lord of heaven and earth, because thou hast hid these thiii^n^ from 
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the wise and prudent, and hast revealed them uDto bahes. Even so. 
Father, for so it seemed good in thy sight," The different maimer 
in which these two stfttes are treated^ in the Divine economy, was 
attempted to be illustrated. I was also led to speak of the dangerous 
state of those who have known the precious visitations of Biviao 
grace, but who, through disobedience, are falling little bj little, until 
the light that was in them becomes darkness ; they then become as 
twice dead, plucked up by the roots, whose end is to be bnmed* 
Su€h as these were faithfully warned, and admonished to self-abase- 
ment before God ; to diligence, humility, and zeal. I also spoke of 
the baptismal dispensations which those must endure who ore under 
preparation for the Lord's service, and they were urged to an entire 
surrender of themselves into tlie Lord's purifying and reforming 
hand. 

D. 0. inclining to attend the monthly meeting at Coalbrookdale^ 
I concluded to proceed to Worcester, to visit my daughter Racbael 
Pamphroy, and meet him afterwards. In riding to Worcester, on 
the coach top, I was led sweetly to meditate on our past service, 
which afforded a comfortable retrospect, and the streams of Divine 
consolation llowcd through my soul with a full and very precious 
cmTcut, for which I felt truly thankfol, as an evidence of the appro- 
bation of the Shepherd of Israel and Bishop of souls. On reaching 
Worcester, I found ray beloved daughter (lately married to Thomas 
Pumphrey) as comfortable and happy as I could desire to see her, 
which I felt to be an adilitional claim for my grateful acknowledgment 
to the Father and Fountain of all our mercies, both spiritual and 
temporal. 

Leominsteb. — The subject which came before me was the danger 
of falling into a species of idolatry. That in which we trust for 
aflbrding our best and highest enjo^Tnent, becomes, in a certain 
sense, our idol, if it be anything short of the Eternal Arm. Some 
trust in riches, some in the spirit of trade and commerce, whilst 
others idolize their intellectual capacities and attainments. Some 
indalge in personal vanity, and the adornment of the person ; but 
whichever of these, or whatever else of a sublunary nature we place 
our chief affections upon, or look to for our greatest happiness, to 
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the neglect and alienation of the heart from Him wbo is the supreme 
fountain of every blessing, and the giver of every good and perfect 
gift» we thns idolize, rest, and tnist in the gift, to the dishononr of the 
Giver, our Almighty and beneficent Creator. The Apostle expressly 
calls covetoasnesB idolatry, and doubtless many of the pursuits and 
contrivances of man may become liable to the same oondomnation. 
Even in religion a dangerous idol presents itself, in what is often and 
not improperly denominated, the rags of self-righteousness* All 
these objects of misplaced trust and confidence will fail us in the end, 
and w^e shall find that nothing can tnily satisfy the longings of the 
immortal soul but the immortal God. 

** 'Tifl immortality, 'tis thia alouc, 
Amidst life's pftini, abAsemvQU, cmptincfi, 
The aoul con eomlbrt, «l«VBte, and fill." 

This sabject afforded me a copious field for instructive labour, and 
the living power of truth rose into a precious degree of true dominion. 

Pales. — Endeavouring to abido close in the true power and autho- 
rity, I was favoured, through mercy, to feel the current of Gospel 
ministry gradually gain strength, and was helped through the service, 
I bTist, to the comfort of the living members. I revived the words 
of Christ, ** I, if I be lifted up from the earth, will draw all men unto 
me*" By this He signified to His disciples the kind of death He 
should suffer, and by it we are pointed to the way of cross-bearing 
and self-denial as the alone way to have a saving interest in Him, or 
to become of the number of His true disciples. This prepared the 
way for reference to a variety of subjects connected vdih doctrine and 
practice. 

Previously to arriving at this secluded spot, we had both been 
looking towards an invitation to the inhabitants. Though we are 
advanced twenty miles into South Wales, the EngUsh language is 
still generally spoken. After conferring with Thomas Rogers, we had 
notice given for a public meeting at five o'clock. Some of their 
members live widely apart. In a little time after we had entered the 
meeting-hoase it became crowded, with a large nximber outside the 
windows. Some thought there were four hundred present, which is 
a great number for this thinly-peopled country, bat great eagerness 
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is evinced to attend Friends* meetings, and we thougbt many wersi, 
truly serious. Wo were favoured witb a covering of precious 
lemnity, and, notwithstanding so many had io stand, great stiJ 
and order were maintained. On rising to speak, I was soon sensible 
of the inadequacy of my voice for such service, yet I trust that He, 
who formed the organs of speech, was near for my help. *' Be still 
and know that I am God ; I will be exalted among the heathen, I will 
be exalted in the earth.** This language, uttered by the Most High 
God, through the mouth of His auciout servant, convoys both instniC' 
tion and warning ; it teaches that the true knowledge of God is best 
attained in stillness, in the silence of the flesh and of all that is of the:< 
creature. Were the professors of the Christian name, both when 
they assemble for the worship of God, and in their seasons of secret 
retirement before Him, to be more in the practice of obeying this 
injunction, " Be still/' they would be more Ukely to attain to the true 
knowledge of God, and would somotiiiies be owned as was Natlianiel, 
when he was seen imdcr the fig-tree. The prayers which many utter, 
in the course of their devotional engagements, w^hether with or with* 
out a set form, there is full reason to believe, do not meet with 
Divine acceptance, imless accompanied with a willingness to have 
the heart cleansed, and brought into a state of conformity to the 
Divine will. It is well for all seriously to remember that the prayers 
of the wicked, as well as their sacrifices, are declared to be an abomi- 
nation to the Lord. They, who would acceptably approach the throne 
of grace must, like David, bo concerned to wash their hands in inno- 
cency. We Hnd that even the sacrifices enjoined by the law of Moses, 
with the keeping of the feasts, sabbaths, and new moons, were alike 
regarded as an abomination to the Lord when they ceased to bo offer- 
ings in righteousness, seasoned witb the salt of the Covenant. And 
I when the hearts and affections of the offerers were departed from the 
living God, He declared, that instead of being of pleasant savour 
unto Him, they were become offensive, even as smoke in the nostrils, 
l&n expression denoting great disgust. The other portion of the text 
was also instructively opened, '* I will be exalted among the heathen, 
T will be exalted in the earth." This denotes a fixed detennination 
in the holy God to assert and maintain His own sovereignty. There 
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can be no doabt bnt thftt the inhabitants of this island were at one 
time generully beiithena, as well as those of moat other countries. 
" In Adam aU die ;'' all die, as to the life of God in the sonl, until 
He is pleased to visit them by His quickening grace, through the 
life-giving word* When the descendants of Noah became scattered , 
after the floods and their foolish Babel project, over the face of the 
whole earth, they quickly became corrapted, and (as the Apostle said) 
" When they knew God, tliey glorified lum not as God, neither were 
thankful; but became vain in their imaginations, and their foolish 
heart was darkened :'* wherefore ** God gave them over to a reprobate 
mind, to do those things which are not convenient." In this island 
we are now called Christians, but it is well for aU deeply to consider 
how far they are redeemed from the heathenish nature, for God '* will 
be exalted." Such as are living in the daily breach of the Lord's 
commandments are not inBuenced by the fear of Him who is the 
dread of nations, before whom all nations arc said to be but " as a 
drop of a bucket, and are coimted as the small dust of the balance/* 
These are yet in the heathenish nature, and sooner or later God will 
bo exalted over all of them* They cannot rightly and acceptably pray 
until they, in their hearts, turn to God in true repentance, for wliile 
they are in subjection to him who rules in the hearts of the children 
of disobedience, they cannot call God Father. He is indeed Father 
to all by creation, but if Christians in truth, if really Christ's disciples 
and followers, we shall know God to be our Father by the Spirit of 
adoption. His servants we are to whom we obey, whether of sin 
unto death, or of obedience unto righteousness : to whom we yield 
ourselves servants to obey, his servants wo are ; his children we are 
of whose nature we partake, and under whose government we live, as 
our Lord said to the Jews, " Ye are of your father the devil, and the 
lusts of your father ye will do/* How can such as these pray " Our 
Father wliich art in heaven, hallowed bo tb}- name,*' when they have 
never become His children, by yielding to the quickening influence 
of His Spirit *? If they do not walk in His fear, they do not hallow 
Hia holy name. Thus was I largely drawn forth to declare the 
counsel of God, and tlie truths of the Go8i>el, and I do trust that the 
powerful, convicting influence of the Lord's own Holy Spirit, carried 
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the truth to many hearts. May a permanent blessing attend it, is 
the breathing and prayer of my spirit ! 

Brecon. — The general or half-yearly meeting was held here in a 
Bpacioas room, at the '* Castle Inn," when there were about eigbiy 
or ninety Friends present, and a few strangers. The meeting was a 
good one, and it was said by some to be a time of fresh visitation » 
Several Friends were engaged in ministry ; after which, I revived the 
declaration of the Psalmist, '* Tho Lord loveth the gates of Zion 
more than all the dwellings of Jacob ;" " whither the tribes go up^ 
the tribes of the Lord, unto the testimony of Israel, to give thanks 
unto the name of the Lord." A sense of the love of God is often 
given to us in these, the larger or more geueral assemblies of our 
religious Society ; they have been eminently blessed to many of us. 
How often, on these occasions, do we experience the streams of life 
to flow as from the Lord's refreBhing presence, in the lively sense of 
which, many have been enabled to enter renewodly into covenant 
with the Lord, even as Jacob, when he poured oil upon the pillATy 
making his humble requests, and calling on the name of the Lord* 
Thus has many a poor, mournful pQgrim been comforted at such 
seasons. Many have thus derived encouragement who often feel that 
true spiritual refreshment is hard to obtain, in their little meetings at 
homo, where they have either to endure those trials of fiwth and 
patience designed for their own justification, or to sympathize with 
the seed of the kingdom, under oppression in the minds of others. 
Thus the Apostle speaks of some who are as spots in their feasts of 
charity, or (as saith the prophet) whose sin is ** written with a pen 
of iron, and with the point of a diamond ; it is graven upon the table 
of their heart, and upon the horns of " the '* altars/* I had to soond 
forth an awful warning to some of this class, 

A proposal was mode in the meeting for discipline that this half- 
yearly meeting of Wales should be united to Herefordshire and Wor* 
cestershire quarterly meeting. A Friend proposed that North Wales 
only should be so joined, and that South Wales should be united to 
Bristol and Somersetshire. The former proposal, introduced by 
Barnard Dickinson, was eventually carried into effect. In the coorse 
of the discussion, I stated some of the objections to the plan, wliich 
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presented to my mind» viz,, tbat in early times, Friends not only Leld 
general periodical meetings for edification and instruction, but Imd 
also their monthly and quarterly meetings, which were chiefly repre- 
sentatiYe assemblies consisting of the principal members^ who^ in 
these meetings, took the care and management of the discipline. 
The members generally^ or those less grown in the truth, wore not 
expected to attend, except by invitation. Of later time, these two 
objects have been blended, by the manner in which monthly and 
quarterly meetings are now constituted and held* It is evident that 
the Urger the geographical boundaries which constitute monthly or 
ijuarterly meetings^ the better the discipline (so far as the business of 
those meetings is concerned) may be expected to be conducted, as 
there is likely to be a larger number of well-qualified Friends present. 
But the other object, the religious instruction and edification of the 
members at large, and especiaUy of the youth, >vill lose almost in the 
same proportion, as it will be likely to be enjoyed by a smaller pro- 
portion of the whole body, on account of the increased distance of 
their respective habitations hom the places where the meetings must 
be held : the larger number, in sach cases, will be precluded attend- 
ing. Thus, in the case of the junction now before the meetiug, tlie 
Fricndu? of South Wales will have further to travel than at present, 
whilst those in North Wales and Shropshire (the smaller number) 
will be brought a HtUe nearer. But the Friends of Worcestershiie 
wfll lose, from a large proportion of their members having frequently 
f^irther to travel, and should the quarterly or general meetings be 
reduced to two or three, instead of four, they wholly lose those eo 
omitted. I am fearful that their loss in this way will not bo balanced. 
MiLFORD Haven. — I entered Milford mider a feeling of deep in- 
tereet for those few Friends who are situated so far from their brethren 
in religious profession, the nearest regularly held meeting, that of 
BwftDseay being aixty-nine miles distanL My desires were earnest that 
I might be enabled so to conduct myself amongst them, that, if possi- 
ble, the witness for God in their hearts might be reached. I am thank- 
fril in believing that it was so, and that we left tliem with a higher 
sense of the value of the principles of truth than we found them to 
entertain when we first met. On first-day morning, D. O. was first 
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engaged, anil I had a little to say on the anhject of the Apostle Paal*i 
conversion, and some part of liia subsequent experience. I waa' 
afterwards infonned that what we expressed was pointed! j adapted to 
some minds present. 

Having felt the current of Gospel love flow towardis the inhabitants 
of the place, pai'ticularly the carpenters, sailors, etc., who are em- 
ployed about this noble harbour, said to be one of the finest in* the 
world, we named the subject to a Friend, who unhesitatingly en- 
coiu*aged us in the proposal. Notice was accordingly given, and 
about three hundi-ed persons assembled, some having to stand out- 
side. The people were remarkably still and quiet, and it was a 
favoured, good meeting. The doctrines of the Gonpel flowed freely, 
and at times with considerable power. Three days having elapsed, 
I can barely give an outhne of the tenor of my communication. I 
revived the words of David, " Lord, I have loved the habitation of 
thy house, and the place where thine honour dwelleth," This is a 
disposition of mind which every Christian should cherish. The Lord 
does not now dwell in temples made with hands, but He is often 
pleased to manifest His presence in the assemblies of His children 
and people ; therefore it is good to assemble together, as opportunity 
is afforded, for the purpose of Divine worship ; and if, when so 
assembled, our spirits are clothed with reverence, and the name of 
the Lord is felt to bo tiiily hallowed, the honour and glory of God 
will be regarded as very precious in our view, and Christ by 
Spii'it will dweO amongst us. There are, indeed, some persons who^ 
as is the case with seameui seldom have opportunity to meet with 
other Christians, in the public congregations. These may rememl 
for their encouragement, that the Most High God, the Creator of 
heaven and earth, dwelleth not exclusively in temples made with 
hands, neither has Ho left Hia seeking children dependant npon 
instrumental niiuistry, how useful soever it may be in its place. The 
ancient declaration by the Lord's prophet was, "And though the 
Lord give you the bread of adversity and the water of affliction, yet 
shall not thy teachers be removed into a comer any more, but thine 
eyes shall see thy teachers ; and thine cars shall hear a word behind 
thee, saying, This is the way, walk ye in it, when ye tura to the 
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right band, And when ye tuni to the left." Oixr Lord declared of 
His children, " They shall all be taught of God : every man therefore 
that bath heard, and hath learned of the Father, comeih unto me.** 
They who hear the Lord's voice, who listen to the convictions of His 
Holy Spirit, \\t11 soon feel their need of a Saviour ; and the same 
Spirit which convicts us of sin, and shews its exceeding sinfulness, 
will also point the deeply exercised mind to the Lamb of God, and 
to " the hlood of sprinkling, that epeaketh better things than that of 
Abel/' Thus are we led aud drawn to Christ, who is the way to the 
Father, When the heart is humbled and contrited, He will cleanse 
it as in the laver of regeneration, aud He will dwell therein by His 
Spirit, thus maldjip; it His temple. In this manner is fulfilled the 
ancient prophecy, ** I will dwell in them, and walk in them, and I 
will be their God, and they shall bo my people." But let aU beware 
of defiling the temple of God, for such as do so grieve His Holy 
Spirit, and if they continue in sin, they will cause Him to withdraw 
from them. And by what is the temple of God defiled ? let us hear 
the Apostle. " Be not deceived ; neither fornicators, nor idolators, 
...,,. nor thieves, nor covetous, nor drunkards, nor revilers, nor extor- 
tioners, shall inherit the kingdom of God ; and such were some of 
you : but ye are washed, but ye are sanctified, but ye are justified in 
the name of the Lord Jesus, and by the Spirit of our God." I was 
also engaged to bend the knee in reverent supplication. It always 
foels a weighty thing for me to engage in pubUc meetings, but 
liitberto, in all those which we have believed it to be our duty ia 
appoint, we have been well satisfied with the result, which is indeed 
cause for humble thankfnlness. 

Trosnant.— I was led to draw the contrast between the haughty 
Babylonish monarch and our Lord Jesus Christ. The humiliation 
and lowly appearance of our Lord when amongst men was truly 
remarkable. Though He was rich, yet for our sakes He became 
poor, that we through His poverty might be rich. Tlie bltjssed chihl 
Jesus, the Saviour of men, was bom in a stable, and laid in a manger. 
He, the Lord of life and glory, came amongst men in the form of a 
servant ; He, whom the angels wore sent to announce, and wise men 
from the east ti^ ji.|r*r»v w^q m » dwelling provided for beasts. Surely 
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the lowest amongst men may be encouraged in remembering that He 
became their brotber and companion in tribtilation. But how dilTerent 
was the case with the monarch of Babylon, who, when he had been 
employed as an instrument to punish the Lord's chosen people for 
their rebellion and disobedience, burning their temple, and destroying 
their chosen city, became proud, arrogant, and haughty, rejoicing iii 
the works of his own hands, and glorying in the great city which he 
had built, until the Lord's awful judgments were brought upon him, 
and he was driven firom amongst men, to eat straw or grass as 
ox, until seven times passed over him, and he was made to ** knoi 
that the Most High ruleth in the kingdom of men, and givetb it to 
whomsoever he will/' I also adverted to the account of Belshazzar's 
fall. D. 0. was ongaged in a similar tenor, and was afterwards much 
enlarged in supplication. We felt peaceful, but sorrowful. 

In taking a retrospective view of our journey through Wales, one 
thing is remarkable — there are three montlily meetings which con- 
sist of not more than sixteen members each, including children^ 
and the places are so situated as not to permit them to be advani 
geously joined to any other monthly meeting. The discouragementfl 
which ministers have to sustain in visiting Wales are very many. 
The hiHy and rough roads are foi-midable to persons of weakly heall 
and the expense great, in proportion to the number visited ; but wh< 
the value of souls is placed in the other scale, all these consideratioi 
are outbalanced. A Friend desii'oua of holding public meetings 
Wales would find much openness, and, in most places, Eugliah 
sufficiently understood for the people to be able to derive benefit 
from religious communication, 

EvEBHA^r. — I was accompanied to this place by my son and' 
daughter, Thomas and Rachael Pumphi^ey. Whilst in Wales, the 
propriety of having a public meeting here came weightily before 
me. It was arranged for, and about one hundred and fifty persons 
assembled. The engagement pressed heavily upon me, but through 
the merciful extension of Divine help it proved a precious opportu- 
nity. The tenor of my testimony was the suflSciency and oniversality 
of the gift of Divine grace, and the necessity of regeneration. 

The Apostle Paul says, *' The love of Christ constrainDth us ; 
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because we tlius judge, that if one died for all, then were all dead." 
'* Id Adam all die." Our Lord taught the doctrine of regeueratioii 
to Nicodemus, and thereby to aU succeeding generations. On anotber 
occasion, when some told Him of those whose blood Pilate had 
mingled with their sacrifices^ His answer was, '* Suppose ye that 
these Galileans were sinners aboTe all the Galileans, because they 
suffered such things ? I tell you. Nay ; but, except ye repent, ye 
shall all likewise perish;" and He repeats the admonitioD, making 
it more impressive. The lip of truth, He who cannot lie, taught 
the absolute need of repentance for all. " The grace of God, that 
bringeth salvation, hath appeared to all men, teaching us that deny- 
ing ungodliness and worldly lusts, we should live soberly, righteously, 
and godly in this present world/' '' The heavens" also '* declare the 
glory of God, and the firmament sheweth liis handywork," even to 
the most distant nations, amongst whom He has not left Himself 
without a witness, bat giveth them rain from heaven, and fruitful 
seasons, filling their hearts with food and gladness. There is strong 
reaaia to believe that amongst those nations which are, generally 
speakings enveloped in gross darkness, there are some who do hear 
the voice of God speaking to them through His wonderful works, 
and who feel the convictions of His grace and good Spirit in their 
own hearts for sin and for uncleanness, and that some of these, 
obeying the tight with which they are at times favoured, will be 
redeemed by tlie blood of the Lamb, and witness some degree of the 
sanctifying influences of the Holy Spirit. We may remember tljnt 
it is declared that in the general assembly of the church trium[>hant, 
there will be some from all nations, and kindreds, and people, and 
tongues, amongst the spinta of the just mad© peifect, celebrating the 
praise of Him who hath loved them, and hath washed them from 
their sins in His own blood. 

But how will such as these rise up in condemnation of those who 
haye been favDiired with so many Gospel privileges, if they *' noglecl 
so great solvation!** In this land of Gospel Ugbt and liberty, we 
are blessed with the precious records of Divine revelation, through 
the medium of the Scriptures of tanth. We are likewise often fa- 
voured with powerful calls from the Lord's messengers and ministers,

whom He has rtiisi^cl op and preserved amongst ChriatianB of all 
denommatious. The light of the Goapel of Christ JeBUS is also 
rejected upon us through tlie pious and savoury lives of exemplary 
; Christiana, who live under the influence of the Lord's Holy Spirit, 
And above all these, we have the inward testimony of that grace 
whi^h bringeth Ralvatiou, and the powerful convictions of the Holy 
Spirit, to awaken us to a life of piety and of dedication to the Lord's 
Bervice. Each of these is a talent for the right improvement of 
which we shall assuredly have to be accountable, and if left unim- 
proved, the warning which Chritit gave to Chorazin and Bethsaida 
may come to he applied to us. I was also engaged in supplication* 
and the meeting closed under a precious sense of Divine mercy and 
•compassion. 

BuoBROOK* — I had to speak of our Lord's observations relative ta 
John the Baptist. John htul borne testimony to Jesas, as the Lamb 
of God, who takoth away the sin of the world, and as He who should 
baptize with the Holy Ghost ; yet, when John was brought into 
affliction and cast into prison, it appears from the account as th^figli 
a dai-k cloud of uncertainty had come over his mind, although, when 
endued with power £i"om on high, he had been one of the greatest of 
prophets, and one of the most successfiil of the Lord's messengers. 
In this state of doubt and uncertainty, he sent two of his disciples to 
our Lord, with a message of inquiry — *' Art thou he that should 
comej or do we look for another ?" Here is a striking eiempHBca' 
tion of what the most dignified of the Lord's ministers may bocoiDe« 
in seasons of desertion and temptation. Our Lord did not give a 
direct answer to the inquiry, but appealed to His works. ** Go and 
shew John again those things which ye do hear and see : the bUnd 
receive their sight, and the lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, and 
the deaf hear, the dead are raised up, and the poor have the gospel 
preached to them ; and blessed is he, whosoever shall not be offended 
in me.** Thus, when any poor minds, in seasons of oppression and 
desertion, are tempted to call in question the soundness of their paat 
sxperience, and to doubt the reality of what the Lord hath wrought 
for or by them, it may be well, at such a time, to call to mind what 
hath been the efifect of His operations. They may then be able la 
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discover that something has beeu efl*ocU*(l equivalent tu the (ipening 
of the blind eye, and the nnstopping of the deuf ear, and even the 
'* dead in trespasses and sins'* being raised to life, and made " quick 
of understanding in the fear of the Lord." Thus may tlieir faith 
and confidence be renewed in the sufficiency of redeeming lore and 
mercy, as they are careful to abide in humility and patience. 

NoBTHAjfFTON. — I was led tu remark that the benefit which Friends 
derive from ministers travelling about In the way we are doing, does 
not altogether depend upon that which such may have to communi- 
eate. When they are called together to meet a minister, their minds 
are likely to be afresh stirred up to reh'gious rofiection and self-exa- 
mination ; at lea^t, I know it has often been so with myself. We 
are thus led to remember the Lord's past dealings with our souls, 
and to examine how far we have been abiding in His holy covenant. 
David said, ** I will come into thy house with burnt offerings; I will 
pay thee my vows, which my lips have uttered, and my voice hath 
spoken, when I was in trouble." It is a profitable engagement to 
examine how far we are concerned to keep those holy resolutions into 
which we were induced to enter, in the day of the Lord's gracioas 
visitations to oiur souls, whether these visitations were in the way of 
poignant convictions for sin, or of humbling, heart-tendering visita- 
tions of His love. Our Lord said to His disciples, when He was 
sending them forth, *' He that receiveth you, reoeiveth me, and he 
that receiveth me receiveth him that sent me." Thus, tliose who 
are the most earnest and sincerely desiroafl of being instructed by 
the Lord's ministors are already under His own teaching, and the 
more diligently they listen to Hia voiee^ the more they wiU be taught 
to profit, 

Wlluxoboeouob is one of the largest meetings in this county of 
Northampton. I dwelt on the nature of that preparation of heart 
which is needful, in order that we may acceptably worship tlie .^11- 
Heein^ God ; and I sought to explain that beautifht passage in the 
book of Isaiah — ** He that walketli righteously, and speaketh up- 
rightly ; he that despiseth the gain of oppressions, that shaketh hia 
hands from holding of bribes, that stoppeth his ears from hearing of 
blood, and ^^hutteth hi« ^vos from seeing evil ; he shall dwell on high, 
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hiB place of defence shall be the munitionB of rockB, bread Bh^U bo 
given him, hie waters shall he sure.*' 

FfNEDON.— 'Here also notice was giTen for a pnblic meeting, and 
about three hundred assembled. It proved a quiet, BoUd meeting* 
D. 0. was first engaged, id a clear, lively, and pertinent testimony; 
after which, my way opened, and, through mercy, mouth and wifidona^ 
tongue and utterance, were plentifully vouchsafed. We read that on 
one occasion, when an innumerable multitude of people assembled to 
hear our Lord'a discourses, and to witness Hia miracles, He com- 
menced His address with this caution, '* Beware ye of the leaven of 
the Pharisees, which is hypocrisy. For there is nothing covered, that 
Hhall not he revealed ; neither hid, that shall not be known." There 
is reason t-o fear that many are chargeable with hypocrisy ; indeed, 
all who make profession of religion, without being seriously concerned 
to walk agreeably to the Divine wiD concerning them, are so charge- 
able, in a greater or less degree. 

AMrrniLL. — I was favoured with ability to labour in Gospel love,. 
especially with the young people, and to warn them of the danger of 
giving way to pride or self-sufficiency, or trusting to any of their intel- 
lectual attainments, for we have nothing good but what we have 
received. Many of our young people do iudeed receive largely of the 
Lord's bounteous gifts, and have been favoured with a guai'ded and 
religious educatioD, by which they obtain a large share of influoiic»{ 
over others ; but when pride and self-conceit get up, they oppose the 
Lord's work in the soul, and such as indulge in them trust in the 
gift, to the dishonour of the Giver. We read that there was war in 
heaven, Michael and his angels making war against the devil and 
his angels. Thus pride got up in Lucifer, and he rebelled against 
the King of heaven. Perhaps pride, more than some other yioes^ 
tends to generate a spirit of rebellion against the sovereignty of God 
in the souh Therefore He is said to behold such afar off; but He 
giveth of both His gifts and His graces to the humble, the Iowly» and 
the meek. " I thank thee, Fatiier, Lord of heaven and earth, thai 
thou hast hid these things from the wise and prudent, and hast 
revealed tliem unto babes." What an awful consideration it is that 
any of us should bo in such a situation that the mysteries of tb<^ 
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kingdom muat be hid from ub ; and that this should even be a cause 
of thaukfulness to the blessed Redeemer, the danger such must be 
in 1 The great Apostle Paul attained to a very difTerent state, by 
yielding to the powerful visitation with which he was faToured. His 
attainments in knowledge were Tory great, and when he gaye way to 
pride and self-sufficiency, he despised the lowly followers of the Lord 
JesuB, and even sought to destroy them, but he was suddenly smitten, 
fell to the ground, and cned, *' Lord, what wouldst thou have me to 
do ?" The Lord answered his humble prayer, and then in what low 
estimation does he henceforth regard his former attainments. " What 
things,** saith he, *' were gain to me, those I counted loss for Christ; 
yea, doubtless, and I count aU things but loss for the excellency of 
the knowledge of Christ Jesus my Lord, for whom I have suffered 
the loss of aU things, and do count them but dung, that I may win 
Christ, and be found in him, not having mine oim righteousness, 
which is of the law, but that which is through the faith of Christ, the 
righteousness which is of God by faith,*' What a wonderful change 
was this I the high, proud, wratliful persecutor, changed into a lowly, 
self-denying disciple of the Lord Jesus, walking by faith. 

HrrcHTN, — My mind was led into sympathy with some who, 1 
apprehended, were under the Lord's preparing hand for usefulness in 
the church. These have to pass through many proving seasons, and 
many deep baptisms, before Ihey are thoroughly fit for the varied 
services which they may be called to perform. They are comparable 
to clay in the hands of the potter, and unless the clay is well cleansed 
from all unyielding substances, it will not have that equality and 
pliability, so essential to the formation of a comely and useful vessel, 
and so it will be in danger of being marred. Thus must we be 
brought into a state of entire resignation, in order that the Lord's 
will, and that alone, may be done. The activity of the creaturely 
will often greatly mars the Lord*8 work ; but it is hard to tlesh and 
blood thus to be led, at times, by a way which we know not, and into 
paths that we have not seen— to walk by faith. 

Hertford. ^There was a funeral here, which drew Friends to 
the meeting &om some other placee» so that the gathering was large. 
** Kxrept your righteousness shall exceed tlie righteousness of the 
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Scribes and Phaiisees, ye sliall in no case ent€r into the kingdom of 
heaven," These were zealous in the observance of some of the 
smaller and less important requirements of the Law, and neglected 
the weightier matters, not being influenced by the love of God, but 
rather seeking the praise of men* There is great reason to fear that 
many amongst us are indulging a simEar spirit, being zealous in 
matters of outward order and conformity, but dwelling too much on 
t2ie BQifacej and not being duly concerned to lay up treasure in hea- 
ven, but evincing, by their conduct and daily conversation, that their 
hearts arc not there. In the afternoon, a considerable number of the 
townspeople attended the meeting, at my request, whom I addressed 
in the way of ministry, reviving the promise of our Lord that where 
two or three arc gathered together in His name, there will He be in 
the midst of them, and I thought something of tliis precious, Bolem- 
nizing presence was to be felt amongst us at this time. I also 
engaged in prayer, especially for the rising generation. 

HoDDESDON. — ^The exclamation of David was revived here, *' When 
I consider thy heavens, the work of thy fingers, tho moon and the 
^fitarsj which thou hast ordained ; what is man, that thon art mindful 
of him ? and the son of man, that thou visitost him ? For thou hafit 
made him a little lower than the angels, and hast crowned him with 
glory and honour. Thou madest him to have dominion over the 
works of thy hands ; thou hast put all things imder his feet." 
Although our gracious Creator has been pleased to constitute Hia 
creature man lord over the lower creation, it is evident that man 
inst duly reverence the Divine sovereignty, otherwise, the true 
harmony between God and His works would be destroyed, Man, by 
his delegated position, ought to be excit-ed to gratitude, and to blesa 
the Lord for all His benefits, and be often engaged to query, " What 
shall I render unto the Lord for all his benefits toward me?" But 
he, in his fallen condition, cleaves to the leprosy of sin, I then 
introduced the account of Naaman the Syrian; how haughty! and yet 
afterwardsi how humbled ! and when brought down k) this state, how 
gently was he dealt with, when he stated to the prophet some of his 
temptations and besetments, arising out of his station near the idola- 
trous king ! The gracious forbearance of God was evinced by the 
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answer, *' Go in peace ;** ^o in peace in ibis th}' bumbled, solf-abased 
state of mind. Our Lord told His disciples tbat He bad many tbings 
to saj to tbemi bat tbej could not bear tliem tben. He does not at 
once reveal to tbe awakened mind all tbe great tbings of His holy 
law, but as a gentle Sbepbcrd, be carries the lambs in His bosom, 
and gently leads onward, step by stop, as they are ablo to bear it, 
those in whose hearts are found sincere desires after tbe knowledge 
of His holy will. 

Albaks* — My subject was tbe benefit of afflictions, and I was led 
to remark how wonderfolly, in some instances, that saying of the 
Apostle is verified — *' All tbings work together for good to them that 
love God." How remarkably was this exemplified in the life of 
Joseph ! He appears to have been a pious youth, and was favoured 
with some intimations of bia future exaltation. He was grieved to 
see the evil conduct of some of his brethren, and carried the report 
to Ms father. This excited their hatred, as his dreams had previously 
called forth their envy \ and even at a time when he was performing 
an office of love and kindness toward them, they plotted his destruc* 
tion. But their plans were over- ruled by a Hand which they could 
not control, and they had ultimately to confess their faults with 
shame and bitter remorse. What must have been Joseph s feelings 
when left In the pit, or when sold as a slave to the lahmaelites ? 
How must his faith have been tried, aa to the truth of those impres- 
sions regarding his future advancement, which bad been left upon 
his mind ! but, through aU, he appears to have lored and feared God, 
who made all work together for Joseph's benefit and His own glory. 
We find that i?) his solitude, when far separated from his father s 
house, and fri»m his kindred, and the land of his nativity, Joseph was 
made a blessing unto others, and eventually to surrounding naUon^* 
but in an especial manner to his own kindred. Here is great encou- 
ragement to Uie exercise of patience and resignation under affliction, 
and to trust in the providence of God. 

CHAitLEYwooD meeting is not now open, but we bad a precious 
meeting at Hickmans worth, with those who usually assemble, only 
one being a member. It appeared t^ mo that the pure life flowe<l 
very freely through some minds, during our time of silonci?. I revived 
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tbat simple, clear descriptioii of the Gospel message given by Jolm, 
" This then is the messogo which we have heard of him, and declare 

imto yon^ that God is light, and in him is no darkness at all .If we 

walk in the light, as he is in the light, we have fellowship one with 
another, and the blood of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth ub from 
all sin,** Thus it follows that whatever darknesa may becloud any 
of onr minds, it vnW generally (though not always) be of ourselves, 
axising from the straggles of the sinful, cornipt nature striving for tbo 
ascendancy. In God is no darkness at all» When we are rightly 
humbled, and wait patiently, yet with fervency of spirit, upon Him, 
yielding ready obedience to whateTer is manifested to be our duty, 
the light will arise and dispel the darkness. Walking in the light 
produces true Christian fellowship, and though the community of 
believers is divided into many families or denominations, yet when 
they walk in the light, there will be a good degree of true unity, and 
they will meet before the throne in something of the nature of Gospel 
fellowship. They will he children of one Father, and be led to con- 
fess one and the same Redeemer, and will feel tbat it is the blood 
of Jesus Christ which cleanseth from all sin. Thus the hunger will 
be felt after the living bread, wherewith Christ susl-ains the true 
members of his body. The x\postle thus admonished the believers— 
** As new-born babes, desire the sincere milk of the word, that ye 
may grow thereby*" How does the infant, the new-born babe, desire 
the milk ? It is mih eagerness, with an almost incessant desire ; 
and the further we atlvanco in the spiritual life, the more do we 
resemble this state — we hunger and thii-st after inward refreshment 
to omr souls. And what is it that we desire ? It is " the sincere 
^milk of the word ;" a true discovery of the Lord's mind and will, and 
of our o^vn real condition. The deceitfnlnesa of the cornipt heart 
ceases to have so much influence over us ; we desire that which is 
true, that which is sincere in its love of God, that' in which there ie 
no deception, no delusion. We desire that the living Word may 
speak in us, and thus we know a growth in grace, and in the saving 
knowledge of our Lord Jesus Clirist. In corroboration of this doo- 
iftnue, I related what I heard a dear Friend, long since deceased, say 
a few days before her death. She compared herself to a little child. 
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which reqiiireB very &equeut supplies of food. She therefore sought 
it frequently, and with earoestneds ; and how well it was for her that 
she was thus diligently engaged to promote the growth of the host 
life, for in a short time after I heard her use these expressions, she 
was numhered with the dead. She was suddenly called to quit the 
tenement of clay, but was not taken until she had opportunity to pour 
forth the pious effusions of her purified spirit in prayer, for herself, 
her immediate connexions, and for the church at lai^e. She died 
after two hours* Ulneas, having shortly before been engaged in pubhc 
testimony in meeting. 

We proceeded direct to London, where we arrived on the 16th of 
5th month, 1827, having been absent from home sixty days, had 
meetings at sixty-nine places, and travelled about thirteen hundred 
and sixty-four railea. 

In traveUing along the road the last day or two, and considering 
the manner in which we have been helped along from place to place, 
and from day to day, the query put by our dear Lord to His disciples, 
when they rotui-ned from the mission on which they had been sent, has 
again and again presented itself to my mind : '' When I sent you with- 
out parse, and scrip, and shoes, lacked ye anything ? they answered, 
Nothing." We have often been in a stat^ of strippednesa and empti- 
ness, and yet, I believe qualification for service has been graciously 
Touchsafed, not as natural inclination would desire, but often in the 
line of deep humiliation and cross-bearing ; yet even thus, we trust 
that at times, the Lord's suffering, afflicted children, have been visited 
with lively sympathy, and the Lord's glory promoted* There have 
been times when the Gospel of the grace of God has been preached 
with power, and in the demonstration of His Spirit. How wonderful 
have the dealings of my God been with me ! At home I am scarcely 
known to numy of my dear Friends, in the ministerial character, and 
yet now, through adorable mercy and loving-kindness, I have been 
strengthened to visit all the meetings of our Society in Great Britain 
and Ireland, with very few exceptions, and several counties twice 
over. I trust it has been the Lord a doing, and my earnest desire 
and prayer is« that His own works may praise Him, in whose sight 
no fleah must glory. 
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After thu, G, R. attended the yearhf meefiufj in LondaUf auA 
then vwited vartous meetinys in the Midland Counties, of uhich 
littU GfT tto record is left, 

LuMBROYD is a small meeting ; io it we each had some semce. 
We often have need of both fttith and patience, yet the Lord is good. 

Newton, — Here is a Bchool, in which there are some Friends* 
children, I sat the fore part of the meeting in a low state; but 
waiting in patience, my way opened to labonr for the instrnction otf ^ 
the dear boys, in what appeared to mo rather a remarkable manner. 
Great is the benefit of patient, silent waiting npon God, even when 
the mind may be affected with discouraging sensations. How often, 
tlu-ough mercy, ai'e we permitted, at snch times, to feel the prophetic 
declaration verified, ** They that wait upon the Lord shall renew 
their strength." I had also to attempt to explain how, though the 
work of salvatioB is wholly of God, yet He requires as to co-opexate 
with the measure of grace afforded. Good desires, good inclinations, 
are aU excited in us by Divine grace, yet they must be cherished and 
yielded to, both in their general scope and tendency, and also ia 
their more circumstantial requirements. This was elucidated by the 
case of the blind man, whose eyes our Lord opened. On seeing Uim, 
the disciples queried, ** Master, who did sin, this man, or his parents, 
that he was born blind?" Our Lord replied, "Neither hath this 
man sinned, nor his parents, but that the works of God should be 
made manifest in him.** This teaches us the entire sovereignty of 
God, in ordering and controlling the allotment of men, which consi- 
deration ought to humble those who have many good gifts, talentSi 
and privileges bestowed upon them. Our Lord spat on the groujid, 
and made clay mth the spittle, and therewith anointed the blind 
•man's eyes, commanding him to go and wa»h in the pool of Siloam. 
Now we find that his eyes were opened by the exertion of a miracu- 
lous power, yet not without his own obedience and co-operation. If 
he had not been in the way j if he had rejected the simple applica- 
tioB ; if he had suffered his natural feelings to revolt against the clnj 
made with spittle ; if he had disobeyed the command to wash in tho 
pool of Siloam ; in any of these cases, he might have deprived him- 
self of the benefit. The case of Philip and the Ethiopian eunuch 
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was also brought instnictiyely before me. The eunuch had but a 
small degree of light, yet he was careful to improve by that with 
which he was favoured. He went up to Jerusalem, that city which 
the Lord had chosen, in a peculiar manner, to place Hia name in. 
He went from Ethiopia, a long distance, nor did hia rank, high in the 
queen's service, prevent him. His object was to worship God in His 
chosen temple, by which was verified the prophetic language, " Mine 
house shall be called an house of prayer for all people" — not for the 
Jews only. He was sitting in his chariot, reading in the Holy Scrip- 
tures, or those parts to which he had found access. By all this it is 
evident that he was diligent in the use of means, and in seeking to 
benefit by those talents or privUegos with which he had been entrusted, 
and the Lord was about to add to his talents, and to enlarge his 
knowledge of Divine things. But, in order to this, Phihp must have 
his faith and his obedience tried. The word of the Lord came to 
him and said, '* Arise, and go toward the south unto the way that 
goeth down from Jerusalem unto Gaza, which is desert." And he 
arose and went in the obedience of faith, not querying what ho had 
to do when he got there : he knew the Lord*s voice, and yielded to 
the gentle intimation. When arrived at the spot, the command was 
then given, " Go near, and join thyself to this chariot/' He obeyed, 
and found the pious eunuch reading the prophet Isaiah, and in the 
place of all others best calculated to prepare his mind to believe in 
the mission of the blessed Messiah. ** He was led as a sheep to the 
slaughter; and like a lamb dumb before his shearer, so opened he 
not his mouth : in his humiliation his judgment was taken away : and 
who shall declare his generation ? for his life is taken from the earth." 
PMlip asked him, '^ Understandest thou what thou readest?" He 
humbly replied, " How can I, except some man should guide me ?'* 
O precious state ! diligent in the use of means, yet sensible of our 
utter insufficiency to improve thereby without the Divine blessing. 
Philip now explained to hini the propitiatory sacrifice of Christ, and 
the Gospel of salvation through Him. It is instructive to notice 
what a variety of circumstances there were in the cose before us 
QeoesB&ry to be minutely attended to ; how implicitly were the secret 
intimations and influences of the Lord*s Spirit to be yielded to and

obeyed, that thus the Lord's gracious designs might be accomplished ! 
How do these facts teach us the wisdom of waiting diligently upon 
God, and carefully yielding to the most secret and gentle intimatious 
of His will ! 

Settle. — In the forenoon, D. 0, had the whole of the ministerial 
service, and was enabled to perform it very acceptably ; but in the 
afternoon I was permitted to obtain some relief to my deeply-exer- 
cised mind, by expression, chiefly addressed to a halting, unsnb-j 
mitting, yet tenderly- visited state, in those who, it may be, are led 
Epbraim of old, to bemoan their condition, entangled and oppresi 
for want of submission to that Arm of power which alone can deliver. 

CouNTEESiBE* — I explained bow some advance in the paths of true 
religion tends to humble and abase, by its being attended with on, 
Increase of light, and a more lively abhorence of sin, and a cl« 
and a more awful view of the Divine holiness. It was thus with Job. 
Although the Lord si)oke of him as a perfect and upright man, fearing 
God and eschewing evil, how deeply was he proved and humbled, 
and led to see his ow^n great unworthiness, as contrasted with the 
holiness and glorious majesty of God I He exclaims, ** Behold, I 
am vile ; what shaE I answer thee ? I will lay mine hand upon mj 
mouth ; onco have I spoken ; but I will not answ^er, yea, twice, bul 
I wiU proceed no further." " I have heard of thee hj the hearing of 
the oar, but now mine eye seeth thee ; wherefore I abhor myself, and 
repent in dust and ashes." If in view of the Divine purity, thc^j 
righteous feel thus abased, even the Lord's dedicated servants, 
may well conclude that a time will come when the sinners in Zion 
shall be afraid ; feaifulness shall surprise the hypocrites. But some- 
times, very deep baptisms and conflicts are allotted to those whom 
the Lord's preparing hand is fitting for future usefulness. These 
must be baptized into covenant with their spiritual Leader, as were 
the Israelites to Moses, *' in the cloud and in the sea ;'* yea, into ihi 
sea of troubles and conflicts, in which they may have to go down 
to the bottom of Jordan, and to bring op their stones of memorial 
from thence. Thoy may even have to witness some cloudy and dark 
dispensations, when the hght of the Lord's coimtenance may, for a 
season, be veiled from them, yea, the hope of Israel, the Saviour

thereof in time of trouble, may hide himself from their view ; yet Ho 
is not the loss near to watch over them, though the cloud may inter- 
vene. They may safely trust Kim in all His dispensations ; and when 
most afflicted with the view of their own vileness, they may cry, with 
David, ** Have mercy upon me, God, according to thy loving-kind- 
ness : according nnto the multitude of thy tender mercies blot out 
my transgresBions ;" so Bhall they have in due time to bless the 
Lord, who forgiveth all their iniquities, who healeth all their diseases, 
who redeemeth their life from destructioD, and who crowneth them 
with loving-kindness and tender mercies. 

Bajnbbidge. — The monthly meeting here was well attended, and 
several of the neighbours came in, so that it was a very mixed com* 
pany, and perhaps this occasioned our service to be more difficult to 
perform ; yet I trust we were both helped to exercise the gift usefully 
and acceptably. I had to explain that saying of our Lord, " Suppose 
ye that I am come to give peace on earth ? I tell you, Nay, but rather 
division. I am come to send fire on the earth, and what will I, if 
it be already kindled 7" It cannot be supposed that our Lord meant 
to intimate that those who embraced the doctxiues of the Gospel 
would consequently become more quarrelsome, but His meaning was, 
that they who should lead a godly hfe in Him, must have persecution 
to endure ; he who ia of the first and carnal nature will be at enmity 
with, and will persecute him that is born of the Spirit. In the pre- 
sent mixed state of society, it is not to be wondered at if some of the 
Lord's visited children should feel themselves required to tread a 
more narrow path than many of those amongst whom their lot may 
be east ; but let them be faithful, If even, like Gideon of old, they 
may be called, as in the night season, to eflect the destruction of 
some of the idols of their father's house ; or it may be, like faithful 
Abraham, they may be required to leave their country, their kindred^ 
and their father*s house, and to follow their Heavenly Leader in all 
His requirings, yielding simple obedience, in true and living faith. 
"Come out of" Babylon, "my people, that yo be not partakers of 
her Bins, and that ye receive not of her plagues.'* 

RsBTB. — **Saul. Saul, why persecutest thou me? it is hard fof thee 
kick against the pricks." It is a mercy when these convictiona 
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for siDj tliese pricks, Ri'e felt ; it is a proof that we are not yet quite 
forsaken or given up ; yet, unless these strivint^s of the Lord's Spirii^ 
are yielded to, they may be of little avail, and only increase the weighl 
of our final condemnation, " Thine own wickedness shall correct 
thee, and thy backalidings shall reprove thee/* The natural and 
tmavoidable consequences of sin often tend to fill the sinner with 
shame, remorse, and conviction. This is a ^eat mercy, and, if 
yielded to, will work for good, but if hardness of heart and impeni- 
tence be continued in, all will be of no avail, except to increase the 
load of guilt. 

BoRBowBV.— " Except ye be converted, and become as little chil- 
dren, ye shall not enter into the kingdom of heaven." This implies 
a great change ; and those in whom the Lord*s power so operates as 
to produce it wiW soon feel themselves as little children ; they will 
be little in their own eyes, and small in their own esteem ; they will 
feel their daily need of Divine care and assistance, for they cannot 
walk uprightly or safely unless they are led by His hand. They wiU 
also foci a strong desire for frequent supplies of spiritual food adapted, 
to the nourishment of the new nature ; they will hunger and 
after the bread and water of life, after the sincere milk of the word. 
The earnest desires unto God of those who are thus made sensible 
of their wants were graciounly encouraged by our dear Lord, wheo 
personally on earth. His conduct toward the blind man, who 8at by 
the way-side begging, and cried out, " Jesus, thou Son of David, have 
mercy on me," was an instance of it. Those around would have put 
him by, blaming his imi>ortunity, but our Lord commanded him to 
be called, and spoke encouragingly to him, inquiring what should he 
done for him. ** Lord, that I might receive my sight," was the replyi 
It was an important request, but he had faith in the presence 
Divine power, and it was granted. The parable of the unjust judge 
was of similar tendency ; also, our Lord's allusion to the conduct of 
earthly parents, in granting the requests of their children ; by all 
which it is evident that earnestness of spirit, and fervency of desire, 
in making our wants known unto God, are highly acceptable in the 
Divine sight, and tend to draw down the Lord's gifts and blessi 
upon us. How encouraging is it to the awakened soul, to the hungry, 
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thirsty^ tried, and often afflicted pilgrim, that the Lord Jesaa Christ, 
the King Immortal, remains to be to His true disciples such a hiding 
place from the wind, such a covert from the tempest, yea, as rivers 
of waters in a dry place, and as the shadow of a great rock in a weary 
land. 

BiLSDALE. — ^I sat in a watchful, stripped state, till, just as D. O. 
was sitting down, my mind became suddenly and remarkably illumi- 
nated and prepared for service. I had to admire the wonderful and 
mysterious operation of the power of Him whoso way, at times, is in 
the sea, and whose footsteps are not known. I revived the invitation 
in the parable, " My oxen and my fatlings are killed, and all things 
are ready ; come unto the marriage.'* By this, our Lord points 
out the apiritual feast of fat things, which is offered for our sus- 
tenance and refreshment. How great is the condescension of Him 
who is King of kings, and Lord of lords ; of Him who made heaven 
and earthy the sea, and the fountains of waters^ and who upholdeth 
all things by the word of His i>ower, that He should so condescend 
to care for His frail, erring creature^ man. All the animate and 
inanimate creation are subservient to His will ; whilst man» being 
endued with reasoning powers and free agency, dares to be disobe* 
dient. Well might the Psalmist exclaim, "When I consider thy 
heavens, the work of thy fingers, the moon and the stars, which thou 
hast ordained ; what is man, that thou art mindful of him ? and the 
son of man, that thou visitest him?'' This subject was enlarged 
upon, and the way of life and salvation pointe<l out, whereby (having 
experienced the work of regeneration) we may so feed on the milk of 
the word — on angels' food, the bread and water of life, as to know a 
spiritual growth from the stature of babes in Christ, to that of young 
men, strong men, and elders, yea, to that of fathers in Christ Jesus, 
until we are graciously permitted to join the general assembly and 
church of the first-bom, which are written in heaven. 

HtTTTOK, — QuiBBOROtJGH MONTHLY MEETING, — B, 0. had pointed 
out how some had erred by making haste to be rich, and so had 
pierced themselves through ^ith many sorrows. I endeavoured to 
show how not only this error, but many other evils might be avoided, 
did we duly consider that we are not our own, but are bought with a 
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price, that henceforth we should Dot live the rest of our time in th^ 
flesh to the lusts of meDj but to the will of God. In order to arrivo 
at this blessed attainment^ we should obey the injunction of our gra- 
cious Lord, ** Seek ye first the kingdom of God, and his righteous- 
ness," relying humbly and trustfully on the promise, *'idl these 
things shall bo added onto you." Let the Lord's power reigo. His 
Spirit rule and guide, then shall we become more and more spin- 
tnolly-minded ; we shall mind temporal things less, and spintoal 
things more ; we shall delight to read the Holy Scriptures, and to 
meditate in the law of the Lord. The Scriptures are a precious 
talent committed to our trust for our improvement; they are one 
important means through which the will of God is made known to 
men. We should read seriously and reverently, and meditate therein, 
and seek unto Him who hath the key of David, (who opens and no 
man can shut, and shutteth, and no man can open,) to unfold to us 
the true meaning of what we read. In tlie days of our Lord's per- 
sonal appearance upon eartli. He uttered many things in parables, 
and the disciples besought Him, when in private, to explain His 
sayings to them, sometimes even when the meaning did not seem to 
be very obscure, and doubtless, by so doing, they attained to the 
true understanding of them much more clearly than if they had solely 
relied on their own natural powers. It is declaimed by an Apostle, that 
that which may be known of God is made manifest in men. The 
knowledge of the Divine will is frequently communicated by instru- 
mental means, as by the Holy Scriptures, or the nainistry of rightly 
qualified messengers ; but still the truths which they proclaim are (o 
be made manifest, expounded, applied, and truly revealed, in relation 
to our individual condition, and this ia all to be known within. The 
more diligent therefore we are in the use of the means of inatinictioti 
placed within our reach, while seeking the aid of the Lord's Holy 
Spirit, and watching unto prayer, the more we are likely to grow in 
the knowledge of Divine things. Thus will our delight be in the law 
of the Lord, and we shall not only be led often to meditate therein, 
but our conversaUon will be more on heavenly, and loss on eartldjr 
subjects. Were this more generally the case in our Society^ there is 
no reason to doubt but that spiritual gifts would be much more 
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plentifully dispensed, and many more teatimony-bearera would be 
raised np, who wonld falfil the prophetic language, " They shall teach 
Jacob thy judgments, and Israel thy law: they shall put incense 
before thee, and whole burnt sacrifice upon thine altar.** More 
would be made willing to offer up all they have, and all thoy are, to 
the Lord's service ; to run to and fro, and cause knowledge to be 
incfeased. They who are thus made wise with that wisdom which 
cometh from above will finally shine forth as the sun in the kingdom 
of their Father, and ** they that turn mimy to righteousness, as the 
stars for ever and ever." Oar Lord's manifestation in the flesh was 
&ot to destroy, but to fnlfil the kw and the prophets. The Gospel 
means of instruction are added to all that preceded, and we have now 
many more talents to improve by than the ancients had; and for these 
privileges we shall be accountable. Our redemption is not effected 
by corrttptiblc things, as silver and gold, but by "the precious blood 
of Christ; as of a lamb i;\ithout blemish and without spot/* Wo 
therefore are not our ovm, but are bought with a price, a most pre- 
cious price, that we should not live the rest of our time in the flesh 
to the lusts of men, but to the will of Go<l. 

HuBY. — My burden was to stimulate Friends to greater earnest- 
ness in their search after experimental religion. We are told to 
'* strive to enter in at the strait gate,'* which implies, that we have 
much to strive against. The pearl of great price was to be obtained 
by parting with every other possession. God must have no rival in 
our aflcctions. The Apostle said, " I die daily.** Death is an a^ful 
conflict : what then does this expression denote but being buried with 
Christ by baptism unto death, the entire surrender unto God ? It 
most be a deep and earnest struggle, a warfare, a continual striving. 
How then can the careless, the lukewarm, and indifferent, hope U) 
succeed? 

York Quabtebly Meeting. — After various Friends had spokcu, 
I rose, rather late, in the first sitting. My concern chiefly related to 
the right and vigilant exercise of those gifts and that influence which we 
possess, for the good of others, as said our blessed Lord, " Who then 
is a fiaithful and wise servant, whom his lord hath made ntler over 
his household, to give them meat Id dae season? blessed ia that 
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Bervant, whom his lord when ht» cometh shall find bo doing.'* This 
may be applied to ministers, ciders, and overseers in the chnrch, and 
also to parents and heads of families — to all who are fiavoured wil 
inilaence over otherB. These are all nilera in tlieir several degreeflj 
not to oppress or afflict, (though it may be, at times, to correct or 
chastise,) bat thoy are to feed and instruct, as they are enabled — to 
give to those under their care their portion of meat in due season. 
They must be faithful, men of uprightness, and integrity ; and Un 
must be wise, well instructed in the knowledge of the Divine will. 
The danger of lui watch fulness was also enforced, of the heart being 
overcharged with surfeiting, or with drunkennesB, or with the can 
of this life. The worldly-minded may be overtaken unawares by the 
day of solemn inquisition ; but the faithful and wise, the diligent and 
watchful, the Lord will comfort and accept ; yea, He \nll cause them 
to sit down to spiritual feasts, and with wonderful condescension Hi 
will Himself come forth and serve them. 

In the meeting for worship on tii'th-day, I>, O. was favoured witli 
considerable liberty in prayer, in which he remembered^ before thi 
throne of grace, those Friends now labounug in America, and 
those about to proceed to the continent of Europe. 

On fouilh-day evening, we had a sweet, instructive opportimity with 
a Friend, who has long been confined to bed by indisposition. Each 
of my companions had a little to offer ; my mite was thrown in by 
way of conversation. A state of conflict and sense of desertion hav-^ 
ing been spoken to, she said that she had to experience both height 
and deptlis indescribable, but that in her greatest extremities she 
had been supported, and could say, that not one conflict too man] 
had been dispensed, and that in her gi'eatest heights she had beeilt^ 
enabled to give all the glory to Him to whom alone it is do©. 

CoTHERSTOKE. — I addressed those especially who are in advaiioed 
life. The Psalmist prayed, " So teach us to number our days, that 
we may apply our hearts unto wisdom." " Lord, make me to knoi 
mine end, and the measure of my days, what it is, that I may knoi 
how fraE I am," These considerations are calculated to produce 
watchfulness and holy fear as they are abode imder, whereby preserva* 
tion may be experienced, and otu- dwelling will be near the Fountain of 
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living waiersi with which our rouIs will be at times sweetly refreshed. 
Thus we shall not be taken unawares when the midnight cry may go 
forthj ** Behold, the bridegroom cometh» go ye out to meet him;*' 
bat we may humbly hope that our lampa will be trimmed j and our 
lights burning, and that we shall bo found like men waiting for the 
coming of their Lord. 

Bishop Acgkla^d. — There were Friends present from five parti- 
cular meetings. We both laboured. I had comfort in the conscious- 
ness of haviug endeavoured to discharge my duty faithfully, accordiug 
to the measure of ability a^urded. 

Staikdeop.-* Here we believed it right to appoint a public meeting, 
which was largely attended, the house being filled, and many stand- 
ing. D* 0. spoke first, and had good service ; no much so, thai I 
VfBB ready to doubt whether I might not be easy without any addition 
by way of testimony, but, finding I should not bo clears I yielded to 
the service. When our predecessors wore sent forth to proclaim that 
doctrine which may be considered as the primary and characteristic 
testimony that we, as a Society, have been called to bear before the 
world, viz., that of the inshining of the light of Christ, or the inward 
guidance and inBuence of the Spirit of God, they were much opposed, 
and their doctrine was by many rejected and despised ; but now there 
is reason to believe that this doctrine is gaining ground, and is pretty 
generally acknowledged "by the Imly reHgious of the various denomi- 
nations. The Apostle declares that " God, who commanded tlie light 
to shine out of darkness, hath shined in our hearts, to give the light 
of the knowledge of the glory of God in the face of Jesus Christ.'* 1 
am firmly persuaded of the truth of the Apostle's declaration, that 
the grace or Spirit of God hath been, in measure, imiversally bestowed 
upon mankind, but probably varying in degree, as much as the first 
dawning of the morning light differs from tlie glory and brightness of 
the meridian suu : yet the least degree of this light, if jrielded tOp IB 
of saving virtue. Wlion evil is manifested^ or mAde to appear, as each, 
to the mind of the sinner, and the intimation Is obeyed because it ia 
the will of God that we should cease from sin, this act of obedience 
affords a degree of peace and comfort to the mind. \Mien another 
reproof of instruction is felt, another intimation of the Divine will 
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given^ and tlie mind humbly bows thereto in the feeling of that power 
which generally accompanies light, peace will again be experienced, 
and strength to obey, as well as light to discern the evil from the 
good, will increase. And, as obedience is thns daily yielded, tlie 
light will manii'est deeds, words, and though ts to be wrong and eon* 
trary to the Divine will, wliich were not before apprehended to be so; 
and thus it ia that light increases, I apprehend that there is no 
untutored Indian, or other heathen, but who, at some season of his 
life, has been thus visited by that ^dft or grace of God which is, in 
Scripture, declared to have appeared unto all men ; for "as in Adam^ 
all die, even so in Christ shall all be made alive/' The benefits of 
Christ's death are as univerBally ofiTered for man's acceptance as th<ii 
depravity of onr nature extends throogh Adam's transgression ; an< 
lot it be remembered that this grace brings salvation, not only from^ 
the guilt (through faith in Christ the Light, where the outward mani- 
festation in the Eesh is unknown), but from the power and dominion 
of sin, I had also to enforce the necessity of believing in Ckrist^ 
both as to what He did and suffered for ns in that prepared body, 
that we might be reconciled to God by His death, and know oor sins^ 
washed as in the blood of the Lamb ; and also in His inward and^ 
iQvisible appearance by His grace and good Spirit, to sanctify ourj 
hearts, and to clotho as with His own righteousness, that we ma] 
appear with acceptance before the throne of His Father. Thus woi 
witness the falilment of that ancient prophecy of the New Covenant 
dispensation, " I will put my laws into their mind, and write them in 
their hearts, and I will be to them a God, and they shall be to me a 

people I will be merciful to their unrighteousness, and their sins 

and their iniquities will I remember no more." 

In the review of this journey, I have felt great abasement, sensible 
of much weakness and insufEcienoy for the important service in which 
I have been engaged ; yet, on many occasions, the Lord has stood bjpj 
to strengthen me to advocate the honour of His great name, and 
publish the truths of the Gospel of my Lord and Saviour Jesi 
Christ, for wliich I desire thankfuEy to bless, praise, and magnify 
His holy name for evermore. 

We reached home on the 2nd of 7th month, having been absent 
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nearly four months, and travelled nineteen hundred and seventy- 
eight miles. In the coarse of this journey, as on several preceding 
ones, we have distributed, from the carriage and otherwise, a large 
number of religious tracts.

WITH JOSEPH KNIGHT AND CALEB WILSON, 



To PiLRTS OF YORKSHHIE AND EsSEX, IN 1830. 



I LEFT home on the 20th of 8rd month, and proceeded, by way of 
Stockton and Yarm, to attend the quarterly meeting at Leeds. My 
way did not open for service in the first sitting, but towards the close 
of the meeting for discipline, life and power were afforded me, in 
precious degree, to make a few remaiks connected with the subject 
of drowsiness in meetings for worship, which went deeply to the root 
of the evil, viz,, the want of a sufficient degree of the love and fesr 
of God, and of zeal for the honour of His gi'eat name. The case 
was brought forwai'd in that meeting of a young man engaged in 
shipping, with other partners, who had guns for defence introduced 
without his consent. This drew from Samuel Tuke some exceUeni 
femarks on the need there is for all to he careful how they foi 
alliances with such as hold a lower standard of Christian duty th&Q] 
themselves. This, he deemed needful j not only when we 
with others, for the purposes of trade, who are not in profession with 
ns, but, in some cases, even \Nith those who are, lest we be tlms led 
into a course of conduct with which the mind may become uneasy J 
and eventually we be involved in perplexity, and suffer loss. The 
meeting on fifth -day was large. The weight fell heavy upon me, on 
behalf of the unconverted. My voice was weak, yet, through Divine 
help, it held out well ; as also in fervent supplication. I felt greatly 
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relieved and comforiod, and had to rejoice in the God of my salvation, 
who continues to be gracioas to His children and people. 

Aa it appeared that my firiend Joseph Knight's prospect of religious 
semce and my own were similar, after much serious deliberation, it 
was concluded that we should unite as companions for a short time, 
until Caleb Wilson, of Sunderland, could join me. 

Malton. — By a letter from homo, I received the information that 
my beloved wife was much indisposed, as also my chief assistant in 
the buainesa. This involved me in deep solicitude, and strong and 
fervent cries ascended to the throne of grace for the help and support 
of my beloved wife, ray bosom companion and fellow-helper in the 
work of the Lord, both by her secret and frequently expressed sym- 
pathy, and by her judicious care of my family, and other concerns, 
during my frequent absence from home on the Lord's service. I 
believed it rijjht to inform her that if, in her deliberate judgment, 
she deemed my presence at home needful, I apprehended I should 
be permitted peacefully to return for a while* 

From Malton we proceeded to Knapton and Bridlington, and thence 
to Scarbro', Here my dear companion was more engaged in ministry 
than he had been previously. I had to speak of the prophecy of 
Isaiah, " Behold a king shall reign in righteoaanese/* appl>'ing it to 
Christ, who becomes to tliose who believe in» and obey Rim, ** as 
an biding place from the ^nnd, and a covert from the tempest ; as 
riTen of water in a dry place, as the shadow of a great rock in a 
weary land." The doctrines of the Gospel flowed freely. 

Castleton, — Here the chief service lay on Joseph Knight, who 
was engaged in ministry in a lively manner. 

I have often to admire when I reflect how my mind, at home, is 
frequently crowded with cares of varied nature and character, many 
of them having the glory of Go<l and the good of my fellow-men for 
their object ; yet when my Lord and Master sees meet to lead me 
forth in the ministr)' of the Gospel, it seems so replenished with 
spiritual instmction from day to day, rising up in remombrance sa 
sweetly, that I have indeed cause to be truly thankfrd. 

Bn*sx>ALB. — ^Uero I spoke particularly to those who might bo 
under disoomigement by roason of outward difliculties. It is said* 
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*' The young lions roar after their prey, and seek their meat from 
God*" In vai'ious parts of the Holy Scriptures, we are instructed, by 
reference to tlie watchful core of Divine Providence in providing sus- 
tenance for the lower animals, and we are taught from thence to rely 
on the goodness and care of Him whose *' tender mercies are over all ^^ 
his works." Yet He often sees meet to permit His children to b^f^^l 
brought as into very narrow places, as was the case with His own 
disciples and Apostles. Even after He had taught them to go for- 
ward in simple reliance on His ctire, we find He was pleased to 
[permit their faith to be deeply tried. One of them declares, '' In all 
things I am instnicted, both to bo full and to be hungiT, both to 
abound and to suffer need.** This resignation of wiU to what is 
allotted ns, and patience under affliction, constitutes an essential 
difference between the Lord's children and the men of this world. 
The latter repine, murmur, and are often impatient and distrustfol ; 
the former are thankful for mercies given, and humbly hope for more, 
endeavouring, when their fare is scanty, to endure it with patienco« 
Still we are taught to pray for our daily bread, and I am persuaded 
we may often acceptably spread our temporal wants and distresses 
before God. Can He who feeds the ravens and the yotmg lions^ 
and who careth for the sparrows, forget us, who are the noblest part 
of His workmanship 7 Nor is He less attentive to our inward and 
spiritual sustenance. Let ns then seek Him frequently, pouring 
forth our souls to Him in secret places, and He will assuredly regard 
our exercises, and reward us sooner or later, and that openly. 

KmBY MooRSEDE.^I Seemed to have to tread in a narrow path in 
the cross to my own will. I alluded to the evil of high-mindedness 
and self-exaltution in the enjoyment of the Lord's gifts, whether of 
intellectual endowments, outward substance, or even gifts of a spi* 
itual nature- The language of the Apostle was revived — '* Who 
made thee to differ from another ? and what hast thou that thou 
didst not receive?" I also adverted to the evil of covetonsness, 
pointing out why it is represented in the Scriptures as so offensive 
in the Divine sight ; because it leads us to place our affections on out- 
ward things, and to trust in riches, that is, to idolize them, thereby 
producing alienation of heart from the living God, so that hardnees 
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and darkDess ensue. I also addresBed the poor of this world, and 
ihoBO whose lot it is to labour for their daily bread, pointing out how 
the triflls and difficulties of every condition may bo sanctified to «a, 
if we arc but preserved in faith, humility and patience. This is one 
of the means by which the Lord would wean our afections from 
things below, and fix them on things above ; and this is His design 
when He blasts the favourite projects of those who seek to add house 
to house, and field to field, even to wean their affections back to 
Himself. How instmctivo is the language of the Apostle, " If ye 
then be risen with Christ,*' if ye have known the quickening influence 
of Divine power, '* seek those things which are above, where Christ 
sitteth on the right hand of God," How important will this state be 
in the day when all things here below shall vanish away, when even 
" the heavens shaU pass away with a great noise, and the elements 
shall melt with fervent heat;" yea, even, when we "shall see the 
Son of man coming in the clouds of heaven, mth power and great 
glory.- 

York. — Here my companion left me, so that I felt rather stripped. 
I believe our being banded together thus far has been consistent with 
Divine eounsel, and has, I trust, been helpful to us both, but my 
path of duty lies eastward, whilst he has service before him in the 
west. 

In the afternoon meeting I was prepared, by close discipline, to 
speak of the wisdom of God, in ordaining the path of self-denial and 
cross-bearing as the way to the crown. The wayward will of man 
requires this discipline to fit and prepare him for the enjoyment of 
the inheritance undefiled. Oar manner of sitting in silence is no 
inconsiderable part of this orofm^bearing to many, and, I do believe, 
has a very salutary tendency in subduing the natural will. 

When the glorious Gospel dispensation was about to l>e ushered 
into the world, it was indeed wonderful that He, who was the Prince 
of life, should be found, not only in the condition of a babe, but with 
a stable for His habitation, and a manger for Hia cradle ; and yet, 
whilflt in this state of humiliation, there were some who, guided by 
fiiith, were enabled to come and worship Him, offering their gifts of 
gold» frankincense, and myrrh. We also find that after Uto Lonl 
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Jesua Christ had finished Ilia work in that prepared body, His dis- 
ciples, who had justly " ti'ueted that it had been he which should 
have redeemed Israel," had the mortifying scene to endure, of behold- 
ing their Lord and Master crowned indeed, but with thorns, and eren 
mocked, buffoted, spit upon, and scourged, and finally led to the cross 
and nailed thereto, and endming excruciating pain until He poured 
forth His soul unto death, for our sokes, as a propitiatory sacrifi< 
for the sins of mankind. To this day, the Lord's thoughts are not 
as our thoughts, nor His ways as our ways, for He is choosing ** the 
weak things of the world to confound the things which are mighty, « 
and base things of tlie world, and things which are despised^ yea». 
and things which are not, to bring to nought things which are." And 
why is it thus ? but that He may be exalted who is God over all ; 
that the loftiness of man may be humbled, and the haughtiness of 
man brought low, that He, the Lord, may alone be exalted. I 
much fayoured in supplication for the poor in spirit, for parents, and 
heads of families, for the dear children and young people, and for the 
Lord's messengers, whether present or absent, whether labomiug in 
this or in distant lands. 

CoTTiNGWiTU.^I was joined by my long tried friend, Caleb Wilson, 
of Sunderland. The plaintive language of Job was revived, **0k 
tliat I were as in months past, as in the days when God presi 
me, when his candle shone upon my head, and when by his light I 
walked through darkness.*' I described some of the various causes. 
which tend to produce such feelings. It may be the sense of goili 
impressed upon the mind of the often visited yet disobedient sinner, 
at a time when one more glimpse of his danger is afforded him, and 
yet there may be Httlo probability of his more eflectually yielding to 
this than to any former visitation of Divine grace. How needful for 
such deeply to ponder his dangerous condition ! Or it may be the 
operation of the Lord's judgments in the hearts of some of his 
devoted children, or the result of that " washing of regeneration, and 
renewing of the Holy Ghost/' which is often attended with the veil- 
ing of the light of God*s countenance for a season, but which tends 
greatly to the purification of the soul. Those so exercised trulj 
'* fear God, and give glory to him/' when they feel that the hour oi 
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His judgments is come, and are thereby prepared " to worship him 
who made heayeu and eaitb^ the sea, and the fonntains of water.'^ 

Be%'ERLEY, — My comraunicatioE in this pkce had reference to 
Christian perfection. It felt to be my duty closely to follow my 
Divine Leader, and I afterwards ha<i reason to conclude that 1 had 
not been mistaken in the course I took. The Apostle commends 
some af the early belieTers " to him who" was " able to keep'' them 
**from falling, and to present'* them "faultless before the presence 
of his glory with exceeding joy ;" and again he says, " Faithful is he 
that calleth you, who also will do it ;" and in the Psalms we lead, 
" Blessed is he whose transgression is forgiven, whose sin is covered. 
Blessed is the man unto whom the Lord imputeth not iniquity, and 
in whose spirit there is no guile." Here, then, is an important step 
in that ladder, the top of which reacheth to heaven, to Christian per- 
fection, even a guileless spirit, an eye single to the glory of God ; or, 
in other words, a saving knowledge of the truths which our Lord 
declared makes free from sin — integrity of heart, both toward Go<l 
and man. 

Hull. — I revived the ancient language of the Most High to His 
people formerly, " Hearken unto me, ye that follow after righteous- 
ness, ye that seek the Lord Look unto Abniham your father, 

and unto Sarah that bare you, for I called him alone, and blessed 
him, and increased him.** I set forth the excellence of having the 
law of God revealed in the heart, not merely as a reprover for sin, 
but 80 dwelling there as to lead us often to meditate therein with 
great delight. I commended the obedience of Abraham as a noble 
example to young persons setting out in life. Let such obey our 
Lord^s precept, " Seek ye first the kingdom of God, and his righte- 
ODsnesB f seek to have the law of God truly in the heart, and 
hearken diligently to His voice ; then may they safely rely upon 
Him for all their needful supplies, through the riches of His mercy, 
in Christ Jesus. When God is pleased to reveal His Son in us, 
giving us true £dth to put our trust in Him, as our All-sufficient 
Leader and Director, it fills the soul with holy joy, and enables U3 
at times to praise and magnify His great name. 

Catb, — My service was of an admonitory, stanulating kind, witli 
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reference to the a^Yf^l sentence iusoribed on tlie wall againat Bel* 
shazzar, *' Thou art weighed in the balances, and art found wanting/* 
How dreadful when such a message is sent t when the door of mercy 
18 shut I when the vials of God's wrath are about to be poured out ! 
Many are purified upon a deathbed ; but Bome» like Belahazzar, do 
not appear to be favoured with that privilege, 

AoK^voBTH. — I rose from my seat under a sense of great W( 
having of myself no qualification for the work and service assign 
me ; yet faith in the sufficiency of Almighty power and goodness w; 
given me to labour both in testimony and supplication; after which, 
the solemn eahn which seemed to spread over the assembly was 
indescribahly sweet. I was enabled to declare the sufficiency and 
goodness of God, even as in former ages, to fulfil the prediction of 
the prophet, that in the latter days He would pour out of His Spirit 
upon all ileBb, upon sons and daughters, upon servants and hand- 
maidens, and they should prophesy. Were we but sufficiently a 
dedicated people, submissive as clay under the hands of the potter, 
there is the strongest reason to believe that the complaint which 
now so justly arises in many places of the want of prophets, and 
fathers and mothers in the church, would not, in the same degree^' 
be warranted. I pleaded earnestly, on the bended knee, with the 
great and gracious Head of the churchy that He would be pleased 
more abimdantly to pour out of His Spirit upon our seed, and His 
blessing upon our ofiapriug ; that so we may become as " the salt of 
the earth,*' and as "lights in the world," through whom a measure 
of the glorious beauty of the Sun of Righteousness may shine forth 
to the praise of God, who alone can give grace and power for the 
promotion of His own glory. 

PoNTEFBACT,^ — ** Uuto US a cliiid is bom, unto us a son is given*" 
Notwithstanding our belief in the folfilnient of this declaration, by 
the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ in the flesh, we have need to 
remember the injunction, *' Beware lest any man spoil you through 
philosophy and vain deceit, after the tradition of men, after the rudi- 
ments of the world, and not after Christ/' The present is a day 
wherein scientific and literary attainments are much sought after, 
and there is great need to beware lest any of us are thereby spoileilj 
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as to a traei genuine, and lirelj ftiith iii Christ Jesus our Lord. I 
was a little cheered by a Friend telling me afterwards that there was 
a striking snitability in the matter delivered, to the present cironm- 
stances of that meeting. 

CHESTERFiELn. — Dipped into sympathy with some under affliction, 
I had to labour earnestly for their encouragement. ** Without faith 
it ia impossible to please him : for be that cometh to God must 
believe that he is, and that he is a rewardor of them that diligently 
seek him/' We must have faith in the power, wisdom, mercy, and 
goodness of God, and thus trusting in Him» we must seek Him 
diligently^ and then we become heirs of tlie great and precious pro- 
mises. Though trials may await, though the night may be long 
wherein the glory of the Sun of righteousness is Iiid from our view, 
though the winter may be very cold and stormy, yet these changes 
are a part of God's way of dealing with His children, to teach them 
entire dependance upon Himself. But let them abide in His cove- 
nant, endeavouring to keep a firm bold of the grain of living faith ; 
for He that is a righteous, merciful, covenant-keeping God, hath 
solemnly declared that " while the earth remaineth» seedtime and 
harvest, and cold and heat, and summer and winter, and day and 
night shall not cease.'* In His own due and appointed time the 
seasons will change. He will lead the sheep of His fold into the green 
pastures of life and salvation ; Ho will even take His dear, devoted, 
suffering children, as into His banqueting- house, where His banner 
over them will be love, and where they may sit under His shadow 
with great delight, and feel His fruit to be sweet to their taste. 

WooDEOUSE. — I was led, I trust, instructively, to enlarge on that 
declaration of our Lord Jesus Christ — ** He that heareth my word, 
and believeth on him that sent me, hath everlasting life, and shall 
not come into condemnation : but is passed from death unto life.** 
We must hear belie vingly, obediently; then the eye being kept 
single to the glory of God, we are preserved in this singleness of 
heart from sinmsg against Him, and do not come into condemna- 
tion, but are passed from death unto life; yea, even now, have a 
portion of that life of God in the soul, which is everlasting ; we are 
passed from a death in sin, in the first and fallen nature, to a life of 
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righteausnusB in Him who died for ns, and who eyer Uveth at the 
righk hand of the Father, making intercession for ns. It was ft 
precious season^ and I was enabled to supplicate, and to sing songs 
of living praise to Him who alone is worthy, 

Blyth is a small meeting in Nottinghamshire, to which I felt a 
little attraction, and which lies nearly in our road to Gainshorongh. 
My testimony was a call to love and confide in Him who soffereth 
not a sparrow to fall t<> the gronnd without His notice, and who is 
said to number the very haks of the head. When we dnly consider 
the works of creation, the minuteness of our Heavenly Father's care 
may well be believed^ Bo not the plumage of a bird, the tints of a 
flower, the fragrance of a plant, all denote a forming, designing mind, 
and a hand of incomprehensible wisdom and skill, and of constant 
superintendence, intlicative of the attributes of Deity ? Man is spok 
of as the noblest of God*8 works, being richly endued vrith an intel* 
lectual capacity. Then sm-ely he must claim as minute and constant 
a care as any of the lower works of creation. He is taught to labour 
for his daily bread, yet is wholly dependant on providential bounty. 
He may plough and sow, yet he cannot command the sun to shine, or 
bring down a drop of rain from the clouds of heaven ; without both 
of which, his labom* is io vain. When we consider the constant sac- 
cession of the seasons, and how wonderfully the ereatures of God 
are adapted for our use, we may well conclude that our Heavenly 
Father cai'eth for us that we perish not. Surely, not less is His 
Fatherly care for that part in us which was created for immortality* 
Well might the Psalmist exclaim, *' that men would praise the Lord 
for his goodness, and for his wonderful works to the children of men." 

Gainsbobough. — ^The testimony which I was called to bear was, 
I trust, in true humility, and attended mth the savour of the Lord's 
anointing. True reverential silence is a right preparation for the 
worship of God, Without reverence of spirit there can be no true 
worship. When we are brought as to the Divine footstool, waiti 
for the influence of the Holy Spirit upon the mind, the humble; 
tender, contrite state is often produced, for it is God who maketh 
the heart soft, and this being a sacrifice of His own preparing, He 
always accepts it gracionsly. In this state we are rightly qualified 
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to utter the btigniige, " Our Father wliicli art in heaven, hallowed be 
thy name." We feel a holy reverence, and the Divine name is truly 
hallowed^ In this tender, teachable, submisHive condition, we may 
iiincorely pray, " Thy kingdom come/* for we feel that the Lord is 
our King ; we delight to walk in His precepts, and truly desire that 
He may rule and reign, whose right it is. Those who thus feel axe 
measurably prepared to say, *' Thy will be done on earth, aa it is 
done in heaven/' How is the Divine will done in heaven ? Doubt* 
less it is done entirely and cheerfully. How prone ai^e we to desire 
to know the boundary, the utmost limit to which we may go, in the 
indulgence of our natural inclinations ! We ought rather simply to 
seek to know the will of Ood» and then it should be our delight to do 
It. Such souls as are really made alive unto God, are constrained 
to seek &om Him their daily bread — ** Give us this day our daily 
bread.'* They desire the sincere milk of the living, in speaking word, 
that they may grow thereby. And although He, who is the searcher 
of hearts, may see meet, at times, to appoint a fast, we must still 
patiently and persevenngly wait upon Him, and in His own time, He 
will assuredly arise for our help, and make us to know the times of 
refreshing to come from His presence, enabling us to say, " I will 
take the cup of salvation and caU upon the name of the Lord*" I 
had to encourage all, particularly the young people, freely to give up 
to the Lord*s reqoirings, seeing there is no greater source of pleas are 
than the joy of God's salvation* 

Briog. — The friendship of the world is said to be ** enmity with 
God.*' How awiiil the consideration, that he who would be the 
friend of the world must be the enemy of God. Intimate association 
with worldly-minded men has so contaminating an influence, that it 
has been said, in our intercourse with such, we should pass along as 
tt man 'docs through a field on a rainy day, that is, as quickly as we 
can. If we take delight in such society, we are in great danger of 
being hurt by it. Our Lord prayed not that His followers should 
be taken out of the world, but that they might be kept from the evil. 
And how are we kept from the evil ? It must be by abiding in 
the feaf of God, and by watching unto prayer. l*he fear of God 
olothiiig the mind tends powerfully to preserve from evil. Tho 
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disciples were warned in language liJto this — " Take beed to your- 
selves lest at any time your hearts be overcharged with surfeiting and 
drunkenness, and caros of this life, and so that day come upon yon 
unawares." "Watch ye therefore, and pray always that ye may 
be accounted worthy to escape all these things that shall come to 
pass^ and to stand before the Son of man," It is said, " When 
Ephraini spake trembling he exalted himself in Israel, but when he 
ottended in Baal, he died." Thus the holy fear of God preserves and 
truly exalts, but giving our affections to unworthy objects partakes 
of the nature of idolatr}^, and tends to spiritual death. Some who 
have to attend markets, in the way of business, are exposed to muck 
danger ; but no necessity of this sort will avfdl as a plea in the great 
and final day of account. Our Lord warns of this when He tells ua 
it is better to part with a right hand, or a right eye, than to tarn 
aside from the way of life. 

Broxtohton. — It was much upon me to press the necessity of 
seeking after true reverence of spirit, in our religious meetings. In 
many places, they arc often held in silence, and in order that they 
may be held to profit, it is absolutely needful that reverent atillnew] 
shoxild be sought after. " Ye shall keep my sabbaths and reTerence 
my sanctuary/' is a command of high obligation. How excellent is 
the prayer of David, " Let the words of my mouth and the meditation 
of my heart, be acceptable in thy sight Lord, my strength and my 
Redeemer/* It is highly reasonable that the Creator of the universe 
should thus be honoured by the heart and affections of His rational 
ereatore, man, who is made only a little lower than the angels^ and 
is set over the works of His hands. 

Waixfleet. — It is said in the Scriptures of tnith, that " Right- 
eousness exalteth a nation, but sin is a reproach to any people/' 
Christ was given as a light to enlighten the Gentiles, as well as the 
glory of God*8 people, Israel. A measm-e of this light has skined 
into the hearts of mankind, universally; for He is the true light 
which enlighteneth ever}- man that cometh into the world. This it 
18 which carries conviction into the mind of the sinner. Shi ia »] 
transgression of the law of God. His will, in whatever way it be 
made known, ia His law to us, as individuals. Much of the will of 
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God has been left upon record by prophets and Apostles, wbo wrote 
as they were moved by the Holy^ Ghost ; bnt He also speaks inwardly 
to the soul by His living word. The sinner is made at times to cry 
out, when he is indalging in the pleasures of sense, yet convicted of 
nin by the Spirit of God, and feeling that there is no peace to the 
wicked, *' wretched man that I am." But some who are thus far 
reached by the Spirit of God, yet go on sinning and repenting, with- 
out making any real advancement in the way of holiness. Such are 
in great danger. They rebel against the light— virtually resist the 
strivings of the Spirit of God. These may be suddenly cut off, and 
die in their sins ; then, according to oar Lord's own declaration^ 
where He is gone, they can never come. I had likewise to set forth 
the way of recovery, by submission to the will of God, and walking 
in the obedience of faith according to the light received. Those 
who thus walk will truly receive Christ in the way of His coming. I 
was also enabled to supplicate in a solemn manner, and I trust to 
some present it was an awakening time. 

Gedney is a small meeting. Oar beloved friend, Jon. Hutchinson, 
was &om home. I felt weak and poor, and sensible of my own utter 
insufficiency for the Lord's work, but a degree of thankfulness was 
prevalent for these feelings. It is the poor in spirit, the lowly, and 
hamble^ to whom the Lord gives more grace— He is a sovereign 
Lord. We may be instructed by the visit paid at the pool of Beth* 
osda. We read that there lay a gi'eat multitude of impotent folk, 
lame, halt, withered, waiting for the troubling of the water. The 
service of ministers appears to have some resemblance to the mission 
of the ongel who was at times sent to trouble them. They are sent 
to agitate or tu awaken the sinner, as also to stir up the pure mind 
by way of remembrance. They cannot heal the sinner ; this is the 
work of the Redeemer, and of His Holy Spirit ; but they are to call 
attention to God. and to the word of His grace. Of all the multitude 
who lay in the porches, we read but of one whom our Lord saw fit 
to heaL He had been looking dependimtly on his fellow-mortab^ 
and they had disappointed him. He had no man to assist him into 
the healing waters, but soveieign mercy now iutcrposed for his help. 
This was to him the day of visitation, and being obeilieut to oar 
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Lord's directions, be was miraculously licalod. We fare best when 
we do not rely upon our fellow-mortals, but go at once to the Omni- 
potent^ tlie source of help, health, and solvation. 

SPALDiNa, — ^In the evening, a considerable number of the towns- 
people were present. It proved a good meeting, although, for a 
time, my service appeared to be attended with less power than at 
some other seasons, so that I felt discouraged, and thought I must 
sit do^n ; but, endeavouring to keep my mind low^ watchful, and 
patient, I had at length faith to believe that I was on the right 
foundation. Many and remai*kable were the prophecies which holy 
men of God, in ancient time, were commissioned to utter or to write 
respecting the Gospel dispensation. The wonderful manner in which 
these precious records have been preserved down to the present day 
demands our grateful notice. No other book of equal antiquity has 
reached the present age, at least, as regards some portion of the Holy 
Scriptures. And when we consider how often these writings have 
been preserved at tlie cost of severe sufieriog, especially by the early 
Christians, when they were dib'gently sought after by heathen per- 
secutors, in order that they might be burned or destroyed, their 
preservation is the more manifestly providential. ** It shall come to 
pass in the last days/" saith the prophet, '* that the mountain of the 
Lord*5 house shall be established iu the top of the mountains, and 
shall be exalted above the hills ; and all nations shall flow unto it." 
** They shall teach no more every man his neighbour and every man 
his brother, saying, Know the Lord ; for they shall all know me from 
the least of them unto the greatest of them:" and ** the earth shall 
be full of the knowledge of the Lord as the waters cover the sea." 
The mountain here spoken of must not be regarded, except figura- 
tively, as the mountain of Jerusalem — nor the house, as that templa 
which Solomon built, by Divine direction, and in which the glory of 
the Lord was mnde manifest in an extraordinary manner. It is 
evident that the teaching of all nations, spoken of by the prophet, 
can only be the immediate teaching of God Himself, of Him who 
searcheth the hearts and trieth the reins, and who diseovereth unto 
man his way, and what the thoughts of his heart are. One of tho 
prophets, speaking in the name of tho Lord, declared, ** The heavexi 
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18 my tlirouo, and the earth is my footstool ; where is the house that 
ye bmld unto me ? and where is the place of my rest ? For all those 
thingg hath mine hand made." Our blessed Lord Jesus Chiist 
declared Himself to be the veritable temple of the living God, whilst 
He was pleased to Bojoom on earth, being the Immanael, or God 
with men. He was given for a leader and commander of the peoplet 
for a light to enlighten the Gentiles, and for salvation to the ends of 
the earth. Unto Him, therefore, and to the immediate gift of Hi^ 
own Spirit, to that grace of God which the Apostle declares hath 
appeared onto all men, mast we look as the universal Teacher. 
There cannot be a doubt, but here are many serious persons who 
are kept in a state of comparative weakness and darkness by depend- 
ing too much upon the teachings of men, to the neglect of the duty 
of truly waiting upon God for His teaching. The prophecy above 
cited is one of those which have not yet received their complete ful- 
filment. The grace of God which bringeth salvation doth indeed 
appear unto aU men, but to too many it is as a light shining in dark- 
ness, and is not rightly comprehended or believed in. Yet of those 
who yield to the convictions of this grace, and walk in its light — of 
these, glorious things are spoken, even that they shall become the 
sons of God, and if sons, *' then heirs ; heirs of God, and joint heirs 
with Glirist.** As saith the Apostle, '' Behold what manner of love 
the Father hath bestowed upon us, that we shoold be called the sons 
of God/' What manner of persons therefore ought we to be in all 
atir conversation and conduct I It is most obvious that the carnally- 
minded must be purified, before they can enjoy the communion of 
the saints in heaven, or the company of purified spirits. The Apostle 
speaks very positively that the camaHy- minded wiU be excluded. 
Be not deceived : neither fornicators, idolators, covetous, drunkards, 
extortioners, or revilers, shall inherit the kingdom of God, *' And 
such,** saith he, to the early beUevers, " were some of you, but yo 
are washed, but ye are sanctified, but ye are justified in the name 
of the Lord Jesus, and by the 8pLnt of our God.'* 

I was abo enabled in fervent supplication to conunend the good 
work in all, to Him who is the author and finisher of all true faith. 

Having now, by the 5th of 5th month, 1830, completed the service 
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which 1 bad in prospect, when I left home, as far as it was com- 
prised iu my certificiite, I may here record my humble, grateful 
acknowledgments nuto Him who only can keep ns from falling, and 
preserve us unto Hia heavenly kingdom. I have often been made 
sensible of my utter insufficiency for the work and service unto which 
I felt called; but I have indeed experienced that Divine grace is 
sufficient for us, and that the Lord can supply aU our wants, in sacl 
time and manner as Ho seeth meet. 

It has been my daily endeavour to exalt and magnify Hia holy 
name, and to labour honestly and earnestly with those amongst whom 
my lot has been cast, to bring all to the true knowledge of God> and^ 
of our Lord Jesus Christj and to the obedience of faith ; that ihnsi 
they might receive remission of sins through faith in the atonin^J 
sacrifice. Glory be ascribed to Him who alone is worthy* 

In the early part of this journey, my mind was brought under deep 
solicitude by the accounts received from home, of the weak and trying 
state of health of my dear wife, together with several other discour- 
aging circumstances. I may now thankfully record that the dark 
cloud was graduidly dispersed. 

Persuaded that I was in the path of duty, and that my God was 
watching over my family for good, I was enabled to put my trust in 
Him, My^love often flowed strongly towards my beloved wife and 
childreUi conrinced that tlie Fatlier of mercies was sanctifying the 
aftliotion. I was thankful in beheving that our trials were permitted 
iti the pure counsel and will of God, who is both gracious and mer- 
ciful, although He thua sees meet to try our faith and patience. My 
love to my God was strong, and my desire to live to His glory, and 
a hope was raised in my heart that He would clothe the minds of 
my beloved children with His holy fear, and my desires were unto 
Him that they might be kept from grieving His Holy Spirit, and 
from quenching the least motions thereof, I often think of them 
individually, with tender desii'es for their preservation and welfare. 
Through all these conflicts of spbit, roy^ mind was so mercifully 
stayed upon the Almighty Arm, and enabled to trust in His good- 
ness and protecting care, that I was not sensible that the religious 
BeiTice allotted me was maired or hindered bj anxiety about thoso 
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at home. My outward affairs I was enabled to leare, in humble 
confidence that my Heavenly Father — my Shepherd^ would continue 
to provide in that way which He alone knew would be most condu- 
cive to our real good. I felt it would be wrong in us to despair of 
His providential and merciful protection, after having, for so many 
years, largely experienced it. Suifering and trials are often mercies 
in disguise. 

On my way to the yearly meeting, my peace flowed sweetly, and 
songs of praise and thanksgiving were ascribed to my God. 



JOURNEY 

To DEBTiYSHlRE AND NOTTINGHAMSHIRE, ETC., FROM 12tH OF 4tH 
MONTH TO 8th OF 7tH MONTH, 1833. 



Nottingham Quarterly Meetino.^I was comforteU in being 
among the Friends of thia meeting. I had to speak of the goodness 
of the Almighty in communicating the knowledge of His will to man- 
kind, in a variety of ways, in the different ages of the world. He 
Bpoke to OUT first parents by direct commmiicatioa in the garden of 
Eden* Of Enoch it was said, that ho walked with God. Noah 
appears to have had direct commnnication also, and was made a 
"preacher of righteousness." To Ahraham, Isaac, and Jacoh, Gotl 
was pleased to communicate through tho ministry of angels, ae well 
as by more direct intimations of His will, through the motions of the 
Holy Spirit. In thia latter way He spoke to Moses, and through^ 
him to the Israelites. In after ages He spoke through His serranta, 
the prophets, as well as through the medium of His priests ; and in 
the fulness of time, He spoke to the inhabitants of Jndea throngb, 
our Lord Jeans Christ, by His personal manifestation, when clothed' 
in the body of His flesh, in which He sufl'ered as a propitiatory sacri- 
fice for our sins. After His resurrection, and ascension into heaven, 
came that large outpouring of the Spirit, and gifts of the Holy Ghost, 
with which His Apostles in particiilai* were so richly endued for the 
work to which they were called ; their testimony being confirmed by 
miracles, and that unction from the Holy One poured forth for the 
instruction and consolation of all His true disciples to the end of 
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timei a measure and mamfestation of which is given to every man to 
profit withal. I had to express my fiill persuasion that it is only for 
want of more dedication, and unreserved devotedneas to the Lord's 
service, that more members of our own Society are not endued with 
spiritual gifts. 

This was to me a time of renewed favour, in which strength was 
afforded to advocate^ in the authority of the Gospel, the canae of 
truth and righteoasne&s. 

After this meeting I proceeded to London. The Anti-Slavery 
Convention was a highly interesting meeting of talented and piuu8 
men, and was attended mth useful results. Our dear Friends, 
Stephen Grellett and William AUen, had just arrived from their 
journey into Spain. 

ToTTEKHi.M Meeting, first-day. Dear S. Grellett was sweetly 
engaged in ministry. I had to follow in a communication with which 
he afterwards expressed his unity. Snch encouragement, I felt, was 
not to be lightly esteemed. My subject was the necessity of humility 
and meekness, and our subjection to the yoke of Christ, in order to 
experience the work of regeneration to go forward in our hearts ; a 
work which, our Lord declares essential to an entrance into His 
kingdom. 

In the afternoon, dear Thomas Bhillitoe was engaged in testimony. 
I afterwards went to visit an invalid Friend, who appeared near his 
close. He seemed alive in the truth, and a precious covering of the 
Father*3 love overshadowed us. A few words of consolation seemed 
as rain to the thirsty ground. I felt thankful in being made the 
minister of comfort to an aCfiict-ed brother. 

READDfo.— Here, also, dear Stephen Grellett had good and accep* 
table service ; afler which, I had an opportunity for casting off a little 
burden which had rested on my mind ever since I was last here. I 
have oiten looked toward this meeting* and am now brought to it in 
an unexpected manner. The subject which cumo before me was the 
absolute necessity of our boldly avowing our allegiance unto God. 
Our Lord plainly intimates that they who are ashamed of Him, and 
of His words, of them will Ho be ashamed, in the presence of His 
Fatlitr, and the holy angels. It is a cross to our corrupt natuPB to 
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appear as fools before men, oven for Christ's -sake, but there ia uo 
other safe way thau to submit to it. God is morcifiil and gracioas, 
and condescends to help and insitnict those who feel a sincere desire 
to follow the paths of life, but ore yet in a state of great w 
Thus our Lord taught Nicodemus the mystery of regeneration, at 
time when the fear of man so far prevailed that he came to Hitn by 
night. But we &id he listened with attention to His discourse, and 
there is reason to believe he was favoured to experience the preva- 
lence of that power which subdued his reluctance to confess his faith 
in Christ before men, as we tiiid, upon a subsequent occasion, be 
came forward with more boldness and faithfulness to own his allegi* 
ance to the Lord of life and glory. But we have no reason to believe 
that in case ho had continued to shrink from this avowal, he ever 
could have obtained true peace with God. I was favoured with 
strength and clearness to illustrate this interesting subject, which I 
believed was peculiarly appropriate to some present. 

After attending the yearli/ jnetthtg, G, R, continues: — 
LorGHBOROUOH. — Before I proceed with my journal of the re- 
mainder of the visit to this quarterly meeting, I will relate what took 
place at the meeting at Staines, when I was there with Stephen 
Grellett. In the course of his testimony, S. G, related the case uf a 
young Friend, of Philadelphia, who was seized with a severe iUness, 
after having led a dissipated course of life. He became greatly 
alarmed in the near view of eternity, bewailed his outgoings with 
bitter lamentation, and prayed earnestly and repeatedly that he might 
be spared but one year, and that the circumspection of his conduct 
might bear 'witness to the sincerity of his repentance. Contrary to 
the expectation of those around him^ his prayer was granted. For 
about thi'eo mouths, his conduct was satisfactory, hut, as his deep 
conflict subsided, he grew more careless, and eventually launched out 
into greater excess than ever. When the year was nearly expired, 
he was again seized with illness. The same Friend who had wit- 
nessed his former contrition again visited him ; but how awful did 
his state appear ! He was indeed stung with remorse, hut wholly 
without contrition. On being spoken to, ho uttered dreadful anil 
blasphemous curses, and when the year was nearly completed from 
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the time of his former visitation, he expired without hope, Stephen 
Grellett appealed to the witness for Ood in some consciences now 
present, for the applicabLlity of the case, earnestly entreating that it 
might afford deep instruction. I was told next morning that a young 
man was present to whom the warning properly applied. 

Debbt. — This meeting was gathered about twenty years ago. 
Abont sixty might assemble with us on the present occasion. It is 
said, " The Lord's portion is his people, and Jacob is the lot of his 
inheritance." We are not our own, but are bought with a price. 
How important therefore is it that we do not frustrato tho Lord*s 
gracious designs concerning us. How touching was His expostula- 
tion with His people Israel. "Ye have seen how I bare you on 

eagle's wings, and brought you unto myself. Now therefore if ye 
will obey my voice indeed, and keep my covenant, then ye shall be a 
peculiar treasure unto mc above all people : for all the earth is mine.'* 
It is His will that His people should live to His glory, and shew 
forth His praise. How needful then that we should walk in true 
humility, and in devotedness of spirit, that He may teach us His 
ways, and guide us in His counsel. He will ultimately gather a 
people for His own glory out of every nation, tongue, and people. 

Castlk Dixnington. — Our Lord taught much by figurative lan- 
guage, each as it was easy to comprehend, if the spiritual ear was 
rightly opened ; but, if not, all waa mystery. But when the figure 
was dwelt upon too literally, the spiritual application was not appre- 
hended. *' The light of the body is the eye.'* If the mental eye be 
singly kept open to perceive the will of God, and earnest desires 
experienced that the clean heart may be created, and the right spirit 
renewed, the Christian need not be long in darkness as to his real 
state in the Lord's sight. But the double-minded give way to rea- 
soning with flesh and blood. They desLro eternal life, but they also 
desire to enjoy sinful indulgence. Thus the understanding becomes 
darkened and bewildered. Hv^ocritical professors may be grievously 
mistaken aa to their own condition. They are choosing their own 
ways, and the Lord may choose their delusions. Ho wants a sin- 
oere-heartod* devoted people. 

FiTBKBsa. — It was a wet, stormy mornings and the meeting was 
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Bmall. I was drawn into teocler sympathy with the few, and Lad to^ 
endeavour to encourage them in well-doing, by the example of the 
faitliful of former generations, even of those who, being amongst the 
poor and despised of this world, were rich in faith. Some of these 
had to wander about amongst men as pilgrims and sojourners ; yea, 
they had for thoir habitation the caves and dens of the earth ; and 
for their clothing, sheepskins and goatskins, being destitute, atHieted, 
tormented. Of these despised ones it is said the world was not 
worthy of them, but they endured, seeing Him who is invisible, and 
having their eye turned towards the eternal recompense of reward.^ 
I was also enabled to supplicate I trast to our mutual encourag6m< 

I now considered whether it would do for me to be at Sheffield 
first-day, rather than at the small meeting of Mansfield. I earnestly 
sought Divine counsel, and I believe I had it, and was thankful that 
the good hand of my God was thus near to gnide and instmct me. 

Blyth Meeting was a season of deep, earnest breathing of spix^ 
for Divine help, and way opened for my instruction and oncov 
ment. I had to mention the Lord's gracious assurance to AbrahaiirJ 
'* I am thy shield and thy exceeding great reward." If the Lord 
Almighty be our defence and our shield in the day of trial and of 
danger, we need not fear, whatever He may see meet in His wisdom 
to permit to attend us. Abraham was very closely proved. The 
Lord had said to him, "Walk before mo and be thou perfect;" and 
when He called upon him to give up his only son, he prepared to 
obey. The holy fear of God, and living faith in His name, gave him 
strength in the day of trial ; and his obedience and faithfulness drew 
down upon him a shower of the most precious promises. How 
instructive arc these events to both old and young ! What encott-j 
ragement do they hold out for the most unreserved dedication to Q< 
and obedience to manifested duty I The Lord Himself is not 
the shield and defence of His people, bat He is also their exc< 
great reward* What are all the trials and afflictions of time to etar* 
nal joys ? to that state of rest and blessedness which the Lord hath 
provided for them who sincerely love and fear Him ! " Great peaoo 
have tliey who love thy law, and nothing shall oftend them." They 
delight in the law of God, and meditate therein both day and night. 
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Tboy not only obey the law, but they love it. The will of God ia 
their law. 

A precious degree of Divine power and nnction ftttendod this brief 
testimonj. 

Chesterfield. — The quarterly meeting when held here is usually 
small, as there are only few who reside here. My way opened to 
labour amongst tbeua, which proved greatly to my own relief and 
peace ; and this being the closing opportunity in this quarterly meet- 
ing, I esteemed it a great favour, for which I felt truly and humbly 
thankful, and have reason to believe many of those dear Friends 
were so too, for this fresh extension of Divine love and mercy. 

When the Lord had raised up His poople Israel* to shew forth His 
power in them, and thereby proclaim the glory of His holy name 
amongst the surrounding nations, we read that after having magnifie<l 
His great name by the manner of their deliverance from the Egyptian 
yoke, wherein He shewed mighty signs and judgments amongst their 
enemies, slaying their first-born, and overthrowing their army in the 
midst of the sea, He then led His people to Sinai, where, through 
the mediation of His servant Moses, He gave laws, statutes, ordi- 
nances, superior to thoea of any other nation, in an especial man- 
ner proclaiming His high and holy name, and strictly enjoining them 
to worship no other God, no graven or molten image of anything in 
heaven above or in the earth beneath, as was the manner of the oUior 
nations. Yet we find from generation to generation, the Israelites 
were prone to transgress this His holy law, and again and again sunk 
into idolatrous worship, by which the Lord's anger was often greatly 
provoked, and at length, after long forbearance and many chastise- 
ments, Ho permitted their enemies to prevail over them, and to 
en<samp about Jerusalem the chosen city, to break down the wall 
thereof, and to bum the gates with fire — to destroy their beautiful 
temple, and to lead their king, princes, nobles, and their young men 
nnd maidens into captivity, where they were long sorely oppressed, 
until they were thoroughly cured of idol worship, of which they 
daily beheld the degrading and banefid tendency. Yet even in this 
sore distressed and desolate condition, the Lord remembered them 
in mercy, and provided for their return to their own Uuid« It was 
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now that Nehemiah, hearing of the desolation of the city of his 
fathers' sepulchres, was led earneatly to pray for them to the God 
of heaven, confessing the iniquity of their fathers, and of themBelves, 
and imploring mercy and help. 

We read that whilst Nehemiah was under this exercise his conn-" 
tenance became sad ; and the king, his master, observing him, 
inquired, "Why art thou sad, seeing thou art not sick?" This 
encouraged him to disclose his concern for the restoration of the 
city of his people. The king, in commis aeration for his mournful 
condition, w^as induced to assist him to fulfil the gracious designs of 
that Almighty Being, the God of Abraham, of Isaac, and of Jacob, 
in the fresh remembrance of His covenant- 
Thus He who holds the hearts of men as in His hand, and can 
turn those at His will, iuchned the king's heart to co-operate with 
Nehemiah in effecting His gracious designs concerning the restora- 
tion of His chosen people. Are there not many amongst us, as a 
people, who are at times deeply sensible of the low state of our So- 
ciety, whose countenances at times are sad when they are not sick? 
May such he enabled to pour out their cries and supplications to Him 
who hath all power to deliver, who will graciously remember them in 
their solitary retirement before Him, and in their exercise of spirit 
in their little meetings. As these fully surrender themselves to the 
Lord's service, Ho will make them instrumental in bringing back 
the captivity of His people from that state of bondage to the spirit of 
this world, in which many amongst us are manifestly held. For 
surely the Lord's design concerning us as a people was, that we 
should shew forth amongst men those testimonies which were given 
us to bear — in an especial manner, that distinguiBhing doctrine of 
the efficacy and sufficiency of Divine grace, independent of human 
instrumentaHty, by which the Lord writes His law upon softened 
hearts, putting His Holy Spirit upon them, opening to their under- 
standing the mysteries of His kingdom as they yield obedience to 
His will — opening also the precious record of inspiration in the 
Scriptures of truth, God Himself being their teacher to profit, their 
instructor in righteousness, so that no man need say to his brother, 
" Know the Lord, for all shall know^ me from the least of them even 
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to the greatest of them/* ssith tlie Lord Almighty. This is the glory 
of the Gospel dispensation, wherein are fulfilled manj great and pre- 
ciona promises. Is not the call of the Lord renewedly going fortli, 
"Come oat of Babylon, my people, be ye not partakers of her sins, that 
ye receive not of her plagues ?" Were we to sit down as by the river 
side, earnestly beseeching the God of heaven that He would shew ua 
the good and the right way for ourselves, our little ones, and for all 
our substance, He would yet hear us and listen to our prayer. He 
would lead as to survey the breaches in our walls and teach us how to 
repair them, bo that the language might again go forth, oven con- 
cerning us as His people, ** For the Lord hath chosen Zion, he hath 
desired it for an habitation. This is my rest for ever, here will I 
dwell, for I have desired it. I will abundantly bless her provision : 
I will satisfy her poor with bread : I will clothe her pnesta uith sal- 
vation, and her saints shall shout aloud for joy.*' I am persuaded 
that there only wants a more full surrender and entire subjection to 
the Lord's transforming power, to His preparing, forming hand ; more 
zeal for His glory, and more right concern for the spread of the 
Redeemer*s kingdom, to draw down blessings and spiritual gifts upon 
us AB a religious Society ; and in some degree at least, as in ancient 
days, Jerusalem would again be known spiritually as a quiet habitn* 
tion, yea, the joy of many generations. 

In reviewing my movements through this quarterly meeting, I 
have cause to be thankful that my mind has been prepared and qua- 
lified, often through deep wading and secret conJlicts of spirit, to 
sympathise with the little companies which profess our name, and 
ia Gospel love to minister amongst them, in the ability which my 
gnciouB Lord and Master was pleased to afford, and in that love, I 
was uniformly kindly received and helped along. I have faith to 
believe that there is a seed amongst them which is precious in the 
Divine sight, and that some of their number will be raised up to shew 
forth the Lord's praise. 

From Chesterfield I proceeded by coach to Birmingham and Wor- 
cester, where I enjoyed the society of my precious daughter Rachel 
Pumphrey, and her fiunily, for two or three days. On first-day 
morning, at Worcester meeting, I had a sweet refreshing season in 

t 
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silence, in which holy tranquillity was the covering of my gpirit. I 
felt Bweet unity also with the spiritB of many present. Near the 
close of the evening sitting, I had a few words to express. The lan- 
guage of the prophet came before me, " Fear and the pit, and a snare 
is thy portion, thou inhabitant of the earth." If we are seeking 
our chief enjoyments in the thijigs of time and sense, if we are living 
as mere inhabitants of the earth, our peace and enjoyment will be 
broken and disturbed as we pass along through this changeable state 
of existence. We shall often be in fear, and shall be exposed 
many snares. We shall labour and feel lieav)^ laden. Our burd< 
will be galling, and our path strewed with many disappointments. 
To such as these, our Lord uttered the gracious invitation, ^'Comc 
unto mo aU ye that labour and are heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest," etc. Let us therefore go unto Christ, and be willing that 
should teach us. The humble and lowly in heart are much 
easily resigned to the ills of lifo than the earthly and the high-minded. 
These fret and chafe, whilst the humble and lowly readily acquiesce 
in the dispensations of Providence, and in cherishing the spirit of the 
meek and lowly Jesus — they find rest unto their souls. 

Having for several days felt an attraction to attend the quarterly 
meeting at Banbury, I took coach for Chipping Norton, and after 
spending three hours in the family of Esther Atkins, her son John 
took me in a gig to that place. 

In the quarterly meeting of Bucks and Oxfordshire, I had to men- 
tion the remarkable words of our Lord — " If a man keep my sayings, 
he shall never see death.'* This is a strong inducement to ns to 
yield faithful obedience to all the Lord's requirements ; but we have 
an unwearied enemy, who is endeavouring to persnade many of us 
that less than entire dedication and faithful obedience will do. It 
was thus that he ensnared our first parents. The command was— 
** But of the tree of the knowledge of good and evil^ thou sludt not 
eat of it : for in the day that thou eatest thereof thou shaft sorely 
die,'* But the serpent persuaded them that they should not surely 
die, but that the fruit was good to make them wise. Thus he pr«* 
vaila over many amongst us, persuading that God is meroifiil, that 
He will not ezact rigid obedience, that there is another waj 
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salvation provided. Thus be brings donl>ting and darkness over 
the mind — first, anbolief; then, disobedience. He soothes many 
into a false confidence by leading them to compare themselves and 
tbeir own conduct with that of others^ pointing to such an one who 
appears to be accepted^ and to enjoy the favour of God, and yet can 
tread a wider path. The enemy of sonls. as we lean to bis sngges- 
tions, keeps as in a halting state, dwarfish and weak, thus preventing 
oar aclvancement in the path of life. But what is the language of 
our Redeemer ? ** Not every one that saith onto me» Lord, Lord, 
shall enter into the kingdom of heaven, but he that doetb the will of 
ray Father.** ■ * If ye love roe, keep my commandments." ** If a man 
keep my sayings, he shall never see death /* be partakes already of 
that life which is eternal, and eventually he shall enter into that 
inheritance whieb is inoomiptible and undeliled. Should not He 
who offered up His life for our sakes have the entire dominion in our 
souls ? We are not our own, we are bought with a price. It is our 
duty therefore to look to our Divine Leader and Conqueror — to accept 
Him as onr prophet, priest, and king. It is not for us to judge one 
another ; each must give account to his own Master. The Lord bath 
apportioned the talents, which He distributes variously, and has an 
undoubted right to require a return accordingly. I fully believe that 
among tha^ innumerable company that shall stand as upon mount 
Zion, having the harps of God in tbeir hands, tliere will be found 
some out of every country, nation, and language. The Lord shall 
prepare and accept these as He sees meet ; but He warned those 
among whom His mighty works bad been done, that, had Sodom and 
Gomorrha, T}Te and Sidon, witnessed the mighty works which they 
had seen» they would have remained unto that day. We in this age 
Hve m the fiiloess of Gospel light ; we have receive<i many talents, 
lei us be oonoemed diligently to improve thereby. I^et us freely 
mmrendefr ourselves into the Lord's hand, that He may rule and 
raigiir that He may form and fashion according to His own good 
pleifllire. Some who can confess to these truths yet feel themselves 
in bondage, and at times are led to cry out under a scnt^c of their 
wi^tohedaesB. Let such look up to the Lord Jehovah, in whom is 
Btfength, i«ver bearing in mind that our salvation is not 
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of ourselves. If we follow His leftdings, obedience will strei 
our faitb, uBtil God and His Christ come to be exalted over all, * 
blessed for ever.*' 

I returned to Worcester, and again visited that meeting on 
day, 6th month 30th, but sat both meetings in silence. My 
son, Thomas Pumphrey, was engaged in the morning on the 8ubj< 
of the depravity of the human heart* He was favoured withi 
renewed sense of the overshadowing of Divine love ; and under 
precious influence thereof, some Scripture passages were o| 
instructively to my understanding. I thought a little light 6h< 
also on the path which it would be right for me to pursue on 
journey homeward. On second-day I visited some under affllcti( 
and on third-day, Thomas and Rachel, and I proceeded to CI 
ping Noiion, to attend the marriage of my son Eeniy, with Anna, 
daughter of Esther Atkins. We found H. had arrived. On 
day morning, the 4th of 7th month, 18BS, after the family 
we were favoured with a solemn religious opportunity, daring whi( 
E. A. was engaged in supplication, expressing her firm persi 
that the union of our children, which was about to take place, was 
the or deling of Divine wisdom, and craving a blessing upon th« 
and upon the meeting which was about to assemble on the oocasi( 
Our dear Thomas Pumphrey was also engaged in the same exereii 
expressing a similar belief, and supplicating that the Lord would 
ciously condescend to bless their union, and to watch over them di 
the excursion of pleasure which they had in contemplation, and 
in seeing tho wonders of the visible creation, their minds might 
elevated to adore, to love, and to serve Him who is the Almigl 
Creator of all. It was a heart -tendering opportunity, yet through^ 
the day, E. A. was preserved in remarkable composure. At meet 
besides the Friends of the place, and a few from the neighboi 
district, there were a considerable number of the towns-people in vi 
ous ranks of life. 

After a more solenm time of silence than is usually tJie case 
such occasions, Joseph Atkins revived the language of the propl 
" Keep silence before me, ye islands, and let my people renew 
strength" — ^remarking on the profitable tendency of this practicse 
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our Society of silent waiting upon God, shewing espeeiaUy how ap- 
propriate it is when we are about to enter into the solemn covenant 
of marriage. After he sat down, I had to roviYe the query, What is 
the chief end and design of God in forming man ? We may cor- 
rectly reply, to glorify God whilst here upon earth, that he may 
enjoy Him for e^er. This is a truly gracious and noble design. 
The mind of the Psalmist David was filled with holy admiration at 
the goodness and condescension of God when ho esclaimed> ** When 
I consider thy heavens, the work of thy fingers, the moon and the 
stars, which thou hast ordained ; what is man, that thou art mindfuJ 
of him ? and the son of man, that thou visiicst him ? For thou hast 
made him a little lower than the angels, and hast crowned him with 
glory and honour ; thou madest him to have dominion over the works 
of thy hands ; thou hast put all things under his feet." Another of 
the Lord's servants exclaims, " What is man that thou shouldst set 
thine heart upon him ? and that thou shouldst visit him every morn- 
ing, and try him every moment." How wonderful are the ways of 
the Most High, whether we contemplate the infinite variety of His 
works, from the greatest and noblest to the most minute, and con- 
sider that all are sustained and upheld by His providential care ; or 
consider the richness of His love in the admirable faclUties vrith 
which He has endowed His creature man, making him in a wonder- 
ful degree lord over the lower creation. Our souls may well be 
clothed with gratitude and with love. But what is the actual state 
of the case 7 Man is a fallen creature : he was created perfect in the 
begtnning, even in the image of his Creator, but he fell, and has 
found out many wicked inventions. The prophet, remonstrating 
vrith Israel of old, calls upon the brute creation to witness against 
tliem* ** The ox knoweth his owner, and the ass his master's crib: 
but Israel doth not know, my people doth not consider." Now, why 
is this ? Is it not because too many rest in the enjoyment of the 
bountiful provision of the great Creator, the things of time and of 
sense ; yea, many are even living in gross sensuality, forgetting God 
who formed them, days without number^ — yet how fuU of compassion 
is our longsufiering God ! He beheld His creature man in his fallen 
condition, and pitied him, and provided a way for his deliverance 
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from the guilt and thraldom of sin, by and through His own beloved 
Son, oiir Lord Jesus Christ, that thus man might b© reconciled to 
God, tlirough the bluod of atonement, and thereby know the remis- 
sion of the sins that are past, through living faith, and that, yielding 
to the baptising influence of the Holy Spirit, he might find true re- 
pentanco, and thus he rightly prepared to glorify God whilst here on 
earth, and, when done with time, to be admitted into those regions 
of light and life where nothing that is unholy can ever enter, there 
to enjoy the presence of God for ever. 

Soon after I took my seat^ H. and A. stood up and pronounced the 
mai'riage covenant in a becoming manner ; after which, T. P. ad- 
dressed us in a lively and instructiTe testimony. It then appeared: 
my duty to bend the knee in reverent aupphcationj that tliose preseixlj 
might 80 submit themselves unto the will of God that they may 
shai'e the promised blessings of the Gospel. Christ is to have the 
heathen for Hia inheritance, and the uttermost parts of the eftrth for 
His possession. From the rising of tlie sun to the going down of 
the same, His name is to be great among the Gentiles, and in every 
place, incense, and a pure offering shall be offered to His name. i 

My desire fervently ascended for all present, that they might obtain 
the promises of the GospeL It was a time of spiritual refreshment , 
to those who were left with the family during the remainder of the 
day. Our spirits were so bowed before the Lord that we were 
repeatedly gathered into silence, in which season, instruction afresh 
flowed. I had to extend the word of tender inritation in the ei 
sittings and felt truly thankful for the mercies graciously vouchsafe 
throughout the day. 

I returned to Worcester, and was aooompanied by my daughter, 
R, P,, to Manchester, on my way homewards. 

In this journey I was absent from home for about three mouths, 
and travelled about eleven hundred and eighty-two nules.

Brookfield. 

Beckfoot, — At the monthly meeting, I laboured honestly, and I 
hoped a lively exercise of mind was brought over the ueeting, which 
contmned during the meeting for diBcipUne. A view which 1 have 
long had, of paying a visdt to the Friends of this meeting, in their 
families, came waightUy before me. RequestiDg a few Friends to 
stop at the close of the meeting, arrangements were made, and I got 
throogh fourteen sittings. In several instances Divine love and 
power prevailed, to the tendering of our hearts together before the 
Lord. I was truly thankful for the help tbus afibrded. 

SoLpoBT. — The meeting here was pretty well attended, considering 
the thin population, notice having been previously given to Friendg), 
and to several of their neighbours. I was enabled to get through the 
service to my o^vn relief and satisfaction, though amongst a people, 
many of whom appear to be in an uncultivated, unconcerned state of 
mind. I trust several hearts were tendered, under a aeose of the 
fresh extenaian of redeeming love and mercy, by way of a renewed 
visitation. The (amily visit was peacefully accomplished, and was, 
I trust, a time of instruction, warning, and encouragement \o many. 
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Aljoui this time, I was brought into closo and deep Bearchisg of 
heart, and solicittide for Divine counsel, by letters from home, inform- 
ing me that my dear brother Heniy, who had long been in declining 
health, had passed through the last conflict in this probationary state 
to an endless eternity, I humbly and reverently tmat, of bliss and joy 
mispealiable. It occurred in the evening of the 25th of 8rd month, 
1834, As the interment was fixed for first-day, it appeared best for 
me to pursue my service, in attending to my appointment of meetings, 
without attempting io go to the funeral, and I was thanJifiil that my 
mind was strengthened to do so. My religions labours tend to pre- 
pare for the enjoyment of the things which, though not seen, yet 
may, in some degree, be apprehended by faith, and are in their di 
tion eternal. The more the attention of the mind is thus fixed, 
the more all that relates to the things of this world only sinks in 
comparative importance. It was a view of this sort that led the 
Apostle to declare, ** Henceforth know we no man after the flesh : 
yea, though we have kno\vTi Chi*ist after the flesh, yet now, hence- 
forth know we him no more." But yet frail mortals can only be 
enabled to walk on the sea of earthly troubles, through the imme- 
diate extension of Divine help, without which they are prone to sink. 
My dear brother had to pass through severe conflicts before his close, 
being involved in deep solicitude as to his etemal well-being, saying 
on one occasion that he had feared the Lord from his yonth, which 
had tended to preserve him from great sins, but he had not loved 
Him as ho ought. He wrestled hard for peace with God, and I trust, 
that through Christ, he found it. 

CocKERMouTH. — I endeavonred to set forth the care, compassion, 
and longsuflering of God, even toward sinners, and such as stray 
from the true fold of rest and peace. We read that when Israel was 
in the wilderness, Amalek came and smote the weak and sickly 
amongst them, with the hindcnuost of their camp. Therefore the 
Lord declared that he would have war with Amalek from generation 
to generation. It was for man, whilst yet a sinner, that Christ died. 
The Apostle, after stating some of the various clasBes of sinnerB, 
who, if they continue such, must be excluded from the kingdom of 
Ood, goos on to say, '*And such were some of yon; but ye are 
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washed, but ye ore saQctitied, but ye are justified in the name of the 
Lord Jesus, and by the Spirit of our God." How bumiliatiug is this 
to the pride of man ; yet how sweetly encouraging to the truly con- 
trite soul — to those upon whom God looks with compassion from His 
high and holy habitation. I had reason to believe that this testimony 
wag peculiarly appropriate to the condition of some present. 

Kendal.— I was strengthened to bear a faithful, animating testi- 
mony to the sufficiency of Divine power and mercy. Oar Lord said 
to His disciples, ** I am the true vine, and my Father is the husband- 
man. Every branch in me that bearetb not 6^it he taketh away : 
and every branch that boareth fruit, he purgeth it, that it may bring 
forth more fruit;** and again, "Herein is my Father glorified, that 
ye bear much fruit/' How forcibly does this point to the active 
usefulness of true disciples I And when we take a view of the extent 
of the field of labour which is unfolded to the vision of the enlightened 
mind, in that prayer which our Lord taught His disciples, ** Our 
Father which art in heaven* Hallowed be thy name — Thy kingdom 
come — Thy will be done in earth, as it is in heaven :** when we con- 
sider that Christ is to reign until aU His enemies are put under His 
feet, and that His dominion is to extend " from sea to sea, and from 
the river unto the ends of the earth :*' that the Lord's will is to be 
done, not in part only, but entirely^ even as it is done in heaven : 
ought not such as have known a being in Christ, the living Vine, 
earnestly to desire that they may grow in grace, and in the saving 
knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ? ought they not to desire 
spiritual gifts, yea, to covet them earnestly, that thus they may be 
made instrumental in the extension of the Redeemer*s kingdom? 
first suffering it to have full dominion in their own hearts, and then 
labouring, as opportunity and ability are afforded, to promote its re- 
ception and growth in the hearts of others. The prophet Daniel, 
beholding in the visions of light, the glory of the church of Christ, 
exclaims, " They that be wise shall shine as the brightness of the 
firmament, and they that turn many to righteousness, as the stars for 
ever and ever.*' This is the treasure in heaven that faileth not, the 
bags that never wax old, the crown of righteousness which the Lord 
will give to Uis dedicated servants in that day, to those whose names 
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are writteD in the Lamb's book of life. When we look over our 
religious Society, and observe how many meetings there are entirely 
stripped of Instramental miniatry, except on ooeasional Tisits^ can 
we believe that there is any other cause but the want of a more full 
dedication to the Lord's service, that prevents His pouring out upon 
US II much larger portion of the gifts of His Holy Spirit ? My heart 
yearned over the young people especially, that with earnest desire 
they may seek the Lord diligently, watchfiilly keeping loose firom the 
spirit of the world, that so the Lord's preparing hand may be per- 
mitted freely to operate upon them^ and then we may trust and hope 
that the anointing oil will be poured upon some of them. 

Wyersdale. — After a bard struggle, in which my faith almost 
failed, I was at length helped to preach the Gospel in its own power 
and authority, I hope to the reaching of the witness for God in some 
uiiuds. The Lord filleth the hungry witli good things, but the rich 
he sendeth empty away. Although, after long waiting, we should 
only be filled with a humiliatiog sense of our own weakness, and oor 
entire depondaneo on Divine care and support — even this is a good 
thing. In this state, we shall be concerned to walk before God in 
reverence and fear* and be careful not to grieve His Holy Spirit, by 
disobedience to manil'ested duty. I described some of the confliota 
of the awakened mind, and how, as light increases, it seemed as 
though our transgressions increased ; whereas it is only owing to the 
conscience which before was dark, or even seared, becoming wakeful, 
enlightened, and tender, so that things are now discovered to be am- 
ful which, in our una wakened state, were not so regarded. The Lord 
is very near to such as are in this state of mind ; and if the exercises 
and operations of His Spirit are submitted to, and abode under, H© 
will, in His own time, proclaim deliverance to the captive soul. I 
warned also against the delusions of the enemy, when he would per* 
Buado U9 that our case is desperate and irretrievable. ** In the Lord 
Jehovah is everlasting strength,'* He declared to His people for* 
tuerly, that He is a God afar off, as well as a God nigh at hand ; 
He brought again His people from the land of their captivity, where 
He had permitted them to be carried away» and He can deliver ua 
now from the very depths of the pit of corruption. 
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Calderbridoe. — B. J. and his brother formerly hod to go eleven 
milds, to Wyersdald meeting, but thej lia?e built, at their own 
charge, a good commodious meeting-house, and there are now about 
twenty-8e?en members belonging to it. My testimony amongst them 
was of an alarming, awakening character, but I reverently trust that 
the Lord was with me, owning my labour, both in testimony and 
Bupplicatiou. 

Preston. — I spoke experimentally of the provings and conflicts, 
which are Uie frequent portion of the Christian traveller. It is said 
that our Lord Jesus Christ was '* led of the Spirit into the wilderness, 
to be tempted of the devil/' His true disciples alBo are at times 
thus led as into the wilderness state ; but after the Lord bath proved 
thern^ He speaks comfortably to them. It is said that He gives them 
vineyards from thence for cultivation and enjoj-ment, and **the valley 
of Achor for a door of hope.*' In seasons of desertion, when the 
light of God* 3 countenance is veiled from us, it is always weU, sin* 
cerely and humbly to inquire, Is there a cause ? is there any secret 
disobedience or unfaithfulness lurking in my heart ? anything com* 
parable to the wedge of gold, the Babylonish garment, or any other 
forbidden thing that I ought to bring forth, as into the valley of 
Achor^ to be ooosnmed? Thus, as we resign ourselves to be 
thoronghly searched, we shall see before us a door of hope ; we shall 
then he led as into the green pastures, and feel the flowing of that 
ttream of Uving water, by which the sod is both cleansed and 
refreshed. My prayers were offered for those who are as the lambs 
of the flock, in whom good desires are but young, who have set their 
faces toward the city of God, but who feel sensible that, as yet, they 
have made little progress : to these Christ calls, ** Come unto me all 
ye that labour and are heavy laden." 

Blackblrn. — My service was to point out the danger of mixing 
with worldly-minded or ungodly men, in frequent familiar converse. 
£Teo tenderly raited minds, who have known the dayspring from on 
high, may thus suffer serious loss, ** The friendship of the world 
is enmity with God." How awful is the language, ** Whosoever 
ihefefore will be a friend of the world is the enemy of God." It waa 
said of some of the Lord's chosen people formerly, "Ephraim is 
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joined to idols ;" and again, '* Strangers have devoured his strength. 
We BometimeB see well-meaning individuals ensnared, by entering 
with avidity into popular political questions, which unduly absorb 
their minds, and become to them as idols ; and mixing with worldly- 
minded men for the attainment of favourite objects, they become, in 
degree, contaminated with their spirit, and are drawn from under 
the preserving influence of the holy fear of God^ — strangers deyoor 
their strength. 

It is true that our Lord condescended to cat with publicans and 
sinners, but He, in the Divine power, stood over the evil in them ; 
He went amongst them for their good ; and in like manner the Lord's 
true, homble-miBded disciples are felt to be as a savour of life unto 
life in them that are saved, or of death or condemnation to the dis- 
obedient and perishing sinner. In their intercourse with men, they 
are watchful unto prayer, that they may not so mingle with them as 
to drink in their spirit, but are concerned to bear a faithful testimony 
to the truth, and against evil. I then supplicated that Divine pro* 
tection might be extended over us, seeing we were raised up to be a 
people to the Lord's praise. There was something in these exercises 
BO unusually pointed, that I felt Bolicitous to know whether I had 
been rightly guided, but was very cautious of making any inquiry, 
believing it to be in general safest to leave it. I felt peaceful, and 
ftfterwards met with a little confirmation of my course. 

SouTHPOHT.^ — My concern was chiefly for the young people, to 
whom I spoke of the gi-acious invitation of Christ in the character of 
wisdom. '^ I love them that love me, and those that seek me early 
shall find me.** The Lord is a rich rewarder of them who dib*gently 
seek Him. Thus we may clearly discover how essential are diligence 
and earnestness in our search after God, with true devotedness^ if we 
wonld enjoy the blesBings of religion. Private devotional retirement 
was urged, as a precious means of a growth in grace. 

My being led to visit so many of the small meetings in Cumber- 
land, Westmoreland, and Lancashire, has been^ I have reason to 
believe, peculiarly seasonable, as they have lately been passed by in 
the visits of some eminent ministers, as Stephen Grellet, and others. 
The great Head of the church is yet evincing His tender care over 
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it. These GonsiderationB h&Yc felt to me as an evidence of right and 
wise direction, not in the will or wisdom of man. 

From Southport kin nepheiv, John RichardBOUt returned home to 
Newcautkf and O. B. proceeded to Liverpool* 

LiTEBPOOL. — My mind was drawn into deep sympathy with the 
many yoong persons who resort to this meeting, and heoome as 
strangers in a strange land, exposed to many dangers and tempta- 
tions. The words of the poet describe the watchful superintendence 
of a gracious Providence : — 

** Thf ProTidcnc© my life suatained, 

And all my wants redreMed, 
Wlies in \ht allent womb I Uy, 

And hung upon tlie brcaet. 

" When, in the tlippery pathi of youth. 

With hoedlooi stcpe I ran, 
Tblae arm, unnecBf conveyed me aaib, 

And led mo np to man." 

When we consider the care of Divine Providence over the various 
works of creation, especially as exhibited over animated beings^how 
richly endowed they are with the necessary organs and faculties to 
enable them to sustain a comfortable exiBtence^ and in many cases a 
state of considerable enjoyment, and that this care is conspicuous 
even in the most minute » as well as in the largest works of the ani« 
mal creation, then can we doubt that a superior degree of care is 
bestowed upon man, the noblest of those works, endued with faculties 
and capacities of a much higher order than the rest. Various indeed 
are the privileges conferred upon mankind, over many of which, 
individually, they have no control, such as birth, parentage, country, 
etc., whether their lot shall be caat among the pious or the vicious, 
amongst such as will do what they can to cherish the seeds of reli- 
gion and virtue, or those who will encourage vice, and even at times 
command the transgression of the Divine law. This ought to be an 
humbling, and yet a stimulating consideration to such as have been 
favoured with a guarded and religions edaention : they had no eon* 
trol over the circumstances which placed them in the way of it^ and 
yet they cannot be too thankful or too sensible of the awful obligation 
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tliey are under, carefully to improve by it, as well as by the many 
valuable CkriBtion privileges which we, in this couDtry, are favoured 
wiih^ over most of the nations. God, who made of one blood all the 
nations of the earth, hath determined the times before appointed, and 
the bounds of their habitation* It might have been the lot of any of 
us to have lived amongst the ignorant and uncivilized nations, or 
during the *' dark ages'* of our own land ; we could not have ordered 
it otherwise ; how many talents therefore have many of us received, 
for the improvement of which we must be accountable ! But^ on the 
other hand; none need despair of the mercies of God, on account of 
any difference in tlieir ontward lot. He whose care and mercy are 
extended over the lowest and meanest of His works, is also mindful 
of them. Ho is rich in mercy unto all that caU upon Him in fer- 
vency of spirit, and in integrity of heart* His power is Almighty, 
and His goodness, mercy, and forbearance, immeasurable. Let not 
the enemy of souls persuade any that it is impossible for them to 
walk in conformity to the will of God. Many are the temptationfl 
which assail some, and the snares whereby their feet are in danger of 
being entangled ; but let such seek the Lord, waiting humbly at His 
footstool for counsel and strength, and then He, with the temptation, 
will open a door of escape. Christ died for sinners, and none who 
rightly come to Him will be rejected, 

Wlien about to leave Liverpool, I received information of the indis- 
position of one of my family, which so weighed me down as almost 
to un^t me for the service of the meeting at Ashton ; but a little 
matter opened, I hope instructively to some hungry souls, and I vraa 
additionally relieved in the line of supplication. 

In travelling along, my mind has been often attracted to the cir- 
cumstances in which our Society is now placed, in these north- 
western counties* Many Friends have, of late years, been led to 
settle in Liverpool and Manchester, with the hope of making a better 
livelihood- The burden of care which, from this cause, does, or 
ought to devolve upon the elder Friends in these places, for the help 
and preservation of these young people especially, is heavier than the 
few who hold stations by appointment in the church ore well able to 
bear ; and yet, unless considerable care is exercised over this class. 
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tLere is a high probability that maiiy youths who have been ptiTileged 
with a guarded and religious education at Wigton and other schools, 
win be ensnared by the many temptations with which young people 
are beset, especially in large townSj and it is very probable that many 
of them may be lost to our religious Society. 

In the review of this journey, on my way homowardsy I felt peace- 
fill, and was led closely to scrutinize how far my life is conformable 
to the doctiine which I have been engaged to preach to others ; and 
though enough was presented to my view deeply to humble and abase 
the creature, yet, through unmerited condescension and mercy, the 
streams of sweet, heavenly consolation flowe<l freely through my soul, 
and tJiauksgiving and praise ascended unto my gracious Lord» who 
has deigned to employ me in the service of the ministry, and to 
strengthen me to proclaim the riches of His graee^ to the glory of 
Him who liveth and reigncth for ever and ever. In all my ways, I 
desire ever to be enabled to confide in the wisdom of His counsel and 
direction, as well as in His power. Many have tn leave their fami* 
lies on account of trade : many for the attoinmciit of military fame 
and glory : how vastly surpassing in importance is the prijie for which 
we have to contend, even to win souls to Christ ; looking for a portion 
m the " inheritance inoorruptible and undefiled, and that fadeth doI 
away/* even the recompense of an eternal reward. '* Bless the Lord, 
my soul, and all that is within me bless his holy aame/' 
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My family (on whose accotmt I returned borne for awhile) now 
being improved in bealth, I left home on the 16th of 5tb months by 
coach for Leeds, and thence into Lancashire, where I had more reli- 
gious service, and at its close, felt trulj thankful for the fresh eyi- 
dence that my God owned my labours for the iiromolion of His glory, 
and the advancement of the Redeemer's kingdom. 

Brigoflatts. — Having felt the current of Gospel love flow towards 
the people about Briggfiatts, I requested Friends to extend the invi- 
tation for first-day moraing, the 25th. I had to dwell much on the 
duty of assembling together for the purpose of waiting upon God, in 
order to be enabled to worship Him, and had to point ont the loss 
which those sustain who depend too much upon their fellow-mortalB, 
80 that if there be no minister, they do not meet. Such may remem- 
ber the curse or woe denounced upon those who trust in man, and not 
in the Lord ; they are in danger of becoming like the barren heath, 
unfruitful ; whilst those who trust in the Lord, not making flesh their 
arm* are like trees planted by the rivers, they are fruitful ; even the 
heat of persecution or tribulation doth not parch them ; their leaf 
doth not wither, and whatsoever they do prospereth. The duty of 
presenting ouraelveB before the Lord is clearly inculcated in the Old 
Testament, as in the case of Abraham, who is called 'Hhe friend of 
God/* In his various sqjoumingB he set up an altar, and called on the 
name of the Lord, and we may safely presume that this was with hia 
household and servants assembled around him. Moses enjoins on the 
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Israelites this duty, in token of gratitado for Ujo buuuiieg of ProvU 
dence, and the renewal of their covenant with the Lord. There is 
moch iBBtmction in the manner in which He directs them to proceed. 
They were to take of the first ripe fruit and present it in a basket 
before the Lord, and say, "A Syrian^ ready to perish was my father, 
and he went down into Egypt, and sojourned there with a few, and 
became there a nation, great, mighty, and populous," Thus they were 
to call to mind the littleness and lowliuesa of their origin, thereby 
being reminded of the mighty power of God, who can make of a little 
one a nation, of a small one a great people. They were to renew 
their covenant with the Lord, declaring themselves His people, and 
that He was their God. When any fall slack in the dutj of meeting 
together for Divine worship, it is a proof that their love ia cooling ; 
these are in great danger ; they seek the kingdom but do not tind it : 
the gate is too strait; they cannot have all their sensual enjoyments 
and the kingdom too ; they love ease ; there is great danger that 
when the midnight cry is heard, when the call comes suddenly, their 
lamps will bo gone out ; their loins not being girded with sincerity 
and truth, they will be found unworthy of an entrance with the bride- 
groom into the marriage chamber. 

Nabthwtajte. — At Narthwaite, in the evening, we hatl several 
besides Friends. A few young Friends teach school on firat-day 
afternoon ; about forty had been present, some of them coming from 
three to five miles to it. My mind was much directed to a drooping, 
disconsolate state, and I had to intimate some of the causes of this 
condition. It is often for want of more entire dedication to the Lord's 
will and service. Those in this condition are awakened, the cod- 
science is roused, yet they will not thoroughly yield ; fretfubess and 
impatience are often given way to, and they are torn as by the thoma 
and briars of the wilderness ; yet He who will not break the braised 
reedi nor quench the smoking flax, is tenderly forbearing towards 
such ; He calls them : " Come unto me." They are heavy laden, 
they are weary, and He tells them how the burden may be lightened, 
by taking His yoke — learning of Him meekness and lowliness of heart. 
How wonderfully does this fstat« of mind blunt the edge of those 
weapons wherewith the poor pilgrims are liable to be assailed ; in 
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Christ tliey find reBt to thtiir souIb. When Israel came ont of tbo 
long captivity, they were commanded to read the book of tho law ; 
but when they heard, they were sorely dejected ; they felt themaelyea 
transgressors, and wept bitterly; yet they were compassionated. They 
were commanded not to weep, but enjoy the mercies of God with 
gratitude, to eat tlie fat, drink the sweet, and send portions to those 
for whom nothing was prepared. Thus also was Nebuchadnezzar 
admonished to break off his sins by righteousness, and his trangres- 
sions by shewing mercy to the poor — by active, not merely passive 
obedience. This line of conduct greatly cheers the dejected pilgrim. 
" The joy of the Lord is your strength*" Yet it is ** not by works of 
righteousness which we have done'^ or can do that we are saved, bat 
by "the washing of regeneration and the renewing of the Holy 
Ghost." Salvation is of God ; yet He hath ordained that we should 
walk in the path of good works — in love to God, and love to man. 

Ha^^es. — ^At Hawes, I felt that my duty was to impress upon tl»e 
audience the immense value of the immortal soul ; that how great 
soever our enjoyment of the riches, the pleasures, the sinful or sen- 
sual indulgences of this life, if we lose our own souls, or be cast 
away, we shall be in the most dismal condition. What is time, in 
its utmost limit, or most oDuring enjoyments, compared with the 
boundless expanse of eternity ? Our Lord most impressively teaches 
us this truth. He knows that we have need of food and clothing for 
the body, but He commands us to seek first the kingdom of God and 
the righteousness thereof. Let God reign, whose right it isj let 
His dominion be established over the soul, and then in Him we may 
peacefully enjoy, in moderation, the bomities of His Providence. 
But they, who, regardless of the Giver, seek the unrestrained enjoy- 
ment of His gifts, must, if cut off in that state, perish eternally. He 
bears long with these, but He sometimes meets with them in a strait 
place, where they have no way of escape from powerful conviction. 
Perhaps their excesses have brought some disease, accident, or afflic- 
tion npop tljem, for " the way of transgressors is hard,'* their ovm 
inifiuities shall correct them. They are then brought under terror and 
remorse ; but even this is often a visitation of mercy ; and if they 
humbly bow under the Lord's power, confessing their sins, they 
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will be led to believe in the atoning sacrifice of Christ, and gratefully 
adore the mercy wliich hath provided such a means of reconciliation : 
they will experience conversion, becoming as little children^ laying 
down all pride and self-sufficiency; they will know the regenora- 
tion» the being bom of the water of sincere repentance and of the 
Spirit ; they will be willing that their own wills should be nailed as 
to the cross, that the will of God may be done, and in this state 
they are prepared to understand the language of the Apostle, If ye 
therefore be risen with Christ, set your affections on things above, 
not on things on the earth ; for the things which are seen are tern* 
poral, but the things which ore not seen are eternal ; and ye are 
dead, soith he, and your life is hid with Christ in God. These hav- 
ing known the fellowship of the sufferings of Christ, who was not 
only our propitiatory sacrifice, but our exemplar also, and being as 
it were baptized into His death, know and experience a being planted 
also in the likeness of His resurrection, and know the meaning of 
the Apostle's language, being '* risen with Cliriat ;** they become 
dead to the world, dead to sin, but alive uuto God, and are introduced 
into the glorious liberty of His children— ^ their conversation being in 
heaven, and their affections set upon heavenly tilings. Prayer waA 
also offered at the Divine footstool, under a precious covering of the 
love, mercy, and power of the Most High. 

Aysqabth.^ — ^I had to treat of the universality of the grace of God. 
Christ tasted death for every man : " As in Adam all die, even so in 
Christ shall aD be made alive/' ** The grace of Ood, which bringeth 
salvation, hath appeared onto all men/* Altliongh the outw^ard ad- 
vantages and privileges of nxankind greatly vary, yet the love and 
mercy of God are extended to all ; ** He maketh his sun to rise on 
the evil and on the good, and sendeth rain on the jnat and on the 
nnjnst/* The shining of the light extendeth in some degreOi I have 
no donbt, to the darkeat nations of the earth ; they partake of the 
bleaainga and bounties of the outward creation — this voice is heard 
to the very ends of the earth. Ho who pveth ** rain from heaven 
and fruitful seasons, filling'' their "hearts with food and gladnesa,'* 
hath appointed that all men should seek Hioii though He be not fiur 
from every one of them ; for in Him they live, and move, and have 
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iheir being ; the secret yisitfttions of grace will incline them to good^ 
for it teaoheth, miiversallj teacheth, **to deny ungodliness an< 
wordly lusts," and those who yield will find peace and comfort iif 
obedience ; the mediation and advocacy of Christ extendeth to them ; 
the atoning sacrifice will be efficaciotiB to them, and they will be led 
to adore and to love the unknown, but beneficent God. But how 
great are our privileges ! how nviinl our responsibility, favoured as 
we are, not only with the law of God which is universally written in 
the heart, but with the light and instruction of the volume of inspira- 
tion* In many nations professing Christianity, even this is in a great 
degree, a sealed book ; they are not allowed to read it in their native 
tongue — the only language in which most of every nation can read at 
all. We dwell, not only in a land of Gospel light, but of Gospel 
liberty ; the times of ignorance God is said to *^ wink at^" but His 
voice is now extensively heard, commanding all men everywhere to 
repent, to tnm from their vanities to Him, the living and true God. 
I bad to put up a petition for a dark and hardened state— to pray for 
some who do not pray for themselves, that they may be borne with a 
little longer, and that Divine visitations may be afresh extended to 
them for their recovery out of the pit of sin and of corruption. 

Heeth was my last meeting ; it was to me for a time a season of 
mental conflict. I felt renewedly that watchfulness is indispensable. 
No state nor condition, no degree of spiritual g^o\^i,h is exempt from 
this necessary duty ; but the covenanted mercies of our God are sure. 
He may try His children with conflicts of spirit, hiding the light of 
His glorious countenance from them for a season, but 

^* Ho plants hia f(X)Utep« in tlie set, 
And rides upon the atorm,** 

He may prove, but He does not forsake, His poor, HtUe, dependant 
children. I had to express somewhat of these feelings, and to exhort 
the dear children to enter into covenant with God. 

I reached home the next day, the Slst of 5th month, and was 
fftvoored to find my dear family all pretty well. 
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X LEFT home on the Slst of the 8rd mouth, 1837p accompanied ai 
first by my kind friemi, D. Oliver. We proceeded by way of Stock- 
ion to Osmotherly, where we had a meeting, and one at Thirak in 
the evening of the same day. Here we parted, D. 0* returning 
home, whilst I went forward to Ackworth, to pay a short visit to my 
son and daughter^ T. and R, Pumphrey* 

SheffibU). — I was pretty largely engaged in a close, searching 
manner, being led to address the nnconTeried, under a lively and 
powerful sense of the longsnffering and forbearance of God, notwith- 
standing man*8 ingratitude and rebellion. The riches of His mercy 
in Christ Jeans was proclaimed amongst them. I took tea at the 
house of a Friend who had been in the \iin6 and spirit trade, but 
who became uneasy on account of the dangerous and injurious ten- 
dency of the bosiness, two persons in the employ of the firm having 
eonunitied muoide. The love and fear of God, and of his neighbour, 
finally predominated over the love of gain, and the business wats 
reliuqnished. 

In journeying along, my mind often flowed sweetly and tenderly 
toward my dear family, whom I have again left for the Gospel's 
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Bake, and especially toward my beloved wife, whose mind, I hoped, 
would be borne above all the little trials and perplexities which may 
at times attend her path dming my absence, with desires that she 
might often be sweetly replenished with a perceptible sense of the 
love of God, and be made gratefully sensible how much we hare 
hitherto been helped and preserved through the trials and dangers 
of this probationary stale — at times indeed faint and feeble, yet 
pressing onwards towards the mark for the glorious prize of the 
recompense of an eternal reward, through the tender mercies of our 
God, in Christ Jesus our Lord. 

Manchester. — In the meeting, on tirst-day morning, I was 
strengthened to bear, 1 trust, an instructive testimony, and was 
thanki'ul in being so guided to speak to the state of the meeting, yet 
with doctrine and allusions which, however some might feel them to 
be of an admonitory character, could not easily be controverted. 

In passing through Lichfield, I went to see the stone over the door 
of the Court House, in which are cut the city arms, representing 
a field, strewed with dead bodies, encircled with coats of mail, etc., 
as though intended to represent the armour of those engaged in the 
massacre of the Christians, which took place in the time of Dio- 
cletian, as noticed in George Fox's journal. 

Coventry .^ — The morning meeting, on first-day, was a time of Di- 
vine favour and fresh visitation to some tender minds. Some who were 
once esteemed members of the Society have now become alienated 
from it, having an erroneous view of its doctrines, and a low esteem 
for its discipline ; yet, I trust, many of the flock have been watched 
over and preserved by the Shepherd and Bishop of souls, and are, at 
times, permitted to feed in the green pastures of Ufe. In a tea 
party, in the evening, way opened for instructive conversation, which 
was succeeded by a solid religious opportunity, in which I had to 
bear testimony to the truth as it is in Jesus, and to supplicate for 
the continuance of Divine protection anil help. I long for their 
spiritual welfare. 

Wellikoborough, — I endeavoured to encourage the faint- heart4jd^ 
and to warn some of the dangerous consequences of giving way to 
an evil heart of unbelief, in depaiting from the hving God, and 
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afterwards prayed for the blessing of presorvatioii. I found my dear 
companion a kind and instnictiYe fellow-traveller^ and we often 
mntnally enjoyed our conversation on the road, 

Raunds. — The time of silence was particularly solemn and pre- 
cioti8» and through the adorable condescension of the Bishop of souls, 
I was enabled to bbour largely, explaining the truths of the Gospel, 
I humbly trust, to the instruction of many : also, on the bended knee, 
in deep prostration of soul before my God, praising Him for His 
wonderful works, and for His goodness unto the children of men. 

Olxey, — The various dealings of God with man, in order to draw 
him into the true fold, were attempted to be described, from which, 
counsel and encouragement flowed to a variety of states. Here also 
I hod to Bupphcate. I have cause to be deeply and reverently thank- 
ful that access to the Divine footstool is thus graciously granted, from 
season to season, often, through mercy, owned with the descendings 
of the dew of heaven, and the streams of the water of life, to the 
refreshment of the risitors and visited* May I ever be tmly thankful 
to my gracious and Heavenly Father ! At Olney the house waa 
pointed out to me in which John Newton for a lime resided ; also 
that of William Cowper, the poet 

Oxford. — We had a fine view of the city, so remarkable as a seat 
of learning, and for the antiquity and magnificence of its public build- 
ings. We visited the University Printing Oflice, where a number of 
men are engaged in printing Bibles, prayer books, etc., both in 
English and in foreign languages. The building consists of a centre 
and two wings, the centre about two huncfred feet long. There is a 
drying room, where they can bang three hundrecl thousand sheets at 
a time, a cistern, which is said to contain one hundred and fifty-four 
thousand gallons of water, and a hydraulic press, of power equal to 
the weight of seven hundred tons. By their cylinder press, they 
print the Bible at the rate of a copy (small size) in little more than 
two minuter. There is also a doable working flat press, at which 
ahoeta are drawn out at both sides of tlie screen. The whole process 
in beautiful, and considering the groat object in view, is deeply inter* 
estiiig« Through this medium, how wonderfully is Scriptural light 
communicated to our fellow mortals !

Being in Lotidoii, at the yearly iheetingt O. /?. wriUs : 

Oracechuech Street Meeting, 5th month 21 st. — I hod to 
waiD the carelefis and unconcerned, reminding them of the awful 
instances which at times occur, of the messenger of death coming at 
an unexpected moment, and to some so suddenly that thej are in ft 
few momenta deprived of consciousness, and thus rendered utterly 
incapable of making any effort, by way of preparation, for the final 
change* How dangerous is it, therefore, to rely upon a death-bed 
repentance, which some unwisely are doing, 

DEVoNamRE House Meeting. — My chief concern was for the 
dear young men who, in the slippery paths of youth, are exposed to 
many strong temptations, and many grievous entanglements. I waa 
[strengthened to handle the subject, to the reaching of the witness 
for God in some present, I reverently trust. O that it may but con- 
tribute to their effectual conversion "from daikness to light, and 
ffrom the power of Satan unto God.** 

SouTHWAEK, 5th MONTH 28th,— On first-day morning, Samuel 
Tuke was engaged at considerable length, and there were several 
other offerings* My concern was to warn such as are at ease in 
Zion, indulging in the pleasures of sense, living in fulness of bread ; 
some of them, it may be, chanting ** to the sound of the viol, and** 
inventing *' to themselves instruments of music, like David,'* but 
who arc **not grieved for the uflHiction of Joseph," and who cannot 
understand why the sound of lamentation and mourning should so 
frequently be heard in our assemblies. May such duly call to mind 
that ** it is better to go to the house of mourning than to go to the 
house of feasting/* The Lord's people have often been a poor, 
small, afflicted remnant. ** Ye shall weep and lament,'^ said our 
blessed Lord to His disciples, " but the world shall rejoice, and ye 
shall be sorrowful, but your sorrow shall be turned into joy." 

Devonshibe House.— ^Amongst the ministers engaged in the eT^i* 
ing were Ann Jones, in an encouraging testimony, and H. C. Back- 
louse, very instructively. At the close of this hirge and truly solemn 
'meeting, I felt constrained to bow the knee, and through the adorable 
condescension of my God, was permitted to supplicate for His con- 
tinued gracious care and protection over the little ones, tlial they 
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may be hid as " in the hollow of his band/' aulQ the indignation be 
overpaBt, and that He may be pleased to raise up, prepare, and call 
to stand forth in His service, pourijig His Spirit upon sons and 
daughters, upon servants and handmaids, that they may stand for the 
honour of His holy name ; that the waste places may yet he inhabited, 
and we, as a Society, be preserved as a people to His praise. 

During the coarse of this yearly meeting, we had to behold several 
of the old servants, who have long lahoored in the Lord's harvest, 
bowing ander the infirmities of age ; and many others have, of late 
years, been called to inherit their eternal reward. The close of the 
yearly meeting was very comfortable. A good, inatrnctive "general 
epistle'* was agreed upon, almost without alteration ; it touches on 
a great variety of topics briefly, but comprehensively. 

I went on first-day to Kickmans worth, to attond the interment of 
the remains of Emmett Skidmore, with whom we had, very recently, 
a sitting in his own house : though then in usaal health, a few da^^ 
ago be was found dead in his bed. He had often intimated, and 
once to me, that he thonght he should be taken olf suddenly, but 
I do believe he lived and walked in the love and fear of God, and he 
appeared often to enjoy sweet communion with the Father of spirits. 
He was the only member left of the ancient meeting of Charley- 
wood, and was a descendant of Francis Stamper. He used to hold 
meetings in his own parlour, with a nephew and some nieces, who 
were not in membership, and has left a good savour behind him, being 
highly esteemed by his neighbours. He left a request that a meet- 
ing might be convened on the occasion of his funeral, which accord- 
ingly vras held in the room where a school, which be had liberally 
supported, was usually kept. The place was well filled, with many 
outside at the open windows, I had to bear my testimony, and to 
bend the knee in supplication. After the meeting, we proceeded two 
miles on foot to Charieywood burial-ground, where* notwithstanding 
the distance, it was thought fifteen hundred people assembled. My 
spirit was clothed with thankfulness at beholding so vast a concourse, 
and I fell I mnst address them, though sensible of the vreaknesa of 
my organs of speech. I took my stand a little elevated, at a comer 
protected by a wall from pressure behind, and to the windward of tho 
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bulk of tke people, and was helped to declare amongst them the nature 
of true religion, which is a union with God ; of the way of life and 
Balyatiou through faith in ChiiBt ; and of sanctiiication, through the 
ponfjing operation of the Holy Spirit. 

STAiNESr — After rather a long time of silence, my way opened in 
an earnest and affectionate entreaty to some present, to surrender 
themselves freely to the Lord's service, by submitting to the purify* 
ing operations of His Spirit and power, and then, if the gifts of the 
Spirit are properly sought by frequent retirement and prayer, we may 
reasonably hope that thoy will not be withheld, but that standard and 
testimony -bearers will yet continue to be raised up amongst us, of 
whom there is much need. Were we duly to consider the weight of 
our obligations, and our awful responsibility to God, we shotdd surely 
be freely given up to run the Lord's errands with alacrity. My 
spirit was again permitted to approach the throne of grace. These 
Bervices were performed in the obedience of faith, almost in opposi- 
tion to what reason alone would have dictated, but I was afterwards 
told that of late time they have repeatedly been so addressed. 

At Southampton, we went on board the fine steam-boat, Akilanta, 
which, with eighty-three other passengers, proceeded down the South- 
ampton water, and passing near the Isle of Wight, proceeded to 
Guernsey. About nine o'clock next morning, we approached the 
mouth of the harbour, when our kind friend, Edmund Richards, came 
on board, prepared to accompany us to Jersey. We arrived at St, 
Helier about two o'clock on the t4th of 6th month. This is the 
chief town, well built, and on a much more level plot than St. Pierre 
at Guernsey. Next morning, about twenty assembled at the house 
of our aged friend, John Renout, about two mOes in the country. 
He has been imce banished the island for his refusal to bear arms, 
and is much beloved and esteemed. After we had sat awhile in 
silence, he expressed with much feeling and sweetness that passage, 
*' The Spirit and the bride say. Come," Wlien I stood up, which 
was with no common sensations, George Payne came and stood by 
my side, and interpreted, sentence by sentence, that which came 
before me to express amongst them. By making suitable pauses, I 
got through my sen ice Bt?tter than I had anticipated ; rel,>ing on tho 
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unfiiilmg arm of my I>iTin6 Master, I was furnished for tlio occasion^ 
botli with matter for expreBsiou, so as to cast off my burden, and with 
ealmnesa and patience as to the mode of administration. I felt peace- 
fdl, and after E. Richards had said a little to the people in English, 
I had to engage iii supplication, and I thought the meeting ended 
well. We sailed shortly after in the same vessel to Guernsey, where 
we arriYed in lees than three hours, the distance being thirty miles. 
In Guernsey there are about forty members, on nearly all of whom 
we called at their own houses. The island is much improved in cul- 
tivation, and the town much enlarged, since I was there with Darnel 
Oliver, in 1815. My duty in meeting appeared to be that of offering 
the word of encouragement to such as are nnder affliction and trial. 
We sailed on seventh -day evenings and on first-day momiiig landed 
at Southampton. 

£x£T£B. — The meetings on first-day were both seasons of Divine 
favour. In the morning we had a precious, heart- tendering season, 
and in the alternoon I had to call impressively upon those present 
for a more full surrender to the service of Him to whom we are 
indebted for every blessing, both spiritual and temporal. Were we 
but willing, as was said in ancient times, to bring all the required 
tithes and offerings into the store-house, and to surrender every 
faculty as at the Divine footstool, then would He pour forth a bless- 
ing, as from the windows of heaven, until there would not be room to 
contain it, but it would overflow for the benefit of others ; He would 
pour forth of His Spirit upon the young men and maidens, and con- 
strain thiim to tell of His goodness, and to labour for the conversion 
of souls. 

LisKE4Rn Monthly Mebtino. — My testimony had reference to 
the doctrine of Christian perfection. I am fully persuaded that a 
state of &eedom from sin is attainable in this life. *' He that cometh 
to God must believe that he is, and that he is a rewarder of them 
that diligently seek him.** Our Lord commanded His disciples, 
'*Bo ye therefore perfect, oven as your Father which is in heaven is 
perfect.** Surely He would not enjoin upon them that which He did 
not intend to enable them to attain unto. ** There is therefore now 
no condemnation to them which are in Christ Jesus, who walk not 
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after the flesh, but after the Spirit." This clearlj implies a state < 
without sin ; for if there be siii, there must be condemnation. He 
also speaks of the weapons of our warfare ''being mighty through 
God," not only for the pulling down of the strongholds of sin and 
Batan, but for " bringing every thought into captivity to the obedience 
of Christ." Our Redeemer is Almighty ; He has power over all 
flesh ; the captain of our salvation is an unconquered captain ; and 
He hath declared, " Him that overcometh will I make a pillar in the 
temple of my God, and he shall go no more out : and I will write 
upon him the name of my God, and. the name of the city of my God, 
which is new Jerusalem," The representation of the state of the 
Lord's redeemed children^ as given in the book of Bevelation, is one 
of very high perfection. 

Wellington. — I had to address a restless, discontented state, 
reviving the words spoken to Cain, ** If thou doest well, shalt thou 
not be accepted ? but if thou doest not weU, sin lieth at the door." 
Instruction was also gathered from our Lord's parable respecting the 
man out of whom the evil spirit was gone, which, wadking in dry 
places, could find no rest. We read that " the last state of this man 
was worse than the first/' His mind not being stayed on God, on 
the power which had visited him, he appears neither to have sought 
nor found refroahment ftom His presence. Oh, the dangerous con- 
dition of the evO heart of unbelief, in departing b:om the living God ! 

Street, near GL^iSTONBUBY, — Here I had to press closely the 
duty of earnestly seeking, as well as patiently waiting, for spiritual 
strength and refreshment. It was said by our blessed Lord, ** The 
kingdom of heaven suflferetb violence, and the violent take it by 
force :*' and again — " The kingdom of God is preached, and every 
man preaseth into it." The Lord's prophet complained, "that none 
Btiireth up himself to lay hold of the name of the Lord." David 
" I waited patiently for the Lord, and he inclined unto me and 
heard my cry*" Thus we see that the Psalmist both cried and 
waited for help ; but there are times when the poor, thirsty soul can- 
not cry; when it seeks water and there is none, and the tongue 
faiieth for thirst, and cleaveth as to the roof of the mouth. The 
Lord hath promised that He will hear these, and not forsake them ; 
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He can bear their sighs, their aBpirations, as well as their words 
when they cry more audibly. He sees the state of the heart, of the 
affections and desires j and He has promised those who thus seek 
Hiin in sincerity and in fervency of heart, in a sense of their own 
poverty and want, and in self- abasement and reverence of spirit before 
Him, that their worship shall be accepted. I had also to press the 
duty and benefit of seeking the Lord in solitary places, where no eye 
but His can see ; where the soul feels, though alone, as in the pre- 
sence of its Qod, which is often the blessed privilege of His children. 

SiDCOT, — I was helped througli my service, both towards the dear 
children, and in that of a more general character ; and a Friend told 
me afterwards that it was mnch to her consolation. The nnity of 
the upright-hearted is precious. 

Bath is a small meeting, but Friends were generally out, and I 
was enabled to labour amongst them plainly and faithfully, in point- 
ing out how greatly the comfort and enjoyment of a professing Chris- 
tian is diminished, by striving to serve two masters. The gathering 
arm of Divine mercy appeared to be near ua. 

We attended Bristol meeting on sixth-day, there being two held 
here in the week. It was a comfortable meeting, and I had a little 
to offer near the close. We visited a number of invalids, and were, 
I trust, permitted to minister to some of them a little of the wine of 
consolation. 

LoTHRBSDALE* — On my homeward journey, I spent a first-day at 
this place« A messenger having been sent to give a little notice, 
especially to such families as are not in membership and yet attend 
our meetings at timeB» the attendance was large, and I was favoured 
with much strength in labouring to turn some present firom darkness 
to light, and endeavouring to open to their understandings some of 
the precious doctrines of the Gospel, especially tliat which 1 am often 
bound to proclaim, that Christ must be believed in and obeyed as 
our King to rule, and our Prophet to instruct, as weU as our great 
High Priest and Mediator, and the Sacrifice for our sins. 

Proceeding northwards^ I was favoured to reach my endeared home 
nnd famQy on the 1st of 8th month, having been out about four 
months, and travelled about two thousand and seventy-seven miles 
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by land and water. Thns terminated this long and, in many respects, 
arduous journey, in which I have laboured honestly, and often fer- 
yently, for the growth in grace, and for the confirmation and establish- 
ment in the true faith and hope of the Gospel, of my dear brethren 
and sisters in religious profession. May my God be graciously 
pleased to bless these labours to the lasting benefit of many, and to 
the glory of His own high and holy name. Amen. 



JOURNEY 

WITU DAKIEL OUVKR, OF NEWCASTLE, 
IXTO L.iNOASHlRE, WaLE8» HEREFORDSHIRE, AXD NRlGHbOUBiyo 

CorNTiEs, IK 1842, 



I LEFT home on the 23rd of 8rd month, 1842, in company with 
my friend, D. Oliver. In travelling along, it felt awful to me to haY« 
to enter on so important a field of service, especially considering 
how my mouth is closed, as to ministry, for many months in sacoes- 
8ion at home ; but through mercy I was favoured with a good degree 
of tranquillity, in contemplating the prospect before me, and at times, 
in travelling along, I had to witness the flowing of that river of the 
water of life^ which refreshes, strengthens, and comforts the mind of 
the poor pilgrim, revorenUy trusting that He, who hud been with me 
on many former occasions, would continue to succour and strengthen 
us both for Hia service. Tender desires and prayers also ascended 
on behalf of my beloved wiftj and family at home, that the Everlast- 
ing Arms might be around them, and the eternal God their refuge. 

LiVBBPOOL. — In sitting down amongst our Friends, we were fa- 
Toored with a precious sense of holy solemnity. My companion 
htckB BOence in a short, acceptable testimony ; after which, my bonds 
were broken, and my spirit set at liberty to hibour freely amongst 
them, and I reverently trust, with an awakening effect, for which I 
felt thankful. I thought that mentally I had to visit the spirits in 
prison, and to proclaim the mercy and power of Him who alone can 
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break every joke of bondage, and can let the captive spirit go free, 
bringing it into " tbe glorious liberty of the cliildren of God." 

The monthly meeting here gatbered under a very solemn covering, 
in which the arm of the Shepherd of Israel appeared to be mercifully 
eti-etcbcd forth to bring all into the pasturea tif life. My spirit was 
remarkably free to declare the riches of redeeming love. How gra* 
cious is the declaration, *' The Lord's portion is his people, Jacob is 
the lot of his inheritance." This was spoken of the seed of Abra- 
ham, of him who was called the friend of God ; they were chosen, as 
Baith the Lord, to " be a pecuHar treasure unto me above all people ; 
for all the earth is mine." He intended thereby, in an especial 

i-manner, that they should be made acquainted with His will, and be 

^atmmental in exalting the knowledge of His holy name amongst 
tbe nations ; and are not we^ in this glorious Gospel day, in like 
manner called of God to be unto Him " a peculiar people ?" We 
are not our o^n, we are bought with a price, even with the precious 
blood of the Lamb of God, who was offered as a sacrifice to take 
awAj our sins, and to bring us into "the glorious liberty of the 
cliildren of God ;*' not only to cleanse us from the guilt of the sins 
that are past, but to give us power and dominion over sin and Satan. 
And how is this dominion to be obtained ? la it not by obeying the 
voice of the living, inspoaking Word, in the soul of the truly quickened 
child of God ? This voice may be very small and still, but as it ia 
obeyed, the Divine life will gain the ascendancy in us, and the Bearer 
we keep to God, walking in reverence before Him, even whilst engaged 
in our outward occupations, the more we shall be enabled to live to 
His glory, and to fulfil the Scriptural exhortation, '* Whether therefore 
ye oat or drink, or whatsoever ye do, do all to the glory of God.** 
West Houghton. — My communication chiefly related to the safety 

iimd benefit of confiding in God for the supply of our wants, both 
spiritual and temporaL David said, the Lord is my Shepherd; I 
shall not v.^ant:" and again, **The Lord is the strength of my life, 
of whom shall I be afraid ?'* I had to caution against a mnnnnrlng 
fame of mind, as evinced by the children of Israel in the wUder- 

'ness, and to exhort to an acquiescence in the varying dispensationB 
of Divine Providence, even when they are opposed to our natiiral 
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inclinations. The benefit of true resignation to the will of God 
concerning ua is very great. Wo learnt after meeting, that the pres- 
snre of distress amongst the manufactnrers in this neighbourhood 
was very severe. 

Bolton. — I was led to shew how, in many respects, one event hap- 
peneth to all : as in the pains and infirmities to which onr bodies are 
subject, the righteous are liable to be afflicted as weU as the wicked ; 
death also is common to all men. In the case of public or general 
calamities overtaking a land, as famine, pestilence, or war, or in the 
case of commercial perplexities, all are liable to suffer. It is by the 
dispensations of His Providence that God asserts His sovereignty, 
and abases the pride of man, proving to liim, that with all his fore- 
sight, and his utmost sagacity, he cannot escape wholly from the 
preBsnre of public calamities, providentially inflicted. But though it 
is obvioQS that one event happeneth to all, yet the way in which 
these trials are borne, and the effect of them on the minds of men are 
very various. The humble, lowly disciple of Jesus knows Him to 
reign in righteousness, and reverently bows to all His dispensations, 
and so far confides in His wisdom, mercy, and care, as at times to be 
enabled to say with one formerly, *' Though he slay me, yet will I trust 
in hira.'* The Christian has faith to believe that should these afflic- 
tions terminate in the death of the body, he will, throngh the mercy 
of God in Christ Jesus, obtain a part in the better resurrection. 
Many of the storms of life pass over the heads of Christians without 
harming them ; they bow to the dispensation in patient submission, 
while the wicked fret and foam, and wound themselves by the indul- 
gence of the rebellious passions. The Lord is able and wilHng to 
Banctlfy every affliction to those who truly love and fear Him, and 
He can make all to work together for their good and His own glory. 

C1UW8HAT-B00TH. — I was thankful in being enabled to deliver an 
encouraging testimony at the monthly meeting. I cannot but believe 
that ihe remarkable liberty with which I have been favoured during 
this visit to Lancashire, is Intended for the encouragement of many. 
I have had " to preach good tidings unto the meek," and " the open- 
ing of the prison to them that are bound ;" and have had abundantly 
**to proclaim the acceptable year of iho Lord," as really oome to 
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those who are wilUi^ to accept the gracious offers of Divine love and 
mercy. The Lord is truly ** the repairer of the hreach^ the restorer 
of paths to dwell in." 

CaIiDeebrldge. — 1 was led to speak of the high importance of the 
proper discharge of parental duties. Though parents have often to< 
mourn under a sense of their own insufficiency, they will, if humble 
and sincere, he encouraged to ftsk wisdom of God, *' who giveth to 
all men liberally and upbraidcth not," They cannot rule well, unless 
their own spirits are kept in holy subjection to "the Father of 
spirits ;** they must love God, and walk in His fear, being ever 
watchful that no improper expression escape their lips ; for children 
are quick uf perception, and soon discover if the parent is wrong. I 
do believe the spirit and frame of mind, which parents evince in thi 
management of their children, have more influence, if good, than any 
direct precept, yet it is ever their duty to teach their offspring the 
knowledge of God. " This is life eternal, that they might know 
thee the only true God, and Jesus Christ, whom thou hast sent." 

Wyersdale* — Friends here keep a first-day school, with a little 
help from Laticaster, though the distance is six miles : they have^ 
from forty to fifty children, and it is considered to have been very use- 
fuL Some of the older ones attended the meeting, in which I endea- 
voured to shew how our own inability to help or deliver ourselves, in 
the work of the soul's salvation, tends to humble us before God. 
The prophet ssys, *'It is not in man that walketh to direct his 
steps;** and another of the Lord's servants declares that *' the steps 
of a good man are ordered of the Lord, and he delighteth in his 
way ;" so that we see the necessity of waiting upon God for direction, 
and of crying unto Him for deliverance. How encouraging ia the 
language of David — ^** I waited patiently for the Lord; and he in- 
clined unto me, and heard roy cry. He brought me up also out of 
an horrible pit, out of the niirj" clay, and set my feet upon a rock, 
and established my goings. And he bath put a new song in my 
mouth, even praise unto our God." How apt is the comparison uf 
the feel being sunk in the miry clay to the state of man eiithralled in 
sinful propensities, and how comparable to the horrible pit is his 
condition when, goaded on by vicious companions, he becomes sunk 
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in flin ; and thoagh at times ho feeJs bis misery, ho cannot esciipe of 
himself. But as Ue who gives to man a sight and sense of ids lost 
and undone condition is sought unto, He opens to him a door of 
escape^ saj^ng tmto him in tlie secret of his sool, '* This is the way, 
walk ye in it» when ye torn to the right hand, and when ye tarn to 
the left." We must trust in God, and He will pluck our feet out of 
the mire and clay of corruption, set them upon Christ, the Rock, 
and establish our goings in righteousness ; but only in the strait and 
narrow way of self-denial. Thus He puts the song of praise into our 
mouth even herOi and when we ha?e passed the river of judgmeni» 
and the dark valley of the shadow of death, and entered through the 
pearl gates into the celestiai city, then will ability be given to sound 
forth for ever and ever the praises of redeeming love* 

Wrat. — There are only two members here, and but twenty per- 
Fons assembled with us. I was led to dwell upon the low, tried state 
iuto which our Lord's immediate followers were introduced, by the 
prospect of His approaching sufferings. How gracious was His Ian- 
gnage to them, though He foresaw their frailty, forewarning them 
that such would be the power of darkness, that they would all forsake 
Him ; and yet, knowing this, His oompassionate language was, " Let 
not your heart be troubled : ye believe in God, believe also in me. 
In my Father's house are many mansions : if it were not so, I would 
have told you. I go to prepare a place for you ;** and ** I will come 
again, and receive you unto myself; that where I am, there ye may 
be also/' 

Preston. — ^ After a season of close exercise, I was engaged in tes- 
timony, under a good degree of Divine anointing. When, in our 
silent waiting upon God, we feel almost overwhelmed witli discourage- 
ment» under a sense of our own weakness, shortcomings, and sinful- 
nesSj whilst rightly feeling deeply sensible of these things, we gain 
no strength by dwelling too long upon them. We cannot help our- 
selves out of this condition ; our help comes from God. The lan- 
guage of the Most High to His people was, ** O Israel, thou hast 
destroyed thyself; but in me is thy help/' Let ui» consider well the 
high and holy nature of our calling* and never rest satisfied in a 
polluted state. " If any man be in Christy be is a new creature ; old 
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things are passed away ; behold all things are become new^ and all 
things are of God.'* In vain do we rest satisfied with merely bear- 
ing the Christian name : there must be a change of heart. Thosa 
who are in Christ must take His yoke upon them, and be willing to 
submit to His restraining power. 

Fleetwood^— In this new to^^n there are but four members* 
About twenty persons assembled, and I had a pretty lively time 
amongst them, in pointing out some of those wiles of the enemy of 
souls, by which, if we are entrapped, our peace is woimded, and the 
Lord*9 name is dishonoured. In times of perplexity from the diffi- 
culty of obtaining the means of subsistence, some have been tempted 
to cultivate the tiiendship of worldly-minded or ungodly persons : 
this practice is highly injurious to their spiritual welfare. The Lord 
declares, *' Them that honour me I will honour, and they that de- 
spise mo shall be lightly esteemed.'* They who seek to promote the 
glory of God, and to honour Christ before men, shall be owned in 
the presence of the Father and His holy angels ; but if we join hands 
with the mcked, we give them our countenance, and God is thereby 
dishonoured. 

Manchesteb. — In sitting down in this meeting, my feelings were 
those of strong emotion, and of much sympathy and love towards 
those assembled, well knowing what confiiets of spirit some of them 
have had to endure. I felt the service of an extensive and almost 
oveiwhelming character ; but on standing up to revive the assurance 
that ** the eyes of the Lord are apon the righteous, and his ears are 
open unto their cry/' I was led along, under the influence of Gospel 
love, to comfort the mourners amongst them, and to magnify the 
riches of that grace which is offered for their help and consolation. 
I also addressed those who conceive themselves to be of the number 
to whom but one sjnritual talent has been given, many of whom 
are too much resembling him who wi-apped his talent in a napkin, 
and buried it in the eaii-h ; they are the most liable to cherish a mur- 
muring spirit against Him whose bomiteous hand has heaped many 
benefits upon them ; they resemble the barren heath in the desert, 
which seeth not when good cometh ; they charge the Lord viith being 
a hard Master, seeking to gather where He hath not atrewed, and to 
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reap where He hath not sown. The carnal heart is at enmity with 
God, and tmtil broken and melted by a quickening sense of redeem- 
ing love, can have no enjoyment even in the glorions presence of 
God, and His holy angels, and ** the spirits of just men made per- 
fect." Could such even gain admittance into tlie celestial regions, 
they coald only hide their faces in shame and self-ubhorrence : how 
awfdl then is tJbeir condition ! 

WARRreoTOS. — My sympathy was called forth towards the Lord's 
tried children, and I endeavonred to shew the need there is to keep 
a firm hold of the shield of faith, not only in believing that God is, 
and that He will most assuredly be the rich rewarder of all those 
who diligently seek Him, but also in trusting in Him at all times, 
and especially when He may see meet to withdraw from na for a 
season the light of His countenance, and to permit us to be tried 
with a sense of desertion. How was our blessed Lord, our great 
exemplar, tbofl tried, when He was led of the Spirit into the wilder- 
ness to be tempted of the devil, where, after having fasted forty days, 
the enemy seemed let loose apon Him. Thas, having taken oar 
nature upon Him, He bore those trials to which wg are subject, in 
an intense degree ; but He overcame through suffering, and is now 
our mediator with the Father, our advocate, and intercessor. 

LA^'CASHIRE QuABTERLY MEETING.— My scrvice here was a tender 
appeal to the young men especially, to bo careful in all their conver- 
sation aod deportment, to abide in tlie Lord's holy fear, and to re- 
member their Creator in the days of their youth, reviving also that 
other warning of Solomon, '* Kejoioe, O young man, in thy youth ; 
und let thy heart cheer thee in the days of thy youtli." Thia was 
the language of one who had tried to the utmost what tlie pleasures 
of sense could do for him, bat his conclusion was* '' Know thoa, 
that fur all these things God will bring thee into judgment/* When 
we also consider the awful import of our Lord's declaration, ** That 
every idle word that men shall speak, they shall give account thereof 
in the day of judgment,*' we mast feel how greatly those yonng 
people endanger both their present and eternal well-being who in- 
dulge in light and vain conversation. Many of these, when they 
oome calmly to reflect, have to lie down in sorrow ; and well is H 
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when they abide under the chastening rod, even as Ephraim of old. 
** Thou hast chastiHed me and I was chastised ; turn thou me, and I 
shall be turaed, for thou art the Lord my God." 

LmEHPOOL. — I attended the interment of our hite ancient and 
honourable Friend, Isaac Hadwen. A precious solemnity accom- 
panied us at the grave-side, and continued to prevail over the meet- 
ing. I made some remarks on the great uncertainty of life, wamingi 
against becoming too much absorbed in the things of this world, to 
the neglect of the ** one thing needful.*' I was also much impressed 
with the gracious language used in the parable of tlie marriage supper, 
which came with peculiar sweetness before the view of my mind. 
*' Lord, it 19 done as thou hast commanded, and yet there is room/' 
Those who were first bidden had slighted the invitation, one prefer- 
ring his farm, and another his merchandise : these were rejected, 
and the language went forth — ''Go ye into the highways, and aai 
many as ye shall findj bid to the marriage," This was done, ancl 
the language was uttered, *' Lord, it is done as thou hast commanded, 
and yet there is room." May every individual put the query to him- 
self, ** Is there indeed in the Lord*s heavenly kingdom room for 
even for me, notwithstanding my unwoHhiness, and my past disoba-' 
dience and rebellion ? It* the command really now going forth» * Go 
out into the highways and hedges, and compel them to come in T *' 
8uch I believe to be the love of God, the mercy and tender forbear- 
ance of a compassionate and longsuffering Lord, that every one wliose 
heart is tender before Him, and truly desirous of being admitted into 
His heavenly kingdom, may have hope in His mercy, and be assured 
that **yet there is room/* Perhaps some maybe ready to query 
whether they have ever received the blessed invitation. Hast tboii ' 
not felt, my brother, my sister, the strivings of the spirit of God in 
thy own lieart — in thy conscience ? hast thou never been sensible of 
the Lord's voice, as *' a word behind thee, saying, this is the way. 
walk*' thou *' in it," when thou hast been turning to the right hand 
or to the left ? Is not this a plain invitation ? does it not cry to 
ihee to enter in at the strait gate, and to walk in the narrow way ? 
and is not this the way of life ? hath not our Lord Jo&us Christ 
plainly declared it? Therefore hearken to the Lord's voice, obey 
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His Loly will fts it is made manifest uDto thee, bj whatever means^ 
and then, through the meritB and mediation of oor holy Redeemer, 
thy soul shall yet live. The caU is rcncwedly going forth ; the arms 
of Divine mercy are extended ; the heavenly Shepherd is still stretch- 
ing forth the crook of His love to gather^ even the straying ones^ into 
the true fold of rest and peace ; only let na be freely resigned to the 
wlD of God concerning us, earnestly striving to enter in at tlie strait 
gate, taking Christ's yoke njwn ns, and learning of Him who was 
meek and lowly in heart. Oh I how would this yoke restrain many 
from parsning the things of this life with such avidity, and from 
striving 80 earnestly after the accumulation of riches, and engaging 
in such large and almost nnlimited commercial engagements, whereby 
many involve both themselTefl and others in great perplexity, and 
may tmly be said ** to pierce themselves through with many sorrows/' 
It is sometimes in mercy that sncli schemes are blasted, to tura the 
minds of these to Him from whom their hearts are straying, and 
nrho ore almost idolizing the bounties of His Providence. 

I had to engage in fervent supplic^ition. My voice held out to my 
own humbling admiration. It was truly the Lord*s own work ; to 
Him be for ever ascriljed all the glory and aU the praise ! 

Chester. — Six persons met ns, and though we were so small a 
company, I thought we were graciously ov\'ned of Him who is with 
the ** two or three'* who truly gather in His name. I was impressed 
with the words, ** Buy the truth, and sell it not.'' It is an expres- 
sion sometimes used, and has much meaning in it» " We cannot buy 
it too dear" — no earthly socritice is too great to make for that pure 
and precious intluence which brings into uprightness and integrity of 
heart toward God, and which is in itself certain, tme, unfailing, 
purifying the heart from its corruptions. How impressive is the 
language, ** I counsel thee to buy of me gold tried in the fire, that 
thou mayest be rich ; and white raiment, that thou mayest be clothed, 
and that the shame of thy nakedness do not appear ; and anoint tlune 
eyes with eye-salve, that tliou mayest see.'* I earnestly longed that 
none present might be content with a mere profession of religion^ but 
might apply the^e things to their own individual experience. 

Li.AKiDLO£d« — The only members ore Bichord and Isabella Brown, 
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and DO others sit with them. Dmiiig the Chartist agitation aboat 
the toll-gates^ these dear Friends had their trials, as the town was 
great commotion* A wounded special constable took refiige in their 
house ; the armed insurgents had promised not to molest R, B., yet 
on this occasion, a party of a dozen drew up near his house in a 
hostile attitude. R. persuaded the constable to go home, and then 
the peoplo were quieted ; our Friends had washed his wounds, and 
given him refreshment. The parish relieving officer had also made 
himself obnoxious, and he too obtained shelter in E. B.'s house, but 
he afterwards quietly escaped. 

In travelling along amongst the mountains of Wales, I took a 
retrospective view of my late labours in Lancashire, and the truly 
remarkable manner in which I was strengthened &om day to day, 
acquit myaelf of that debt of love to the Friends of this quarterly 
meetings which has been long accumulating. These considerations, 
accompanied as they were with humbled feelings, and a deep and 
precious sense of the love of my gracious Heavenly Father and holy 
Bedeemer, felt to be an ample reward for aU my former conflicts and 
Boflerings in that connty, during the controversy in Manchester. 
Indeed, I do believe we have been pennitted to be the ministers uf 
consolation to many in the boor of need, and the precious extension 
of the canopy of Divine love and mercy, over many of owe assemblies, 
has indeed been refreshing. 

Stourbridge. — A nice little flock of children were present, to 
whom I addi-essed a few words. " The grace of God, that br 
salvation, hath appeared to aU men, teaching us, that denying ungod 
linesB and worldly lusts, we should live soberly, righteously, on 
godly in this present world ; looking for that blessed hope, and the 
glorious appearing of the great God, and our Saviour Jesus Christ." 
What a comprehensive passage is this ! The grace here spoken of 
visits the minds of very young children, reproving for evil, and speak- 
ing peace when they do well ; and not only so, but it softens and 
contrites their spirits before God, often before they properly under- 
stand by what it is that their minds are thus affected, or from whence 
it proceeds. It is highly important that they should endeavour to 
cherish these Divine visitations, for then they will be more often 
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renewed, and become more and more powerful. But parents and 
heads of fiamlliea should be very eareful to do nothing which should 
prove a stumbling-block to such dear joung children, for they are 
quick -sighted, and soon discover the faults and failings of those 
around them^ because their minds are in degree enlightened by the 
true light which hath quickened them. How sorrowful is it when 
the grace of God teaches the child one thing, and Uio parent teaches 
it another ; when the grace teaches humility and lowliness, and the 
parent fosters pride and vanity ; the grace teaches truth at all tunes ; 
the parent teaches often by example, and in some cases by precept, 
to utter untruths. Thus the mind of the child is either wounded by 
the conduct of its parent, or its conscience becomes darkened, Ite 
spiritual perceptions blmited and benumbed, and the Spirit of God M 
slighted and grieved, 

CoTESTBY. — Here I met with a Friend, who told me I was made 
the instrument of his convincement, when here five years ago, having 
been guided to speak to his state, and the workings of his mind, with 
such precision, that he thenceforward determined to unite with oar 
Society. Thus in the Lord's hand we may be made instrumental for 
good to others, when we are little aware of it : the work is His, 

Warwick. — My communication in this little meeting was relative 
to the reward of the righteous. " In thy presence is Mness of joy, 
at thy right hand there are pleasures for evermore.^' How precious 
is it whilst in this state of being, to be made sensible of the Lord^s 
presence, and to be permitted to feel the flowing of the river of life, 
which sustains^ re&eshes^ and cleanses. But in the mental conflicts 
and tribulations which full to our lot, it is well often to be looking 
forward, with the eye of living faith, to the tstemal recompense of 
rew ard ; that rest which is prepared for the people of God, that crown 
of righteousness which will never fade, assuredly prepared for those 
who endure to the end^ — ^those who fight the good fight, keep the 
faith, and overcome their soul's enemies. 

Eatdjoton. — My subject was the majesty, wisdom, and goodness 
of God, especially as disphiycd in the salvation of men. ** The Lord 
of hosts shall be exalted in judgment ; and God that is holy shall be 
<^|afictified in righteousness." God must and will be eaudtcd, and 
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have His high and holy name honoured. How wonderfiillj has He 
leali with His fallen creature man, in order that he may bo recovered 
from his lost condition. How marvellous that He slionld, in His 
infinite wisdom, have seen meet to send His dear Son into the world, 
to take upon Him the feeblest condition in which mankind are ever! 
found, even that of a helpless babe; and that this immortal babe 
should be bom in a stable, and laid in a manger I He *^ took our 
infirmities, and bare our sicknesses." He endured our temptations, 
and knows how to succour us in all our trials ; for '' we have not an 
liigh priest which cannot be touched with the feeling of our infirmi- 
ties; but was in all points tempted like as we are, yet without sin/* 
But how awful is the consideration that the day will come when we 
shall ** see the Son of man coming in the clouds of heaven with 
powder and great glory :" ** and before him shall be gathered all na- 
lions ; and he shall separate them one from another, as a shepherd 
dividoth his sheep from the goats." How important is it that we 
ghould individually consider whether we have a well-grounded hope; 
that we shall be found amongst the sheep at the right hand of Him 
who is the appoint-ed "judge of quick and dead." Have we honoured 
and confessed Him before men, or have we been ashamed of and 
denied Him ? have we His commandments, and do we keep them ? 
do we love, fear, and honour Him '? do we walk in humility aud 
reverence of spirit before Him? If so, then may we hope that 
through the mediation and intercession of Christ, we shall be even- 
tually found at His right hand, and be owned by Him at that great 
and awful day, 

SiBFORD, — This text came before my mind with reference to 
^Babylon, " Come out of her, my people, that ye be not partakers of 
her sins, and that ye receive not of her plagues." It was said of 
Israel, *' The people shall dwell alone, and shall nut be reckoned 
among the nations.^' In all ages of the world, God has chosen that 
His children shall be a separate people — separate from sinners. Our 
Xord said to His disciples, *'I1* the world hate you, ye know that it 
hated me before it hated you* If ye were of the world, the world 
would love his own : but because ye are not of the woild, but I have 
chosen you out of the world, therefore the world hateth you f ' and 
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They are not of the world, even as I am oot of the world," 
It is ?ery dangerous far the Lord's children and people to mis un- 
guardedly with worldly- minded or nn^^odly men. Indeed, if they 
can relish and enjoj such company, it is a pro«if that they are not 
yet fit for the society of saints and angels, and the spirits of jnst men 
made perfect. The Lord^s children are grieved when He is dis- 
honoured. We read that in ancient times when iniquity aboimded, 
and God was about to pour out His judgments npon men, the angel 
was sent forth, having a writer s inkhom by his side, and he was 
commanded to set a mark upon them that sighed and cried because 
of the abominations which are in the earth* This is the frame of 
mind with which we should regard iniquity, and ever be jealous of 
the honour of our God and Fathoj*. 

I also addressed the young people present, of whom, with the 
Bchool children, there were a considerable number. 

Banbury. — My attention was directed to the manner of the Lord's 
dealings with those whom He is preparing for useful service in the 
church, which is often very mysterious. One of the prophets de- 
clares, *' He hath led me, and brought me into darkness, but not into 
light:" and again — "He hath broken my teeth with gravel -stones." 
Does the Spirit of God lead His children into darkness ? They may 
be sincerely desirous of knowing His will, bat it is thus that He 
exercises their faith and patience ; they are led into the liiildemess 
state — led as the blind in a way that they know not; they are thus 
taught to walk by faith, and to possess their souls in patience, until 
the Lord is pleased to cause a beam of light to fall upon their patb» 
and then they are truly glad carefully to follow it without hesitation. 
At iimea they are brought very low, even having as it were the sen- 
tence of death in themselves, that they should not trust in tliem- 
selves, but in God who raisetfa the dead. Thns^ as they are careful 
to keep the word of His patience, He keeps them in the hour of 
temptation, and teaches them to depend daily upon Himself for pre- 
servation and guidance. '* The Lord's portion is his people^ Jacob 
ia the lot of his inheritance." We are bought w*iUi a price, even the 
precious blood of the Lamb immaculate ; why then should any of 
us rob God of His ovtn ? why should we not unreeenredlj deTote 
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ourselves to His service, to the promotion of His honour and glory "? 
He liaa power to break the bonds, to dissolve the chains of those 
who ore yet in captivity to their Boul'a enemies, or their own heart's 
lusts ; He can turn the heart of man to Himself, as the gentle influ- 
ences of His power are yielded to ; He can even qnicken those who 
aro now dead in trespasses and sins, as we all were before we were 
redeemed by Divine love and power. Christ came that we might 
have life, and that wo might have it more abundantly, even whilst in 
this probationary state ; but He also comes to us in spirit, to purify, 
cleanse, and prepare us to enjoy this precious life in Him throughout 
aU eternity. Again my knee was bowed in thanksgiving and prayer. 

After attending the yearly meeting in London O. E. writes : — 

I have had| as is oft;en the case at the yearly meeting, little minis- 
terial service, but this I have ever desired to leave in the hands of 
Him who is styled the Shepherd and Bishop of souls. To be evejr 
resigned to His will, and to yield ready obedience to it when called 
into His service, is what I earnestly desire, Whilst out on religious 
engagements, most especially, do 1 seek to be kept close, as in the 
hollow of tlie hand of my God and Father, that all my movementa 
may be under His guiding, constraining, and restraining power : in 
this state alone is there safety for the Lord^s ministers, 

BiRMiXGUAM. — I was led to dwell upon the words of our Lord, 
*'If thine eye be single, thy whole body shall be fuU of Ught.'* If 
we cannot discern the path of duty, it is generally because the eye of 
the mind is not sufficiently single to the honour and glory of God, 
nor our own will thoroughly in subjection to His will. If this be 
om' condition, it is no marvel if we have not clear views of the path 
of duty, of the Divine government, or of the mysteries of the Lord*8 
kingdom* The Lord may veil the light of His countenance from 
His dedicated children for a time; He may see meet to withhold 
l:&om them, for a season, the consolations of His sensible presence ; 
but I believe if the eye bo truly single, if there be but an honest and 
sincere intention to do the will of God when known, there will always 
be sufficient light in the hour of need, when the time for action is 
fully arrived, to guide our feet into the path of peace. 

In the afternoon, I revived oui' Lord's inqniry of the man whom 
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He had restored to sight, " Dost thon believe on the Sou of God?" 
the answer wa8> '* Who is he, Lord, that I might believe on him ?" 
JcBUS replied, " Thon hast both Been him, and it is he that talketh 
with thee/' Thus it is that the Lord is often nearer to us than we 
are aware of. Many of His providential dispensations are not at once 
seen to be attributable to His hand ; we are prone to ascribe them 
to other causes ; most especially are we liable to be staggered in our 
faith, and tried in our patience, after the Lord, by His power, hath 
fully awakened xxa, and we have in a considerable measure yielded to 
His requiringfl. The soul even pants for deliverance from the yoke 
of sin. The eyes having been anointed with the eye-salve of the 
kingdom, our spiritual vision becomes clearer, and our perception of 
the sinfulness of sin more acute, so that the poor soul is ready at 
times to cry out under the weight of the burden and the oppressive- 
ness of the yoke. But oh, thou tribiilated one, *' Dost thou believe 
on the Son of God ?'* dost thou not know that this hand which is 
thus heavy upon thee is that of the Iklessenger of the New Covenant, 
of Him who is thus sitting in thy heart as a refiner with fire, and as 
a faller with soap ? and that in the end, He who hath power over all 
flesh, to give eternal life to as many as the Father giveth Him, will 
assuredly deliver thee, if thou art submissive, faithful, and patient 
under all the manifestations of His will concerning thee, whether it 
be to do or to snfier. 

Evesham. — My subject had reference to tlie chafltisementa of the 
Lord. It was said of Israel, You only have I known of all the 
fiunilies of the earth : therefore I will visit you for all your iniquities. 
It is abundantly better to have to endure the Lord's chastening hand 
upon ns» than that we should be left to ourselves. He is a God of 
judgments, and they are accounted blessed who wait upon Him 
therein* " Whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth, and sconrgeth 
ereiy son whom he receiveth." *' If ye lie withont chastisement, 
whereof all are partakers, then are ye bastards and not sons/* 
The prophet crietl, '*0 Lord, correct me, but with judgment; not 
in thine anger, lest thou bring me to nothing: pour out tliy fury 
upon the heathen that know thee not, and upon the famihes tliat call 
not on thy name/' Thus the Lord*8 servants in former ages have 
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)ttmtj by precious, tLongh often painful experience, that it is good 
and safe eyen to desire the Lord's correcting rod* rather than that 
they should not witness the neceaBary process of purification which 
He, who knows our hearts^ and their proneness to backsliding, seeflij 
to be needful for ns. 

Derby. — I stood up in weakneas and fear, reviving the words, 
** My heart's desire and prayer to God for Israel is, that they might 
be saved." We find tliat the Apostle, after recounting his many 
attainments, and the privileges with which he had been favoured, as 
a Hebrew of pure descent, well instructed in the law, was yet mado 
willing to renounce these things, with his own righteousness, aa 
affording no ground of assurance before God, and to ** count all things 
but loss for the excellency of the knowledge of Christ Jesus our 
Lord/* Well would it be if we could all come to this wise resolu- 
tion, in reference to our acquirements, delights, or enjoyments, of 
whatever kind, counting all but as loss and dross that we might 
** win Christ, and be found in him," Our own vnH and wisdom must 
be as it were nailed to the cross, by an entire subjection to the will 
of God, by being, as the Apostle expresses it, " buried with him by 
baptism into death : that like as Cbiist was raised up from the dead 
by the glory of the Father, even so we also should walk in newness 
of life.'* Thus, knowing the power of Christ's resurrection, we be- 
come new creatures, and are enabled to soar above these lower 
enjoyments, and mount upwards, as upon the wings of faith and 
love, knowing the house of 8aul to grow weaker and weaker, and 
the house of David stronger and stronger. Thus, and thus only, 
can we obtain the pearl of great price, find " peace with God through 
our Lord Jesus Christ," and know the Lord's Spirit bearing witness 
with our spirits that we are His children, bom of the incorruptible 
seed and word of God. Thus did the power of truth prevail in this 
meeting, and I felt I must give thanks on the bended knee, for the 
continuance of His longsuiTering and tender forbearance towards th6 
rebellious sons of men. 

Leeds. — Many and various are the intimations left upon record, 
in the Scriptures of truth, of the Lord's tender, compasBionat©' 
concern for the salvation of His creature man. In the book of 
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ReTelation we read, "Behold, I stand at the door and knock : if 
any man hear my voice, and open the door, I will come in to him 
and will snp witli him, and he with me." Tho prophet also pro- 
claims the langaa^e, '* Therefore will tlie Lord wait, that he may he 
gracious nnto yon, and therefore will ho ho exalted, that he may 
have mercy upon you." It is clear that until man hows in reverence 
of spirit hefore God, no true acceptable worship can he performed ; 
the Lord must he exalted in our estimation before His mercy will 
be fully extended to us ; yet He waits to be gracious ; He is of groat 
longsuffering and forbearance toward the fallen children of men. 
"Behold, I stand at the door and knock'' is the gracious assurance; 
but man is often busy hither and thither, and is regardless of these 
His graciooa invitations. Children and young people, in the buoy- 
ancy of their flpirits, often slight and neglect the offers of Divine 
visitation, and when the call goes forth, '* My oxen and my fatlings 
are killed, and all things are ready ; come unto the man-iage," how 
many, more advanced in years^ are in effect making excuses ; one is 
engaged with his farm, another with his merchandise, a third ^-ith 
his domestic enjoyments : all these hold spiritual joys in low estima- 
tion. How pathetic is the language, " Open to me, my sister, for 
my head is filled with dew, and my locks with the drops of the 
night." What wonderful compassion and forbearance does this lan- 
guage breathe ! How compassionately is the Saviour lamenting over 
many in the present day, even as He did over Jerusalem : ** How 
often would I have gathered thy children together, even as a hen 
gathereth her chickens under her wings, and ye would not.*' Truly 
the Lord's arm is still stretched forth to gather ; the language yet 
is, '* Behold, I stand at the door and knock.*' Precious are tlio pri- 
vileges to which we are invited — even union and communion with 
the Father of spirits. This is <lec1arod to be necessary for our sal- 
vation — ** Except ye eat the flesh of the Son of man, and drink his 
blood, ye have no life in you/* ** As the living Father hath sent 
me, and I live by the Father, so he that eateth me, the same shall 
live by me/* We roust be maile partakers of tlic Divine nature, 
must know our souls to be mado alive unto God, tind to he sui^taiued 
by this spiritual nourishment. But many flinch from the terras; 
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they will not eubmit to bear the yoke of Christ, they are like the 
backsliding heifer; they will not have Christ to reign over them, 
whose right it is. The Lord is indeed waiting to be graeioDS ; bi 
if we neglect the visitations of His love, whether He comes as a' 
refiner with fire, or as a fuller with 8oap> or by the melting, heart* 
tendering visitations of His love and power— the time may come 
when the language will go forth » "IBecanso I have called, and yi 
refused ; I have stretched out my hand, and no man regarded, I sXi 
wiU laugh at your calamity, I will mock when yonr fear cometh/* 
My prayers were also reverently offered for the forgiveness of ains, 
and for the continuance of the Lord's merciful visitation. It 
indeed to me a time of renewed favour and refreshment, as froml 
the presence of the liord, for which my heart overflowed with 
thankfulness. 

We have now completed our service for this journey, and surelj 
we may acknowledge that we have been graciously helped. Again' 
and again have I admired the wisdom and goodness of my Heavenly 
Leader. He hath often humbled and prostrated ray soul before Him ; 
He hath stripped and emptied me of all ability to open my mouth, 
and then He hath stood by and strengthened me to labour for the 
promotion of His glory, and the honour of His holy name, amongst 
my fellow- professors ; and has again and again commissioned me to 
proclaim, \nth power and energy, the riches of redeeming love and 
mercy, whereby our hearts have been unitedly melted before Him. 
Surely then, I may weU say, in the language of many others of tlie 
Lord's servants, " Return unto thy rest, my soul, for the Lord 
hath dealt bountifully with thee :'* return to thy lowly seat at the 
King's gate. Thanks be unto Him for all His mercies, both ancient 
and new. 

On reaching Darlington, I received information of the decease of 
my dear brother, William Eichardson, who died after a protracted 
ilnesa, on seventh-day, the 4th of 6th month, 1842* He had loved 
and feared the Lord &om his youth, and had endeavoured to serve 
Him, according to his ability, in his generation. I was in time to 
attend the funeral. 
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We reached home on Uie 7ih of 6th month well and peaceful, 
and I was fayonred to find my family comfortable and well. We 
were absent about three months and three days, and travelled one 
thousand five hundred and three miles. 



The follo\\in«^ Memouxnditm was written bt Gbobge Richarphon, 
n* am eiohtt-first tear, and appended to his Juubnal, 
DATED 4th mokth 3ri>, 1854 : — 

I MAY tliAnkfuJly acknowledge the good degree of geneml bcalUi 
which I am yet permitted to enjoy, so as to enable me to pnrsiiA 
many of my worldly occupatiuns much an formerly, and to attend all 
our meetings for worship » with occasional exceptions only. 

I may tmly exclaim with one formerly, What shall I render unto 
Thee my God for all Thy benefits, especially for those heart-tendering 
visitations of Thy love, and the sense of Thy forgiveness of all my 
past transgressions, and that they are blotted out of the book of the 
Lamb, our blessed Redeemer. Yea, Thou art yet graciously pleased 
to favour Thy poor, frail, unworthy servant with a sense of Thy life- 
giving presence, not only wheu assembled with my brethren in our 
religious meetings, but also when confined by indisposition to my 
own house. How precious is the sense of Thy mercy and loving- 
kindness to my soul, thus to feel Thee near, even in my solitary sea- 
sons of reverent silent waiting upon Thee ! 

Be near me, O my gracious Heavenly Father, my blessed and ever 
mlorable Redeemer, to tlie end of my pilgrimage in this probationary 
etate ; and when it shall please Thee to say it is enough, then permit 
my spirit to mingle with Thy saints already made perfect, in cele- 
bmting tlie praises of redeeming love.

Bateho thuB far brought up the record of our beloved fjither^s bis* 
torj, through the medium of bis own pen^ it now seems needful to 
endeayonr to complete the account of his Life and labours, more par- 
ticularly with reference to that period when, &om declining health 
and Btreiigth, he was no longer able to travel in the work of the 
ministiy. Before arriving at this point, however, it may be well to 
take a glance at his character and course of action in the earlier 
days of his life, as these have come to the knowledge of his family 
through the statements of those who knew him intimately* It is 
more especially desirable to do this, in tho present instance, as 
▼ery little of personal narrative is to be found in the preceding pages ; 
yet of one whose life so eminently adorned the doctrine he was sent 
forth to promulgate, a few further traces of his history may prove 
both interesting and instructive. 

With regard to his parentage, and his feelings on the subject, we 
have a record supplied by his own pen, in a little work» entitled, 
*' The Annals of the Cleveland Richardsons," printed in 1850, in 
which he records the history of his forefatherSi and addresses their 
deso^dants in the following forcible and persuasiye language : — 

** I have long regarded a pious ancestry, moat especially of parentSi 
wbo«a lives were regulated by the fear of God, and who endeavoured 
to walk in true faith, and in obedience to His will, as among the 
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choicest blessingg conferred upon us by Him who huth made of one 
blood all nations of meu to dwell upon the face of the earthy and Lutli 
determined the times before appointed, and the bounds of their habi- 
tation. Blessings of this character are in no degree at our com- 
mand, Dor under our control, and ought ever to excite in ns emotions 
of reverent, humble gratitude. Undoubtedly, these are amongst the 
talents given for our improvement, to turn our feet into the way of 
peace, to enable us to promote the glory of God, and to fulfil His 
gracious designs concerning His gathered church ; for it is His will 
that all men should be saved^ and come to the knowledge of the 
truth ; therefore wo shall undoubtedly be held accountable for the 
diligent nse and improvement of theae, as of all other gifts con- 
ferred upon UB by our Heavenly Father, and in case of neglect, onr 
doom will be more heavy than bliat of others who have not been so 
favoured. 

*' With respect to our parents, — Did not many of ub pftrtake of the 
sweet savour of their spirits ? Did wc not at times feel something of 
the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ presiding, when under the parental 
roof, and therein taste a little of sweet spiritual communion ? the 
preciousnesB of these sensationa ? \Miat an iniluenco do they shed 
over the miuds of dear children when they are made sensible of 
it, through the softening power of their Heavenly Father's love, 
when parents, walking in the fear of God, in Christian gravity of 
demeanour^ in weightiness of spirit before Him» dwell in His love» 
live to His glory, and maintain in the family circle a jealons regard 
for His honour and the exaltation of His holy name." 

As to G. R.'s childhood, little is known beyond what he has given 
of himself. His own mother died when he was scarcely eight years 
old, but though so young, he never lost the lively impression which 
her character and inHuenco had left upon his mind. He described 
her aa of "grave, serious, circumspect demeanour/' and as one who 
guided her affairs with discretion, of good natural capacity, and very 
even temper. His father* being left with seven children at her 
death, the care of the family devolved chiefly upon Ids eldest daughter 
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Margaret, wlio, as G, B. records, '• proved to be a kind, considerato 
oare-taker/' 8Lc afterwards married Joseph UDthanki who is men- 
tioned in the Journal as haying been one of his companions in a 
journey through Comherland. 

Abont four years after he lost his mother, his father was united in 
marriage to Jane Nichol who, according to G. R.'s account, was *' a 
woman of a pious mind, and who sustained the duties of her station 
well/* He became closely attached to her, and esteemed it a great 
blessing to the family that she thus became united to it. She snr- 
med her husband a year and eight months, and died in 1801. 

As G. H. has stated in his autobiography, he was early sent from 
the parental roof; and in the days of his apprenticeship in Newcasllo 
he has been described as a young man of sweet, serious deportment, 
and one with whom the frivolities of youth had little or no place. 
He was observed to be frequently engaged in reading the Holy Scrip- 
tures, and often before meals be would seize the opportunity for 
reading a verse or two, which afforded him subject for reflection 
afterwards. He was also at times fomid sitting in the warehouse in 
the dark, apparently in deep meditation or in prayer, when his master, 
not wishing to interrupt him, would kindly withdraw. 

He ever entertained a grateful appreciation of the kindness of 
this, his "indulgent employer,** who, to enable him to pursue what 
he believed to be his religious duty, would often remain at home 
himself to liberate his apprentice to attend meetings at a distance* 

Faithfulness to his Heavenly Father led Mm to exercise great 
circumspection of conduct, and he has been frequently heard to state 
to his younger friends, the care ho felt it right to take that nothing 
of his master's property should be wasted, while passing through liis 
hands as an apprentice. 

Even at tkis early period, his benevolent feelings for the poor and 
needy were strikingly exempli:fied. When his income was very small, 
ho yet had to spare for some regular pensioners. He was accustomed 
to exercise snch frngality that he not only provided himself witli 
clothing, but found means to attend his monthly and quarterly meet- 
iugs, and onoe also the yearly meeting, in London. 

There was no mistaking the depth and sincerity of his religious 
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character at this period. The world, and the things of the world, 
were seen to be kept in sabserviencj to matters of higher moment » 
and bis abstraction of mind was such, that while waHnng in 
streets , he was observed to take the middle of the road, instead 
the ordinary footpath, that he might meet with fewer interraptions. 
He was greatly privileged in receiving kind notice from some valued 
Friends of hia own meeting, who freqaently invited him to their 
houses, and he thus alludes to the circumstance, in later life, when, 
writing to a relative — " This leads me to remember how, in the daj 
of my yoath, I took sweet delight in the society of those whom I 
esteemed as disciples of our self-denying Lord, and who taught me,^ 
both by precept and example, that the gate is strait, and tbo way 
narrow that leadeth unto life and blessedness. I was often led to 
sit alone and keep silence, as in lowly self-abasement. the pre- 
ciousness of true tenderness of spirit before the Lord I Such He 
teacbeth of His way, and guides into the paths of true judgment.' 

This period of his life (his apprenticeship) seems to have 
marked as the turning point, by a thorough conversion of heart, 
he appears to have adverted to it, some years since, in a meet- 
ing for worship, to the following efiect — that, through the mercy of 
his gracious Heavenly Father, he was brought to ciy earnestly unto 
Him to be delivered from the darkness, doubts, fears, and tempta- 
tions that surrounded him* Often the language of his soul was, *' A 
Saviour, or I die ! a Redeemer, or I perish for ever !*' On one ocoa- 
sion, when passing through one of the ancient gates of Newcastle, 
there flashed through hia mind such a sense of the Omnipotence 
an all-sufficient Saviour — of Him that speaks **in righteousness^! 
mighty to save" — as banished every doubt, every fear, but the rever- 
ential fear of offending Him who is able and willing, not only to wash 
away our transgressions in the blood of the Lamb, but also to cleanse 
us from all unrighteouBness. 

It has been casuaUy stated in his own account that G, R. married 
Eleanor Watson, the niece of his master, Joshua Watson. This 
attachment was formed during the time of his apprenticeship, when, 
in dwelling under the same roof, be had much opportunity of knowing 
her character intimately. She has often mentioned the great eurpriae 
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she felt when he first mformed her he believed she ' ' would one day 
becomo his wife/' She admired his religioas character, but she 
looked upoD him as so much beyond herself in UiIb respect, that she 
did not believe it possible he could have regarded her as a fitting 
helpmeet, and it is believed little or nothing farther was said on this 
subject for the space of nearly two years. G. K. not being in basi- 
nesB on his own account, felt that the period for the realisation of 
his wishes had not arrived ; bat it appears that daring this interval, 
tbe mind of his fntare partner was deepening in religious thonghtful- 
ness. She has described herself as being naturally very lively, and 
consequently the very reverse of him at this period ; yet underneath, 
it is evident, there had existed real piety, and the love of that which 
was true and excellent, which he failed not to estimate, and which 
doubtless formed the basis of their happiness in married life. The 
marriage eventually took place in the year 1800, 

After their anion had been accomplished, G, R, felt himself fre- 
quently called to leave home as a minister of the Gospel, and it may 
have been observed, from a perusal of his own remarks, how freely 
his beloved wife surrendered him to this important work, ever striv- 
ing to yield up her own inclination and interests in true sympathy 
with such service, yet those at home have cause to remember the 
depth and intensity of her feelings on these occasions* The in- 
creased care of a young family, together with the management of the 
business, and the charge of the young men, which was thus brought 
upon her in his abaence, told heavily on her peculiarly susceptible 
frame, sometimes producing head- ache and loss of appetite for months 
together. It may truly be said in her case, the spirit was willing, 
but the fiesh was weak ; yet she devoted herself to these duties in 
such a manner as greatly to relieve the mind of her husband^ and 
hIig did not lose her reward. The pleasure she experienced on his 
return when his work was done, with a relieved and peaceful mind, 
was such as they only know who have made similar sacrifices. 

On one of these occasions, he thus writes to liis valued friend and 
eorxespondent, Josiah Forster, of Tottenham, after detailing the events 
on his journey homo, 1st month, 1832—" I think 1 might adopt the 
simple but descriptive language of dear George Fox, daring his lasi 
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illness, ' Never bocd, the seed rei;:^!^*' f'»i* t.ryly the streams of con- 
Bolation flowed very sweetly, and though I was awake moat of the 
nightf yet it was a time of great enjoyment to me, in which I had to 
look back, even upon the most self-abasing parts of our late engage- 
ment, with peace and comfort, thankful for preservation, I found 
my family well ; my dear wife has been unusually supported. She 
does not appear to have been at all alarmed at the approach of the 
awful disease (cholera) with which we are surrounded, but enabled to 
confide in Divine protection, and to resign herself to the all-wise 
disposal of Him whom wo both desire to serve." 

As these religions engagements increased in frequency and dora- 
tion, and thus required him to leave his business concerns for some 
months together, many trials of faith and patience awaited from time 
to time ; yet the same Divine Master who called him forth as Hia 
messenger, proved not only able but willing to carry him through all, 
and to provide, in His own time and way, for the temporal wants of 
himself and family. Economy was needfnl throughout the course of 
his life, but the little he had seemed blessed, and this was the ntmoBt 
of his desire. He neither sought nor wished for great things as it 
regarded temporal enjoyments, but ever gave the preference to those 
! higher interests, for himself and ehOdren, which are of eternal dora- 
ition. This was stiikiEgly exemplified in the choice of businesB for 
his sons. So greatly did he dread the contamination frequently to 
be met with abroad, that he preferred keeping them at home under 
his own eye dming their apprenticeship, rather than to risk their 
eternal interests, by letting them go forth into the world, before their 
religious principles were in some degree fixed. 

In the year IBIO, G. R. lost his eldest brother, Isaac Richardson, 
by death. He left imder the care of his three brothers unitedly, as 
his exocutorSj not only his temporal concerns, but the still more 
responsible charge of his widow and foiir children. Under their 
direction, the tanning business was carried on successfully for many 
years. 

G. R. being the only brother residing in Newcastle, the care of 
the children chiefly devolved upon himself. With what fidelity and 
[watchfulness this responsible trxist was discharged, thov best would 
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testily who were the objoets of it. He whm nut ot a nature to do 
anyihiBg by halyes^ but of him it might truly be said whatsoever his 
band found to do, he did it with his might. Thas a care like that 
allnded to became a subject of deep interest to him, and occupied a 
large portion of his time and thoughts. He became closely attached 
to his nephews and nieces, and it tended to unite the two families in 
the closest bonds of relationship. He was earnestly concerned so to 
direct their minds» as that they might be led to seek first the king- 
dom of God and His righteousness, and faithfully to fulfil their 
allotted part in the duties of 4ife, discharging their various responsi* 
bilities as in the sight of God rather than of men. There is reason to 
believe his care for them was blessed, and he received in his declin- 
ing days much solace from the kind ministrations of the only sur- 
viving niece of this famOy, who thus writes respecting him : — ** I feel 
it due to the memory of my beloved uncle to record a tribute of 
grateful alTection, in remembrance of his valuable guardianship. He 
largely supplied to me the place of a father^ his excellent and tender 
counsel, the wisdom of his advice, the large sacrifice of time and 
labour he so willingly rendered on my behalf cannot be recounted ; 
he ever watche4 over my interests with a father's love^ and spared 
neither time nor effort in the promotion of my welfare. He was a 
tender sympathiser in trouble, and without the expression of words, 
tlie sweet influence of his spirit was ever felt attracting heavenwards, 
even when dealing with the afluirs of this life. At one time he called 
me to his side and said, ' I wish to tell thee that to me to live is 
Christ, and to die is gain. I tell thee this that it may comfort thee 
when I am gone.* ** 

His eldest niece died in 1834, and the following is an extract 
from a letter addressed to his daughter, who was then her travelling 
companion in Yorkshire, when the invalid appeared nearing her hea- 
venly home : — ** WhOst I am alluding to other topics, the inner didc 
of my thoughts is closely with my dear niece R. i she is often present 
in my deeply interesting contemplations. The accounts of her are 
very sweet, as to the evidence afforded Uiat her mind is centred on 
the * Rock of Ages.' The name of the Lord, 1 do trust, is felt to 
her to he ** a strong tower"— the right^us, Uios© who are made such 
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by faith in the blood and righteousnees of Christ, both imputed and 
imparted, have felt that He is as a covert from the heat, and not only 
80, but as rivers of water in a dry place, and as the shadow of a great 
rock in a weary land. Wo, in this highly-favoured temperate climate, 
are scarcely able to appreciate the force and beauty of these figares. 
May the God of all grace and consolation be very near you all, is the 
tender and sincere desire of my dear E/s affectionate father, G. R/' 

With rcHpect to G. R/s own children, five lived to maturity out of 
seven. His first-born son, an infant, died whilst he was out on a 
journey to the yearly meeting in London, which increased the seve- 
rity of the trial to his beloved wife. Rachel, his next eldest, mar- 
ried Thomas Pumphrey, of Worcester.* Of kindred minds in very 
many respects, there was a close bond of spiritual, as weU as natural 
relationship between the parent and his daughter, and she was accns- 
tomed to seek his advice and counsel in any matter of importance 
which came before her, as the following letter will shew, dated 2nd 
month 16th, 1827 :— 

** Now my dear R., what shall I say to thee about visiting pri- 
iBoners I Being thoroughly convinced that our lives are likely to be 
more pleasing to God, if spent in works of utility to man, provided 
we be preserved walking humbly in His fear, guided by His counsel, 
with an eye single to His glory, I am not likely to throw many dis- 
couragements in thy way. Few of the varied services in which I 
have been engaged^ have aflbrded me sweeter satisfaction in the re- 
trospect than an hour spent in reading and conversing with prisoners 
in the * House of Correction.* I may therefore safely recommend 
thee to accompany thy friend in one of her visits, and then weigh the 
subject for final decision. Many of the poor creatures are likely to 
be truly thankful for sach visits, whether they can express it or not. 
I am myself greatly pressed and almost oppressed with a multiplicity 
of engagements at present, hence take warning, and weigh maturely 
what you undertake." 

Eaohel Pumphroy departed this life in 1842, and an interesting 
record of her was afterwards published Ln a work entitled, *' Memo- 
rials of Friends."

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His second sou, laaic, died at Ventnor* lale of WigLt, in the 
thirtieth year of hia age ; concemiug whom, his father wrote a little 
memoir, which was pnbliBhed and exteoBivelj circulated in 1841. 

RespoetiBg each of these dear children, their beloved father was 
enabled to cherish tlie full belief that thej had died in the faith and 
hope of the Gospel. Thej neither of them left the great work of the 
aotirs salvation to a sick-bed, but lived to shew forth the evidence of 
a true and living faith in Clmst» by a circumspect walk and conver- 
sation, and by an earnest desire to know and be enabled to do their 
Heavenly Father's will. Their end was emphatically peace. 

It may not be out of place here to allude to the manner in which 
G. B. was enabled to bear up nnder these afilictive bereavements, as 
exemplified more particularly in the iUneBs and death of his beloved 
eon. He thus writes to his friend, J. F., respecting his illness, 2nd 
month 11th, 1840 : — ** My son Isaac, with his sister, is likely to pasa 
through London in about two weeks, on his way to Hastings, where 
his physician recommends Mm to sojourn awhile, but I have no hope 
of the disease being retarded. His frame of mind is becoming his 
aitoation — calm, patient, and confiding. For these precious favours 
we ore thankfiil, but my dear wife's sensitive feelings o^n press 
heavily on her health. Perhaps for this cause I am at home. She 
heartOy gave me up to the Lord^s service when tolerably well ; now, 
she needs all the succour I am able to afford her. Farewell, my 
dear friend* May we be enabled steadily and watchfully to hold on 
our way/* 

Soon after quitting the parental root, this dear young man became 
seriously worse, which rendered it needful for his father to come to 
him at Brighton* As his strength rapidly waned, the Christian 
sympatliy and watchful attentions of his father were a great solace 
to lump and when at an unexpected moment, afler listening to the 
Scripture reading, and partaking of the evening meal togetlier, on 
retiring to his room, he fell lifeless in his sister's arms, the faith and 
submission of the parent were indeed most striking. Like a veteran 
servant of his Lord, who had long been disciplined to bear tlae cross, 
he bowed implicitly to the will of his God, and seemed a&esh to gird 
on strength for the trying duties which remained, and which ho waa 
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oiiabled to accorupUsh in a remarkable msnuor. Aj luugementfi were 
quickly made to leave the island, and the interment of the remains 
took place at Southampton. On his way home, G. R. attended the 
yearly meeting in London. In allusion to the death of his boloved 
Hon. he afterwards toIgb : — ** Thus terminated the earthly coarse of 
this amiable youth— his path was eminently that of the just who 
walk by faith. He steadily Bought Divine counsel and help, walking 
in the fear of the Lord, who graciously proved his sun ajid shiald^ 
his strength* and salvation.'* 

At a subsequent period, he thus adverts to the same subject (1847) : 
*' I well remember with what fervent aspirations my mind seemed to 
foUow the spirit of my dear Isaac, as into tlie celestial regions, con* 
t^3mplatuig, in idea, the glory and the blessedness of heavenly com- 
munion. tliat I may be pormitted to realise it, in the Lord's 
timer* 

It ^vill havo been observed, by those who have read the pages of 
the Journal, that in most of his journeys, G. R, was accompanied by 
his valued friend Daniel Oliver, and generally driven by him in a gig. 
It seems proper therefore to make mention more particularly of his 
companion, in this biography. Accustomed to agriculture in early; 
lii'o^ he bad few advantages as to society, and was subjected to manj 
imfavourable indoences, as be has vividly depicted in a little memoir 
written by himself; yet he became early chosen as a servant of hi 
Lord* Yielding obedience to the heavenly call, ho grew in gract 
and in the knowledge of Christ Jesus his Lord, and in ende&yc 
faithfully to follow the path of apprehended duty, be became an 
acceptable minister of the Society of Friends. He eventually 
to reside in Newcastle, and entered into the same line of business 
G. R., and these two Friends became closely united in almost every 
sense. Side by side they sat at meeting when at home; togetlier 
they travelled in the work of the ministry ; and they also laboi 
together, in many phOantiiropic undertakings, for the benefit of th< 
fellow-townsmen, and the world at large. 

When G. 11. was at length deprived by death of this long-loved 
companion and friend, he deeply felt the bereavement* On the 
evening of the interment, he was heard to utter the plaintive

language^ in addressLng the company asseniUed at the house of Uie 
deceased — ** Lover and fjiend boBt ihou put far from me» and mine 
ucqnaiutaDce into darkness/* enlarging on the words in an inBtructivc 
manner. 

As a minister in his own monthly and particular meetings, G. R. 
seldom felt himself called to speak, which was not a little remarkable 
considering the extent of his service abroad, and for many months 
together his voice was seldom heard ; yet at these seasonSi the deep 
and silent exercise of bis spirit was to be felt. He thus alludes to 
the subject in a letter to his friend, J. F. : — ** I accept thy hint rela- 
tive to the exercise of the little gift (in the ministr> I allotted rao. 
My desire is to keep closely and watchfully by it, but I dare not 
move unless the life moves and the light unfolds the what^ and where, 
as well as the when. My gracious Master has not deserted me, 
though He may appear to have dispensed with my services as to 
vocal ministry, except on rare or more private occasions. 

' Hilt 8tat« i» kingly ; 

fT(< n(«i*d» not uian't help, or Hit 9Wm gifta,' &c. 

In Hi» will I sincerely desire to abide. Having had large experience 
uf His dealings, I can rely upon His wisdom once more.'* 

From the foregoing pages of the Journal, the character of G. R/h 
ministry may in part be gathered, but the power and unction with 
which it was accompanied cannot be thus set forth. The deep 
solemnity which generally pervaded the meeting, when he resumed 
his seat, must long be remembered by many who heard him. His 
Voice was naturally weak, and the pressure of his spirit was such, 
that it sometimes failed him in delivery. This was felt to be a close 
trial of faith, to which he makes repeated allosion in the manuscript 
of his Journal, 3*et frequently coupled with the acknowledgment, that 
he had been helped through, to his grateful admiration. 

The testimony issued by his own monthly meeting thus records 
the fact — " In the belief that He who hod the key of David was thus 
pleased to close the door of utterance, he thought it right, without 
questioning, to obey* The fruit of the baptisms of spirit he had 
passed through was evinced in his ministry. In its exereise he was 
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solicitous to speak otilj as of the ability which Ood givethj and not 
in the words which man's wisdom teacheth, but which the Holy 
Ghost teachethi so that it was often felt to be in the demonstration 
of the spirit and with power. His public approaches to the throne 
of grace were fi'equently attended ^ath an awful solemnity ; and in 
deep reverential prostration of soul he seemed truly to wrestle with 
God/' 

The following letter, from John Pease, has lately been received by 
the Etlitors, and, as it bears largely on the subject of G. R.'s 
ministry, it is thought it might be suitably inserted in this place : — 

** Darlington, 7th Month, 1664. 

** My deah Friends, — The service in which you are engaged is 
one which, in my judgment, you certainly owe to our Lord and His 
churchy to the memory of your departed father^ and to yourselves* 
May you be strengthened to pciform it well and wisely to your own 
relief and satisfaction, as well to the edification of many who may 
read of such a life and such labours. Deeply am I interested in your 
work ; for your dear father was, in my estimation, as near on ap- 
proach to what a Christian, in his sphere of life, should be, as any 
one with whom I have had the blessing of close acquaintance. I 
may write with partiality, but his loving children will duly appreciate 
my sentiments. The name and person of George Richardson ore 
associated with some of my earliest religious feelings. He was 
^customed to come to Darlington periodically as a member and 
linister of the Society of Friends, and beiug united to my father^s 
family by the ties of warm friendship and some degree of ooDsan- 
guinity, I have felt to have known him for more than fifty years. 
His whole deportment affected my youthful mind for good, and as I 
I advanced in years, I greatly prized his ministry, only regretting that 
he spoke so seldom. I have no impression of his ever opening his 
lips, in either minietry or prayer, without his offerings being attended 
with that freshness, clearness, and imction which bore testimony to 
the present help of the Holy Spirit, That the favour thus vouch- 
safed him was in connection ^ith his reverent faith and earnest prayer, 
I cannot doubt. I have reason to believe that for days before the 
occurrence of one of our large religious gatheriugs, he would be 
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abiding with clone Bpiritual exorcise in anticipation of it. Often bairo 
I sat beside bim on such occasions, at one time accompan3iDg him 
for several weeks from meeting to meeting, at another^ &om family 
to fanii]5% and never was made sensible of such patient and yet fer- 
vent travail of spirit. It might even appear to some, that in bis fear 
of uttering words when the Lord had not spoken, he let pass those 
gentle intimations to say something to which he might havo safely 
yielded, and thus whilst his friends were edified, he might himself 
have been sensible of that comfort to his own spirit, for which ho 
sighed. To a beloved fellow -labourer he has been heard to say (in 
purport), * I should often bo thankful, if permitted to obtain relief 
from my secret exercises in meetings^ by a sense of the tme autho- 
rity to minister to others.* Whatever view may be taken of these 
deep experiences, he was, in my estimation, alike during silence or 
vocal labour, *a preacher of rightoousnoss/ a servant, waiting to 
know his Master's bidding, and when made known, doing it with all 
his hearty to the praise of his Lord. But honoured as he was in the 
capacity of a preacher of the Gospel, bringing out of the treasury 
* things new and old,* striving to perform the work assigned him at 
Lome and abroad, it is not I think in this, in his indefatigable labours 
for the spread of the Holy Scriptures, or his warm and exerUve 
benevolence, that his life has left the deepest impression upon me ; 
these are indeed in accordance with the thorough furnishing of 
the Christian : but he rises before me and shines with the greatest 
brightness, as presenting, in the whole, such a blessed evidence of 
the abiding, aU conquering power of Divine grace. Let us trace the 
teaching of the Holy Spirit in boyhood and through the dangers of 
youth, its support in the cares of meridian life, and its abounding con- 
solation in bis declining days, always enabling liim, whilst full of zeid 
and of service, to walk, in large measure, in the wisdom of CI 
harmless and blameless before all men. Having accepted with n 
ness the engrafted word which is able to save the soul, he became 
acquainted with the Spirit of truth which leads into all truth. The 
Holy Scriptures were precious to him — prayer, his daily service and 
privilege ; and, living in the obedience of faith, he was enabled to 
shew himself a pattern of good works. After all this, marked, and 
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very humbling to me, was the simplicity in wbich he sought to pro- 
mote his Saviour'3 cause. His was indeed a labour of love, and he 
would ever seek to show a Divine blessing upon the work whilst 
the instmment employed was hid. I ue^er once obserred the least 
desire for pre-emincnoe, or that anything ho had done should be 
noticed. Truly do I believe that tho constant breathing of his spirit 
was^ — * I am nothing, Christ is all.' What stronger evidence of the 
all-sufficioncy of Him who is *the resurrection and the life' would 
the believer, now, in the nineteenth century, desire to be added to the 
cloud of witnesses, beyond that which will be set before him in the 
volume yon are preparing? Let him contemplate the early call, 
the preservation in youth, tho faith and service of the threescore and 
ten years, tho beautifully calm evening, and the perfect peace in 
which he departed tt> bo for ever with his Lord. May we not, in 
humble admiration, say. Thanks be unto God for His mispeakable 
gift ; thanks be unto Him that giveth us the victoryj through oar 
rd Jesus Christ !

In meetings for transacting the discipline of the Society it may be 
said, that he was ** swift to hear, but slow to speak." He was accns- 
tomed to weigh well the opinions of others, and to give much patient 
thought to subjects brought forward. His judgment, nevertheless, 
was of an independent kind, and having had large experience, both as 
related to the rules and usages of the Society, his opinions had great 
weight. In cases of delinquency, whilst exercising great fij-mness aa 
to the maintenance of right principles, he yet believed that every case 
should be judged according to its o^ni merits. He would not that a 
living member should be severed from the body, but sought rather 
that it might be restored. 

In 4th month, 1846, G. R. came to another sore bereavement in 
the loss of his beloved wife. Not much is known of the inner work- 
ings of his mind at this eventful period, little expression having 
escaped his lips, bat it is remembered how, as he stood by the side 
of her dying bed, he was fain to take solace under the belief that the 
separation would not be long, and that he would soon go to her. 
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though she could not return to him. Contrary to this expectation, 
he had to travel on for nearly twenty years a widower, and this too, 
at a period when his time was spent chiefly within his domestic 
circle. His submission and cheerfulness however did not forsake 
him, even under this heavy trial, and he devoted his time and talents 
to much Activi» nsefolness. 

In a letter which he wrote respecting his great loss, he thus ex- 
presses his feelings : — ** The event did nut come upon me unawares. 
We both were sensible of the probability of an approaching separa- 
tion, and frequently conversed about it, I was often made thankful 
that my precious E. contemplated the event with remarkable calm- 
nesB and reverent coniidcnco in the wisdom and mercy of her God 
and Saviour, whom she had loved, served, and honoured from early 
life. Our union was spiritual before it was natural, and I was 
thankful that she was spsured to be my helpmeet for so many years, 
I have been diligently engaged in putting my own house in order, and 
desire to be preserved in a waiting, watchful, humble state of mind, 
seeking to know the Lord's will concerning me from day to day.*' 

Under a sense of these many deprivations of near and dear friends, 
O. B. gave expression to his feelings on one occasion in the follow- 
ing manner, at the close of an afternoon meeting, Ist month 6th, 
1842 : — ** There is a little matter which I feel at liberty to express 
this evening." "Of all the blessings with which we are favoured, 
perhaps there is none more pure, more holy, than that of inward 
tinioQ and communion with God — to be able to confide in Him — and 
at no time is this more sweet than in times of deep afiOiction. I 
have remembered the dying words of a dear Friend, long since de- 
ceased — ' In the depth of my distress I waited upon thee, Lord ; I 
remembered that I had called thee, Father, and I knew that thou 
wert omnipotent.' O how precious, thus to repose on the bosom of 
Omnipotence!'' 

After this period, in the prosecution of various objects of public 
Qtility, G. R. passed his time pleasantly, and his pen became a fruit- 
fiil source of enjoyment to him. To fervency of spirit he united 
dOigenee in bosinesa in a reuitirkable degree, and his constant in- 
dustry in whatever he undertook was very striking. In allusion to 
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some of km occupations he thus writes to his friend, J. F, :— 
sometimes say, 1 have been accuatomed to can->* loads all iny life 
long, or at least from very early years, and it so happens, that of late 
time my burdens have been very heavy. I am sometimes told they 
are * self-imposed ;' be it so, yet I must carry them. Thou kuowest 
I was engaged in transcribing my Journal memoranda. The con- 
sciousness that I should never be better able to do it impelled me 
forward, and led me to put by for a while many other calls upon my 
time. I have got through the transcript, and when I tell thee there 
are seven hundred and thirty-eight pages, thou vn\t perhaps be ready 
to exclaim, * There is far too much.' " 

Again he writes^" Thou wilt see by the enclosed that I have been 
engaged in examining John Kendal's three volumes of 'Piety Pro- 
moted/ I am glad to find that thy mind also has been dwelling on the 
subject of a judicious selection from them. I have selected one hun* 
dred and seventy-seven of them. Many also of those passed over are 
precious evidences of the stability of the foundation on which our 
predecessors were concerned to build — faith in God, and in our Lord 
Jesus Christ ; even that faith w^hich worketh by love, to the purifjring 
of the heart. It was the work of the Spirit of God which made 
them what they were ; Christ in them was their hope of glory, and 
the source of sti^ength through which they were enabled to bear the 
cross, despising the shame, and to follow their crucified Lord in the 
path of self-denial. There Is abundant evidence that they received 
the Lord Jesus Christ in all His offices. They had the root of the 
matter in their hearts, and many of them had the apprehension of 
the truth very cleaily in their minds also. Their gifts and endow- 
ments were various, but faith and works were beautifully combined 
both in their theory and practice. It is delightful to contemplate the 
peaceful, joyful, yea, triumphant end which very many of them were 
favoured to experience in their d}TQg hours. I should be glad if 
JFriends would read these records more diligently in the present day.*' 

G. K.'s attention was early called to the little band of Friends IB 
Norway, and as some of these, in the course of their mercantile 
engagements, frequently visited the porta of the Tyne, he became 
personally known to several of them. As his knowledge and interest 
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respecting tbem increased, he sought various opportunitica to do 
them good, and to introdnco them to the attention of Friends in 
London. He maintained a fi-eqnent correspondence with some of 
their number, a portion of which he published in a little work, en- 
titled, " The Rise and Progress of Friends in Nor\^*ay.'* It is not 
needful therefore to add much on this interesting subject in the pre* 
sent volume, but in the minds of his family, who knew and witnessed 
all that he did on their behalf, it has left an indelible impression. 

When no longer able to assemble with his friends in the yearly 
meeting, he yet entered with lively interest into the various im- 
portant subjects brought before its notice from time to time. On 
one of these occasions he thus writes to J. F., in 1853:— '* I was 
often instructed and comforted in perusing some of the occurrences 
of the late yearly meeting. There does appear to have been some 
seasons of peculiar solemnity, when doctrine dropped as the dew, 
and distilled as the small rain upon the tender herb. Some of thy 
dear brother William Forster's communi cations appear to have been 
peculiarly precious. He goes deep for his ' stones of memorial ;* 
and I trust some of them will speak instructively, when he is in 
the rich enjoyment of his heavenly inheritance/* 

Together with the frequent employment of his pen, G. R. read 
largely^ mingling with the deeper, serious reading, which claimed his 
first attention, works of general information. On the family assem- 
bling for breakfast, he was generally to be found perusing the sacred 
page, as at many other times of the day. Those precious writings 
which had yielded him so much instruction in early life, when he 
was first led to choose the Lord for his portion, failed not to cheer 
anii comfort him in the time of his old age* 

As a parent he seldom felt himself called to administer much 
advice or reproof, yet by his living example of Christian excellence, 
and the whole tenor of bis life and conversation, he powerfolly pro- 
claimed to the members of his household the path of rectitude be 
wotild have them to pursue. By precept, as well as example, ho 
enconraged them to enter into benevolent efforts for the good of 
others. *' Spend thy life actively and usefully, and then much of 
thy time wiD pass cheerfully,*' was his fatherly exhortation to an 
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absent duiigbter. On another occasion he writes : — ** May the bless 
ing of preservation await thee, and may thy mind be entirely deTot^d 
to serve the Lord, in whatever way He may be pleased to point out. 
Love Him with all thy hearty and He will love thee, and he thy. 
shield, and thy exceeding great reward.*' Again, in a letter from 
Sussex, he writes : — *' O what a privilege it is, to have the Lord for 
our friend ; none can succour in the hour of distress like Him^ and 
He is snfficient for all our varied necessities. He can endue us vritli 
patience, and that sweetens many a bitter cup. Habitual resignation 
to whatsoever He permits to befall us, doing vigilantly our proper 
part towards guarding against evil, and then in sincerity saying, 
' Thy will be done,' is of great efficacy in mitigating the severi^ of 
trials. I humbly trust thou art often in tlie school of Christ, that 
He win teach thee meekness and lowliness of heart, and as thou par- 
takes of His holy and Divine nature, greater mysteries will be un- 
folded to thy view and experience in the knowledge of Divine tblDgs. 
Be diligent in both reading and meditating in the Holy Scriptures ; 
they are a precious treasure entrustefl to ns for our improvement; 
and through faith in Christ Jesus, who is the Divine Word, the 
fountain from whence they flowed, they tend to make us wise unto 
siiIvatioD. Be thou fully given up to love, fear, and serve the Lord, 
and thou wilt find Him to be a father and friend to thee in every 
time of trial and difHculty." 

After alluding to a slight attack of illness, he pens the following 
remarks on the subject : — ** Health is a great blessing, for the enjoy- 
ment of %vhich we are too prone to forget how much we are indebted 
to the fountain of all our mercies, the Giver of every good and perfect 
gift. Wo can have nothing truly good which does not flow from His 
all bountiful hand, who feedeth the sparrows and clotheth the lilies, 
and tenderly careth for the least of His children. Let this conside- 
ration be a stay and comfort to thy mind, that though far separated, 
thou hast a Father in heaven, who sleepeth not by day nor slum ber- 
et h by night. 
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•* If H© is tbas tu be found of those who seek Him not, surely He 
will tenderly listen to those gentle yet fervent aspirations of soul 
which, through adorable wisdom and mercy, He causeth to ascend 
from the humbled, contrited spirit which secretly desires to know His 
wiU, and to seek for strength rightly to do it. This is a world of 
many probations and trials, and it doubtless is best for us that it is 
80, for the Lord doth not afflict willingly, nor grieve the children of 
men; but when He chastens us, whether immediately or through 
the instrumentality of others (which is very common), it is, as saith 
the Apostle^ * for our profit, that we may be partakers of His holi- 
ness.* Man is prone to impurity and self-indulgence ; the way of 
life is a way of self-denial and of cross -bearing, and those who hope 
to enter the kingdom of heaven without pursuing this path may find 
a wilderness of thorns and briars wherewith their feet will often be 
wounded, but they mil not find that pure and undefiled rest, which 
consiBts in ' love, joy, and peace in the Holy Ghost.* 

"I often long to be united with those who are the companions 
of Him who endured the cross, despised the shame, and set us an 
extimple that we should walk in His steps. I had no idea, when I 
began, that my letter would have run in this strain, but truly the 
longer I live, the more I feel the necessity, the value, the importance 
of true religion. My soul longs for it more than for the enjoyment of 
any earthly comfort (and a kind Providence has afforded me Qiany), 
but unless, with aU His other blessiiigs, He be gracionely pleased to 
fill me with a precious sense of His presence, I feel I am empty, and 
poor indeed. May thy mind also, be thus daily more and more exer- 
cised for the like precious experience: so will the Lord be thy Shep- 
herd, supplying all thy wants, as far as He sees needful and best

In another letter, adverting to a lengthened separation, be ex- 
preflses himself thus : — ** It hns long appeared to me that tmo resig- 
nation to the will of Providence, who lends us the richest b1et$sings 
of life as for a season, that oiu* strongest affections should not centre 
in them, but in Himself, who is the alone eternal, inexhaustible 
fountain of all true happiness, is the chief cause of serenity of mind 
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undor the vurluiis triiils which arc tiUotted unto man whilst jm&Hin 
through this probationary state of existence. Persuaded that all i 
intended to work together for good to them who loTe God, the tru 
diseiple is enabled to blesB His band for all^ and * most for the seyere/ 
But why should it be thns, that wo feel most gratitude for that which 
has been the most trying 7 I apprehend it is because slight trials 
do not sufficiently excite the mind to serious reflection, whilst eucli 
as are deep and severe as it were drive it home to the Heayenly 
Father's presence, and raise holy aspirations uijto Him for help and 
protection, and thus contributing to our purification and rednement, 
tend to prepare us for admission into those mansions from whence 
* sorrow and sighuig flee away.' 

" I trust thou hast already in degree leamt that grace can oTer- 
come nature. * It is good for a man that he bear the yoke (of Christ^ 
in his youth f and it is profitable oft^n \o sit alone and keep silence, 
yea, in humility and self-abasement of soul before the Lord, to put 
his mouth as in the dust, and to say with one formerly when under 
an awful sense of the purity and majesty of God, and of his own 
unworthiness, * Behold, I am vile.' This is indeed a state of pre- 
cious preparation, wherein we know ability afforded to escape the 
corruptions which are in the world through lust, or the desire for 
hurtful gratifications, and to become measurably clothed with the 
Divine nature ► precious privilege for man ! poor finite man ! th 
to receive the spirit of adoption, whereby he can in sincerity an^ 
,truth call God— Father. 

" I write this as the matter arises, and it is in the desire that God, 
even my God, may be pleased in adorable mercy to pour of His Spirit 
upon my seed, and His blessing upon my offspring. This is often 
the travail of my spirit, when I have neither ability nor liberty for 
the expreasion of it ; but the Lord knows all hearts, and graciously 
regards the secret exercises of His poor children and servants, hear- 
ing and answering their prayers." 

On another occasion he thus writes : — *' Thy last letter has felt 
deeply interesting to me, and I do tenderly desire that thou mayest 
be enabled to make the full and unreserved surrender of all thuu hast 
and all thou art to the Fiord's service, ever remembering that Ho 
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loYes a free-will oSeriug, a cheearfbl Borrendor. He saitb, * I love 
them tbut love mo, and thoy that seek me early Bhall find me.* May 
tlie breatkmg of thy spirit often be, ' Lord, what ^-ilt thou have zne 
to do?' Then, do I believe, He will open thii^ ear, morning by 
morning, to hear as the learned ; He will more and more mifold to 
thy view, and in thy livinrr r\|»erifUC4\ the mystedeg of His kingdom, 
and perhaps ebaw thee, as He has done to many others, that it is 
through mnch tribulation tliat we mast enter into the mansions of 
glory. •• 

'*8th month 80th, 1834. 

Allnding to some peculiar circumstances which had occurred, he 
says : — '* Such events have teaching in them ; they tell us plainly 
how wise it is to lay up treasure of that kind, and in that place, which 
is beyond the reach of the many causes of annoyance to us in the 
quiet possession of the treasures of this world. * Provide yourselves 
bags which wax not old, a treasure in the heavens which fadeth not/ 
How often do I remember this instructive language of our gracious 
Lord and Master, who thus kindly condescended to point out that 
path which contributes both to our comfort and safety in time and in 
eternity/* 

" Manchester, 4tli month 29th, 1836* 

'* Thy remarks relative to W. B. are very interesting. I hope he 
will live and grow, and that his faithfulness will be rewarded. 

" Beware of right hand errors, that the enemy do not lay a trap in 
the way of thy zeal in this direction, and hurry thee off thy feet. Do 
nothing tliat makes thy conscience uneasy. This may be doing evil 
that gotnl may come. 

Why do I write thus ? Because I love ibee dearly, and do not 
wish thee to be entangled by the spirit of the world — no, not even 
in its most refined transformations. 

*' Farewell, my dear , May the * arm unseen' preserve thee. 

" Thy affocUonate father, G. R." 

With the Friends of his own meeting, in the earlier period of his 
n^tirement, he delighted to mingle, but chiefly under his own roof. 
\N'hen his strength was equal to the effort, he used to assemble a 
number of his younger Mends together on a first-day evening, aa 
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mauy as hm room would contain, and after tea he generally selected 
from bis fund of manuBcript, which he had cuUed from a variety of 
sources, such reading as both interested and instructed them* At the 
couclusion^ he frequently addressed them in an affectionate, persuasive 
manner, occasionally pouring forth fervent supplication on their be- 
half. Some of these, in later life, have recurred to the evenings thus 
spent, as having been times of much pleasure and instruction. 

Socially, he was ever ready to entertain sta-angers, and to such as 
were travelling as ministers of the Gospel, he proved indeed a true 
helper. He well knew by experience the exercises of spirit which 
these have to pass through, and his lively sympathy with them, as 
also his advice and encouragement, often proved -very refreshing. 
He was ready to share their burdens with them so far as he was 
enabled to do so, and to undertake any labour, in the promotion of 
their object, to which his strength was equal. 

He was largely applied to for counsel and aid, both by his friends 
and others not immediately connected with him, and on such occa- 
sions ho was willing to sacrifice much time and thought if he could 
render them assistance. With inflexibility of purpose, as regards the 
maintenance of right principles of action, ht* yet blended with his 
judgment and advice, on such occasions, much Christian considera- 
tion and sympathy, so that to the upright-hearted he proved to be a 
friend and counsellor of no light value. 

With those members of his own monthly meeting, who had gone 
to reside abroad, he maintained an affectionate, Christian correspond- 
enccj and with his world-wide sympathy, it yielded him both pleasiire 
and satisfaction. With many of these it seemed to have the effect 
of stining up the pure mind by way of remembrance, and he received, 
in several instances, grateful acknowledgments in return. 

Perhaps there was no feature in his character more striking than 
his entire uoselfishness. This Christian grace shone throughout his 
whole course of action. With him indeed self seemed nearly annihi- 
lated, and a benevolent consideration for others marked his inter- 
course with them. As ho has himself stated, his will was subjected to 
discipline in early life, and, through Christian principle, he had been 
led to exercise great watchfulness and self-control, which eventually, 
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lis be once remarked in reply to a Friend^ had " become a habit of 
the mind/* Thus was be enabled in ao great a degree to prefer others 
to himself, and to exercise brae Christian charity to hifl neighbour. 

In his o^^n household he was much heloTed. The domestics of 
the family, reoogniaing in him a friend as well as a master, were 
'accustomed to look up to him with affection and reverence ; one of 
them remarking, after fourteen years' residence under his roof, that 
she loved him as if he had been her own father. His sweet, beam- 
ing countenance often struck their attention, and his whole aspect 
and demeanour betokened peace. On a Erst-day evening, especially, 
this feeUng seemed to be the atmosphere of the room; and those 
seasons must long be remembered when, after a reverent perusal 
of the Holy Scriptures, his spirit appeared to be in silent commu- 
nion with his God, and a hallowed inOuence seemed spread around 
him. 

From tlie commencement of the operations of the Bible Society in 
Newcastle, 1813, G. R. took an active part. The depot was chiefly 
nnder his management for nearly fifty years, and for most of that 
period it was kept on his own premises. Not only as it regarded the 
purchase and sale of about two hundred and fifty thousand copies of 
these precions volumes were his energies employed, but while health 
and strength permitted, he diligently sought, by personal visitB to 
neighbouring v-illages, with others like-minded with himself, to form 
and re organize Societies for the thorough distribution of the Scrip- 
tures. The committees wore held in his office, and his own seal was] 
imparted in a great degree to others on these interesting occasions. 
His correctness in keeping the Society's accounts was proved in but 
one mistake of twopence having occurred between the London Depo- 
sitary and himself, during this long period, which he used to bring 
forward in proof of the exceeding accuracy of the Parent Society's 
operations, in the muldpUcity of its concerns. His own appreciation 
of the sacred volume was at the root of his labours. He longed 
tbat the whole world should participate in the blessings and he was 
williug to spend and be spent in this service. He clung to the 
work with a tenacity which only age and infirmity could weaken, 
and laboured on its behalf even at a period when his bodily powoni 
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were HtUe equal to it. HaTing given up tbc management of the 
depot to hia two sons, he retired from it as it were step by step.* 
Referring to this anhject in a letter, he thns writes : — " The Lord's 
hand has, I conceive, been manifestly with the Bible Society, and 
has sustained it in many conflicts, and crowned its labonra with 
ahimdant blessings. How beautiM was the hmguage of David when 
he felt his heart, and the hearts of the princes of Israel, enlarged, so 
as to offer freely of their substance in preparation for the building of 
the temple for the worship of Jehovah. How humbly and reverently 
does he acknowledge their dependant condition. * All things come 
of thee, and of thine own have we given thee.* All our ability to 
labour in the good cause is of the Lord." 

Gotemporary with Clarkson, Wiiberforce, and the host of early 
workers in the anti-slavery straggle in this country, G. R. was led 
warmly to espouse the cause of the suffering bondsmen. During 
the many years, when much earnest zeal and persevering labour 
were necesaarj' on the part of those who advocated the rights of the 
slave, both in and out of parliament, he zealously united with hia 
fellow-townsmen in their efforts on this behalf, and was sent up to 
London aa their delegate to one of the Anti-Slavery Conventions. 

The foUowing is a short extract from a letter to J. F. on this 
subject : — 

*' 2nd month 22nd, 1849. 

*' What can our Society (of Friends) or the * meeting for sufferings' 
in its name, do more than has already been done in promotion of the 
abolition of the slave-trade^ and slavery ? This query has again and 
again arisen in my mind when T have thought of to-morrow*s as* 
sembly. Perhaps a streak of light will burst through the dark cloud 
from Him whose ear is ever open to the sighs and groans of the op- 
pressed. Assuredly, He can moke darkness light before yon, and 
crooked paths straight. May He graciously deign to do so is the 
breathing of my spirit." 

In the early part of the present centurj*, before the system of 
** Schools for Mutual Instruction'* had sprung up in England, Q. R., 
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being appointed overseer of the poor, met with much gross ignorunco 
amongst this elasa, and he became strongly impressed with the 
oecesBity for greater attentiou being paid to edaoatiou. lie com- 
menced to teach au adult school himself, and seized opportunities, 
as they presented* for bringing the subject before the municipal 
authorities of the town. When the more comprehensive system of 
education, known as the " Lancasterian/' was first introdnced, he 
early enrolled himself as a member of school committees, and con- 
tinued to attend them until the infirmities of age entirely precluded 
him. 

Tbe total abstinence cause he wus induced early to support, by 
cordially lending to it the weight of his iutluence tuid example, even 
at a period of life when advancing years might have been pleaded as 
an excuse. 

In 1842, as already stated » G* B« was called to resign hm beloved 
daughter, Rachel Pumphrey, who was removed by death. She had 
a long illness preceding her decease. The following letter, penned 
during this interval, wiU shew the manner in which he sought to 
soothe and comfort her : — *' Now, my beloved Rachel, when I think 
of thee, I often have the words of the Apostle before me — * Fur mo 
to live b Christ, and to die is gain/ Though it often happens, in 
long protracted illness, that there are considerable tluetuations in 
the stream of Divine consolation, even to the best regulated and must 
purified and redeemed minds, yet in our cloudy seasons, which I 
believe are often intimately connected with natural causes, we may 
ever find some defence in the precious * helmet, the hope uf salvn* 
Uon.* It is said that the Lord takes pleasure in them that fear Him, 
and in them that hope in His mercy. Sometimes the enemy of souls 
is permitted to assault the poor, tried mind, when it comes to be the 
inhabitant of an affiicted and emaciated tabernacle, as though Uie 
pains and sufferings to which it is subject were the punishment or 
wages for sin. How graciously did our Lord correct this misappre- 
hansion In the minds of His disciples^ when they quoried of Him 
^ Master, who did sin, this man, or his parents, that ho was born 
blind'/* 'Neither hath this man sinned, nor his parents : but that 
the works of God should be made manifest in him.' The works sut 
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ways of the Lord truly are wonderful, Bought out are they of all them 
that have pleasure therein. I have desired tenderly for thee, my 
dear R., that thou mayest endeavour quietly to lie as it were in the 
hollow of the Lord's hand all His appointed time. Ho will sustain 
thee, and perfect that which concerns thee to thy peace, and His 
glory." 

The following extract from a letter to his friend J. F., was written 
at a time when his own health was breaking doivn considerably, and 
is dated 7th month, 1859 : — *' In reply to thy frequent inquiries after 
my health, I may say that yesterday I had a significant warning of 
the great uncertainty of time, in a heavier fit of vertigo than I ever 
before experienced. My E. would send for the doctor, but what can 
he do for a patient of eighty-six ? Sweet confidence in the care of 
the Heavenly Shepherd is the clothing of my spirit, with thankfulness 
for His long-continued mercy and goodness. I often think of the 
solemn words which fell fi*om the lips of Thomas Pearson, at our 
quarterly meeting in Durham, about sixty -five years ago — ' Put your 
trust in the Lord for ever, for in the Lord Jehovah is everlasdng 
strength.* This language, uttered in great solemnity, made an inde* 
lible impression on my youthful niind." 

Addressing his son George, who was attending the yearly meeting 
in London, he thus sweetly alludes to himself: — *' I would not have 
thee give way to much anxiety about me. I have been permitted to 
be an inhabitant of the Lord's earth for many years — many more 
than are allotted to men generally. My God is so graciously near 
me, and I have such confidence in His wisdom and power, that I 
feel no cause for anxiety. You, my dear children, are building on 
the same foundation, and it will support us all. I can see nothing 
in the way to deprive me of a peaceful release, even should my God 
permit it to come suddenly. Our dear Lord's gracious assurance 
may be fully confided in, * Lo, I am mih you alway, even to the end 
of the world ;' and He * is the way, the truth, and the life.' 

" Thy affectionate father, G. R/* 

Extract of a letter to Josiah Forster, 1852 :—'* Thy little letter, 
with its enclosure, has led me into a train of deep thought. I 
may well acknowledge I am nearly in the last stage of my earthly 
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pilgrimagOj and it may truly be said that ftiy strength for bearing 
burdens is decay ed^ and there is much rubbish." 

To the same, on the same subject : — ** I have sometimes profitably 
remembered our blessed Lord's expressions to His disciples, cheer- 
ing them when ontward prospects should be gloomy, in bidding them 
to Mook up, for your redemption draweth nigh/ We have to do 
with a faithful Creator, and a merciful compassionate Saviour, and 
may safely trust our all in His hands, confiding humbly and rever- 
ently in His wisdom and in His mercyj that even in our hour of 
need He will not withhold some precious evidence of His loving- 
kindness. The operation of disease on our animal spirits is very 
various, and this, at times, acta upon our intellectual powers so as in 
degree to modify oor spiritual frame of mind ; yet when under de- 
pression from such a cause, we may temember our covenant -keeping 
God, casting our burden upon Him, who careth for the least of His 
children. I often admire and adore the wisdom which has so won- 
derfully shrouded in uncertainty the precise period of removal from 
works to rewards. Truly, in general, we know neither the day nor 
the hour when the messenger of death will be sent. We know cer- 
tainly that he will come, and that continued watchfulness is our duty, 
in order that we may stand approved in the Divine sight, and thus 
be delivered from the continual dread of death." 

Extract from a letter addressed to his son-in-law, Thomas Pum- 
phrey, dated 11th month 9th, 1851, whose many engagements, as 
Superintendent of Ackworth School, prevented frequent epistolary 
intercourse. 

"It is so long since I had so much of a letter from thee as that 
which came to hand last evening, that I much enjoyed the perusal of 
it, as well as that of its deeply .interesting enclosure. It brought to 
my recollection the reply which an aged experienced Cliristian is said 
to have made to one of her sympathising acquaintances — *If my 
Heavenly Father should see meet to send me to bed in the dark, I 
can trust Him.' 

" The Lord frequently sees meet to permit deep and humiliating 
baptisms to be the portion of those whom He dearly loves. After 
passing through one such conflict a few weeks ago, earnestly desiring 
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ability to serve the Lord acceptably, on awaking next morning, an 
influence came over me wMch I really believed was a foretaste of tbo 
enjoyments we may hope to experience in tbe heavenly inberiiance. 
It waa inexpressibly sweety solemn, and tranquillising. I felt tbe 
sovereignty of God, and my soul was prostrate at His footstool. I 
cannot but believe that sometbLng of this experience is in store for 
dear S. T. from Him whose dwelling is with tbe bumble and the 
contrite ones, even before tlie Master makes Himself known onto 
them by tbo breaking of bread." 

Alluding in tbe same letter to bis grandson, G. R. Pumpbrey, he 
Bays—'* The little visit of dear George was very pleasant to ns all, 
especially so to me. I feel a deep interest in bis preservatioii and 
future well-being. Good seed is sown in his heart. May it bo 
cherished and protected from all that would frusti-ate the Divine 
purposes.*'* 

During these latter years of his hfc, when his strength was much 
breaking down, G. R. was induced, in spring and autumn, to frequent 
the little fishing village of Cullercoats, near North Shields, in order 
to recruit his health. He soon became interested in the welfare of 
its hard-toiling inhabitants, and by various figencies he sought to do 
them good. His active mind found fuB scope in this diroction» and 
he used conBidorahle bodily exertion sometimes, to effect his purpose* 
From his parlour window he could descry the vessels passing to and. 
fro to their different ports of destination, and amongst others, some 
French ships occasionally lay in the offing for the purpose of taking 
in water. On more than one occasion he supplied himself with a 
store of Bibles and Testaments in the French language, took a small 
boat, and sailed some distance to visit the crews on board. No 
entreaties from his family availed tct deter him from this exposure, 
which, at his advanced age, appeared almost unwarrantable. With 
his precious freight under his arm, his only thought seemed to be 
how to get them on board, and anxiously wag Ms little craft watched 
until he was salely on shore again. Of personal risk he entertained 

* It is A Uttle remarkable that tbe aged grandparentr the son-in-law, and graxidMm, 
(to wbom the above letter refers,) were bU deetincd within a few months to follow Mcb, 
other, ae it ia fully believed, to Ibeir heavenly home. 
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Tery littlG apprebett&ioD^ his eamestoesa of purpose carried bun be- 
yoDd this kind of fear ; and to the watchful caj*e of a superintending 
Providence must be attributed Ma preservation from injury, of which, 
from the many falls he had, he often seemed in imminent danger. 
In reference to some of these occupations at CuUercoats, he thus 
writes: — "I have long had great pleasure in being useful to my 
feUow-creatiires. In these, and similar engagements, I am often 
thankful in feeling love to God, and love to man, to clothe my spirit, 
and to believe that ' He knoweth the way that I take.' My desire is 
continually to dwell under His protecting care and sustaining power/' 

In his visits to Cullercoats, the Bible, Tract, and Temperance 
Societies had their claims set forth, and a better supply of water, 
repairing of broken footpaths, etc., were also objects of his care ; and 
last, but not least, the building of an excellent school-honse was 
chiefly carried out under his own planning and direction. 

Thus, at an age when repose might have been considered fairly 
won, being nearly eighty at this period, he was found vigorously at 
work, sometimes from six in the morning until seven or eight in 
the evening, prosecuting some scheme of usefulness he had planned, 
which, though laborious, often afforded him much enjoyment. 

His kindness to the poor, who flocked to his own door, was a very 
striking trait in his character. To their talcs of distress and poverty 
he did indeed lend a willing ear. In his attempts to alleviate this 
misery, he was greatly aided by his beloved niece ; but generally it 
was not until after personal investigation in their own houses that 
they were relieved. He spared neither time nor labour to do tliem 
good; and to the destitute, and such as seemed to have ''no helper," 
the door of his office was often besieged. 

On one occasion, when an attack of bronchitis had confined him 
for some time to the house, he clothed himself in his winter garments 
preparatory to going oat, the weather at that time being very severe, 
and the ground covered with snow. His friends, considering it unsnit- 
able that he should go out in his present state of health, begged 
him to remain at home, fearing, among other dangers, that he would 
fall on the ice. Bemonstrance was however in vain, and he was not 
to be detained. The very inclemency of the weather urged him to 
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the efifort — he could not enjoy his own comforts when he knew that 
his poor pensioners must be Bolfering so much. With hi8 ready pre- 
pared drafts on the meal shop therefore he sallied forth alone, being 
unwilling that any one should accompany him, and ascended a gT< 
number of steps in effecting his object. He returned in safety, re- 
lieved and cheerful, and did not appear to suffer from the e3:posure» 

At a time when his health was much enfeebled, he made great 
efforts to attend both meetings on fii-st-days regularly, evincing great, 
reluctance to give up this high privilege* On one occasion, when it' 
was very wet, and apparently quite unsuitable he should ventm*e out, 
he quoted tlie language, '* Many waters cannot quench love/' He 
was indeed exemplary in attention to this Christian duty* 

Within the last twelve months of his life, previous to his confine- 
ment for nearly two years and a half to his bed, his attention became 
closely and weightily engaged with the subject of missions to the 
heathen, under an apprehension that the time was approaching when 
members of the Society of Friends might be rightly called to labour 
in distant lands for the spread of Christianity throughout the world- 
In order to state correctly his views on this important subject, it is 
deemed best to introduce at the end of this volume his own letter, 
which was printed and widely circulated at that time, together witli 
the address of the yearly meeting of 1861, when this subject claimed 
its close attention. He also wi-ote a large number of letters ou 
the same subject, addressed to his friends in variotiB parts of Eng-_ 
land, from most of whom he was favoured to receive enconragini 
replies. The following are extracts from letters addressed to his 
friend and correspondent, J. F. : — 

" 11th month, 25th, 1859. 

** I have long feared that our religious society has shrunk from 
its true line of service in reference to an endeavour to spread the 
benefits of Christianity in distant lands* The accounts which reacl 
us of the eminent success with which the labours of missionaries'^ 
have been blessed, may well excite the inquiry whether we, as a reli- 
gions community, are coming up to the help of these self-denying 
and devoted labourers as we ought to do, and may do, in perfect con* 
Bistency with those characteristic principles which have been given 
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QB to bear to the world. In reading some missionary acconnts a 
few days ago, my mind became deeply and awfully ImpreBsed with 
the eolenmity and importance of this qnestion, and I felt that I must 
press upon some of my dear fellow-professors the need of our seeking 
to be rightly iuBtmcted and guided in judgment and in action reapect- 
ing it. I have often felt tliankful that a few, though very few, com- 
paratiTely, of late years, of our well qualified miniBters, have been 
drawn out, under the iniiuence of the love of Christ, to go forth and 
labour iu the ministry of the Gospel in distant lands ; but more than 
transient visits, however asefol, are required, in order that a durable 
impression may be effected. 1 fully believe that the Society, collec- 
tively, may usefully aid in the work. I am abundantly persuaded 
that many well concerned Friends would be relieved of a burden, were 
a door rightly opened, through which their contributiona might flow, 
for the effective spreading of pure Christianity in heathen lands." 

1st month 13th, 18G0. — He again writes to him on the same sub- 
ject : — " Thy note, full of interesting information, was truly accep- 
table. I trust the good cause will now prosper, and in due time 
yield &nit to the glory of God» and the extension of the Eedeemer'n 
kingdom in the hearta of the children of men. "WTiy should wo 
doubt ? The Lord's arm is not shortened. His power and His wis- 
dom «re sni^cient for every emergency. He can raise up, qualify, 
and sustain instruments for His own work, to the praise and exalta- 
tion of His ever glorious name, 

" I have been consoled lately in observing how much of our blessed 
Lord's teaching was of a conversational character* Tbey who are 
rightly called, and go forth in true humility, in the spirit of love and 
power, and of a sound mind, ore likely to be blessed in their work. 
We need living faith in the only sure foundation, the Lord Jesna 
Christ, in all Hia offices and in all His attributes, 

** Thy sincerely attached Friend, G. R," 

The mission subject seemed to be the last work of an active kind 
given him to do on earth. As if conscious that hia time was to be 
very short, he worked diligently and earnestly day by day ; and very 
striking was it to his £umly to aee him thus labour, proclaiming, as 
it appeared to them, the sokmn language^ I must work while it is 
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day, for tho night cometh. Not a little romarkablo was it, therefore, 
when they beheld the last letter of the series which he wrote in con- 
nection with this subject completed within a few hoars of the time 
when an increase of iUness compelled liim to retire to his room, from 
whence he never again returned. His work on this behalf seemed 
then to be finished, and having done what he coald to promote the 
object, he was content to leave it in fai^ and hope that the seed 
sown would faike root, and eventually bring forth frait to the pi 
of the great Huabandman. 



NOTES OF G, R/S ILLNESS AND DEATH, 1862- 



The active labours of a long life being now bronght to a close, W( 
next approach the period when, for neoi'ly two years and a half, our 
beloved and honoured parent was called to exhibit the passive virtues 
of the Christian, in that patience and submission to his Heavenly 
Father's will, which he was enabled, through Divine grace, in so 
large a degree to exemplify throughout his lengthened illness. 

In endeavouring to gather np those fragments of thought which 
fell from bis lips during this period, and which may throw light 
opon his inner feelings, we do not seem to have very much to select 
from. He was accustomed to speak but little of himself, yet to those 
who were privileged to sit by him in his quiet chamber, and to wit- 
ness his pious resigjiation, his serene countenance, and tjie radiant 
smile by which it was often lighted up, there could not be a doubt 
as to where his hopes were fixed* Even if no words at all had been 
spoken, the whole frame of his spirit seemed to say, " I know in 
whom I have believed, and am persuaded he is able to keep tbat 
which I have committed unto him against that day." 

For many months previous to his last illness, our beloved father's 
health was considerably broken, and at times the fluctuations were 
of B serious character. 
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On tbe Till of lOUi moDthj 1859| he had a sharp attack of indis- 
poBitioDy and complained of dkzineBS Id hia head, and in drawing 
his chair to the tea-tablo he nearly fell. This feeling continued 
during the remainder of the evemng, and in attempting to walk 
across the room he had to sit down again. His spirits, notwith- 
standing this, were bright and cheerfnl, and in alluding to bis state 
of health he said to his daughter, "I am quite ready/' meaning, to 
depart. In reply to a remark she made on this subject, he said, " I 
don^t desire it, but bimply to be submissive to whatever is ordered/* 
He was anxioas to settle some little matters of business, and desired 
that his books might be brought up from his office, in which his Biblo 
Society work was transacted, adding,, " I do not expect to be much 
there now." 

In Srd month, 18G0, on a fine but cold day, he went across a 
common to visit a young man who was ill of consomption. The 
exposure brought on an attack of bronchitis, and for some weeks hiH 
state became very critical. His family thought at this time that he 
might not be far from his heavenly home, and he evidently thought so 
himselfi making allusion to the settlement of his outward concerns, 
and to tbe arrangements for his funeral, desiring it might be con- 
ducted with great 8impli<;ity, and in accordance with the principles of 
his life. In response to this, a hope was expressed, that he might 
even yet get over this illness, to which he sweetly replied, ** Yes, it 
may be so, but I have been let down some steps— one symptom after 
another. I wish to have no will of my own, hot to rely entirely on 
the love and wisdom of my Heavenly Father. It has been my desire, 
all my life long, to live in entire sabmission to the Divine will, and 
it remains so still.** At another time he said, " I have not been able 
to haye much high (spiritual) enjoyment, bnt I have been favoured 
with great peace and comfort. It is a great favour to be free from 
pain» BO very different to yesterday afternoon." Shortly before his 
last iUneea, ho had much enjoyed "The Memoir of Adelaide L» 
Newton/* and bad extracted portions of the work which had mo^i 
struck bis attention. Alluding to this, he observed, ''I have been 
thinking of a remark addressed to Adelaide Newton in her illness. 
I do not fieem aa if I could rise to Christ, bat I can sink down to 
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Him." At aDother time he said, ** I have many peacefdl though td 
runuing through my mind. It is ti great privilege to live near tha 
fountain." Again — **I think I may say with the Psalmist, *My 
flesh and my heart faileth ; but God is the strength of my heart, and 
my portion for ever.' " 

I860.— A young person, (the grand- daughter of his friend, D. 
Oliver,) who was much attached to him, was, at his request, inb'o- 
daced into hie room one day, when feeling very ill. He seemed 
pleased to see her, but said he could not converse much mih his 
friends, but felt "great love towards them;" adding, **I have not 
been in the habit of speaking much of it, bat have always cherished 
this feeling— love to God, and love to man.'* 

4th month 13th, 18G1.— Firstnlay morning. On entering hia 
room, his daughter was struck with the sweetness of his countenance, 
and as he did not speak, she inquired if he had anything to say thig] 
morning ? He replied, " Nothing but good ;" adding, after a pause, 
and with deep feeh'ng, ** the fountain is open." His heart seemed 
indeed filled with the love of God, so that she hesitated to interrupt 
him by proposing to read a chapter, as usual* She did 80| howeveri^ 
and ailc^rwards asked him to tell her his thoughts. He said he halj 
been dweUing on the influence of the Lord's Holy Spirit and its visi- 
tations to the heart of man, and on the goodness of God, in thus 
permitting it to be felt, even in the absence of any outward means, 
alluding, as it was supposed, to his inability to unite with his friends 
in public worship. 

Gth mouth 2nd, 1861. — He remarkodp "I have been thinking 
great deal of the Friends assembled at the yearly meeting. I trust 
the Divine name may bo exalted ; that is the great point, For my* 
self, I am permitted to be veiy peacefal, and to drink freely of the 
river which makes glad the whole heritage of God." 

In allusion to his beloved mission subject, and what had taken 
place in the yearly meeting respecting it, he said, '* The seed hi 
taken root, and it wUl grow. We may have to wait for a time, bul 
it will grow. "What a favour I was enabled to work for awlule^J 
before being laid by." A long valued friend and coadjutor in some 
benevolent objects, called to see him, with whose visit he seemed 
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much pleased. He entered freely into cooYersatioii with him, in 
tJie course of which, he said, he often felt peacefhl and thankful. 
Though his bodily power was very weak, it was a great favour that 
his mind was in siich vigorous exercise. He was in a helpless state, 
hat was well attended to* He had many blessings, and it was weU 
to trace these to God, who was the Author of them, God was the 
Author and founUiijii and Christ the medium of all our blessings. 
Ho also remarked that passages of Scripture often arose in his mind 
in an interesting manner, and he loved to ruminate upon them : his 
mind had been well btored in early life with these, (his brother and 
he having been accastomed to read the Bible together^) and he found 
it a great advantage now. He dwelt particularly on the subject of 
Christ*9 sufferings — not only in the bodily anguish which he endured 
on the cross for our sakes — but that He also ** poured out his soul 
unto death." It was the offering up of Himself to the Father for us 
that was so well pleasing in His sight. 

Although the health of the dear invalid improved considerably aft«r 
the first sevei-e attack of illness, yet from loco! infirmities, he was 
never able to sit up after this period. Thus confined to his bed, he 
still entered with lively interest into much that was going on, not 
merely in the social circle, but in the world at large. After many 
weeks* inability to read, ho one day asked for a newspaper ; and upon 
inquiry being made, some time afterwords, what particular subject 
interested him, he rejoined, "' I am a citizen of the world, and X 
wanted to know how it was going on ; I wished to know how the war 
in Italy was afiecting the interests of religion on the Continent/' 
Although so alive to passing events, it was remarkable how very little 
allusion he made during his illness to anything connected with his 
outward concerns. He had, to use his own expression, endeavoured 
to '* set his houBe in order'* while in health, and these cares were not 
permitted to trouble him now. 

6th month 5th.— Our beloved father has suffered but little pain of 
late. Last night, it was severe. He remarked to-day, with a sweet 
smile, '* Life is a varying scene^ sometimes pain, sometimos case, 
sometimes joy, sometimes sorrow ;" adding, " it is a great favour to 
be enabled to bear pain with submission.** In the evening, on the 
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remark being made that he seeoaed to be lying very comfortably, he 
replied, " To rmuinate on the past, to meditate on the present, and>j 
to contemplate the futiu'e, there is plenty to do." On another ocga*^ 
sion, he asked to have the fourteenth of John read to bim, aaying' 
that since his illness, he had dwelt much upon it — ^adding, " it shews, 
in BO remarkable a maimer, the exceeding love of God to His crea- 
ture man. 

Once, in allusion to another attack of illness, he said he ''con- 
sidered it a step lower dovm the hill,'* but added, ** I have a bright 
prospect beyond, and that is a great satisfaction." His eyesight 
being at one time much affected, he observed, that if this weakn< 
continued to increase, and he became quite unable to read, he had 
a rich store laid up to reflect upon. 

Although liable at intervals to a recurrence of pain which 
often very acute, it was striking to his attendants how little hej 
seemed to dwell upon this trial, once saying cheerfalljf, in allusion 
to it, " I get on smoothly on the whole, considering the circumstancea 
in which I am placed*" On another occasion, being inquired of, if 
he did not feel tired with lying so long in one position, he replied, 
** I do not use the word * tired,* it is not in my vocabulary f* nor 
his attendants ever remember his using it throughout the whole' 
course of his illness. Thankfulness was the prevailing feeling of his 
heart, and on two occasions he quoted the lines of the poet — 

" This da]r be bread, and peac« mj lot ; 

All eUc beneath the sun, 
Thou know'&t if beat bestowod or not, 

And let thy wiU be done.*' 

To a young servant who was kindly waiting upon him, he remarked 
he was well provided for, repeating the lines of Addison^ — 

*' Unnumbered comfort* to my soiil, 

Thy tender care bestowed, 
Ere yet my infant heart oooceired. 

From whom tboae comforts flowed." 

In reference to his illness, and its issue, whether for life or doath, 
Lo said, ** We may safely confide both in the wisdom and goodness 
of God. Our Lord told His disciples to mark *the signs of the 
times/ and I have had many signs. It is a favour I am enabled to 
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enjoy life to a considerable degree." With feelings snch as these, 
his time passed sweetly, so tbat life seemed no burden, and be some- 
times said that he did not feel time long» his beaming conntenanoe 
being often indicatiye of the peace and holy joy within. He was 
privileged in having his friend Henry Brady, a valued member of big 
own meeting, for his kind medical attendant, whose cheerful conver- 
sation, in the course of his professional visits, he oflen enjoyed. 

He continued to cherish a lively interest in those public objectfl to 
which those around >dm were devoting their time and attcntioDi and 
his entire nnselfishness was strikingly shewn in the desire ha ox- 
pressed that he might not himself be the means of interrupting tho 
avocations of others, addressing to his children the exhortation, "Go 
and be useful. Do as much good as you can." One day he said, 
that the longer he lived, the more he was convinced of tbe truth of 
the saying, " No life is pleasing to God, that is not useful to man/' 
On another occasion, he spoke of the " great love which flowed in a 
living stream towards his Mends,'* adding, he had felt this more 
than ever before, having had more time to think of them while lying 
upon his bed, quoting the passage, ** By this shall all men know 
that ye are my disciples, if ye have love one to another." To a 
Friend who visited him, he said, "Let us ever keep the highest 
standard in view, ' Glory to God in the highest, on earth peace, good- 
will towards men.' " 

3rd month 9th, 1862. — Blness now increased upon our dear father, 
and after some days of much lassitude and exhaustion, he gave utter- 
ance to his prostrate feelings thus — " Half a man ; a wrecked vessel." 
His daughter replied, *' If thoo ftrt wrecked, I think it is on a safe 
coast." Ho sweetly responded, "A strong hope, through grace." 
Boon ailer, on his daughter-in-law going into the room, ho said to 
her, *' I am very feeble now." She replied, ** But what a favour, 
dear father, that there is this unbroken peace." He rejoined, " Yes, 
it is ;" and after a pause, emphatically added, *' faith, hope, peace, 
loveT* On one occasion, in reply to a remark, he said, *' I am cabii, 
peaottful, and waiting ; entirely peaceful as it regards the main point." 
At another time he quoted the lines — 

" Tht^y al»9 wrre, who only fttaod And v«it,*' «tcu 
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A Friend baviog remarked that it was a great favoor his facultiea 
were preserved so clear, he replied, *'It is a favour, and it has ever 
been cause for deep thankfulness;" sweetly adding, "but if it had 
been otherwise ordered, what could be said, but the will of the Lord' 
be done ?" 

For the last ten days of his life, our beloved parent was gradually 
sinking. There was comparatively little pain. The same holy eahn, 
the same invariable sweetness attended Mm ; but he was generally 
too weak to converse, or even to make a slight movement, without 
assistance, and the flickering pulse and hiboured breathing shewed 
plainly that the solemn summons was approaching. 

8th month 9th. — Severe shivering fits came on, attended wit^ 
sickness, and followed by great exhaustion, which continued to in- 
crease until evening. He then became alarmingly ill, and it was 
evident that human aid could be of no avail. 

Between eight and nine oVlock, his family circle and nearest rela- 
tives assembled around his bed, accompanied by their faithful domes^ 
tic8 and his tenderly attached nurse. The calm remained unbroken 
save by the labouring breath and a chapter in Bevelation being read. 

About a quarter past eleven, he, whom they had so tenderly loved 
and honoured, was gently released, and doubtless admitted into the 
presence of that dear Saviour who, faithful to His own gracious pro- 
mise, had kept him unto the end- 

Eis remains were interred, by special pennission, in the Friends* 
burying ground, on the following fifth-day ; and the funeral wa« 
largely attended, hotli by his fiiends and many of his fellow-towns- 
men. A solemn meeting was held on the occasion. 
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LETTER ON MISSIONS, 

BY OEOfiUJE mCIU4lD30N. 



Deae Frixkb, — My mind has long been burdened with an apprehension 
that otir Religious Society is not coming forward as it ought to do, but has 
ahrmLk from its true line of service, in reference to an endeavour to pro- 
mote the extension of the kingdom of our Lord Jesus Christ in heathen 
lands. In early times Friends went boldly forth, proclaiming the glad 
tidings of the OoBpel of peace, but chiefly amongst profesedng Christiand. 
Of late yearn, a few have been called out to travel extensively. Jame« 
Buckhouse and 0. W. Walker laboured in New South Wales and ports 
adjacent, and in South Africa, for nearly nine years. Stephen Grellet 
and William Allen took many long jounieya, as bIbo did Daniel Wheeler, 
Thomas Shillitoe, J, J. Gnmey, and others ; and of latar time, John and 
Martlrn Yeardley, and Eohert Lindsey. But it is remarkable that a large 
]>roportion of the labours of Friends has been in the direction of serious 
tnqtiirers amongst Christian professors, and very little among the heathen. 

In the beginning of the Ouspel, our Lord and Kis disciples went forth 
to gaUier "the lost tvheep of tho house of Israel;" but He was gl^in 
also for '* a light to lighten the Gentiles,*' and for salvation to the ends 
of the earth We are taught, by the language of propho<nr — That ft*om 
the rising of the mm to the going down of the same, the Lord*s name b to 
lie great among the GentOcs, and in every place incense and a puff offer* 
ing shall be ofiered to Hiu name. " For my name ^hnll hr great among 
the hcathea, saith the Lord of hosts/' The kingdoms of this world are 
to become the kingdoms of our Lord and of His Christ. 

Within the lust hfty years, tiie attention of tho Christian oommunity, 
in England and Nortli Amurica espeeially, baa been powerAiUy and use- 
fully awakened to a jujH flame of the mak and degradad oonditiun of the 
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various heathen nationfl. The debasing superstitions connected with idol- 
atTy, the infanticide, the suttees, and the strangling of women on the 
death of their husbands, the cannihalism, the bloody and ferocious wars 
BO common among the heathen, have claimed close and serious attention. 
Ken have been raised up and called to labour in this field of service. 
Amongst the earliest, mthin our memory, were Cluudius Buchanan and 
Henry Martyn, who called attention to the state of the population of India. 
Carey, Ward, and Marshman, at Serampore, laboured long and diligently 
to acquire a knowledge of the languages of India ; Marshman, Morrison, 
and Milne, those of China. Groves went through Russia to Bagdad and 
Persia, How wonderful have been the results of these researchcjs — ^how 
vast the fniit of their labours ! 

But have Friends, as a Religious Society, regarded these proceedings 
with that warm Christian iDierest which they might seem justly to claim 
from them ? Have they not rather been looking askance at them? But 
why should it be so ? 

The Society of Friemls have been occupying a useful position, both in 
England and America. They laboured long and hard for the benefit of the 
heathen population of Western Africa, that they might be relieved from 
the cruelties and miseries ioflicted on them by the slave-trade, and sue- 
ccsafully also for the abolition of West India slavery. They watched over 
the emancipated and their offgpring, that the proper education of their 
children should not be wholly neglected. They also extended care, in 
this latter respect, to some on the coast of Western Africa. 

In these operations, the Society generally took part, in the way of free 
contributions to a fund placed under the management of Friends in Lon- 
don, who were empowered to make grants for specific purposes, as the 
occasion from time to time appeared to call for them; which grants, iu 
eeveral cases, were entrusted to the care of agents abroad — missionariet ^ 
or others — in whom the committee could confide, for appropriating them 
in accordance with the instructions. 

Now we may observe that a large proportion of the labour of Friends 
has been directed to the improvement of the temporal condition of those 
who were the objects of solicitude ; but surely we should go further, and 
seek to promote their spiritual and eternal welfare, and the difhision of 
Gospel light amongst them. Chiist's religion requires us to labour to 
turn the minds of men from darkness unto light, from the power of 
Satan unto God. •* Ye are the light of the world," said our Lordf <*lmt 
men do not light a candle and put it under a bed, or under a buahel.^' 
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Alio we ooming up to the spirit of this injunctioii with regard to heathen 
nAtiona ? I feel the more solicitous oq this subject £rom a persuafion that 
there IB a door open into a field of good promise, in which Friends may 
uaefnlly encourage and help thoee who are already engaged in the good 
work» and that they may do this without the abandonment of any of our 
main, characteristic principles or testimoniee, which, we belieye, were 
pven us to bear before the world, by Him through whose Dirine power 
we were gathered as a people. 

My mind has often been deeply interested in perusing the records* of 
the successful labours of pious and devoted men, who have gone out, under 
the patronage of the various Hisaionary Societies, to labour amongst the 
iicathen for their conversion to Christianity. Brief and transient visits, 
though very useful for instruction and edification, are not all that is 
required for the conversion of heathen nations. A more permanent resi- 
dence, and continuous effort, are needed, especially for the acquirement of 
a knowledge of the native languages. Many pious men have been raised 
up, and have gone forth in the love of Christ, as with their lives in tlieir 
hands, and have sought a residence amongst savages and cannibals, and 
with wonder!^ sucoen. Adoniram Judson^ and his three excellent wives, 
(successively his fellow-labourers,) spent many years amongst the Burmans 
and the Karens, who resided In the villages situated amongst the jungles 
in the province of Pegu. The blessing which descended upon their self- 
dcDying labours, and those of their excellent sucoeesors, resulted in many 
thousand persons embracing Christianity. A large number of the natives 
booame also teachers or preachers, Bcveral of them endued with talents fbr 
much usefulness amongst their brethren. 

In New Zealand and the Feejee Islands, almost whole tribes of cannibals, 
through the labours of the miseionariee, were induced to cast away their 
idols, forsake their superstitions, cease from their frequent, ferocious wars 
and other horrid customs, to become worehtppers of the only bue God, 
and linoere believers in the Lord Jesus Christ ; and from barbarous canni- 
bals became meek Christians, peaceful cultivators of the soil, or regular 
traders, famishing exportable produce of great value and extent. 

Similar changes took place in the Friendly Islands, where, about thirty 
years ago» there was not a Christian, and now, it is said, there is not n 
A chief orer Mmsnl tribes has become an humble, self-denying

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Christian ; a judicious, intelligent^ well-qualified preacher of the Gospel 
of life and salvation. These are highly important events, and may well 
enconrag© Friendfl, a» a body, to move forward, and lend a himd of holp 
.to Pich parts of the work as they can aid, in accordance with their own 
CODflcientious convictions. The Society collectively may usefolly contri- 
Imte to promote the work, as to a large extent it doe«, by the support of 
the Bible Society, but more is required. 

One valuable means of accelerating these highly important national 
changed appears to have been by the miseionarics acquiring a knowledge 
of the native languages — forming alphabets — ^teaching the natives to read 
and write — then translating portions of Holy Scripture into their language^ 
printing them, and freely and widely disperaing them amongst such bb 
have acquired the power of reading. It has been observed that this pro- 
cess arrests the attention of the natives, and affords them great delight* 
They thereby quickly discover the superiority which educated men poasew 
over others, and are led to seek and read with much avidity the portions 
of Holy Scripture thus placed In their hands. Thus their underetandinga 
become enlightened, and, by the operation of the Spirit of Ood, their 
heaits are softened and changed. Beeeiving the Scriptures of truth ns 
of Divine origin, they bow submissively to their high authority, and 
become willingly subjected to the yoke of Christ. 

I think it was said a few years ago, that in the island of Madag8uiear» 
during the period when the missionaries were allowed to labour, twelve 
thousand pei'sons learned to read, and many of them to write. And so 
firmly had the doctrines of Christianity laid hold of their minds, that after 
being dej)rivcd of their instructors for many years, their heathen rulers 
have not been able te extirpate Christianity, even by a long-continued 
rigorous persecution. Several have laid down their lives for Christ's sake, 
boldly confessing their faith in His name. 

Now, there is much in the above missionary operations in which Friendo^ 
as a body, may freely and cordially unite, and aid in the way of peouniary 
I grants for specified objecta; say, in what relates to the employment of 
teachers, to enable the natives to read — in translating the Holy Scriptures 
into the native languages^-in printing and widely and freely disjKJTsing 
them. There nr© other branches of this great question in which Friends 
may freely aid, as they have done in the case of the Indiana of North 
America, in eujiplying them with blankets to hide their nakedness. W, 
K'un said the superfluities of the vain world would clothe the naked one. 
Would it not be weU that we should have a **i^n>«rf«' Auoeiaiion for 
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aiding m the Difimktkf^ Go^pvl Lighl amQng»i the Heathen and other unen- 
lighUnsi Nation*:' 

We should ever remember that our Lord Jeeus Christ came **to g^ve light 
to them that sit in darkue^^ and the shadow of death ; to guide their feet 
into the way of peace." We should striTe for the extension of Christ's 
kingdom, and the exaltation of Kis dominion over a world that licth in 
wickedness, I am persuaded that the Divine blessing would attend this 
work. It would tend to edification both at home and abroad, aa there was 
a Bingle eye to the glorj of God and the salvation of men. That wisdom 
which is profitable to direct would be afforded. To many it would be a 
profitable occupation, both of money and of thought; and I am persuaded 
that many sincere-hearted Friends would feel reUcTed of a burden, be led 
to see more of Zion's King in His beauty, and be permitted, by living 
faith, to behold the land that is very far off, as a place of broad livors 
and of streams, watering the garden of the Lord. We should be more 
fruitful in the field of ofi'ering, and more joyful in the house of prayer. 

My letter has run to a great length, but my heart is wanned with u 
fresh foeUng of the love of God to our periahiag fellow -mortals of distant 
lands, with ardent deairea for their help.

P.S. — It is probable that in case Friends, as a religious commimlty, 
should heartily entertain a serious concern for the oonvereion of heathen 
nations^ some of them may be drawn to take up their residence among the 
heathen. In such an event 1 am persuaded that the kind sympathy of 
their brethren would be excited for their help ; and the lUnda of th« pro- 
posed association would be applicable in their case.

KNOWLEDGE OF THE 008FSL TO THE EEATBEK IS rOKEIGN LANDS. 



Wmor wi «oot4^plate the blessings of which we are made portakttv 
thioQf^ the 6o9pel, the inquby will often be induced — " Whai iluil I 
unto the Lonl, for all hia benefits towaids mo ?" The man hif^y 
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we oTirselvea value these blessings, the more strongly shall we feel bonnd 
to promote their extension, not only to the ignorant and depraved oroimd 
us, but to the heathen and the unenlightened in the dark places of the 
earth ; rememberiiig the words of the Lord Jeeus, ** That repentanoe and 
remission of sins should he preached in his name> among all nationB," and 
His parting injujiction, " Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel 
to every creature." 

Christianity is in its very nature diffusive. Witneea the conduct of its 
earliest converts. No sooner did Andrew know Jesus as the Lamb of God, 
than he sought his brother Simon, and brought him to the Saviour. No 
sooner had Chmt made Himself known to Philip, than Philip called 
Nathaniel, and said, *• We have found him of whom Moses in the law, 
and the prophets did write." So great was the zeal of the Apostles to 
declare the glad tidinp of the Gospel, that "daily in the temple and firom 
house to house they ceased not to teach and preach Jesus Christ;" and 
' when by persecution the early believers were scattered abroad, they **went 
everywhere preaching the word." Since the apostolic days, successive 
ages of the Christian church have afforded the same evidence j the same 
fervour of love has distinguished martyrs and confessors, and other faithful 
men, who, amid perils and persecutions ^ have zealously testified to others 
that Gospel of the grace of God, which they had foimd unspeakably pre- 
cious to their own souls. 

Thus also did our early Friends, when brought to the experience that 
Christ was all in all to them, diligently labour to bring others to the po»-' 
[ieseion of the like blessed faith and hope. Their efforts to spread tho 
truth as it is in Jesus were not limite<l to their own country, nor to pro- 
fessing Christians. They felt that all mankind were alike included within 
f the sphere of redeeming love. How frequently and earnestly does George 
Pox, in his Epistles, exhort **to spread the truth ahroad ;^^ "to instruct 
and teach the Indians and Negroes, and all others, how that Christ by 
the grace of Ood tasted death for every man, and gave Himself a ransom 
for all, to be testified in due time.'* Ho reminds his captive Friends in 
Algiers, that the Gospel of salvation is to he preached to every creaturo 
under heaven — that "Whites and Blacks, Moors, Turks, Indians, Chris- 
tians, Jews, and Gentiles," are all to be brought to the knowledge of tho 
grace of God which is through Christ. 

Durinig the last half century, the labours of various bodies of Christians 
in the missionary field have been extensive, and in many instances have 
been evidently blessed by the Head of the church. In our own bordera. 
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fdmy haro we not bright examples of the ixpansiveuefls of the UoBpiI, bi 
beloved brethren and 8wt^i*s, who, both at home and abroad, have la- 
boured abundantly in the ministry of the Word, on behalf of the ignorant, 
tho criminal, and the enslaved ? 

Whilst thus refeninj* to the laboure of these devoted servanta of Clirifst, 
may we not urge Uic inquiiy — Does the love of the world, or the love of 
ease, or indifference to the salvation of our fellow -men, benumb our zeal 
in the scnico of Chriet, for the conversion of sinnci^, and the evuugoliicing 
of the heathen ? 

We deeirc to encourage our mcml>urs to individual faithiulnes8, and Ut 
ft willing Burrendcr of themselves to tbe service of their Lord. If the 
voice of the Spirit bo distinctly hoard, however gentle the call, or however 
humiliating the service, may there be the ready and cheerful re»]>on8e, 
** Here am I, send me," 

How ttOHpoakable the blessing of being permitted, whether by pn>aching, 
by teaching, by the ciiculation of the Holy Scriptures, or by any other 
means which the Lord may be pleaded to appoint, to bring those who 
^'aiv sitting in darkness, and in the shadow of death, ^* to the light of the 
Gospel of Christ ! 

Those Scriptural views in rcgani to the nature of the worship of God, 
to the qualification for Oosiwl minbtry, and to the authority of Cbri&t in 
His chorch, which we have ever niaiutaint«l, so far from offering an im- 
pediment in such a service, are peculiarly adapte<l to promote it. In like 
mjinner the full recognition of the pouceable nature of the Redeemer's 
kingdom — the rendering of a practical obedience, both in doing and puffcr- 
iug, to the injunction, *' I*ovo your enemies^* — the faith which induces a 
simple reliance for sncccss and safety, not on iieets and armies, nor on thi« 
arm of flesh, but upon the power and protection of that God who has pro* 
miaed to be ever with those who put their trust in Him — if firmly main- 
tained by thoie who muy be called into these fields of service, would tend 
to op<m their way, and greatly to enlarge their influence for good. 

On considering how far we can, as a Stjciety, aid the work by giving 
additional facilities to those who, under the preparing hand iind constrain- 
ing love of Christ, may he called to labonr in foreign lands, some external 
arrangements appear to be deoiiublo. 

Thia aervioe is not, we beUere. by any means confined to ministers of 
the OoflpeL Firoaching tho word is but one part of what we aro to 
undentaad by misaionary labour. Schoolmasters and Scripture renders, 
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combining with their more specified dutioR religious teaching and conrer- 
station, us well m instruction in the arts of civilized life, would also lind 
iin important place. To well-qualified Friends offering for these engage- 
ments, this meeting would extend its sympathy and encouragement. It 
does not, however, design to interfere in any way \rith the independent 
action of monthly or other meetings, in the liberation of ministers for the 
Hemo« of the Gospel. 

It may probably be desirable hereafter to promote Bubscriptions for thifl 
ppeciul objotit, to be applicable, primarily, to assist the labours of our own 
members, with liberty to extend aid beyond the Hmits of our Society, in 
the diffusion of Gospel truth, by means not inconsietent with our Christ^ 
principles. 

Without determining what special orrangementa may be called for, in 
the arising and extt^nsion among us of a right concern on this important 
subject, we conclude to refer it for the present to the meeting for suifer- 
ingB ; and ojiy Friend, feeling his mind attracted towards any depaitmei 
of foreign labour, is invited freely to seek both counsel and help from that 
meeting. 

Encouraged by the promise that tlie time shall surely come, when ** all 
the ends of the earth shall remember and return unto the Lord ; and all 
kindreds of the nations shall worship bofoi'e him ; for the kingdom is the 
Lord's, and he is the governor among the nations," we commend the 
cause to the serious and prayerful consideration of Friends generally, and 
the work itself to the blessing of Him who alone can establish it, and 
prosper it to His own praise.

IvrEETINGS FOR WORSHIP AND DISCIPLINE. 

Outline op a Sermon delivered at SitrcLDs Monthly Meetiko, 
4th Month 13tb, 1859, by G. Richardson. 



itAiTE felt it to be in accordance with my religious duty this morning 
to express my views of the iiDportance and benefit to be derived from tiie 
diligent attendance of our monthly and quarterly meetings. 
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It 16 no imcommon thin^, when we ore about to be doprivccl oi' any oi 
ottr privilegea, that they are then moet apprecitited ; and truly, that of 
mMiting together in thc^ our Bolemn assemblies, is one not to be lightly 
oitoemed. It has been my lot to attend our monthly meetings with hut 
little exception tor a pt?riod of seTonty years, and I can bear my testimony 
to the blessing of which I have been a partaker ; and often at the close of 
the day, my heart has been filled with thankfulness in being permitted 
thus to assemble with my friends for the purpose of Di^-ine worship. 

In dwelling on this subject this morning I have Tvmcmbered how in 
aU ages of the world it has pleased the Most High to appoint that His 
people should meet together in holy convocation and in solemn assemhlies, 
for their fttrcngth and instruction. In ancient days He chose Jeroaiilem 
as the place to which they should go up, and whero His name should he 
glorified when they were gathered together. 

The Psalmist described Jerusalem as ^' a city which is compact togctlier, 
whither the tribes go up, the tribes of the Lord to the testimony of Israel, 
to give thunks unto the name of the l/oni" 

But 1 have mourned, my friends, this morning, to observe the dimi- 
iiishcd numbers that attend our monthly meetings, I have known, in 
days gone by, seventy Friends attend a monthly meeting from Newcastle 
alone: and now, even this day, how few (comparativoly) are with iiS| 
though travelling is so much etisier! I have longed that more might come 
up to meet together on these occasions, which I do believe have been 
blessed of the Lord to many. The Psalmist also declared, "The Lord 
hath chosen Zion, he hnth desiruHl it for his habitation : this is my rest for 
ever; here will I dwell, for 1 have desired it. I will abunduuUy blc5« 
her jirovisiott, and satisfy her poor with bread. I will also clothe her 
priests with salvation ; and all her saints shall shout aloud for joy." And 
when far off in a distant land, how earnestly iUd His people long for Jem* 
salem ; '* If I forgot tliee, O JeruMalcm, let my right hand forget her 
cunning, and let my tongue cleave to the roof of my mouth, if I prefer 
not Jerusalem above my chief joy. ^* 

These times of holy convocation, when the chosen people assembled 
before the Lord of heav^ and earth, were oftentimes of peculiar favour 
and Bometimes of awful \-isitation. When His holy law wm nud in 
Bolemn anembly their hearts were BometimiM bowod ta in the dust, under 
the feeling of their many backslidings, and their neglect uf His puixi and 
righteous law, *♦ The law of the Lord is ped^ coavtating the soul."

The engagement of their heart has been like one of old, 
when he said, "Walk about Zion, count .the towers thereof,- mark yo 
weD her btdwurks, consider her palaces, that ye may tell it to the genem- 
tion following.*' They have been brought by their Lord and Saviour, us 
it were, out of darknosB into HL*j marvellons light. He hath fulfilled His 
promise — " Where two or three are gathered together in my name, there 
Sim I in the midat of them." 

Oh I that we might all more and more grow in grace, and in true vital 
religion ; obejing^ from our heart, the first and great commandment — 
**Thou shalt love the Lord with all thy heart, with all thy mind, and 
with all thy strength ;^' and instead of having our heart and aif'ections set 
on earthly things, have them fixed on Him who is the source and fountain 
of all pood : then would we rejoice more and more in the assembling of 
ourselves together in these our monthly and quarterly meetings, which 
would prove to us indeed a** holy convoc4ition&, in which the God of hea- 
ven would be glorified; and we ehould be enulded to draw nigh untu 
Him, through our Lord und Saviour Jesus Chrift. 



MEMORIAL OF THE LATE GEORGE RICHARDSON. 

KXTRACTKD FROM THE UINUTES OF THE NEWCASTLE IJIRLE SOCIETY. 



TnK Committee of the Kewcastle Biblo Society, ipecially summoned on 
a(K!oant of the demise of their venerable and much revered Vice*l^8ident, 
Mr. Oeorg© Kichardson^ desire to atate the scn^e which they entertain of 
the loee which they and the Society have 8ustaint?d, They do so, not »o 
much in obedience to the insijired injunction — *' Render, therefore, honour 
to whom honour is due,'* — as from regard to the lUrection of the Apostle, 
••Be ye followers of them wito, througb faith and patience, inherit the 
promises." 

Our lati; Viee-Preetdent was an Israelite indeed, in whom was no guile. 
He had a simplicity of aim which few of the disciplefl of the Lord Jesus 
attain unto. Of moKt of the world's great one« the saying h true, that 
they are great only at n distance ; of our deceaaod tViend, it may be said, 
that they who knew him most intimately esteemed him most highly. Feu 
men bore 90 strongly a« be, the impi-ew of the Master's likened. He 
not to know what it wai» to bt* weary in wcU-<loingt Peno&at 
were not nuifercd to intervene between him and the well-beinp 
of hifl fellow -creatures, or the gloiy of his Divine MaMer. 

From early youth, he vtm a lover of the Bible. Not 4>nly were his 
leisure hours dcvoteti to it« study, but fuch fVngments of time ae could be, 
lingular watchfVilneaa, culled even fVom the busiest period of the day, 
re •T>ent in the [K'niwil of it, or in meditating upon tU routcnts 
lie was one of the originator* of this Society, and, to within the la5t 
two year!*, one of it* mo«t active promoters. For nearly fifty yoin he 
acted aa Hb dcpowitarj'. In the course of this time, about two hundred 
nnd fifty thousand copies »*f th*' Scripture* pa^«ed through hk handa. He 
nnlercnl the bo*ikF, he unpacked tht^m, and plortil them in tlie depot. Hr 
Attended to their fmle, and dis^tributed them amongfit the bianch aseoein- 
tiotis. Hf kept the arcountii of tlie Societ}\ and carried on ita huaiJ

oofrespondenLc. He arrtingetl the annual meetings of many of the district 
lUiBOciations, and, whilst health and strength lusted, was never backward 
in attending them; in tnitli, during the whole filty-two ye^rB of the 
existence of the Society, he htis been the miunspring of ita energy, the 
chief agent, under God, of its Buccess. It need scarcely be added, thut 
hia only rewaiii was the Inxury of doing good, and that rccompenoe which 
he has now gone to receive. 

Next to his Saviour, hie family, and that religions Society to which ho 
was consciously attached, he loved the Bible Society, and to it, accord- 
ingly, he devoted that large measure of interest and effort which it has 
received from him. As increasing infirmitiee stole upon him, it was with 
manifest regret that he retired ft'om the management oi' its affairs. He 
did not do so all at once, but only retreated a step at a time as necessity 
compelled him. At length, when laid upon that sick bed from which he 
c^'as not to lise again, he saw that his task was done, and he then calmly 
and cheerfully resigned his much loved Bible Society into the hands of his 
Lord and Ma;*ter. 

The Committee, in contemplating the graces and labours of their de- 
parted friend, would adore the goodness of that Saviour, who so graciously 
imparted to him of His own fulness, and, by His Bpuit, enabled Mm to 
bring forth ?o much good fruit. 

They woubl wish also to convey to his bereaved family their warmest 
Bympathies, prapng that that void, which has been occasioned by his 
removal, may be made up by the raanifeBted presence of the Lord Himself. 



NOTICE OF THE LATE GEORGE RICHARDSON, 

BY DR. BKUCE, BECRETAHY OF NEWCASTLE BIBLE SOCIETY. 



A FATEiAHCH has passod away, Mr. George Richardson, one of the oldest 
and most respected of the iuhabitiinta of Newcastle, died at his residence 
in Albion Street, a little before midnight, on Saturday last. Mr. Richard- 
son was bom at the I^w Lights, North Shields, in the year 1 773, and wa» 
conHctpiently at the time of his decease nearly ninety years of age. Ho 
came to Newcastle in the year 1792, when he was apprenticed to the busi- 
ness (that of n grocer and leather dealer) which he carried on until his 
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Ristioth year. Having BUccdHled in establiAhing bimeoLf in a Bbop iu the 
Fleah Market (now called the Clotli Market), he wm in 1800 married to 
Miss Eleanor WatsoD, who was for nearly half a retitury the sharer of his 
joya and sorrows. It is now several years aince Mr. llichanhion retired 
from bujamesB, and he has devoted the whole of bis time and energies ever 
«ince to the promotion of plans of public usefulness and private benevo- 
lence. Probably a more unselfish man never existed, nor one who was 
more untiring in his efforts to do good. Benevolence beamed in his coun- 
tenance, and we have known school -girls look in at his shop window to 
enjoy the sight of his happy face. The sjiring of all his actions was love 
to that Master of whom that holy book, which he made his constant com- 
ponion, told him so much. As was most fittings the religious body (the 
Society of Friends) to whom he was attached, obtained the first plac<} in 
his affections, and his best services. So early had he become imbued with 
religious feeling, and so early had be come to a decision upon the most 
momentous of all questions, that he was not more than twenty years of 
age when ho was acknowledged as a minister by the Society, He exer- 
cised his office till the close of life. All his utterances wer^ characterised 
by power and heavenly auction. In prayer he seemed to get within the 
veil. He was an ardent friend of the Bible Society. 80 thoroughly did 
he throw himself into the work of the Newcastle Society that ho might 
with tnith be said to be fA^ Society. During his long connection with 
it as Depositary about two hundred and fii'ty thousand copies of the 
Scriptures passed through his handa. Even this fact gives but a feeble 
idea of his labours in connection with this great cause. The ordering of 
the books, their unpacking and rc-iaeuing ; the keeping of the complicated 
accounta, the arrangement of the business of committees, and the forma- 
tion and visiting of branch associations are some of the items of duty to 
which for many years he diligently and chtxirfuily applied himself. So 
excellent was his method of busineas, and so delightjul was the spirit 
which he uniformly breathed that the members of the Bible Committee 
always felt it to be a privilege to attend its meetings. He labonrod most 
aealously and most suoceasftilly in tlic cause of negro emaaotpatiooB. The 
CMIM of education early attracted his attention. Befoore British or Na- 
tioDAl Schools were dreami->d of, he was in the habit of spending liiii even- 
ings in teaching claaaos of adults to rcu«l ami write. When in October, 
I B09, it was resolved, instead of a public illumination in Newcastle on the 
ooeo«ion of King George the Third*B entering his jubilee year, to found a 
•chool for tlie purpose of t«aching the children of tbr p<xir to r^ad the 
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Bible, the ticliemti liud his coi-dial Hyiiiptttliy uud yui)|iort. For many yeuri] 
he was upon the Committee of the lioyal Jubilee Schools, and gave bit] 
best efforts to promote their usefulncas and efBciency. The fishing villa^ 
of Cullercoats was the scene of his latest efforts in the cause of education. 
Here, previously, very little provision was made for the Lnstructiou of tho 
young. Mr. Richardson, by dint of great peraeverance^ patience, and goodi 
nature, succeeded in establishing an excellent School in the place, and in 
rearing, by great personal exertion, a fitting hmlding for it. The good 
results of these efforts have already appeared. The lost public sj>eecii 
ever delivered was made at the anniversary meeting of this school nearly 
three years ago. The sympathies of the audience were powerf^y drawn 
forth by the earnest expressions of the venerable speaker, whom they even 
then feared they would not hear again. To the poor at large he 
a constant friend. He was emphatically a friend to those that had 
helper. The door of his office was frequently and lor hoars at a time' 
literally besieged by necessitous persons seeking his help. His bounty 
was not indiscriminately given. He spareil no pains in visiting the poor 
in theii" own houses to ascertain their real state, and to give them that 
counsel, as well as relief, which they needed. After advancing age ren- 
dered such a task positively unsafe, he might be seen clambering the dark 
and duly stairs leading to the tenements of the poor, imwilling to forego 
the luxury of personally doing good. Mr, Richardson was a true friend. 
He did not fall, in kindness and humility, to tell his friends of their faulta ;» 
and seldom it may be stippoacd without effect. One of the last labours in 
which he engaged was the work of exciting the Society of Friends to tnke 
more active measures than they had hithei'to done in disseminating tho 
Gospel at home and abroad. Tory many letters, breathing an earnest 
miasionaiy spirit, he wrote to such members of the Society as he thought 
could help forward his object. His efforts have already borne fruit, and 
his death wUl probably speak even more powerfully and succeosfully than 
his pen did. 

For nearly two years and a half Mr. Richardson has been confined to 
sick -bed. An attack of bronchitis, brought on by exposure when paying] 
a visit of kindness and choaity to a dying youth, was the immediate cauBe 
of his long confinement and final illness. During the whole of that tima 
he resigned himsell^ passively into the hands of liis Master. Not the 
slightest symptom of impatience ever e&caped him. He wished to be as 
his Master wished him to be ; to do, to suffer whatever was His will. He 
was too humble a man to speak much of himself; when the subject of the 
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great future was referred to, he briefly but with decision spoke of the 
strong hope which he enjoyed. His whole life was a testimony to the 
reality of his faith — ^the heavenliness of his disposition — and his untiring 
and complete devotedness to the highest and holiest of all causes. Uia 
latter end was peace. " Blessed are the dead which die in the Lonl.'* 

The mortal remains of our much loved townsman will be carried to their 
burial in the Friends' burial ground, in Pilgrim Street, on Thursday next, 
at a quarter before eleven o'clock. It is understood that after the inter- 
ment a meeting for worship will be held in the contiguous chapel. 
August nth, 1862.
